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Prieft, and alfo in that of fupreme Governor of the 
Country ; and as foon as he was fettled in them, he 
ut a Diadem upon his head, and affumed the Title of 
King: and he was the firft that did fo in that Land 
fince the Babylonifh Captivity. His Mother by virtue 
of Hyrcanus’s Will claimed a right to the Sovereignty 
after his death, but 4riobujus having overpowered her 
caft her into prifon, and there ftarved her to death. 
‘As to his Brothers, stigonus the eldeft of them being 
much in his Favour and Affection, he at firft fhared 
the Government with him, but afterwards did put 
him to death in the manner as will by and by be re- 
Jated, the other three he fhut up in Prifon, and there 
kept them as long as he lived. 
Ptolemy Lathyrus King of Egypt having incurred 
his Mother’s difpleafure for fending an Army into 
Paleftine againft the ews contrary to her Mind, as ~ 
hath been above related, (d) fhe carried it on fo far 
againft him for this, and fome other like attempts, 
which he had. made of reigning without her, that 
having firft taken Selene his Wife from him (by whom 
he had now (e) two Sons) fhe drove him out of the 
Kingdom. For the accomplifhing of this fhe caufed 
fome of her favourite Eunuchs to be wounded, and 
then bringing them out into the publick Affembl 
of the Alexandrians, there pretended, that they had 
fuffered this from Lathyrus in defence of her perfon 
againft ‘him, and: thereon accufed him of havin 


made an attempt upon her Life; whereby fhe fo far 


incenfed the- people, that they rofe in a general ups 
roar again{ft him, and would have torn him in pieces, 
but that he fled for his Life, and having gotten 
on board a Ship in the Harbour, therein made his . 


efcape from their fury. Hereon Cleopatra called to 


her Alexander her younger Son, who for fome years 


paft had reigned in Cyprus, and having made him

_. Atiftobulus as foon as he had fettled himfelf at home 
in the full poffeffion of his Father’s Au- 

thority; (f) made war upon thé Stirs. 477., 106. 
ans; and having fubdued the preateft ‘i riftsba; 

t of them, forced them to become Pros 
lytes to the Jewifh Religion, in like manner a8 
Hyrcanus {ome time before had forced the Jdumeans 
to do the fame thing. For he left them ho other 
choice, but either to be circumcifed and embrace thé 
Jewith Religion, or elfe leave chéir Country and feek 
out for themfélves new Habitdtions elfewhere, Wheré- 
on having chofen the former they became ingrafted 
_at the fame time into the Jewifh Religion as well as 
the Jewifh State. And in this manner the “/monccn 
Princes dealt with all thofe whom they conqueréd. 
Tturea (g) the Countty where thefe people divélt 
“was part of Cele-Syria bordering upon the North- 
Eaftern part of the Land of J/fael, as lying between 
the Inheritance of the half Tribe of Manaffeb beyond 
Fordan; and the Territories of Dama/cus. It was called 
iturza from (b) Itur one of the Sons of Fmael, who 
in our Englifo verfion is wrongfully called Fetur. This 
Country is the fame, which is fometimes called uro- 
nitis. As Idumed \ay at one end of the Land of I/rae/, 
fo Itureza \ay at the other: And thus much it’s necef- 
fary to fay, becaufe by réafon of fome Similitude of 
the names the one has been miftaken for the other. 
Philip one of thé Sots of Herod (i) was Tetrarch or 
Prince of this Country, when’ Fobn the Baptit firft en- 
tréd on his Miniftry.

left Antigonus his Brother there with the Army to finifh 
the War which he had begun in that Country.

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(i) While he lay ill, his Queen, and the Courtiers 
of her party, envying the intereft which Antigonus 
had with him, were continually buzzing into his ~ 
Ears Stories, for the exciting in him a jealoufy of this 
his favourite Brother. Not long after Antigonus hav- 
ing finifhed the war in Jturea with Succefs returned 
in Triumph to Yerufalem, and the Feaft of Taberna- 
cles being then celebrating, he went immediately up 
to the Temple there to perform his devotions on 
that Holy time with his Armour on and his armed 
Guards about him, in the fame manner as he entered 
the City, withouc ftoping any where to alter his 
drefs. Ariftobulus then lying fick in his Palace Baris 
adjoining to the Temple had immediately an account 
given him hereof for the firing ‘of his jealoufy againft 
his Brother, and it was warmly reprefented to him, 
that it’ was time for him to look to himfelf, For 
certainly, they faid, ntigonus would not have come 
in this manner. armed, and with his armed Guards 
about him, had he not fome ill defigns to execute 
againft him. riffobulus being moved hereby fent 
orders to Aatigonus to put off his armour and inimedi« 
ately come to him, concluding, that if he came un- 
armed according to his. orders, there was no hurt ine 
tended, but if otherwife, he had certainly fome de- 
fign of mifchief againft him. And therefore placing 
his Guards in the paflage through which his Brother 
was to pafs inta the Palace to come to him, gave them 
orders, that if he came unarmed, they fhould let him 
fafely pafs, but if otherwife, they fhould fal] upon 
him and flay him.. This paffage thro’ which he was 
to pafs was a fubterrancous Gallery, (&) which Hyr- 
canus had caufed to be made, when he built that Pa- 
lace, leading from thence into the Temple, that 
thereby he might-always have on all occafions a ready 
communication with it. The Meffenger that was

armed as directed, delivered a quite contrary Mef- 
fage. For being corrupted by the Queen and her 
ai he told Antigonus, that the King hearing that 

had a very fine fuit of Armour on, defir’d he 
would come to him as then armed with it, that he 
might fee how it became him. -4atigonus on his re- 
ceiving this meffage immediately pafied through the 
Gallery above-mentioned “to go to the King, and 
when he came to the place where the Guards were 
pofted, they finding him armed fell upon him ac- 
cording to their Orders, and flew him. This fac 
was no fooner done but Jriftobulus moft grievoufly 
repented of ic. And this murder bringing into his 
mind the murder of his Mother, his confcience flew 
him in the face at the fame time for both; and the 
anxiety of his thoughts hereon increafing his difeafe 
‘brought him to the vomiting of blood. While a 
Servant was carrying away the vomited blood in a 
Bafon, he hapned to ftumble and fpill it upon the 
place where Antigonus’s blood had been fhed. At this 
all that were prefent made an outcry, apprehending it 


to be done of purpofe. Ariffobulus hearing the noife - 


enquired what was the matter, and finding all about 
him fhy of telling him, the more they were fo, the 
more earneft he was to know it, till at length they 
were forced to acquaint him with the whole that had 
hapned; whereon a grievous remorfe feifed him all 
over, and his confcience extorted from him bitter 
accufations: againft himfelf for both thefe Faéts, and 
in the Agony, which he fuffered herefrom, he gave 
up the Ghoft, and died, having reigned only one whole 
year. And fuch miferable exits do moftly fuch wicked 
men make, which are terrible enough to deter all fuch 
- from their iniquities, though there were no fuch things 
as the Torments of Hell to punifh them afterwards for 
ever for the guilt of them. 

Fofephus (1) tells us a very remarkable Story of one

*¥udas an Eff relating to the murder of Autigonus. 
This man feeing Autigonus come into the Temple, 
as above-mentioned, fell into a- great paffion thereat, 
and made more than ordinary Expreffions of it both 
in word and behaviour. For he had foretold that 
Antigonus. thould be flain that day at Straton’s Tower. 
Now taking Straton’s Tower to be the Town on the 
Sea-Coaft then fo named, but afterwards called. Cz/a- 
ria, which was full two days journey from Fera/a- 
falem, he thought his Prophecy was defeated, and 
could not agdiily Ip fulfilled that day,, the major 
part of it being then pafied, and the place at fo great 
a diftance; and therefore he expreffed hereon the 

like impatience, as Yonab did on the failing of his 
Prophecy againft Niniveb. But while he was in this 
Agony, and Perplexity of mind, exclaiming. againft 

truth itfelf in his being thus deceived, and. withi 
his death becaufe hereof, came News: that Antigonus 
was flain in that part of the fubterraneous Gallery 
above-mentioned, which was juft under that Turrets 
or Tower of the Palace, which was. called Straton’s 
Tower. Whereon the Ejen finding his prediétion 
fulfilled in the lamentable murder of this Prince, both 
as to the time and place, rejoiced in the Comfort and 
Satisfaction of having his prophecy verified, at the 
fame.time when all clfe were grieved at it. 

Ariftcbulus (m) was a great favourer of the Greeks, 
for which reafon he was called, Philellen, and the 
Gweeks as much favoured him, For Timagenes an, His 
ftorian of theirs wrote of him, as ¥ofepbus tells us out 
of Strabo,. That be was a Prince of Equity, and had in 
many things been very beneficial to the Jews, in. that: be 
jughioced: their Territories, and ingrafted into the Fewifh 
State part of the Nation of the \turmans, binding them 
to it by the bond-of Circumcifion. But his: Actions above 
defcribed give him another fort of Character, 

As foon as Ariftobulus was. dead (x) Salome. his Wife

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difcharged the three Brothers out of Prifon,. .and 
Alexander farnamed Fanneus, who was the eldeft of « 
them, took the Kingdom. His next Brother having 
made fome attempt to fupplant him, he caufed him 
to be put todeath, but the other named 43/olom be- 
ing contented to live quietly a, private life under him 
had his favour and protection, as long as he lived, fo 
that after this we hear no more of him, fave only 
that (0) having. married his Daughter to 4rifobulus 
the younger fon. of Alexander ig a he engag- 
ed in his caufe againft the Romans, and was made a 
Prifoner by them on their taking the Temple under 
the Command of Pompey, forty two years after this 

At this time im Syriz (p) the two Brothers Autio- 
chus Grypus, and Antiochus Cyzicenus, one reigning at 
Antioch, and the other at Dama/cus, haraffed. each 

er with continual Wars. Of which. advantage 
Being taken by fome Cities, which had formerly 
been parts of the Syrian Empire, they-afferted them, 
felves into Liberty, as Tyre, Sidon, Ptolemais, Gaza, 
and others; and Tyrants took poffeflion of fome others 
of them, as Theodorus of Gadara and Amathus beyond 
Jordan, Zoilus.of Dore and Straton’s Tower, .and 
others of other places. At the fame time Cleopatra 
and Alexander her younger Son were in poffeffion of 
Egypt, and Ptolemy Lathyrus her eldeft Son held Cyprus, 
and in this State. were the affairs of the neighbouring 
Countries, when. Alexander Fanneus firft became King 
‘of Judea, 7 

This year was famous for the birth of two. noble 
Romans, (4). Cueius. Pompeius. Magnus, and (7). Mar- 
cus. Tullius Cicero, who the one.for war, and. the other 
for letters, were two of the moft. eminent. perfons 
which that City ever brought forth.

After Alexander had fettled all matters at home, 
s) he led forth his Forces to make war 
nee «5 with the people of Prolemats, and having 
ee vanquifhed them in Battle fhut them up 
: * within the Walls of their City, and there 
befieged them, whereon they fent to Prolemy Latby- 
rus then reigning in Cyprus to come to their Relief; 
but afterwards having it fuggefted to them, that they 
might fuffer as much from Polemy coming to them 
asa Friend, as they fhould from Alexander as an Ene- 
my, and that as foon as they fhould be joined with 
Piolemy, they would draw Cleopatra with all the 
Forces of Egypt upon. them, they on thefe confide- 
rations altered their Mind, refolving to ftand upon | 
their own Strength alone- for their defence without 
admitting any Auxiliaries at all, and took care that 
Ptolemy fhould be informed as much. However he 
having made ready an Army of thirty thoufand men, 
and equipped a Fleet of proportionable power for the 
tranfporting of them, made ufe of this pretence to 
land them in Phenicia, and. marched towards Ptole- 
mais. But they taking no notice of him, nor an- 
fwering any of his Meffages, he was in great difficul- 
ty, what courfe to take. While he was in this per- 
plexity there came Meffengers to him from Zoilus' 
Prince of Dora, and from the Gazeans, which delj- 
vered him from it. For while Alexander with one 
part of his Forces befieged Prolemais, he fent the 
other to wafte the Territories of Zoz/us, and thofe of 
Gaza; and, therefore thefe Meffengers were fent to 
pray his affiftance againft them, which he readily 
confented to. Whereon Alexander was forced to raife 
the Siege of Ptolemais, and lead back his Army from 
thence to watch the Steps of Lathyrus. And findin 
that he could not prevail by his arms he betook him: 
felf to the Politics, thinking by craft and deceit to 
carry his point, and therefore courting the friend- 
thip of Lathyrus he entered into a Treaty with him,

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and engaged to pay him four hundred Talents of Sil= 
ver on the condition that he would deliver Zoilus 
into his hands with the places which he held. Latby- 
_ rus accepted the Terms, and accordingly {eifed Zoilus 
and all his Territories, with intention ‘to have deliver- 
ed both into Alexander’s hands. But when he was 
ready fo to have done, he found that Alexander was 
at the fame time treating underhand with Cleopatra 
to bring her upon him with all her Forces for the 
driving of him out of Paleftine, whercon detefting his 
double dealing he broke off all Friendfhip and Alli- 
ance with him, and refolved to do him all the Mif 
chief that fhould be in his power. ans 

And this he accordingly executed the next year 
after. (¢) For being bent to have his re- 
.. venge on the Inhabitants of Prolemais, and ak Fics 
alfo upon Alexander for the falfe dealings, Janncus 2 
and ill ufage, he had received from both; 
he firft laid Siege to Ptolemais, and leaving one part 
of his Army there for the carrying of it on under the 
Conduct of fome of his chief Commanders, he march- 
ed in perfon with the other part to invade the Ter- 
ritories of Alexander. At firft he took Afochis a City 
of Galilee, and in it ten thoufand Captives with much 
plunder. After this he laid Siege to Sepphoris ano- 
ther City of Galilee, whereon Alexander marched with 
an Army of fifty thoufand men againft him for the 
Defence -of his Country. This brought on a fierce 
Battle between them near the Banks of the River Fordan, 
in which lexander being vanquifhed loft thirty thou- 
fand of his Men, befides thofe which were taken Pri- 
foners. For Lathyrus having gotten the Victory pur- 
fued it tothe utmoft. And there is a very cruel and 
barbarous Act, which is related to have been done 
by him’ at this time, that is, That coming with his 
Army-in the Evening after the Victory to take up 
his Quarters in the adjoining Villages, and finding 
them full of Women’and Children, he caufed ‘them

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to be all flaughtered, and their bodies to be cut in 
ieces, and put into Caldrons over the Fire to be 

boiled, as if for fupper, that fo he might leave an 
opinion in that Country, that his Men fed upon hu- 
man fleth, and.thereby create the greater dread and 
terrour of his Army through all thofe parts. After 
this Lathyrus ranged at Hoey all over the Country, 
ravaging, plundering, and deftroying it in_a very la- 
mentable_ manner. For /eXander after this Battle, and 
the cutting off of fo many of his Men, as fell in it, 
was in no Condition to refift, him, but muft have been 
abfolutely undone, had not Cleopatra come the next 
year into thofe parts to relieve him. nda 
.. For fhe apprehending, that in cafe Lathyrus fhould 
- make himfelf Mafter of fudea and Pheti- 
perk ts cia, he would thereby grow ftrong enough 
Janus 3. tO invade Egypt, and there again. recover 
his Kingdom trom, her, thought it. time 
to put a ftop to his progrefs in thofe Parts; and 
therefore (#), fhe forthwith prepared an Army under 


the command of Chelkias and Ananias, the two Fews 


abovementidned, and having equi a Fleet put 
them on board of it, and failed sia them to Phar 
wicia, where having landed this Army, and by the 
terrour of it made Lathyrus quit the Siege of Prole~ 
mais (which he had till now continued) and retire 
into Cale-Syria, fhe fent’ Chelkias with one part of 
the Army after him, and putting the other under 
the leading of Ananias marched with it to Ptolemais, 


éxpecting they would have opened theit Gates to 
er, but finding the contrary fhe invefted the place 
to take it by force; in the interim Chelkias, while 
he was purluing Lathyrus in Cele-Syria, loft his life 
in that Expedition; which defeating the further pro- 
grefs of it, Lathyrus took the advantage hereof to 
march with all his Forces into Agypt, ho ing, . that 
on his Mother's abfence with the beft of her Forces

tempt of Lathyrus fhe fent back out of 
Phenicia to re-inforce them, they drove him out of 
the Country, and forced him to return again into 
Paleftine, and there take up his Winter Quarters at 
Gaza. 
But while this was a doing, Cleopatra ftill carried 
on the Siege of Ptolemais (x) till at length fhe took 
the place. As foon as fhe was Miftrefs of it, Alewan- 
der came thither to her, bringing with him many va- 
» Tuable gifts to prefent to her for the gaining of her 
favour. But that, which moft ingratiated him with 
her was, his enmity with Lathyrus her fon, and on 
’ this account he was very kindly received. But fome 
about her thinking fhe had now a fair opportunity 
by feifing Memander to make herfelf Miftrefs of Fu- 
dea, and all other his Dominions, earneftly preffed 
her to it. And this had been done, but that Ananias 
prevailed with her to the contrary. For having re- 
refented unto her, how bafe and difhonourable a 
ba it would be thus to treat an ally engaged with 
her in the fame caufe, that it would be contrary to 
all the Rules of Faith and common Honefty, that are 
obferved among Mankind, and would to the preju- 
dice of ‘her intereft fet all the Jews in the world 
againft her, and make them her Enemies, ‘he hereby 
wrought with her fo effectually, that partly on thefe 
confiderations, and partly to gratify the Intercef- 
for, who pleaded hard in this cafe for his Country 
man and Kinfman (for Alexander was both) fhe drop- 
ped the defign, and Alexander returned fafe to Feru- 
Salem, where having recruited his broken Forces, and 
made them up. again to. the number of a powerful

Cleopatra on her return to Alewandria (2) under- 


ftanding that Lathyrus was carrying on a Treaty at — 


Damafcus with Antiochus Cyzicenus for the obtaining 
of his affiftance in order to another Expedition into 


L£gypt for his recovering of that Kingdom again from 


her, fhe gave Selene her Daughter, whom fhe had 
taken from Lathyrus, to Antiochus-Grypus to Wife, and 


with her fent to him a great number of auxiliaries, ~ 


and large Sums of Money, to enable him to renew 
the War upon Cyzicenus his Brother; whereon (a) ci- 
vil broils between them again breaking out, Cyzice 
nus was diverted thereby from giving any affiftance to 
Lathyrus, and fo the whole project became abortive. 


Ptolemy Alexander her other Son then reigning with - 


her (2) being much terrified with the unnatural and 
cruel ufage, with which fhe perfecuted her other fon, 
efpecially in thus taking from him his Wife, and giv- 
ing her to his Enemy, and obferving alfo, that fhe 
{tuck at nothing that ftood in the way of her ambi- 
tion, and the vehement defire which fhe had of {till 
reigning, thought himfelf not fafe any longer with 
her, and therefore withdrew, and left the Kingdom, 
choofing rather to live in banifhment with fafety, than 
to reign with fo wicked and cruel a Mother in the 
continual danger of his Life. And it was not with- 
out great Solicitation, that he was perfuaded to re-

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turn to her again; and fhe was forced thus to per- 

fuade him, becaufe the people would not permit her 

to reign at all without one of her Sons with the 

name of King reigning with her, and this name was 

all the allowed to either of them, as long as fhe 

lived. For after the death of Phy/con the ufurped the 

whole Regal power to herfelf, and that Lathyrus . 
prefumed to make ufe of fome part of it without her, 

was the only caufe that fhe drove him from her, took 

away his Wife, and expelled him the Kingdom. 

This year (c) Marius in his fifth Confulfhip finifhed 
the Cymbrian war with the total deftruction of that 
people, who threatned Rome and all Ztaly with no lefs 

n utter ruin. Marius commanded the Roman Ar- 
mies through the laft three years of this War, and hay- 
ing finifhed it. with fuccefs, and thereby delivered 
Rome from that terrible invafion, and the great danger, 
which it lay under from it, he was reckoned as the 
third Founder of that City, Romulus and Camillus 
being the two former. Marius while he carried on 
this War, (d) firft confecrated the Eagle to be the 
fole Roman Standard at the head of every Legion, 
and hence it became the Enfign of the Reman Em- 

sire ever after. The Country from whence thefe 
ymbrians came, was the Cymbrica Cherfonefus, the 
fame which now contains Fuitland, Skefwick, and 
Hoiftein. On their deferting this Country the (e) 4 
coming from between the Euxin and the Ca/pian Seas, 
took poffeffion of it, and from them came thofe Angh, 
who with the Saxons after having expelled the Britons 
ffeffed themfelves of that part of Great-Britain, which 

is now called England. 
Alexander Fanneus (f) having after a Siege of ten 

’

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Months taken Gadara marched from thence to Ama- 
thus, another Fortrefs beyond Yordan, and it being 
the ftrongeft in all thofe parts, Theodorus the Son of 
Zeno Cotylas Prince of Philadelphia there laid up his 
Treafure. © Alexander took this place ina much lefs 
time than he had Gadara, and with it made himfelf 


‘Mafter of all that Treafure. But Theodorus having by 


that time gotten together a powerful army fell fuddenly ’ 
upon him, as he was returning from this Conqueft, and’ 
having on this furprife overthrown him with the 
flaughter of ten thoufand of his men, he not only re-- 
covered all his Treafure again, but alfo took all Alex.’ 
ander’s baggage with it. This fent Alexander back to 
Ferufalem with lofs and difgrace, which was pleafing’ 
enough to many there. For the Pharifees ever. fince 
Eyrcanus’s quarrel with them became Enemies to all 
of his Family, and to none more than to this Wexander;, 
and thefe drawing the greateft part of the people after 
them, they infected the generality of them with dif- 
affection and hatred to him, which was’ the caufe of 
all thofe inteftine Troubles and Difficulties, which he 
fell into during his Reign. ae 
However this lof and difgrace did not hinder him, 

; but that underftanding, that on Lathyras’s 
Amo100. departure from Gaza all that Coaft was left 
Jamnzus6.  Daked of defence, (g) he marched thither 
~ with his Army, and made himfelf mafter 
of Raphia and Anthedox, which being both within’ 
the diftance of a few miles from Gaza, he in a man- 
ner blocked up that City hereby, and to do this was 
the main end of his feifing thefe two places. For the 


Gazaans haying called in Lathyrus to their affiftance 


againft him, and helped him with auxiliaries jn that 
fatal-battle near ‘Yordan, where he received fo great an. 
overthrow, he bore in his mind ever fince a bitter — 
grudge againft them, and refolved, when Opportunity 

ould ferve, to. have his revenge on them for it i 
and therefore, |

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. As foon as his other affairs allowed him this oppor- 
tunity, (6) he marched with a great Army 
againft them for this purpofe, and laid clofe 4 98. 
Siege to their City. They having for Nee “9 
their chief Commander a very valiant Man : 
_ mamed Apollodotus, he defended the place againft him 
a whole year; and in one Sally, which he made upon 
him in the night with twelve thoufand of his Men, he 
like to have ruined him and all his Army. For 
the affault then made upon his Camp being puthed on 
with great Brisknefs and Refolution, a bruit ran through 
the Jewifh Army, that Ptolemy Lathyrus and all his 
Forces were come to the affiftance of the Enemy, | 
which damped their courage, and created a Panic 
fear among them. But when the day-light appeared, 
and. made them fee the contrary, they*again rallied, 
- and beat the Gazeans into their City with the Slaugh- 
' ter of a thoufand of their Men. a 
But notwithftanding this lofs (7) they ftill held out, 
and Apollodotus was in great Credit and re- 
putation among them for his wife and ryhdee 
_ fteady Conduct in the defence of the Place, Jannzus : 
which being envied by Ly/machus his own 
- Brother. the Wretch treacheroufly flew him, and 
then getting a Company together delivered up the City 
to Alexander, who on his firft entring into it behay- 
ed himfelf, as if he intended to have ufed his Victo- 
ry with Moderation and Clemency. But when he 
was gotten into full poffeffion of the Place, he let — 
 loofe his Soldiers upon it with a thorough licence to 
_ kill, plunder, and deftroy, which produced a fcene 
of horrid barbarity. This Alexander did to have his ~ 
revenge of thefe people for the reafon mentioned, and 
he fuffered not a little himfelf in, the executing of ir. 
For the Gazeans ‘hereon ftanding to their defence, he 
loft almoft as many of his own men in this carnage 
and faccage of the place, as he flew of the Enemy ; 
however he had his mind fo far, as to leave this an-

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cient and famous City in utter ruin and defolation, 


and then returned again to Ferujalem after having 
fpent a full year in this War. 

In this fame year (&) happened the death of Antiow 
chus Grypus, being flain by the Treachery of Heracleon 
one of his own Dependents in the twenty feventh year 
of his Reign, and the forty fifth of his Life. He 
left behind him five Sons. 1. Seleucas, who was the 
eldeft, fucceeded him; the others were, 2. Antiochus 


‘and 3. Philip two Twins, 4. Demetrius Eucherus, and 


5. Antiochus Dionyfus. All thefe reigned, or attempted 
to reign in their turns. ; . 
Ptolemy Apion the Son of Phy/con King of Egypt, 
Het to whom his Father left the Kingdom of 
Fach Cyrene, dying without iffue, (/) gave that 
Jannzusto, Kingdom by his laft Will and Teftamient 
to the Romans, who inftead of accepting 
of it to themfelves gave all the Cities their Liberties, 
which immediately (w) filled the Countries with Ty- 
rants, thofe who were the potenteft in every Diftrig& 
endeavouring hereon to make themfelves Sovereigns 
of it, which brought upon that Country great Trou- 
bles. and Confufions. Thefe were in fome meafure 
compofed by Lucullus on his coming thither in the 
firft Mithridatic War, but could not finally be remove 
ed till that Country was at length reduced into the Form 
of a Roman Province. é‘ 
Antiochus Gyzicenus on the death of Grypus (n) feized 
Antioch, and endeavoured to. make himéelf Matter of 
the whole Kingdom to the Exclufion of the Sons of © 
Grypus, but Seleucus having gotten poffeftion of Many 
other Cities drew great Forces after him to make good. 
his right to his Father’s Dominions.

_ (p) Plutarch tells us, he had reigned in Armenia, when 


that war began. 
‘King Alexander entering into the Temple at eru- 
falem there to officiate as High-Prieft in the Feaft of 


Tabernacles, (g) had a great affront and indignity 


there offered him by the People. For they joining 
in a fort of mutiny againft him pelted him with Ci- 
trons, while he was offering the Feftival Sacrifices 
on the great Altar, calling him Slave, and adding 
other opprobrious Language, which implied him un- 
worthy of being either High-Prieft or King; which 
enraged him to that degree, that he fell upon them 
with his Soldiers, and flew of them fix thoufand 
men. And to fecure him from fuffering any more 
from them the like Affront he furrounded the Court 
of the Priefts, withia which were the Altar and the 


Temple, with a wooden Partition, thereby to hin- 


der the People from doing) this any more to him, 
In calling him Slave they harped upon the old Story 
of Eleazar, as if Hyrcanus’s Mother had been a Slave. 
taken in war. The truth of the matter was, Hyrca- 


nus having quarre!’d with the Pharifees on that occa- 


on, and abolifhed all their traditional Conftitu-

a long while after, and none of them more than AV/ex=- 
ander. For ‘he followed his Father’s fteps in this 
matter, and would never readmit thofe Conftitutions,  . 
or give that Party any Favour, as long as he reigned 
but on the contrary fat hard upon them on all occa- — 
fions, which imbitter’d them fo much againft him, 
that having a great influence over the People, they 
made ufe of it to fet them againft him, and render 
them difaffected to him to the utmoft they were 
able; which created great Troubles to Alexander dur- 
ing all his reign, and much greater mifchief to the 
whole Nation of the ews, as will be feen in the fu- - 


ture Series of this Hiftory. ‘The firft inftance here- 


of was, That Aexander feeing the Fews in this tem- 
per durft no more truft, them with the fafety of his 
Perfon, but inftead of them (r) called in foreign 
Mercenaries to be of his guard, choofing them out of 
the Pifdians, and Cilicians, and not of the Syrians, 
whom he did not like, and of thefe he had (s) fix 
thoufand always about him. This Inftance fhews 
how dangerous a thing it is for any Prince to havea 
powerful Faction either in Church or State difeufted 
againft him; And the ill fuccefs, which Alexander 
had in his endeavours to quiet this Faétion, fhews the 
miftake which he made in his means of effecting ir. 
For he made ufe only of Rigour and Severity, which 
operate in the body Politic no otherwife, than as 
Opiats do in the body Natural, which put a fhort ftop 
to the Difeafe, but never remove the Caufe; . the 
trueft method: of cure in’ this cafe is fo to join Se- 
verity and Clemency together, that both may have 
their effect. 

When Alexander had by the terror of his Execu-

them in feveral Confli€ts made the Inhabitants of the 
Land, of Moab and of the Land of Gilead to become 
Tributaries to him. . 
 Seleucus growing powerful in Syria (u) Cyzicenus 
_ marched out of Antioch againft him, but being van- 
- ‘quifhed in Battle he was taken prifoner, and put to 
death ; whereon Seleucus made himfelf matter of Antioch, 
and’ of the whole Syrian Empire, but could not keep 
it long. For (w) Antiochus Eufebes the Son of Gzi- 
 cenus having on Seleucus’s taking Antioch made his 
_ efeape out of that place, by the affiftance of a Courte- 
fan that was in love with him, came to Aradus, and 
‘was there crowned King. 
_ And (x) having there gotten his Father’s Soldiers 
about him, and joined others to them on. 
that were attached to his Intereft, he | aes

made up a confiderable Army, and march- Jangeus 13. 
ed forth with it againft Seleycus, and hav- | 
ing gotten a great Victory over him forced him to 
flee to Mopfueftia a City in Cilicia there to take re- 
_ fage; where having oppreffed the Inhabitants with 
great Exaétions he provoked them fo far hereby, that 
«they rofe in a general mutiny againft him, and_befet- 
ting the Houfe, where he was, put. fire to it, and 
there burnt to death him and all there with him. 
(y) Antiochus and Philip, the two twin Sons of Gry- 
pus, for the revenging of this forthwith marched 
with all the Forces they could get together towards 
_ Mopfusftia, and having taken the place razed it to the 
- ground,. and facrificed all that they found in it to the 
 Ghoft of their flain Brother. But in their return 
from this Exploit being fallen upon by Eu/ebes near

him and Eu/ébes for the whole Syrian Empire, and 
each of them having great Armies on foot, miferably 
haraffed and walted that Country in their Wars 
about it. . 

In the interim (a) Alexander purfaing the good 
fuccefs, which he had in the laft year’s Expedition 
beyond Yordan, carried on the War further on “that 
fide. and invaded the Territories of Tbecdorus the 
Son of Zeno Cotylas Prince of Philadelphia. His 
chief defign in this War was to take from.him the 
ftrong Fortrefs of Amathus, and his 'Treafure there 
depofited, both which lexander had taken eight years 
before, and Theodorus recovered again, as hath been 
above related. But at shis time /ewander’s name 
was grown {fo terrible by reafon of his many late 
Succeflés in thofe Parts, that Theodorus durft not 
ftand his coming, but carrying off his Treafure with.

became poflefied of the whole Syrian Empire between 


In the Interim (¢) Alexander King of Fudea mak- 
ing an Expedition into, Gaulonitis, a Country lying 
on the Eaft Side of the Lake of Gennefareih, and 
there engaging in a War againft Osedas an Arabian 
King was drawn by him into an Ambuhh, wherein 
he loft moft of his Army, and hardly himfelf efca- 
ped. On his return to Ferufalem in this cafe, the 
‘ews, who were before too much imbitter’d againft 
im, being now further exafperated by this lofs rofe 
ina Rebellion againft him, hoping in this his weak 
condition foon to compafs his deftruction, which 
they had long earneftly defired. But Alexander be- 
ing a man of Application and Courage, and of more 
than a common Underftanding, foon got together 
Forces fufficient to oppofe them. This produced a 
Civil War between Alexander and his People, which 
Jafted fix years, and brought great Calamitics upon 
both.

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Cappadocia to himtelf, placed a minor fon of his own 
(whom he called Ariarathes) over that Kingdom, 
with one Gordius for a Tutor to manage the Govern- 
ment for him: Nicomedes King of Bithynia fearing 
left Mitbridates with this acceflion to his Dominions 
fhould grow too powerful for him, and fwallow 
him next, fuborned a youth to take upon him to be 
the third fon of Ariarathes, and having gained Lao- 
dice to own him fent them both to Rome, there to. 


‘lay claim to the Kingdom of his pretended Father 


for him. This having brought the caufe before the 
Senate, they (g) condemned the claims of both, that 
of Mithridates, as well as that of the Pretender, and 
decreed, that the Cappadocians fhould become a free 
People: But they refufing this Grant, and declaring, 
that they could not fubfift without a King, the Se- 
nate-ordered them to choofe whom they liked beft ; 
Wwhereon they having elected Ariobarzanes a Noble 


_Cappadocian, (bh) Sylla was fent with a Commiffion to’ 


put him inf poffeffion, which he accordingly executed: 
this year. Mithridates did not oppofe him herein, 
but this excited in him that difguft againft the Ro- 
mans, which being afterwards heighten’d by other 
provocations mutually given and retorted at length 
produced the Mithridatic War, which next that againft 
the Carthaginians was the longeft, and the moft dan-. 
gerous War, that ever the Roman State was engaged 
in. ! 
For altho’ Mitbridates on this procedure fupprefied 

his refentments for the prefent, yet from 


Fr wc this time he refolved to make war upon 
Jannzeus 16, the Romans for the revenging of it. In 


order hereto (7) having contraéted an 
alliance with Yigranes King of Armenia by giving him 
Cleopatra his’ daughter to wife, he drew him into a 
confederacy with him for the making of this war, 
whereby it was agreed between them, that Mitbri-

confederacy was, (&) Tigranes expelling <Ariobarzanes 
_ out of Cappadocia, whom the Romans had put in pof= 
feflion of that Kingdom, brought back Ariaratbes the 
_ fon of Mithridates there again to reign. And (/) at 
_ the fame time Nicomedes King of Bithynia dying Mi- 
_ thridates feifed that Kingdom, to the exclufion of Ni- © 
 comedes the fon of the deceafed. This fent both the 
deprived Kings to the Romans for their Relief, who 
_ having decreed their Reftoration fent Manius Aquilius 
and Marcus Altinus to fee it executed. re 
But Mithridates permitting neither of them to en- 
_ joy quiet poffeffion, when reftored, all 
_ the Roman Forces then difperfed through — “pat 
- the feveral parts of Lefer Afa (m) gather- tok 
_ing together formed themfelves into three oe 
Armies; the firft under the command of L. Cafius, 
who had the Government of the Pergamenian Pro- 
vince of Afia; the fecond under Manius Aquilius, and. 
the third under Quintus Oppius Procontui of Pamphy- 
lia, having in each body forty thoufand men, horfe, 
and foot, and with thefe they began the war, with- 
out tarrying for any orders from Rome for it.~ But 
(a) managing it with bad conduét, and much neglect, 
they had the ill fuccefs to be all vanquifhed and bro- 
ken. And (n) Aquilius and Oppius being made Prifo- 
ners were firft treated with the utmoft indignity, and. 
afterwards with equal cruelty tortured to death. 
 Hereon (x) all the Cities and Provinces of Lefer Aja, 
and alfo feveral of the Cities of Greece, and all the 
Iflands of the Egean Sea, excepting only Rhodes, re-.

Cleopatra Queen of Egypt (0) being weary of her 
Son Segre and the joint Authority ih he 
held with her in the Government of the Kingdom, 
Jaid defigns againft his Life, that fo being rid of him 
fhe might reign alone, and have the whole Regal 
power in her own Hands, But Alexander having no- 
tice of it prevented the Plot, and by cutting her off 
firft, made it turn all upon her own Head. She was. 
a monftrous wicked Woman, as her actions above 
related fufficiently fhew, and well deferved this Death, 
had it come from any other Hands, than thofe of her 
own Son. As foon as the Alexandrians found that the 
Mother died by the Parricide of the Son, they could 
no longer bear him, but having driven him into Ba- 
nifhment. fent to Cyprus for Ptolemy Lathyrus, and 
reftored to him the Kingdom, which he held after- 

_ wards without interruption (p) to the end of his — 
Life. d/exander the next year after (¢) having gotten 
fome Ships together to attempt a return in them was 
encounter’d at fea by Zyrrbus, Ptolemy’s Admiral, and 
being vanquifhed by him efcaped to Myra in Lyfa, 
from whence afterwards failing towards Gyprus for the 
executing of fome Defign which he had upon that Ifland, 
he was met by Chereas another SeasCommander of Pfo- 
lemy’s, and being overborn by him perifhed in the fight, 

While thefe things were a doing in Lefer Afia and 
Egypt (r) the civil war went on in Fudea between Alex- 
ander and his people. And altho’ he had the bete 
ter of them in all encounters, yet he could not bring, 
them to fubmit, or put any ftop to thefe. inteftine 
troubles, fo much were they enraged againft him, 
Being weary of punifhing and deftroying them he 
made earneft Applications to them for the compofing

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of the Differences that were between them. In or- 
der hereto he offered to grant them any thing that 
they fhould in reafon defire, and theretore bid them 
ask what they would have, To this they anfwered 
all with one Voice, (s) That he fhould cut his throat; 
That they would on no other Terms be at Peace 
with him; And it were well, they faid, if they could 
then be reconciled to him after he was in his grave, 
confidering the great Mifchiefs he had done them. 
And therefore having their Minds to fo high a de- 
gree thus exafperated againft him, they refolved to 
go on with,the War without hearkning to any terms 

of Reconciliation whatfoever. And becaufe they 
wanted fufficient Forces of their own to act up to 
the Anger.and Rage which in their aniwer to Alex- 
ander they had exprefied againft him, they (¢) fent to 
Damafcus to call Demetrius Eucharus (who then reigned 
there) to their Affiftance, who thereon came into 
Judea, with an Army confifting of three thoufand 
horfe and forty thoufand foot Syrians and ews. 
Alexander encountring him with fix thoufand Greek 
Mercenaries and twenty thoufand Fews, was over- 
thrown with fo great a Slaughter, that he loft all 
his Greek Mercenaries to a man, and the greateft part 
of his other Forces; whereon he was driven with 
the poor Remnant of his broken Army, that furvived 
this terrible Blow, to flee to the Mountains, where 

_ he might by the Advantage of the fituation beft pro- 
. te& himfelf in this fhatter’d cafe. And now he had

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the reft departed out of Fudza, and fhortly after 
marched into Syria againft his Brother Péiip, and 
having driven him out of Antioch, and taken that 
City from him, he purfued him to Berrbea, now 
called Aleppo, and there befieged him. Whereon 
Straton. Prince of the Place, and friend to Phikp, called 
thither Zizus an Arabian King, and Mitbridates 
Sinaces a Parthian Commander to his affiftance, who 
having vanquithed Demetrius, and taken him Prifoner, 
fent him for a prefent to (w) Mithridates King of Par- 
thia, where a little after he fell fick and died. Philp 
after this victory releafing all the Antiochians, that were 
taken Prifoners in this defeat, and fending them home 
without Ranfom, this’ fo far ingratiated him with that 
City, that on his return again thither he was received 
with the general acclamation of the People, and for 
fome time he reigned there over all Syria without a 
Competitor. * $ 
Alexander after the retreat of Demetrius having got- 
} ten together another Army (x) made 
dino $8. good his part againft the Rebel ews

oe soot quifhed them in all confli@s. However he 


could bring them to no terms of Peace, but they ftill 
carried on the war with the fame Rage and Fury againtt 
him, without being in the leaft difcouraged by ‘any lof, 
baffle, or defeat, that hapned to them.

 Mithridates finding, that the Romans and Italians, 
who. were then on feveral occafions in Lefer Afa, 
and there difperfed through all the Provinces and 
Cities of that Country, did underhand carry on the Ro- 


_ man Intereft, in the places where they refided, to 
the great obftruétion of his Defiens, (z) fent fecret 
orders to all the Governors of Provinces and Magi- 


ftrates of Cities through all Lefer Afa to put them all 


_ to death in one and the fameday, that he had appointed 


_ for it ; which was accordingly executed with that rigour, 


that no lefs than eighty thoufand fay fome, near double 
‘that number fay others, of Romans and Italians were 


then maffacred in that Country. 


After this Mithridates hearing that there was a 
great Treafure at Coos, fent thither, and laid his hand 
upon it. Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, when fhe went 


_ with an Army into Phenicia again{t Lathyrus her fon, 


(a) fent to this place her Grandfon Alexander the Son 


- of Mlexander, who then reigned with her in Egypt, 


and with him a great fum of money with her Jewels 
and all her moft precious things, there to be de- 
pofited as a referve againft all Events. All this (4) 
Mithridates feifed, and with it (c) the fum of eight 
hundred Talents more, which the Fews of Lefer Afa 
had there depofited in order to be fent to Ferufalem 
for the fecuring of it from the rapins of the War,

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which they faw was coming upon that Country. . The 
Treafure of Cleopatra there depofited truly belonging 
to young Alexander her Grandfion, Mithridates on his, 
feifing of it did not wholly neglect him, but (@) took, 
him into his care, and gave him a princely Education, 
and we fhall ere long againhearofhim. 

Mithridates having thus made himfelf mafter of all, 
Leffer Afia (e) fent Archelaus one of his Generals with . 
an Army of an hundred and twenty thoufand men into 
Greece, who having feifed Athens made that the chief. 
feat of his refidence for the carrying on of the war in 
thofe Parts, and while he lay there he drew over to him. 
mott of the Cities and States of Greece for the embracing 
of the intereft of Mithridates. 

And in this State (f) Sy//a now fent from Rome to 

carry on this war againft Mitbridates found 
Anno 87. matters on his arrival in Greece, and there-. 
See fore in the firft place he laid fiege to 
OR Athens, and after having fpent - feveral 
months in it at laft took the place about the end of. 
the year. 

The Parthians feem this year on the death.of De« 
metrius Eucherus to have brought back Antiochus Eue 
febes into Syria, and to have there put him again in 
pofieffion of fome part of his former Dominions. For. 
firft, that he came back from Parthia (whether he had 
fled when vanquifhed by Phiip) and reigned again 
in Syria, is: certain, For (g) it was to be delivered 
fromthe Calamities of the civil war, with which the _ 
Seleucide aMlicted Syria in their contentions for the ~ 
crown, that the Syrians called in Tigranes, as will 
be hereafter fhewn. But at that time there were 
no other of them to make this contention; but Philip 
and Eujebes only, all the reft being then dead. And 
that Tigranes found Eu/ebes in pofleffion of fome part

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of Syria on his coming thither, appears from /péian, 
For (4) he tells us more than a that this Laltbes 
being then expelled out of Syria fled into an obfcure 
corner of Cilicia, and there lay hid, till after Lucul- 
_ dusts vittory over Tigranes he returned again into Syria, 
_ And, fecondly, that it was by the affiftance of the 
_ Parthians, that he came'back again into Syria feems 
_ moft probable, becaufe he having fled to them as 
- friends, they are the moft likely .as friends to have 
given him this affiftance, and they lay the moft con- 
- venient to afford it, the Kingdom of Syria being 
- bounded by the Banks of the Euphrates on the one 
_ fide of that River, and (i) the Territories of the 
Parthians reaching, to thofe of the other fide; and 
_ without fome fuch powerful affiftance he could not 
_ again have recovered any part of his former Domini- 
-.ons. But by what affiftance foever he returned, Philip 
-feems at this time to be engaged to oppofe him. Bue 
' while he was thus imployed in the Northern Parts 
of Syria for the keeping out of one Rival, another 
flarted up againft him in the Southern. For (k) Az- 
_ tiochus Dionyfius his Brother, the youngeft of the five 
fons. of Grypus, taking the advantage of his being thus 
 otherwife engaged feifed on Dama/cus, and there making 
 himfelf King of Cele-Syria reigned over it in that 
place for the fpace of about three years. 4 
While. thefe wars were thus carrying on in Greece 
and Syria, Alexander Fanneus was as deeply engaged 
_ in war with his own people. But (/) having now 
driven it to a decifive Battle he gave them fuch a 
terrible blow, as foon brought thofe troubles to a 
conclufion. For having cut off the major part of 
them in the rout, and driven the chief of thofe, that 
furvived, into Betbome, he fhut up that place all 
round, and there clofely befieged them. ;

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And the next year after (m) having fucceeded in this 

| fiege, and taken the City, and all thofe in 
Anvo 86. jt that had fled thither for refuge, he 
Alexander carried eight hundred of them to eru 
ph ie 3 falem, and there caufed them to be cru- 
cified all together in one'day, and their wives and 
children to be there flain ‘before their faces, while 
they hung dying on their Croffes, on which they — 
were crucified; which was a feverity never to be jufti- 
fied, had there been any other way, whereby to have 
brought that rebellious Faétion to reafon. While this 
was a doing, Alexander made a Treat for his wives and 
concubines near the place where this {cene of ter- 
ror was acting, and to feaft himfelf and them with 
the fight hereof was the main part of the entertain- 
ment. From hence Alexander had the name of Téra- 
cidas, that is the Thracian, thofe People being then 
above all others infamous for their bloody and barba- 
rous cruelties. And indeed there could no name be 
invented for him bad enough to exprefs fo inhuman 
a procedure. However it had its effet. For all the 
remainder of the rebel party being terrified with the 
horror hereof fled the Country. And after this Aex- 
ander had no more difturbance at home to the day of 
his death. And thus ended this furious rebellion, after 
it had lafted fix years, and had coft the lives of (2) above 
fifty thoufand men of the rebel faction. 

And this fame year was no lefs fatal to the Caufe 
and Armies of Mitbridates, than it was to the rebel 
Jews. (0) For though he had fent into Greece under 
the command of rchelaus an hundred and twenty 
thoufand men, and under the command of Taxiles, 
another of his Generals, and brother of Archelaus, an 
hundred and ten thoufand, and after that eighty thou- 
fand more under the command of Dorylaus, in all

to have born all before them, would numbers alone 
have carried the caufe; yet Syl/a with a Roman Army 
only of fifteen hundred horfe and. fifteen thoufand 
foot vanquithed them all in three feveral Battles, the 
firft of which was fought at Cheronea, and the other 
two at Orchomenus, in which battles he is. faid to have 
flain an hundred and fixty thoufand of them; and 
thereby he forced all the reft of them to flee out of 
_ Greece. = 
~ And the next year after Mithridates was as much 
_ diftrefied in Afa.. For (p) Fimbria, who 

there commanded another Roman Army, sited ee . 
having vanquifhed the beft remainder of his saat # 
Forces, purfued thofe that fled as far as Per- 
gamus, where Mithridates himfelf then refided, and 
having driven him from thence to Patana a Maritime 
City of olia followed him thither, and laying Siege 
to the place, blocked it clofely up by Land, but not 
having any Ships to fhut it up by Sea, a paflage 
there ftill lay open, whereon Fimbria fent to Lucullus, 
who was then in the Neighbouring Seas with the 
Roman Fleet, tovcome thither, and would ‘he have. 
done fo, Mithridates mutt neceffarily have been taken; 
but Fimbria being of a. contrary Faction in the State, 
he would have nothing to do with him, and fo' Mi- 
thridates efcaped by Sea to Mitylene, and from thence 
got clear out of their hands, to the great damage of 
the Roman intereft. And the like often happens, 
_where-ever the Minifters and Officers of the Govern- 
ment are divided into different Factions. For fuch 
frequently ftudy in their feveral Stations more to gratify 
their envy, their piques, and their malice again{ft each 
other, than to ferve the publick intereft of their Coun- 
try, and thereby often make the beft projects mif- 
carry, that fo they may obftruct the honour, or work 
the difgrace of thofe, that are intrutted with the exe-

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cating of them. And there is fcarce any ftate now 
in being, which cannot give many inftances hereof; 
and none more than our own. . 

But although Mithridates thus made his efcape, yet 
st conduced to the putting an end to this war. For 
(q) being terrified with the danger he shad fo narrow- 
Jy got clear of, and the many loffes he had fuffered, 
he {ent to “rchelaus on any Terms to make Peace 
with: Sylla; whereon Sylla and Archelaus meeting in 
the Ifle of Delos, agreed that Mithridates thould 
reftore -Bithynia to Nicomedes, Cappadocia to Ariobar- 
zanes, and all elfe to the Romans, which he had taken 
from them fince the War begun, and be content on- 
ly with his paternal Kingdom of Pontus; and that he 
fhould pay three thoufand Talents to the Romans for 
the Charges of the war, and yield to. them feventy 
of his Ships; and that-on thefe Terms Peace fhould 
be granted, and all paft aéts of hoftility being for- 
gotten Mitbridates fhould be received into the num- 
ber of the Friends and Allies of the Roman State. 
And Syla and Mithridates having afterwards had a 
meeting at Treas in Afa there ratified and confirmed 
thefe Articles on both fides, and thereon the Peace 
was publifhed and declared. Sy//¢ would never have 
confented to make this Peace, but that the divifions 
of the Romans at home, and the Civil Wars there 
commenced, made his return into: Jéaly then abfo- 
lutely neceflary for the appeafing of them. This 
made Sylia_as defirous of ending the War, as Mithri- 
dates himfelf, who had fuffered moft by it, And 
therefore Sy//a having received the feventy Ships, and 
the three thoufand Talents above-mentioned, and 
muléted the States and Cities of- 44a in the fum of . 
twenty thoufand Talents to be paid in five years | 
time, returned into Jéa4y to make war with the Ma- 
rian Faétion, which was there at this time predomis

But one thing I cannot here omit, that is, (r) that 
it was by his means that the works of Ariftotle were 
preferved, and afterwards made publick for the bene.

them to Theopbraftus; he on his death bequeathed 
them to Neleus of Scepfs, a City near Perganmus in 
Afia, and on Neleus’s death they fell to his Heirs, 
who being men of no learning only kept: them lock-

buried for about an hundred and thirty years, till at 


Jength 4peliico-a rich Citizen of Arhens being on the 


hunt after all forts of Books for the making hima 
Library, the Heirs of Nelus, to whom through fe- 
veral Generations thefe Books were then defcended; 
being reduced to Poverty took them up out of the 
place, where they had been hid, and fold them: to 
him. But thefe Books by the length of title, and 


the moifture of the place where they lay, being fo 


damnified and rotten, that they could {carce hang 
together, Apellico caufed Copies of them to be writ. 
ten out, and in the writing out of them many Chafins 
being found in the Original (in fome places letters, 


- and in fome others whole words, and fometimes {e- 


veral of them together, being either eaten out b 
Worms, or rotted out by time and wet) thefe Chafms 
were in many places fupplied by conjecture, and 
fometimes very unskilfully, which hath caufed Diffi- 


culties in thofe Books ever fince. Apeliico being dead 


a little. before Syila came to Athens, he feifed his Li- 
brary, and with it thefe works of Ariftotle, and car-

While (4) Antiochus Dionyfius King of Damafcus 
was making War upon “retas King of Arabia Pe- 
trea, Philip his Brother took the advantage of it to 
feife Damajcus, which he got into by the help of 
Milefius the Captain of the Caftle. But Philip not 
rewarding him as he expected, he took the opportu- 
nity of-his next going abroad for his Diverfion to 
fhut the Gates againft him, and kept the City for 
Antiochus, and on his return out of Arabia (from 
whence he immediately haftned on his hearing of 
this Invafion) réftored it to him again. Hereon Pdi- 
lip. retreating, Antiochus made another Expedition 
againft Jretas, taking his way through Fudea; and 
that pate of that Country, that lay between oppa 
and Antipatris,. being the only Paffage which he 
could have for his Army that way, dlewander being 


/ jealous of his Intentions drew Lines between thofe 


two places of the length of twenty of our Miles to_

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obftruct: him, and. fortified them with a Wall and 
wooden Towers placed ata convenient diftance from 
each other.. But this proved of no effed for the 
end propofed. For Antiochus on his approach fet fire 
to thefe ‘Towers, and burning them down broke 
through the. Lines, and paffed on into Arabia ; but 
being there furprifed and taken at a Difadvantage by 
Aretas, he was flain in the Battle, and moft of his 
Forces were cut off with him; and the reft that 
efcaped had no better Fate. For having after their 
flight gotten into a Village called Cana, they. there 
all perifhed for want of Bread. Whereon Aretas be- 
_ came-King of Cele-Syria, not by Conquett after this 
Victory, but, bythe Election. and Call of the People 
of Damajfcus, in oppofition to Ptolemy the Son of Men- 
naus Prince of Chalcs in ‘their Neighbourhood. It 
feems, he would have ferved himfelf of the Oppor- 
tunity offered by the death of 4ntiochus to have feifed 
that Government: But the People of Damafcus hay- 
ing an utter Averfion to him, rather than have him, 
chofe to call in “yetas, and made him their King. 
-And as foon as he was fettled in that Sovereignty / 
he made an Expedition into Fudea againtt Alexander, 
and had the better of him in a Battle near Addida, 
_ But afterwards a Treaty being commenced between 
them, all further Hoftilities were fuperfeded by an 
Agreement of Peace. | 
_ Many places on the Borders of “Arabia having re- 
volted from Alexander, while he was in- 
gaged in: his Wars with his Rebel Sub- 4% &4- 
jects, he being now at leifure from all Faiitceus 22. 
other Embarafiments (~) marched over 
Jordan again to reduce them; and after having taken: 
Pella and Dia he fat down before Gera/a, to which 
place Theodorus the Son of Zeno had removed his 
Treafire on his deferting mathus, as hath been 
above related, and after a ftrit Siege made himfelf 
Mafter of it, and of all that was therein. When Alex.

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ander took Pella, he deftroyed: the place, and drove 
the Inhabitants into. banifhment, becaufe they refu- 
fed to embrace, the Jewifh Religion, it. being the 
Ufage of the Afmonean.Princes: to impofe’ their 
Religion upon all their Conquefts, leaving to the 
conquered no other Choice, but either ‘to turn 
Fews, or elfe to have their Habitations: :demolith- 
ed, and be forced to go feek new Dwellings elfe- 
where. 9 

On_ Syila’s Departure for Italy, Murena, whom he 
left in. the Government of fa, (x) renewed the 
War again with Mithridates without.a fufficient caufe 
for it, which lafted three years, at the end whereof 
Sylla (being then Dictator of Rome) difliking the 
Proceedings of Murena (3) recalled him, and fettled 
again’ with Mithridates the fame Articles of Peace, 
which he had formerly made with him; and fo end- 
ed the. fecond Mithridatic War. However (z) 
Murena on his return triumphed for his Exploits 
in it. af 

The Syrians being weary of the continual Wars 
. made in their Country’ between the 
rea ean Princes of the race of Seleacus for the 
Jannzus 23, Sovereignty of it, and not being able 

- any longer to bear the Devattations, 
Slaughters, and other Calamities, which’ they fuffer- 
ed hereby, (a) refolved to fling them all off at once, 
and call in fome foreign Prince to rule over them, 
who might deliver them from thefe Miftries, and 
fettle the Country in Peace. And accordingly they’ 
fixed their Choice on Yigranes King of Armenia, 
and fent Ambaffadors to notify it unto him; where- - 
on (2) coming into Syria on this Call he took 
poflefion of that Kingdom, and there reigned (c)

he governed it by Megadates his Lieutenant, till at 
length he recalled him to his Affiftance againft the 
Romans. 

On Tigranes’s thus taking poffeffion of the King- 
dom of Syria, Eujebes fled into Cilicia, and there (e) 
_ Jay hid in an obfcure place of that Country (among 
the faftnefles it may be fuppofed of Mount Taurus) 
till’ he died. What became of Piilip is no where 


faid. It’s moft likely, he was flain by Zigranes in 


fome oppofition he made againft him on his. firtt 
coming into that Country. (f) Porphyry. indeed 
makes mention of both thefe Princes as in being near 
thirty Years after, but that Porphyry was mittaken 
herein will be hereafter fhewn in its proper - place. 
But (g) Selene the Wife of Eujfebes ftill retained Péo- 
lemais with fome Parts of Phenicia and Cele-Syrias 
and there reigned for many Years after, and was 
thereby enabled to give a Royal Education to her 
(b) two Sons, the eldeft of which was called 1- 
tiochus (i) Afiaticus, and the other (&) Seleucus Cibios 
abies. 

(2) Mexander Fanneus enlarging his Conquefts be- 
yond Yordan took Gaulana, Seleucia, and feveral other 
Places in thofe Parts.

Luxury and Drunkennefs, whereby he contracted a 
Quartan Ague, which he -could. never get rid of as 
long as he lived, but died of it three, Years after, 

Ptolemy Lathyrus (n) having, for three Years. laid 
Siege to Thebes_in the Upper Egypt, at 


ean length took the place. For they had re- 
Jannzeus 25. belled againft him, and being beaten out 
\ 


= of the .Field were .fhut up within their 
Walls, and there forced to bear this Siege, till they 
were thereby now again reduced. Lathyrus on his 
taking the place handled it fo feverely for this Rebellion 
that from being the greateft and wealthieft City in 
Egypt he reduced it to fo lowa Condition, that it never. 
after any more made a Figure. * 
And not long after this (0) he died, having reign- 
ed from the time of the death of his Father thirty 
fix Years, of which he reigned eleven with his Mo- 
ther in Egypt, eighteen in Cyprus,.and feven alone in 
Egypt after his Mother's death. He was fucceeded 
by Cleopatra his, Daughter, and. only Legitimate 
Child. Her proper name was Berenice, and fo (p) 
Paufanias calls her.. For it is to be noted, that as all 
the Males of this Family had the common name of 
Ptolemy, fo all the Females of it had that of Cleopa- 
tra, and befides had other proper, names to diftinguifh 
them from each other; Thus Selene (g¢) was called 


_ Cleopatra, and, {fo were alfo two other of her Sifters, 


And ia like manner this Daughter of Lathyrus, 
whofe proper name was Berenice, bore alfo that of 
Cleopatra according to the ufage of her Family. The

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obferving of this will remove many Obfcurities and 
Difficulties in the Egyptian Hiftory.

Kingdom after the death of Lathyrus his eee 6 
Uncle, as next Heir to him of the Male- 27° 7” 
- line, there claimed the Crown. But the “exandrians 
* having put Cieopatra on the Throne, and the having 
now fat on it fix Months before his arrival; to com-= 
promife the matter, and avoid difpleafing Sy//z, who 
as perpetual Dictator at this time abfolutely govern- 
ed the Roman State, it was agreed that Cleopatra 
fhould be given to him to Wife, and that they fhould 
both reign jointly together. But Mexander either. 
not liking the Lady, or elfe not liking to have a 
Partner in the Government, (5s) at nineteen days end 
‘after the Marriage put her to death, and then reign- 
ed»alone fifteen Years. I have before related how 
» this Alexander had been fent by Queen Cleopatra his 
Grandmother to Coos there to be educated, and how 
Mitbridates there took him with all the Treafure, 
which his Grandmother fent thither with him. Af- 
ter this (¢) having made his efcape from Mithridates 
he fled to Syl/a, who receiving him kindly took him 
into his Proteétion, and carried him with him to 
Rome, and from thence on this occafion fent him to 
take pofieffion of the Kingdom of Egypt, and there 
for fear of Sylla he was accordingly received in- 
to if. 5 
_ Alexander Fanneus (u) being ftill aflided with the

41079. ing and exercife he might wear it off, 

faa i marched with his Army over Yordan, 
. 7* and befieged Ragaba a Caftle in the 

Country of the Gera/ens; but by his labouring here- 
in having inftead of alleviating the Diftemper exal- 
perated it to a greater height he died of it in the 
Camp. At his death (4) he left two Sons behind 
him, Ayrcanus and Ariftobulus, but we the 
Government of the Kingdom to Alexandra his Wife 
during her Life, and afterwards to which of thefe 
her two Sons fhe fhould think fit to difpofe of it to. 
Alexandra being then with him at this Siege (¢) om 
her finding him in a dying Condition’ was exceedingly 
troubled at the ill ftate, which fhe feared, fhe and 
her Children fhould be left in at his death, She 
knew how much he had exafperated the Pharifees, 
then a powerful Seé&t and Party in the Jewifh Nas 
tion, and how great Hatred at their inftigation » the 
generality of the People had contracted againft them, 
and therefore faw nothing elfe, that fhe had to ex- 
pect on Alexander’s death, but that they would for 
the wreaking of their Revenge againft him fall upon 
her, and his Children by her, and deftroy the whole 
Family: And hereon fhe made great Lamentation to 
him as fhe fat by his bed-fide, where he lay a dying. 
To eafe her mind from thefe difmal Apprehenfions 
lie gave her thofe Directions, which he affured her, 
if duly followed, would extricate her out ‘of all this 
Danger, and fecure both Safety and Tranquillity to 
her and her Family. For his advice was, that fhe 
fhould conceal his Death till the Caftle fhould be 
taken, and then lead back the Army to Feru/alem in 
Triumph for this Succefs, carrying thither with her. 
his dead Corps; and that as foon as fhe fhould be 
there arrived, fhe fhould call together to her the

fit :And that then fhe fhould promife them, that the 
would follow their Advice in all matters of the Go- 


_ vernment, and do nothing therein, but what fhould 


_ be agreeable to their Sentiments, and according to 


their Directions. Do, faid he, but follow this Ad- 


_ vice, and you fhall not only gain me an honourable 
 Buneral, but alfo both for you and your Children a 


fafe Settlement in the Government. “And fo it ac- 
cordingly happen’d. For on having taken the Caftle 


_ fhe returned to Ferufalem in the manner as direéted,

and then calling together to her the leading men of 
the Pharifaic Se&, the did and faid to them, as her 
dying Husband had advifed, taking efpecial care to 
afflure them, that fhe would put the Adminiftration 
of the Government, and the prime Direction of all 
the Affairs of it again into their hands; which Pro- 
mife fweetned them to fuch a degree, that immedi- 
ately laying afide all that hatred to the dead King, 


_ which they had to the utmoft contracted againft him 


while living, they turned it into Veneration and Re- 
fpect for his Memory, and inftead of thofe Invec- 
tives, which formerly their Mouths had been full 


- of againft him, they made Encomiums upon him, 


_ magnifying his great Exploits in enlarging their Do- 


minions, and increafing thereby. the Power, Honour, 
and Intereft of the Nation; whereby they fo far re- 


' conciled the People to him, whom before on all oc- 
 cafions they had exafperated againft him, that here- 


upon’ he was buried with a more fumptuous and 
honourable Funeral, than had been made before for 
any of his Predeceffors, and Alexandra according to his 
Will was fafely fettled in the fupreme Government 
of the Nation. 


As 
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As foon as matters were thus compofed, and Alex. 
andra thoroughly fixed on the Throne, 
radii 1, fhe made her eldeft Son Hyrcanus (d) 
-" High-Prieft, he being then about’ (e) 
thirty-three years old, and according to her Promife 
did put the prime Management and Adminiftration 
of her Affairs into the hands of the Pharifees. The 
firft thing they did was (f) to procure that Decree 
of Fobn Ayrcanus to be revoked, whereby in the lat- 
ter end of his Government he had caufed all their 
Traditionary Conftitutions to be abolifhed, and 
which till now had_ been ever fince feverely executed 
. to the great grief and mortification of this Set: 
- But by this Revocation the Traditions being again 
reftored to their former Credit, and the Pharifees to 
their full Liberty again to impofe and propagate 
them, they grew to that bulk, which I have already 
mention’d, and that People have ever fince been fo 
enflaved to them, that they have for their fake even 
abolifhed and made of none effect the very written 
Word itfelf, of which they are pretended to con- 
tain the Explication, Next this they releafed all out 
of Prifon, who had been committed thither for being 
concerned with them in the late Civil Wars, and called 
home from Banifhment all fuch, who for the fame 
caufe had been forced to flee their Country, and reftored 
to them again their former Pofleffions, and hereby 
ae increafed both the number, and ftrength of their 
arty. 

Tigranes having built a large new City in Armenia, 
which from his own name he called Tigranocerta, i. 
The City of Tigranes, (g) he by the Inftigation of AG- 
thridates invaded Cappadocia, and carried thence three, 
hundred thoufand of the Inhabitants of that Country

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to people with them this City, and other parts of 
his Dominions, which wanted Inhabitants; and in 
moft other places, where he made any Conquetts, 
he practifed the fame thing, carrying away the In- 
habitants into his own Country to make it the more 
populous, and affigning them Lands there for their 
Cultivation fufficient for each man’s fupport. And 
he is faid to have demolifhed twelve Grecian Cities in 
Lefer Afia for the peopling of ° Tigranocerta only, 
befides what he did elfewhere for the fame pur- 
pofe. For he tranfplanted thither great numbers 
from Affyria, Adiabene, Gordiana, and other places, 
as well as from the Grecian Cities mentioned, for 
the making of this place a great and populous 
City. 

The Pharifees in Fudea having ftrengthned them- 
felves by releafing all the Prifoners, and 
calling home all the Exuls of their Par- Freak aN 

> as hath been mentioned, proceeded ‘ 
(4) to demand juftice againft all thofe, at whofe In- 
ftigation, and by whofe Advice, Alexander had cru- 
cified the eight hundred Rebels above-mentioned, 
which was’ in effe& againft all thofe that had ftood 
by him in that War. For all thofe they involved in 
this guilt. And firft they began with Diogenes a 
noted Confident of the late King’s, and having cut 
him off they proceeded to others, laying againft them 
the fame Accufation, and this was made a Pretence 
for their deftroying all clfe of the adverfe Party, 
whom they moft mifliked; and Alexandra was much 
againft her will forced to allow them thus to proceed, 
becaufe they having gotten all the People on their 
fide fhe could no otherwife keep peace at home, 

though fhe had two powerful Armies on foot on the 
borders of her Kingdom, which made her a Terror 
to all her Neighbours. She dreaded a Civil War, 
having feen fo much of the Calamities of it in her 
Hiusband’s time, and finding fhe could no otherwile

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prevent it, than by yielding in fome meafure to the, 
vindicative humour of thofe Men, the permitted

. (a), Nicomedes King of Bithynia dying left the Ro- 

t man People his Heirs, by virtue. whereof 

oy ha that Country thenceforth became a .Ro- 
mS man Province, which Occafion Mitbridates 

laying hold of for his reviving of the War again with 
the Romans, {pent the moft part of this year in making 

Preparations for it.’ inks SCT 

This year (k) Cyrene alfo was reduced into the like 
form of a Roman Province. Péolemy Apion the laft 

King of that Country (/) having on his death given 

it by his will to the Romans, they inftead of accepting 

of it declared all the Cities free, and left them to be © 
governed by their own Laws. ‘This was done twenty 
years before this time, as hath been (m) above re- 
lated. But this (#) caufing Seditions among them, 
and afterwards Tyrannies to the great vexation of the 

Inhabitants, the Romays found it neceflary to refume 

their Grant, and make it a Roman Province, the 

Peace of the Country being no otherwife to be pro- 

vided for, ‘To thefe Difturbances (0) the Jews of 

the Country are faid to have much contributed. 

They were firft planted in it by the firft Prolemy 

that reigned in Egypt, as hath been above related, 

where they grew and multiplied fo. faft, that in a 

fhort time they became a great part of the bulk of the 

People in that Country, and are faid often to have 

difturbed it by their Seditions, to which no doubt 

they were fufficiently provoked by the other Inhas 
bitants. For being by reafon of their different Re- 
ligion, and different way of living, much hated by 

Ee jo“erohiod

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the Heathen Nations, where-ever they lived among 
them, they often fuffered Indignities, Wrongs and 
other Provocations from them, which when anfwered 
with fuitable Refentments fometimes produced Diftur- 
bances, and whenever they did fo the ews bore the 
blame of the whole, and this often hapned to be their 
cafe in Alexandria. - vo 
_. Mitbridates (p) feifed Papblagonia and Bithynia: 
And the Province of 4/a being. much 
exhaufted by the Roman Publicans, and 
Roman Ufurers, to be delivered from 
thefe Oppreffions again revolted to him, and hereon 
began the third Msthridatic War, which lafted near 
twelve years. 

For the managing of this War againft him (g) the 
Confuls of this year Lucius Lucullus and 
Marcus Cotta were fent from Rome with oo 
two Armies, the firft having fa, Cilt- 5° 
cia, and Cappadocia, and the other Bithymia and the 
Propontis affigned them for their Provinces, But (r) 
M, Cotta being a Perfon not skill’d in War, on his 
atrival in his Province was vanquifhed by Mithridates 
at Chalcedon with the Slaughter of a great number 
of his Men, and at the fame time loft the beft part 
of his Fleet, which he had there for the defending 
_ of that Coatt. 

Mithridates. animated with this Succefs (s) laid fiege 
to Cyzicus a City on the Propentis, which i, . 
ftrenuoufly adhered to the Roman intereft ‘Mecaimel 6 
during this War. Could Mithridates. have ir 
made himfelf mafter of this place, it would have 
opened to him a clear and fafe Paflage from Bithynia

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into the Province of Proper 4a; and in this refpect 
it would have been of great advantage to him for the 
carrying of the War into that Country; and it was — 
with this view that he made this Attempt upon it, 
and to make his Succefs as'he thought the furer he 
begirt it with three hundred thoufand Men in ten 
Camps by Land, and with four hundred Ships of 
War by Sea. But he was no fooner fat down before 
it with his Army, but Lucullus fat down by him with 
another, and there without coming to a Battle, by 
obftructing his Supplies of Provifions, by falling on 
his Foragers, by cutting off Detachments fent out on 
feveral occafions, and by taking all other Advantages, 
as they were offered, he fo wafted and diftreffed him, 
that at length he forced him to raife the Siege with 
difgrace, after having loft the greateft part of his 
numerous Army in it. ; 
There being fome Confufions in Egypt, on the 
diflike which the People had of Alexander, Selene as 
Sifter to Lathyrus put in her Claim for that Crown, 
and (#) fent her two Sons Antiochus Afiaticus and Se- 
leucus (whom fhe had by Antiochus Eufebes) to Rome 
to folicit the Senate for the putting of her in poffef- 
fion of it. But after two years fpent in foliciting 
this matter they were forced to return without Suc- 
cefs, and had alfo the misfortune to be robb’d in their 
way home by Verres Preetor of Sicily, as they pafied 
through that Ifland. .The Roman Senators held them 
fo long in hand with hopes at Rome, only to get the 
more Money out of Alexander for the confirming of 
him in that Kingdom. And when they had thus 
fqueezed out of him all that could be had, they de- 
clared for him, whom they had got moft by, and fent_ 
home the two young Princes to their Mother’ with 
Baffle and Difappointment. 
In Fudea the Pharifees (w) went on ftill to opprefs 
thofe that had fided with the late King againft them,

accufing 
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accufing them of being the Advifers and Promoters 
of all the Cruelties and -Mifdemeanors, which they 
thought fit to load the Memory of the late King with, 
on which pretence they had cut off feveral of the Party 
adverle to them, and were ftill framing new Accufa- 
tions of the fame nature againft fuch others of them, as 
they moft mifliked, in. order to fubje&t them to the 
fame fatal Ruin. j 
_ Whereon (w) the Friends and Adherents of the 
late King feeing no end of thefe Pro- 
fecutions at) length gathered together, (77 77*_ 
. andra 7. 
and went in a full body to the Queen, . 
with Ariffobulus her younger Son at the head of 
them, to remonftrate againft thefe Proceedings. On 
which occafion having fet forth their Services.to the 
late King, and their faithful adhering to him in all 
his Wars and Difficulties, and fhewn how hard a 
thing it was, that now under her Government they 
fhould for this very reafon be fubjeéted to punith- 
ment, and be thus facrificed to the malice of. their: 
Enemies for no other guilt, but for having in oppo- 
fition to them been Friends to her and her Family, 
they earneftly prayed of her, that a ftop might be 
put to thefe Proceedings for the future; or if this 
could not be done, that they might have leave to de- 
part the Land, and feek their Safety elfewhere; or 
elfe that they might be difperfed thro’ the Garrifons 
of the Kingdom, that fo by this means at Jeaft they 
might be put out of the reach of their Enemies, 
The Queen heartily commiferated thier Caufe, as be- 
ing fenfible of the hardthip of it, but was not able 
to help them as far as fhe could wifh. For fhe was 
got fo far into the hands and power of the Pharifees, 
that fhe could do nothing, but what they liked. To 
ftop all further Proceedings againft thofe Men, they 
cried, would be to put a ftop to the courfe of 
Juftice, which was in no Government to be endured,

and therefore they would not permit her to do it.’ 


‘And for her to give fo many of the true and faithful 
Friends of her Family leave to depart the Land, 
would be to leave herfelf utterly naked, and helplefs 
in the abfolute power of a turbulent FaCtion, and 
thereby deprive herfelf of. all. refuge, whereto to flee 
in cafe of need. And therefore fhe chofe to gratify 


them jn their third Demand, and placed them in the 


feveral Garrifons of the Kingdom, which anfwered 
a double end. For when they were thus fettled’ in 
thefe Fortreffes with their Swords in their hands, 
their Enemies could no more approach them to do 
them any hurt; and they were there a certain referve 
for the fervice of the Queen, whenever occafion fhould 
require, ; 

‘This: year was born Herod the Great, who was af- 
terwards King of Fudea (for he was (~) twenty-five 
years old when he was firft made Governor of Gal- 
lee.in the year before Chrift 47) (y) his Father was 
Antipas a noble Idumean, and his Mother Cyprus of 
an illuftrious Family among the radians. This An- 
tipas to bring his name to the Greek form called him- 
felf_ Antipater, and under that name we fhall have 
frequent occafions’ to {peak of him in the future Se- 
ries of this Hiftory. Nicolas Damafcenus, who (2) 
wrote a General Hiftory confifting of 124 Books 
faith Fojépbus, of 144 faith Atheneus, having therein 
given an account of the Actions of Hered as far as 
they fell within the time, where he concludes this 
Work, .and publifhed the whole, while Herod was 
living, therein (2) to flatter him, as being a great 
Favourite of his, derives the Pedigree of #tipater’ 
his Father from one of the Principal ews that re-

And (4) others to blaft him as much on the other 
fide relate, that this 4ntipater was no other than the 
Son of one Herod, who was Sexton of the Temple 
of Apollo at Askalon, and that being taken Captive 
by fome Thieves of Jdumza, while a Child, and his 
Father being fo r as not to be able to redeem 


him, he was made a Slave in that Country, and as

-fuch there bred up in the Religion of the Jdumeans 


(which was then the fame with that of the Hews) and 


from this mean Original grew up to that Figure, | 


which he afterwards made in the world. . But Fo/fe- 
phus, who beft knew the Truth, and is the likelieft to 
relate it without difguife on either fide, tells us of 
this Antipas or Antipaier, That (c) he was of a noble 
Family in Idumaa, that his Father being called alfo 
Antipas (d) was Governor of Idumea under King Alex- 
‘ander Fanneus and Alexandra his Queen. By Country 
therefore he was an /dumaan, but by Religion a Few, 
as all other Jdumzans were from the time that Hyrcanus 
brought them all to embrace the Jewifh Religion, of 
which I have above given an Account. 

In the interim the Mithridatic War ftill went on in 
Lefer Afia. (e) Mithridates being forced to raife the 
Siege of Cyzicus with the lofs of fo great a part of 
his Army, as hath been mentioned, fled to Nicomedia, 
and from thence by Sea into Pontus, leaving fome 

art of his Fleet with ten thoufand of his choiceft 
Men behind him in the Afel/e/pont under the Com- 


_ mand of three of his prime Generals. Thefe Lucul- 


lus falling on with the Roman Fleet cut moft of them 


‘off in two Naval Victories, which he gained over 


_ them, the firft at Tenedus, and the other near Lem

rius a Roman Senator fent to the Afliftance of Mi- 
thridates by Sertorius out of Spain; Him Lucullus did 

ut to Death; of the other, two, one poifoned him- 
{elf, and the other he referved for his Triumph. 
Having by thefe. two Victories quite cleared.all thofe 
Eoafts of the Enemy he turned his Arms onthe Con- 
tinent, and having reduced firft Bithynia, and next 
Paphlagonia, from. thence marched into Pontus to car- 
ry the War home to. Mithridates’s own Doors 3 


where he found him almoft as much broken by . 


Tempetts in his return through the Eusin Sea, as he 
had been ‘by the War: For therein. he had loft almoft 
all the remainder of his Fleet and the Army, which 
he was carrying home for the defence of his own 
Country; And therefore on Lucullus’s Arrival he was 


very bufy in raifing new Forces for the oppofing of © 


him; and to ftrengthen himfelf the better he had 
fent Ambafladors to Tigranes King of Armenia, to the 
Parthians, to the Scythians, and to other neighbour- 
ing Nations to. folicit their Affiftance. In the mean 
time Lucullus marched into his Country and laid fiege 


to Amifus and Eupatoria, two-of the chief Cities of. 


his Kingdom, the latter of which ftood nigh the 
other, and being newly built by him was called Eupa- 
toria from Eupator his own furname, and made by him 
the chief feat of his refidence, and the Metropolis of 
his whole Kingdom. And at the fame time Lucullus 
fent another part of his Army to befiege Themifcyra, a 
City on the River Tbermodon as confiderable as either of 

the other two. row 
While thefe Sieges were carrying on by the Ro- 
mans (f) Mithridates having gotten ano- 
ey aes ther Army together early in the next 
‘ pring took the Field with it. (f)

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Siege of Amifus and Eupatoria marched out againft 
him with the reft of his Army. In two conflicts M4i- 
tbridates had the better of him, but in the third be- 
ing utterly broken he was forced to flee into Avme- 
wia, there to pray the Protection and Affiftance of 
Tigranes his fon-in-law ; but he was fo far from find- 
ing fuch a reception from him, as he defired, that he 
was there a year and eight months ere Tigranes. 
wou’d take any Notice of him, or as much as admit 
him to fpeak with him. After this Victory all places 
im Pontus yielded to the Conqueror, excepting Ami/us, 
(which held out till the beginning of the next Spring) 
‘and fome few other Fortrefies. For the Romans, 
were forced to fpend two winters before Amifus, ere 
they could make theméelves.mafters of that important

' © Ptolemy the Son of Mennzus Prince of Chalcis at 


the foot of Mount Libanus being very vexatious to 
his Neighbours, and efpecially to thofe of Damajcus, 
(g). Alexandra tent Ariftobulus her younger Son with 
an Army to fupprefs him, and under that Pretence, 
as it feems, to feife Damafcus. But Arifobulus being 
more intent to make an Intereft for the Crown againft 
the time that his mother fhould die, than to €xe- 
cute his Commiffion, made ufe of this opportunity 
only to fecure the Army for him. And therefore 
having feifed Damafcus, he returned without fuppref- 
fing the Oppreffor, againft whom he was fent, or 
doing any thing elfe, that was memorable, in this

his return having carried her with him as far as Se- 
leucia in Mefopotamia he there (k) caufed her to be 
put to death. She was the Daughter of Ptolemy Phy/- 
con King of Egypt, and had at firft been the Wife of 
Ptolemy Lathyrus her Brother, but being taken from 
him by her Mother was given in Marriage to 4ntio- 
chus Grypus, and after his Death fhe married Antiochus 
Eufebes the Son of Antiochus Cyzicenus, by whom 
fhe had her two Sons.

While Zigranes lay at the Siege of Prolemais. (m). 
Queen Alexandra fearing his Power fent Ambafladors 
thither to him with large Prefents to court his Fa-= 
vour and defire his Friendfhip, whom he ‘received’ 
with all feeming Kindnefs, accepting the Prefents, 
and granting the Friendthip that was. defired, but 
not fo much out of favour to the Queen, as to com- 
ply with the exigency of his: own» Affairs. For the 
Progrefs of the Romans in Pontus and’ Cappadocia 
making his prefence in Armenia then neceflary for the 
defence of thofe parts’ of his Dominions, he ' was 
making all the haite he could to return thither ; and

On his return from Prolemais to Antioch (n) he 
there met with Pubius Clodius, who was fent thither 


in an Embaifly from Lucallus to demand Mithridates 


to be deliver’d to him, with order in -cafe of refulal 
to declare War againft him. Codius in executirig_ his 
Commiffion having expreffed himfelf with a freedom 


which Tigrazes had never met with before (abfoc 


Jute Will and Pleafure having hitherto governed all 
his Actions without admitting the leaft Contradiction 
or Control) he was very much offended at it, but 
much more at the Letter of Lucullus then. delivered 


to him on this occafion. For he had direéted it ta 


King Tigranes, without ftiling him King of Kings, 
which was a Title he had affumed, and out of his 
Pride much affected; and to make his Claim to it the 
better appear, on his having taken feveral petty 
Kings Prifonersin his Wars againft them, (0) he had

never went abroad, but he had four of them to at- 


tend him, two running by him on one fide of his 


horfe and two’on the other; and thusin like man- 
ner was he ferved by fome or other of them at his

_-Ambaffadors’ For then to make the greater oftenta- 
tion of his glory and greatnefs to foreign Nations he 


made all thefe captive Kings in the pofture and hae 
bits of fervants to range themfelves on each fide of 


him. To exprefs his refentment againft Lucullus for 


_ not_giving him this T itle, on his writing back again.

plain Lucullus without the Addition of Imperator, or 


any other title ufually given to Roman Generals. On 
his refufal to deliver Muithridates to Lucullus, which 
was the fubject of this Embafly to him, Clodius de- 
clared War from the Romans againft him, and re- 
turned to Lucullus to acquaint him of it. 

_ At this time Lwcullus was in the Province of the Pro- 
per 4a. For after having driven Mithridates out of 
Pontus, taken Amifus and Eupatoria, and reduced moft 
of the reft of that Kingdom, he (p) was returned 
thither, and finding that this Province had fallen un- 
der great diforders and oppreffions from the Iniquity 
of Ufurers and Publicans, he imployed a great: part 


-of this year in reforming them; and he took. fuch 


wife. order herein, as effectually removed all ‘thefe 
Miichiefs, and wrought a thorough cure of them, 
whereby he gained to fo great a-degree the Efteem 
and Affection of the Provincials, that they  infti- 
tured.Games in his honour called Luculia, which 
they annually celebrated for feveral years after, and 
he gained at the fame time no Jefs Honour and Re- 
uration among ‘the neighbouring Nations both to 
himfelf and ali the Roman People for his Juftice in 
this proceeding. But the Roman Ulurers, and Publi- 
cans, whofe Lucre was much abridg’d hereby, haftning 
to Rome with Accufations againft him on this Account, 
there clamoured fo loud again{t him among the People, 
as firft to beget in them that miflike of him. which 
being afterwards improved by other falfe Rumours, 
became the caufe that he was at length recalled 
much fooner than otherwife he would have been, and 
another fent in his ftead to reap the Laurels of his 
Victories. —_ 
War being declared againft Tigranes, (9) Lucullus 
haftened back again into Pontus for the profecuting of.

he reftored both that and Amifus to their Liberties, 
and made them free Cities. After this having left 
Sornatius one of his Generals with fix thoufand Men 
to keep Pontus in order, with the reft of his Army 
confifting of twelve thoufand foot and three thou- 
_ fand horfe he marched through Cappadocia ‘to the 
Lupbrates, and having paffed that River in the midft 
of Winter he continued his courfe to the Tigris, and 
having paffed that River alfo marched dire@tly to Ti-° 
granocerta (r) which lay a little beyond it, there to fall 
~ upon igranes in his Metropolis, whither he was newly 
returned from Syria. For he having put one to Death 
for telling him of Lucul/us’s firft March towards him, | 
no one durft tell him any more of it, till he was 
now arrived almoft to the very doors of his Palace. 
And hence it was that Lucullus had paffed through 
fo great a length of Armenia without any oppofition 
to hinder his Progrefs, till he arrived fo nigh to the 
Royal City. 

A little before this Invafion of Armenia by the 
Romans, (s) Alexandra Queen of Fudaa fell fick and 
died, being then feventy three years old. She was a 
Princefs of great Wifdom, and had fhe not gone in 
too. much to the Pharifzes, or could the poffibly have 
avoided doing fo, no Exceptions could have been 
made to her Government. Salome the Widow of Ari- 
Stobulus, the elder Brother of Mexander, (t) having 
according to Yofephus been called alfo Alexandra by 
the Greeks, this hath made (a) fome think that this 
Alexandra and fhe were one and the fame Perfon, and 
that Alexander after Ariftobulus’s Death married her 
according to the Jewifh Law to raife up feed to his 
Brother; but the Birth of Hyrcanus, who is every 
where owned to be her Son by Alexander, proves the:

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contrary. For he was born of her at leaft five years 
before the Death of Ariftobulus, and therefore: the 

- could not have been Ariftobulus’s Widow, and afters 
watds married to Alexander, but muft have been his 
Wife at leaft fix years before, if not longer. That 
Hyrcanus was born of her five years before the Death 
of Ariftobulus is proved from the Age which he was ~ 
of at the time of his Death. For that hapning in 
the thirtieth year before Chri, he was then accord- 
ing (w) to Fofepbus above eighty ; fuppofing him to 
have been eighty one, this will carry up the time of 
his Birth to the year before Cdrij# one hundred and 
eleven, which was juft five years before rjfobulus 
died. 

As foon as Arifobulus the younger Son of Alewandra 
faw his Mother. was paft recovery, having long re+ 
folved to feife the Crown on her Death, (x) he pris 
vately in the night left Ferufalem, taking only one 
fervant with him, and repaired to the Caftles, in which 
by his procurement his Father’s Friends had been pla+ — 
ced in Garrifon, by. whom he was gladly received; — 
and-in fifteen days time two and: twenty of thefe For- ~ 
trefles one after another put themfelves into his. 

Hands, and thereby they made him in a manner Maf- 

ter of all the reft of the Strength of the Kingdom,

And ‘befides had he been 
otherwife, he had neither Spirit, nor Capacity for the 
attempting of their Relief, as being a dull, indolent 
Man, of no Activity or Application, and of little under- 
ftanding. However when the Phari/es faw how Ariffo~ 
bulus prevailed, they being greatly difturbed at it got 
Hyrcanus at the Head of them, and went to the dy- 
_ ing Queen to acquaint her how the cafe ftood, and 
to pray.-her Direction and Affiftance in it. Her Ane 
fwer to them was, that fhe was not in a Condition 
any more to charge herfelf with fuch Affairs, and 
therefore remitted all to their Management, and foon 
_ after died, leaving Hyrcanus her eldeft Son Heir of 
all fhe had, who accordingly on her Death took pof- 
feffion of the Throne, and the Pharifees did their ut- 
moft to fecure him init. As foon as “riftobulus had 
left Ferufalem, they had procured that his Wife and — 
Children, whom he had left there behind him, were 
fhut up in the Caftle of Baris, there to be referved 
as Hoftages againft him. But this not ftopping his 
Courfe they (y) got ready an Army, and he as foon 
got ready another, and near Jericho it came to a de- 
cifive Battle between them, in which moft of the 
Forces of Hyrcanus going over to his Brother, he 
' was forced to flee to Ferufalem, and thete fhut him- 
felf up in the Caftle Baris, where the Wife and 
\Children of Arifobulus were kept as his Prifoners ; 
and thofe that adhered to him took Sanétuary within 
the verge of the Temple. But they foon after going 
over to Ariftobulus alfo, this forced Ayrcanus to 
come to Terms with him, by which it was agreed, 
that 4riftobulus fhould have the Crown and the High- 
Priefthood, and that Hyrcanus making full refigna- 
tion of both, fhould be contented to live a private life 
under the Protection of his Brother upon his own: 
private Fortunes; which he willingly enough fub- 
mitted to, as being a Man that loved his own Eafe 
and Quiet, more than any thing elfe. And thus he 
quitted the Government, after he had held it only,

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three Months. And with it ended the Tyranny of 
the Pharifees, which from. the Death of King lex~ 
ander Fannaeus they had exercifed over that Nation. 

~ Fofepbus (z) tells us, that it was in the third year 
ef the 177th Olympiad, Q, Hortenfius and Q, Metel- 
lus Creticus then being Confuls at Rome, that’ Hyrca-° 
nus began his Reign; and (a) in another place, that 
it was. in the 179th Olympiad, Caius Antonius and M. 
Tullius Cicere being then Confuls, that Ferufalem was 
taken by Pompey, and Ariffobulus depofed ; according 
to which account from the death of Alexandra, where’ 
Hiyrcanus begun his Reign, to the time when Aiffo- 
bulus ended his, there muft have intervened fix years, 
fo much time having elapfed from the firft of thefe’ 
two Confulates to the other. And therefore thefe 
two Brothers, taking the times of their Reigns both’ 
together, muft have reigned at leaft fix Years. 
But Yofephus afligning no more than three Months to’ 
Hyrcanus, and no more than (b) three years and” fix’ 
months to 4rifobulus, both thefe put together make’ 
no more than three years and nine months, and _ there- 
“fore in one of thefe two particulars there muft be an’ 
Error, that is either in that, which affigns no more 
than three months to Hyrcanus, or elfe in that, which 
affigns no more than three years and fix months to 4i- 
Siobulus. For either the one or the other of them 
mutt have reigned longer to make up the time, which’ 
according to the Interval of the Confulates above-' 
mentioned muft be affigned to both. Archbifhop’ 
Ufeer’s Opinion is (¢) that the Error is in the for 
mer of thefe particulars, that is, that in the place in’ 
Fofephus, where we read, that Ayrcanus reigned only’ 
three months, it ought to be three years, and that it 
was fo in the Original; but that there the Greek word 
for months crept in inftead of that which jis for years, 
by the Error of fome Scribe that wrote out the 
Copy. Another (d) learned Man to folve this Diffi-

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culty thinks that Ayrcanus, though outed of «the 
Kingdom, yet held the High-Priefthood , till his flight 
to dreias, which will be hereafter-mentioned; and 
that the three years and fix months, which Fo/epbus 
_affigns to Ariftobulus, are to be underftood only of 
the Time after this Flight, when /riffobulus accord- 
ing to this Author firft added the Pontifical Tiara 
to his Crown, and took the High-Priefthood alfo. 
So that by the three years and fix months affigned 
to Ariftobulus we are to underftand, according to this 
Author, only the time in which he held the High- 
Priefthood, and not the whole of his Reign. But nei- 
ther of thefe fuppofitions can hold good; not. the for- 
mer, becaufe Fo/ephus, from whom alone we have 
this Relation of Ayrcanus’s quitting the Crown to his 
Brother, fets forth that matter as tranfaéted immedi- 
ately after the death of Alexandra, and therefore the 
putting of it at three years diftance feems utterly in- 
confiftent with that Hiftory. And as to the other 
fuppofition, it’s plain from the fame Jofepbus, that 
when Hyrcanus refigned the Kingdom, he refigned 
the High-Priefthood alfo, and that all the while “4i- 
Jtobulus held the one, he held the other together with 
it. It feems moft likely therefore, that the Error 
was im the fecond particular, which affigns to 4ri/to~ 
ulus only three years and fix months, and that here 
the Scribe made the miftake by writing three years 
inftead of fix. For that fix years at leaft muft have 
intervened between the Death of Alexandra and the 
depofing of Ariftobulus, and that Alyrcanus reigned 
only three Months hath been already fhewn; and 
therefore the Remainder muft belong to the Reign 
of Ariftobulus. The whole of the matter I take to 
have been thus; in the beginning of the Confulate 
of 9, Hortenfius and 2, Metellus Creticus, who enter- 
‘ed that Office at Rome about (e) the middle of our 
Offober, Hyrcanus on the Death of Alexandra took 
the Crown, and held it three Months, that is till 
about the middle of our Zasuary, and from that time

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Ariftobulus reigned fix years and fix months, that is 
till about the time of our Midfummer in the feventh 
year, and then M, Tullius Cicero and Caius Antonius 
being Confuls he was depofed by Pompey, and Hyrcanus 
was again reftored, and this feventh year is the firft of - 
thofe twenty four years, during which Afyrcanus is 
faid after that reftoration to have held the Govern- 
ment of the Kingdom, and the Pontificate together. 
And’ therefore the error of the Scribe muft have 
been in putting three years and fix months, inftead 

_ of fix years and fix months for the reign of Ariftobu- 
Jus; and not in putting of three months, inftead of 
three years for the reign of Hyrcanus. And it is an 
argument for this opinion, that a miftake in putting 
three months for three years muft be made by the 
change of words, that is of months for years; but 
a miftake in putting three years for fix years is made 
by change of a Numerical Letter only. For a mifs 
take by the change of a Numerical Letter may ea- 
fily be made, but not fo by the change of one word 
for another, efpecially when the words have no fimi- 
litude the one with the other, as in the prefent cafe, 
But in objection hereto it may be faid, that Yofepbus 
doth not in one place alone (that is the 14th Book ~ 
of his Antiquities chap. 11.) affign three years only to 
Ariftobulus, but after that in another place (that is in 
the 2oth Book of the faid Antiquities chap. 8.) doth 
the fame, and that therefore what~is faid in the 
former place is confirmed by what is faid in the lat 
ter. In anfwer hereto I acknowledge it would be fo, 
did both places agree with each other, which they 
do not. For in the firft of thefé two places it is 
three years and fix months, and in the latter three 
years and an equal number of months, that is three . 
months. But three years and fix months, and three 
years and three months do not agree; and therefore 
thefe two places cannot be faid by their agreement 
to confirm each other. It is not to be doubted, but 
that they did both agree in the original copy of the 
Author, and the true way again to reftore this agree= © 


ment 
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ment is to find out where the error is, which will 
be beft difcovered by comparing thefe two places to- 
gether, and this will afford another argument to 
prove, that in both places it ought to be fix years, 
and not three. For if fix months in the firft place 
be the true reading (as I think it certainly is) then 
thefe words in the fecond place [and an equal number 
of months| muft imply juft as many months in this 
place, as are exprefied in the other, that is fix 
months, and then as in this place the months muft 
be fix, fo muft the years be fix alfo, otherwife their 
numbers will not be equal to each other; and if this 
proves the years in the fecond place to be fix, it will 
prove them to be fix alfo in the firft, and hereby the 
errors will be correéted in both; and each of them 
being made by this correétion fix years and fix months, 
each will be made to agree with each other, and’ 
both beft to accord with the feries of the Hiftory, 
that is related concerning this matter. It may be 
faid in oppofition hereto, that (f) three years in the 
laft place is exprefled by words at length, and not by 
a Numerical Letter as in the firft, and herein I have 
allowed a miftake is not fo eafily made. “The an- 
fwer hereto is, that the alteration in this laft place 
feems not to be made by cafual miftake, but by de- 
‘fign. I take the whole to have been done in manner 
as followeth. The Numerical Letter for fix before 
the word years in the firit place of ‘ofepbus above- 
‘mentioned being by the cafual miftake of fome tran- 
feriber changed into the Numerical letter for three, 
when it had gone fo for fome time in other Copies 
tranfcribed from it, fome Critic, to make Fofephus 
agree with himfelf in both places,.inftead of mend-

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he had there made it three years, by leaving in thefe

guide us for the fetting of the whole again at rights, — 
For if both places mutt be made to agree with each 
other (as it ‘is not to be doubted, but that at firft 
both did) then as fix months are expreffed in the 
firft place, fo fix months muft be implied by the ex- 
preffion above-mentioned in the fecond place, and if’ 
fix months were there originally implied in it, it muft . 
infer, the words immediately preceeding to have been 
originally fix years alfo, and not three as in our pre- 
fent Copy. For as fix years can have none but fix 
‘months, fo fix months can have none but fix years

his Army, and himfelf hardly efcaping was forced to 
flee Northward beyond the Springs of the Eupbhra- 
tes for the feeking of his Safety. Whereon Pompey 
(g) having ordered the building of a new City in 
the place where this Victory was gained, which in 
Commemoration of it he called Nicopolis, i. e. the 
City of Viétory, left there for the inhabiting of it 
fuch of his Soldiers as were wounded, fick, aged, or 
otherwife difabled for the Fatigues of War; and then 
marched with the reft into the Greater Armenia againft 
Tigranes, as being a Confederate of Mithridates in this 
War again{t the Roman People. 2 

At this time Zigranes was at war with his Son of 
the fame name. It hath been before mentioned, that 
he married Cleopatra the Daughter of Mithridates.

But the Son refufing to come out of difpleafure to 
his Father, and neglecting to fhew -him any refpect, 
or to take the leaft notice of him,at the Interview,, 
he much offended Pompey by this Conduct. . However 
on having heard the Caufe he did not wholly neglect 
his Intereft.

But the Son 
having entertained Expeétations that were not anfwer- 
ed by this Decree, was highly difpleafed at it, and 
made an attempt to have fled for the raifing of new 
Difturbances: Whereon Pompey put a Guard upon 
him, and on his refufal to permit his Father to take 
away his Treafure in Sopbena, caft him into Prifon,

Diofcurias (a place (r) upon the Euxin Sea, and there 
fituated in the fartheft part of the Jthmus which lies. 
between that Sea and the pian ) (f) early the next. 
Spring did fet out from thence for the Country of 
the Cimmerian Bofphorus, (/) making his way thither, 
through feveral Scytbien Nations, that lay _between,, 
obtaining his Paflage of fome of them by fair means, 
and of-others by force. This (s) Kingdom of the. 
Cimmerian Bofpborus is the fame, which is now the. 
Country of the Crim Tartars, and was then a Prog. 
vince of the Empire of Mithridates. He had (¢) pla- 
ced one of his Sons called Aachares there to reign,

But this young Prince having been hard preffed upon 
the Romans, while they lay at the Siege of Sinope, 
and had then by their Fleet the Maftery of the Euxin. 
Sea (which lay between that City and the King- 
dom of Macbhares) he made (uz) Peace with them, and, 
had ever fince maintained the Terms of it; by which 
having much angred his Father he dreaded his ap-, 
ot and therefore while he was on the way (w) he. 
“fent Ambaffadors to him to make his Peace with him, 
urging for his Excufe, that what he did.was by the 
f his Affairs driving him to it, and not by 
Choice, But finding that his Father was implacable, 
he endeavoured to make his efcape by Sea, but being 
intercepted by fuch Ships as A¢ithridates had fent out 
for this purpofe, he flew him(elf to ayoid falling into 
his Hands. | | s 
\ Pompey having finifhed his War in the North, and 
finding it impracticable to purfue Mithridates any fur- 
ther that way, led back his Army again into the 
Southern part, and (x) in his way thither having 
fabdued Darius King of Media, and Antiochus King 
of Commagena, he (y) came into Syria, and having 
(z) by Scaurus ‘reduced Cale- Syria and Damajcus, and. 
(a) by Gabinius all the reft of thofe parts as far as the 
Tigris, he made himfelf Mafter of all the Syrian Em- 
pire; whereon (2) Antiochus Afiaticus the Son of An- 
tiochus Eujebes the remaining Heir of the Seleucian 
Family, who by the permiffion of Lucullus had now 
for four years reigned in fome part of that Country, 
after Tigranes had been forced to withdraw his Forces 
' from it, applied to him to defire to be re-eftablifhed 
in the Kingdom of his Forefathers. But Pompey re-

Antiochus was ftripp’d of all, who never did them any 
hurt, or ever deierved any ill from thems The Reas' 
fons given for it were, that the Romezs had taken 
this Country by Conqueft from Zigranes, and. there- 


fore were not to lofe the Fruits) of their Vi@toryy 


And that Antiochus was a weak Prince: of no Cou 
rage or Capacity to protect that Country, and ‘that 
therefore the putting of it into his hands would: be 
to betray it to the Ravages and Depredations of the 
Fews and Arabs, which Pompey could not confent to. 
And therefore (c) dntiochus being thus deprivéd of 
his Crown, was reduced to’ a’ private’ condition’ of 
hife. And here ended the Empire of the Sedeucide in 
Afia, after it had'there lafted two hundred fifty eight 
Years: yuh flirts B 
‘While thefe things were a doing by thé. Romans; 
there hapned great Difturbances and Revolutions iy 
Egypt and Fudea. For in Egypt the-Alexandrians be- 
ing weary of Alexander their King rofe in) a Muti 
againft him, and (4) drove him out of the Kingdom; 
arid (¢) called Ptolemy Auletes to the»Crown.. He 
was the Baftard Son of Ptolemy Lathyras: For Lax 
thyrus had (f) no Male Iffue by his Wifey that fare 
vived him; but he had feveral by«his! Concubihes 3

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(6) this Aunletes; He was alfo called Dionyfus Neos or 
Tbe New Bacchus; both which names he had from . 
infamous caufes. For he had (é) much ufed himfelf 
to play on the Pipe, and valued himfelf fo much 
vpon his skill herein, that he wou’d expofe himfelf to 
contend for Victory in the publick fhows; hence he 
Shad the name of _4uletes, that is, the Piper. And (k) 
he would often imitate the Effeminacies of the Bac- 
ehinals, and in the fame manner as they dance their 
Meafures in a Female Drefs, and hence it was, that 
he was-called Diomyfiu Neos or The New Bacchas. He 
is (2) reckoned to have as much exceeded all that 
reigned before him of his race in the Effeminacy of 
his Manners, as his Grandfather Phy/con did in the 
Wickednefs of them. Alexander on his Expulfion (m) 
fied to Pompey to pray his Affiftance for his Rcftora- 
tion, and offered him great Gifts, and promifed him 
more to induce him hereto. But Pompey refufed to 
meddle with this’ matter, as being without the Li- 
mits of his Commiffion, Whereon (1) Alexander re~ 
tired to Tyre there to wait a more favourable Jundture, 
and foon atter died in that City. It is here to be 
. permarked» that Ptolemy the Aftronomer in his Chro- 
nological Canon-names not Alexander at all among 
the Kings of Egypt, but begins the Reign of Aule- 
ges from the death of Lathyrus, altho’ it appears (0) 
both from Cicero and Suetonius, that Alexander reigned 
fifteen yeats between. Perchance as Ptolemy King 
of Gyrus had that Ifland immediately on his Father’s 
death, fo likewife Auletes had at the fame time fome 
other part of the Egyptian Empire for his thare of 
it, and for this Reafon Ptolemy the Aftronomer makes 
him the immediate Succeffor of Lathyrus, though he 
had not the whole Kingdom of Egypt till fifteen Years 
after.

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The difturbances which were at this time in Fu- 
dza, and the Revolution which hapned thereon, had 
their Original from the Ambition and afpiring Spirit 
of Antipater the Father of Herod. Of his Original I 
have before fpoken. He having his Education in the 
Court of Alexander Fanneus and Alexandra his Queen, 
who reigned after him, there (p) wrought himfelf 
into. the good liking of Ayrcanus the eldeft of. their 
Sons, hoping to rife by his Favour, when he fhould 
come to the Crown after his Mother. . But when 
Hyrcanus was depofed, and Ariftcbulus made King in 
his Place, thefe meafures, which he had. taken for 
his Advancement, were all broken; and his Engage- 
ments in them having render’d him fo obnoxious to 
Ariftobulus, as to exclude him all profpect of Favour 
from him, he fet himfelf with all the craft, which 
he was fignally endowed with, to repair the Fortunes 
of Hyrcanus, and reftore him again to his Crown; 
in order whereto he treated with retas King of ~ 
Arabia Petrea, and engaged him to help Ayrcanus with 
an Army for the accomplifhing of this Defign, and 
had. by clandeftine Applications drawn in great num- 
bers of the Fews for the promoting of the fame pur- 
pofe. But his greateft Difficulty was to excite Hyr- 
éanus himfelf to the Undertaking. For being a quiet ~ 
indolent Man, who loved Eafe more than any. thing 
elfe, he had no Ambition for reigning, and therefore 
had no Inclination to ftir a foot for the obtaining of 
it. But at length being. made believe that his Life 
was in Danger, and that he had nothing to choofe be- 
tween reigning and dying, if he ftaid in Fudea, he 
was roufed up by this argument to flee for his Safe- 
ty, and put himfelf into the Hands of 4retas, who 
according to his Agreement with Autipater (q) brought . 
him back into Judea with an Army of fifty thoufand 
Men, and having there joined the Jews of Ayrcanus’s 
Party gave Battle to 4riffobulus, and gaining an abfow

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lute Victory over him purfued him to Feru/alem, and 
entering, it without Oppofition drove him with. all 
his Party to take Refuge in the Mountain of ‘the 
_ Temple, and there befieged him, where all the Prietts 
ftood by him, but the generality of the People de- 
 Glared tor Hyrcanus. This hapned in the time of their 
faliover, whereon Ariftobulus wanting Lambs and 
Beafts tor the Sacrifices of that holy Solemnity agreed 
-with the Fews that were among the Befiegers to fur- 
‘nifh him with them for a Sum contraéted. But 
when they had the Money let down to them over 
the Wall, they refufed to deliver the Sacrifices, and’ 
‘thereby impioufly and facrilegioufly robbed God of 
~ that part of his Worfhip, which was then to have been 
‘performed tohim. And at the fame time they added 
another very hainous Wickednefs to this guile, For 
there being then at Yerufalem one Oxias a Man of 
great Reputation for the Sanétity of his Life, who 
had been thought by his Prayers to have obtained 
‘Rain from Heaven in a time of drought, they 
brought him forth into the Army; and concluding 
his Curfes would be as prevalent as his Prayers, pref- 
fed him to curfe Ariftobulus, and all that were with 
him. He long refifted to hearken to them, but at 
length finding no reft from their Importunities he 
- Tifted up his Hands toward Heaven as ftanding in the ° 
 midft of them, and prayed, ‘‘ O Lord God, Rector 
*€ of the Univerfe, fince thofe that are with us are 
** thy People, and they that are befieged in the 
** Temple are thy Priefts, I pray that thou would’ft 
«* hear the Prayers of neither of them againft the 
“© other.”” Hereon they that brought him thither were 
fo enraged againft the good Man, that they fell upon 
him with Stones, and ftoned him to death. But 
this was foon revenged upon them. For (r) Scaurus 
Being by this time come to Damafcus with a Roman 
Army, Ariftobulus fent thither to him, and by the 
Promife of four hundred Talents engaged him on his

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fide, Hyrcanus offered him the like Sum, but Scaz- 
rus looking on Ariffobulus as the more folvent of the 
two, and for other Reafons taking the better liking 
to him, chofe to embrace his Caufe before the other’s, 
and Gabinius by a Prefent of three hundred Falents — 
more out of Ariftobulus’s Purfe was induced to da 
the fame. And therefore they both fent to Aretas 
_ to withdraw, threatning him with the Roman Arms in 
eafe of refufal. Whereon 4refas raifing the Siege, 
and marching off towards his own Country, 4riffobulas 
got together all the Forces he could, and purfued 
after him, and having overtaken him at a place 
called Papyrion, overthrew him in ‘battle with a 
great Slaughter, i which perifhed many of the Fews 
of Hyrcanus’s Party, and among them Cepbalion the 
Brother of /ntipater. . eee > 
About this time (s} Pompey himfelf. came to Da-- 
mafcus, where reforted to him Ambaffadors from alk — 
the neighbouring Countries, efpecially from Egypt, 
and udea. For the Kings of both thefe Countries 
reigning in them by the Expulfion of their immediate 
Predeceffors, thought it their Intereft to get the 
Roman Power on their fide for the maintaining of — 
their Ufurpations, For this reafon the Ambafladors 
from Egypt prefented Pompey with a Crown of Gold 
of the value of four thoufand pieces of Gold Money, 
and thofe from Judea (¢) with a Vine of Gold, of 
the value of four hundred Talents, which was after- 
wards depofited (#) in the Temple of *fupiter in the 
Capitol at Rome, and there inferibed a eh Gift of 
Alexander King of the Fews. Iti fe th 2y wistild 
not own 4riftobulus to be King, and thei c 


and therefore did 
put’his Father’s name upon it inftead of his. While 
Pompey was in thefe Parts, (w) there came to him’ no » 
fewer than twelve Kings to make their Court to him, —

- But many Fortrefiés and , firong. Places, in Pontus 
and Cappadocia {till holding out for AGthridates, Pomp 
pe found’ it neceffary to march again, into, thofe Parts 
t0 reduce them, which having on his Arrival, in, a 
“great meafure accomplifhed he took up his, Winter 
Quarters (x).at Apis in Pontus. Among the. Places, 
which he reduced, one (¥) called; Keuvj, # ¢ New- 
caftle, was the ftrongeft. There Maithridates. had. laid 
a great part of his ‘Preafure, and the. beft of his other 
Effeéts, as.reckoning the Place impregnable, but it 
was not fo againft the Romans. Pompey, took the 
‘Place, and in it all that was there depofited. Among 
other things there found, were the private Memoirs 
of Mithridates, which made difcovery, of many of his 
Franiactions,. and fecret Defigns. And, there. alfo 
were found his Medicinak Commentaries, (2) which 


Pompey. caufed to. be tranflated: into, Latin by Len . 


neus a learned: Grammarian, that was 2 freed, man of 
his, and they were afterwards. publifh’d by him in 
that Language. For among many other extraordi- 
nary Endowments, with which this Prince had ac- 
complifhed himfelf, he was eminently skill’d in the 
Art of Phyfic, And particularly. it is, to be remarked 
of him, that he was the Author of that excellent 
Alexipharmical Medicine, which from, his Name is 
now called Méthridate, and hath ever: fince been in 
great ufe among Phy/ficians, and is fo even to, this 
TP cesen having; while he lay: at pis fettled. the af- 
fairs of the adjacent Countries, as well a3 4 
their Circumftances would then admit, rts 
as foon as the Spring began, (@) rewrned jusiI, 6. 
‘again into Syria there to do the fame. 
For Mithridates being gotten into the, Kingdom of 
~ Bofpborus on the other fide of the Euxin Sea, there

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was no purfuing of him thither by a Roman Army, 
but round that Sea a great way about through many 
barbarous Scythian Nations, ‘and feveral Defarts, which 
was not to be attempted without manifeft Danger 
of a total Mifcarriage. And therefore all that Pom- 
pey could do- in this cafe (4) was to order. the Stati- 
ons of the Roman Navy in fuch manner,-as to hinder 
all Supplies of Provifions and other Neceffaries from 
being carried to him; which shaving taken full care 
of he thought by this method. he fhould. foon: break 
him, and therefore on his quitting Pontus -(c). he faid 
he had left behind him againft Adithridates a fiercer. 
Enemy than the Roman Army, that .ig:Famine and 
the want of all Neceflaries. ‘That which made him 
fo fond of this March into Syria was {d).a.vain and 
ambitious Defire, which he had of extending _ his 
Conqtefts to the Red-Sea. -He had formerly, while 
he commanded firft in Africa, and afterwards in Spain, 


- carried them on tothe Weftern Ocean on both fides 


of the Mediterranean, and. had lately in his Albanian 
War made them reach as far as the Cafpian Sea, and 
if he could do the fame as to the. Red-Sea alfo, 
he thought it would compleat his Glory... On_ his 
coming into Syria he made (e) Antioch, and (f) Se- 
leucia on the Orontes free Cities, and (g) then conti- 
nued his march to Damajcus, intending from thence 
(4) to make War upon the 4rabians for the carrying 
on of his Victories to the Red-Sea. But. in’ his way 
thither he made. many ftops to examine into. the 
Conduét of the Princes of thofe Parts, and to hear 
the Complaints that were made againft them... For 
in. the Declenfion of the Syrian Empire many petty ; 
Princes had fet up upon its Ruins, and had canton. 
ed themfelves in ‘feveral parts and diftri€ts of it, and

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there exercifed great Tyranny over their people, and 
as great Depredations on their Neighbours round 
them. Thefe Pompey, as he pafled through. -the 
Country, fummoned to him, and: on hearing their 
ecaufes (i) fome of them he confirmed in their Topar- 
‘chies under the condition of becoming Tributaries to 
the Romans, others he deprived, and fome of them he 
condemned to Death for their: Male-adminiftrations. 
But Ptolemy the Son of Menneus Prince of Chalcis, 
who was the worlt and wickedeft of them all, efcap- 
ed by virtue of his Money. For having made him- 
felf very rich with his oppreffions upon his people, 
‘and His plunders upon his Neighbours, he prefented 
‘Pompey with a thoufand Talents, and thereby re- 
‘deemed both his Life and his Principality, and con- 
tinued in the Enjoyment of both a great number of 
‘Years after. 

On Pompey’s coming into Cale-Syria (k) Antipater 
from’ Hyrcanus, and one Nicodemus irom Ariftobulus, 
addrefled themfelves to him about the Controverfy 
that was between thefe two Brothers, each of them 
praying his Patronage to the party from which they 
‘were delegated. Pompey having heard what was faid 
‘by.them on both fides, difmiffed them with fair 

words, ordering, that both Brothers fhould appear 
in perfon before him, promifing, that then he would 
take full cognizance of the whole. caufe, and deter- 


mine it as Juftice fhould direét. At this Audience’ 


“Nicodemus did much Hurt to the Caufe of his Maf- 
ter, by complaining of the four hundred Talents 
which Scaurus, and the three hundred which Gadi- 
nius had extorted from him. For this made them 
both to be his Enemies, and they being two of the 
greateft Men in the Army next Pompey, he was after- 
‘wards influenced by them to the damage of the com- 
-plainant. Put Pompey being then intent upon mak- 
ing Preparations for his Arabian War could not im-

Before Pompey left Syria in the former year (/) there 
‘came ‘thither to him Ambafladors from Muithridates 
“out of Bo/phorus ‘with 'propofals ‘of Peace. They-of- 
-fered ‘in his Behalf, that in “cafe he might be allow- 
ed ‘to hold his paternal Kingdom as Tigranes had 
‘been, he would ‘pay Tribute ‘to the Romans for it, 
and quit to them all his other Dominions. To this 
‘Pémpey anfwered, that ‘he fhould then come to him 
‘in ‘perfon in ‘the dame manner ‘as Tigranes did. This 
‘Mithridates would not fubmit to, but offered to fend 


‘his'Sons, -and ‘forme “of his principal Friends ; ‘but this 


ed 


‘fot ‘being accepted of, he fet himfelf to make new — 


Preparations for War with as great Vigour as at any 
‘time before. “Pompey having notice hereof found it 
neceffary ‘to 'haften ‘back again linto Pontus to watch 
his ‘Proceedings. On his Arrival thither:(m) he fixed 
this 'Refidence for fome ‘time at Amifus, the ancient 
‘Metropolis of ‘that Country, ‘and-while ‘he ‘continued 
‘in that place ‘praétifed the fame thing, which ‘he thad. 
‘before blatied in Zwenllus. ‘For he ‘there (n) fettled 
‘the Dominions of Mithridates into Provinces, ‘and 
idiftributed ‘Rewards, as if the War had been ‘ended. 


Whereas Mithridates was then ‘ftill alive, and with/an — 


Army about ‘him for the making ‘of a ‘terrible Inva- 
‘fion into the very’Heart of the Roma Dominioris, 
In the diftributing ‘of his Rewards \(o) he gave the 
‘Lefer’ Armenia, with feveral ‘other Territories and 
‘Cities adjoining, to Deiotarus one of the Princes ‘of 
the Galatians, ‘to recompente ‘him ‘for chis adhering to 
‘the Roman Intereft‘during all this war, and’ honoured 
him ‘with the Title ‘of King ‘of ‘the ‘Countries 
‘whereas before he ‘was (p) only a Tetrarch among

This is the fame King Deiotarus, in 
whofe behalf Cicero afterwards made (¢) one of his 
Orations. And at the fame time (r) he made.drche- 
daus High-Prieft of the Moon, the great Goddeis of 
‘the Comanians in Pontus, with fovereign Authority 
»over the Inhabitants of the Place, among whom there 
' mo fewer than fix thowfand Perfons devoted to 
_ athe Service of the Goddefs. This Archelaus was the 
Son .of that Arabelaus, (s) who had the chief Com- 
mand of Mitbridates’s Forces in Greece during his firk 
svat with the Romaus; but after that falling into Dit 
with his Mafter fied to the Romans. And he 
and his Son thaving from that time adhered to the Ro- 
gan Intereft, and done them thereby much Service in 
‘all their Warsin A/a, the Father being now dead, the 
Son for the Reward of both had this High-Pricfthood 
of Gomana conferred on him, which made him alto a 
Prince of that Place, and the Territory belonging 
thereto. He is the fame who afterwards reigned in 
, as will be hereafter related. 
“While Pompey was thus abfent in Poutas, (#) dre

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that defeat. From thence Pompey marched into Syria 
for his carrying on of the Arabian War, according to — 
the Project above-mentioned. fk aah 
In the interim (y) died Mithridates, being driven 
by his own Son to that hard fate of flaying himéelf. 
Finding no hopes of making Peace with the Romans — 
upon any tolerable Terms, he (z) refolved to make a 
defperate expedition through the way of Pannonia 
and the Zrentine Alps into Italy itfelf, and there af- 
fault them, as Hannibal did, at their own Doors. In 
order hereto he got many forces together out of the 
Scytbian Nations for the augmenting of his former 
Army, and fent agents to engage the Gauls to join 
with him on his approach tothe 4/ps. But this un- 
dertaking containing a march of above two thoufand 
miles through all thofe Countries which are now 
called Yartaria Crimea, Podolia, Moldavia, Wallachia, 
Tranfilvania, Hungaria, Stiria, Carinthia, Tyrol, and 
Lumbardy,; and over the three great Rivers of the 
Borifthenes, the Danube, and the Po, the thought 
hereof {o trighted his Army, that for the avoiding of 
it they confpired againft him, and made Pharnaces 
his Son their King; whereon finding himfeli defert- 
ed of all, and his Son not to be prevailed upon to 
let. him efcape elfewhere, he retired into his apart- 
ment, and having there diftributed poifon to -his 
Wives, his Concubines, and Daughters, that were 
then with him, he took a dofe of it himéelf, but that 
not operating upon him he had recourfe to his Sword 
to compleat the work, but failing with that to give. 
himlelf fuch a wound as was fufficient to caufe his 
death, he was forced to call a Gallic Soldier unto 
him, who had then newly broken into the Houfe, 
to help difpatch him, and fo died after he had lived 
feventy two years, and reigned fixty of them, He 
dreaded nothing»more than to fall into the hands of

therefore for the preventing of this he always carried 

ifon about him, that if he could no other way 
efeape their’ Hands, he might this way deliver him- 
felf from them. And the apprehenfions, that his Son 
‘might. deliver him to Pompey, cauied that at this time 
he was fo eager to difpatch himfelf. It’s commonly 
faid that the Poifon did not work upon him, be- 
~caufe he had by the frequent taking of his Mithridate 
fo fortified his body againft all Poifons, that none 
could hurt him; but this cannot be true. For A@- 

_thridate hath no fuch effect againft deadly Potfons. 
'Befides Poifons according to their different forts ope- 
rating different ways, that is fome by corroding, and 
fome by inflaming, and others otherwife, not any one 
fort of Medicine can be an univerial antidote againft 
all of them. 

As to the Character of this Prince, he was a very 
extroardinary perfon, both for the greatnefs of his 
Apirit and the endowments of his mind. He was na- 
turally of a great capacity and underftanding, and 
had added thereto all manner of acquired improve- 
ments. For he was learned in all the Learning of 
thofe times, and altho’ he had twenty-two feveral 

- Nations under his Dominons, he (4) could fpeak to 

- every one of them in their own proper Language. ~ 
And he was of that great Sagacity, and imployed it 
fo effe€tually in the obfervation and infpection of his 
affairs, that altho’ a great number of Plots and Con- 
fpiracies had from time to time been framed againft 
him, none of them efcaped his difcovery, excepting 
that in which he perifhed. He wasa Prince (4) of . 
great undertakings, and altho” he failed in moft of — 
thofe, wherein he had to do with the Romans, yet 

his fpirit never funk with his fortune, but it ever

this greateft loffes his wifdom and application always | 
found means in ifome meafure to repair them, and 
bring him again upon the {cene of aétions and thus it 
was with ‘him to the Jaft, having always as often as — 
overthrown, Anteus like, rifen up again with new 
wigour to maintain his pretenfions.. And his laft un- 
dertaking for the invading of Jtaly fufficiently thews, 
¢hat tho’ his fortune often forfook him, yet his ftout 
dheart, his courageous fpirit, and his enterprifing Ge- 
nius never did, And had not the Treafon of his own 
people at Jaft cut -him off, perchance in the Jatter 
part of his life the Romans might have found him a 
‘much more dangerous enemy to them, than at any © 
time before : ‘Cicero (c) faith of him, That he was the 
greateft of Kings next Alexander. It’s certain the 
Romans had never to do with a greater crowned 
thead in all-their wars. ‘Bat his vices on the other ~ 
dhand were as great as his virtues. The .chiefeft of 
them, and which were moft predominant in him, 
were ‘his cruelty, his ambition, and his luft. His 
cruelty was fhewn in the murder of his mother and 
this brother, and the great numberof .his fons and.his 
friends and followers, which at feveral times, and 
often -on ‘very flight occafions, he had .put to death, | 
His ambition was manifeft by -his many unjuft inva- 
fions ‘on other mens rights for the augmentation of 
his Dominions, and the moft wicked methods of 
treachery, murder, and perfidioufnefs, which he often 
took in ‘order hereto, His luft (d) appeared in the 
great number of his wives and concubines, which 
the ‘had «to ferve it. ‘Where-ever he found an jhand- 
fome ‘young woman, he took her unto thim into one 
or otherof thefe two forts, whereby the number .of 
them ‘became very great. Same of them he .carried 
with him where-ever he went, others he difperfed 
into his ftrong Caftles and fortified Towns, there to

dame manner in this cafe ufed his fafters and his daugh- 
ters, that none of them might fall into the enemies 
shands. Only (f) one his Wives called Aypfcratia 
always accompanied him, where-éver she ‘was forced 
“to take his fight. For being of a ftrong body, and 
a mafculine {pirit, the did cut off her +hain, put on 
tman’s apparel, and accuftomed herfelf to the ufe of 
Arms, .and the War-horfe, rode.always by his fide in 
vall his battles, and accompanied ‘him in all. his Expe- 
ditions, and in all his Flights, -efpecially the daft of 
‘them, when after being vanquifhed by Pompey in the 
Leffer Armenia he made his dangerous and difficult . 
retreat through the Scythian Nations ‘into ‘the King- © 
dom of the -Cimmerian Bofpborus; in all which jour- 
mey fhe rode by his fide by day, and 'took ‘care both 
of him .and his horfe at night, doing to shim the 
soffice of a valet in his lodgings, and that of a. groom 
in his ftable; for which reafon Mithridates took great 
delight in -her, as affording him -by this attendance 
ithe greateft comfort he had in his Calamities ; and 
. by reafon of this mafculine fpirit in her Mithridates 
‘owas uled to call her Aypfcrates in the Matculine 
Gender inftead of Hypficratia. But of all -his wives 
(2) Stratonice by reafon of ther -extraordinary beauty 
was moft beloved by -him, tho’ fhe were no other 
than a Mufician’s Daughter. Mithridates in the :de- 
cline of -his -affairs had placed ‘her in a ftrong \Caftle 
in Pontus called Sympborium, where finding herfelf 
dike to be deferted the delivered ‘the place ‘to Pompey 
upon Terms of fafety for -herfélf, and -alfo for her

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fon, which fhe had by Mithridates, in cafe he fhould 
happen to fall into the Romans hands, which Pompey 
having granted continued her in poffeffion of that 
Caftle, and of moft of the effets in it. Her fon 
called Xiphares was then with his Father, while he yet. 
remained in Pontus. WHereon the cruel man to be 


»revenged on her carried this fon of his to the op- 
‘pofite fide of the Frith, over-againft which the Caftle 


ftood, and there flew him within her view, and left 
the dead body unburied onthe ftrand. Many ‘of 
thefe his wives and concubines fell into Pompey’s 
hands during this war, and his taking the Caftles and 
Fortrefles where they were kept; and (4) it is re= 
marked of him to his great honour, that he medled 
not with any-of them, but fent them home all un+ 
touched to their Parents and Friends, who moft. of 
them were Kings or Princes, or other great men of 
thofe Eaftern Parts, By thefe many wives and con- 
cubines he had a great number of fons and daugh- 
ters; many of his fons he flew in his difpleafure, and 
feveral of his daughters he poifoned, when he could 
not carry them off in his flights. However fome of 
them fell into the hands of the Romans. (i) Five of 
the fons and two of the daughters Pompey carried 
with him to Rome, and there caufed them to be led - 
before him in his Triumph. Next Hannibal he was 
the moft terrible enemy the Romans ever had, and 
their war with him was the longeft of any. The 
continuance of it according to (k) Fuftin was forty 
fix years, according to (/) Appian forty-two, accord- 
ing to (m) L. Morus and. (n) Eutropius forty, and ac- 


cording to (9) Pliny thirty; but according ‘to the ex. 
aét truth of the matter, tho’ we reckon the begin- - 


ning of the war from Mithridates’s feifing Cappadocia 

(which gave the firft occafion for it) from that time 

to the concluding of it in his death will be no moré

_ Pompey on his coming into Syria marched dire&ly 
to Damafcus, with purpofe from: thence to 
make war upon the Aradians. On his arrival © othe 
at the City -(p) the caufe of Ayrcanus and ay ie, 
Ariftobulus was brought to his hearing, and F 
they both there appeared in perfon before him ac~ 
cording as he had ordered, and at the fame time fe- 
veral of the Hews came thither againft both. Thefe 
Taft pleaded, ‘* That they might not be governed by 
«: a King; that it had been formerly’ the ufage of 
sé their Nation to be governed by the High-Prieft 
& of the God they worfhipped, who. without affum- 
«ing any other title adminiftred juftice to them 
** according to the Laws and Conftitutions tranfmit- 
ted down to them from their forefathers,; that ig 
«< was true indeed the two contending Brothers were 
«* of the Sacerdotal Race; but they had changed 
«* the former manner of the Government, and in- 
“ troduced another Form, that they might thereby 
_&& fubjet the people to flavery.” Hyrcanus on his 
part urged, “ That being the elder Brother he 
© was unjuftly deprived of his birth-right by Arifo- 
© $ylus, who having left him only a fmall portion of 
«6 Land for his fubfiftence had ufarped all the reft 
« from him; and as a man born for mifchief practi- 
« fed Piracy at fea, and rapin and depredation .at 
« Jand upon his neighbours.” And forthe atteft- 
ing of what Ayrcanus had thus alledged there ap- 
‘peared about a thoufand of the principal ews, whom 
~“Antipater had procured to come thither for that pur- 
pote. “Hereon Ariftobulus anfwered; ‘* That Hyrca- 
< gus was put by from the Government merely by 
« yeafon of his Incapacity to manage it, and not 
4 through any ambition of his; that being an un- 
« aGive flothful man, and utterly unfit for the

for. Pompey.on this hearing faw far enough into the 
caufe to make him difapprove of the violence of rin 
frobulus ; but however he would not immediately de- 
termine the controverfy, left Arifobulus being pro- 
voked thereby might obftruéct him in his Arabian 
war, which he then had his heart much upon. And © 
therefore giving fair words to both brothers he dif 
miffed them for the prefent, promifing that after he 
fhould have reduced Aretas and his Arabians, he 
would come in perfon into Fudea, and there fettle 
and compofe all matters, that were in difference be- 
tween them. Arifobulus perceiving which way. Pom- 
pey’s inclinations ftood went from Dama/cus in an Huff — 
without taking leave, and returning into Fudea there 
armed the Country for his defence, which procedure 
much incenfed Pompey againft him, ; 

In the interim he prepared for his war againft the 
Arabians. retas tho’ he had hitherto contemned 
the Roman Arms, (q) yet when he found them fo 
near him, and ready to make invafion upon him with — 
their victorious Army, he fent Ambafladors to make — 
his fubmiffion, However Pompey marched to Petra — 
the Metropolis of his Kingdom, and having taken — 
the place and 4refas in it he put him into cuftody, — 
but afterwards again releafed him on his fabmitting © 
to the Terms required, and then returned to Dg 
mafcus.

Fofephus on his making mention of Pompey’s en-

bia. And what we have from Fo/epbus is agreea- 


ble hereto. For he tells us (Autiq, 40. 8. cap. 2.) that 
among ‘other valuable things, which the Queen of 
Sheba brought with her from Sheba (which was in 
Arabia the Happy) to prefent King Solomon with, one 
was'’a Root of the Balfam Tree.’ And from this 
Root it’s moft likely were propagated all the other 
Balfarn’ Trees, that’ afterwards grew in’ Fudea; and 
Jericho being found the propereft Soil for them, it 
‘thenceforth became the fole place, where they were 
found in that Country. But the Gardens in which 
they were ‘there cultivated’ having been long fince 
‘deftroyed,- there are ‘now no more of thofe Balfam 
Trees to be found in Fudea. But there are many of 
them ‘ftill in’ Egypt, and from thence and Arabia 


comés all the Balfam, which is now brought into 


thefe weftern Parts, But all that is brought from 
Egypt is not the produce of that Country, the greater 


part of it is ‘brought thither from Arabia to Alex= — 
andria, and from thence to us; but now I under- | 


ftand the Ea/t-India Company import it to us directly 
from Arabia by the way of the Red-Sea. When 
it came to us only by the way of Egypt, it was

If this Zori.of the Hebyew Text 
be the fame with the Balfam of Mecca, it will prove 
Balfam Tree to have been in Gilead long before 
it was planted in the Gardens of Fericho;. and alfo 
before the Queen of Sheba brought that Root of it 
to King Solomon, which Fofepbus mentions. .For the 
Yomae wes traded with it trom Gilad to Egypt, when 
Fofeph was fold to them by his Brethren, and Facob 
fent a Prefent of .it to the fame Fo/eph as a Product of 
the Land of Canaan, when he fent his other Sons to 
him into Egypt to buy Corn. .

. From Jericho (c) Pompey led his Army to Ferufa- 
lem. On his approach thither 4riffobulus repenting 
of what he had done went out to Pompey, and en- 
- deayoured to reconcile matters with him by :promif- 
ing a pesos Submiffion and _alfo a Sum of :Mo- 
ney, fo the War might be prevented... Pompey ac- 
cepting the Propofal fent Gabinius one of his Lieu- 
tenants with a aa Men to receive the Money. 
Babtaicn he came to Jeru/alem, he found the Gates 
fhut againft him, and.no Money to be had; but was 
told from the Walls, that thofe within would not 
ftand to the Agreement ; whereon Pompey not bear- 
ing to be thus mocked clap’d Arifobulus (whom. he 
retained with him) in Chains, and marched with. the 
whole, Army directly for Jerufalem. It was by: rea~ 
fon of its Situation, as well as. its Fortifications, 
avery ftrong place, and might, have. held. out long 
againft him, but that they were divided within among,

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themfelves. That Party, which was for Arifobulus, 
were for defending the place, efpecially by reafon of | 
the indignation, with which they were moved at 
Pompey’s making their King a Prifoner. But thofe, 
who favoured the Caufe of Hyrcanus, were for re- 
ceiving Pompey into the City; and they being the 
greater number, the other Party retired into the 
Mountain of the Temple, and having broken down 
the Bridges over the deep Ditches and Vallies, that 
furrounded it, refolved there to‘ maintain= themfelves, 
Whereon Pompey being received into the City by the 
other Party, fet himfelf to befiege the place. Moft 
of the Sacerdotal Order ftuck by the Caufe of ri- 
ftobulus, and were fhut up with thofe that feifed the 
Temple for the fupport of it. But the Generality 
of the People were on the other fide. And Hyrcanus 
at the head of them fupplied Pompey with all Ne- 
ceffaries within his power for the carrying on of 
the Siege. The Northfide of the Temple being ob- 
ferved to be the weakeft part of it, Pompey there be- 
gun his Approaches. At firft he offered the Befieg- 
ed ‘Terms of Peace; but thefe being rejected, he 
forthwith begun ‘with the utmoft Vigour to pref§ 
the place. And for this purpofe having gotten from 
Tyre battering Rams, and all other Engins of War — 
proper for a Siege, he applied them with the beft 
skill, and utmoft diligence, he was able, for the fpeedy 
forcing of the place. However it held out three 
Months, and would have done fo much longer, and 
perchance would at laft have neceffitated the Romans 
to have raifed the Siege, had it not been for the fu- 

erftitious Rigour with which the Fews obferved 
their Sabbath, Formerly it had been carried fo high, 
(d) that they would not defend their Lives on that 
day, but if then affaulted would rather patiently yield 
their Throats to be cut, than ftir an Hand in their 
own defence. But the Mifchief and Folly of this 
being fufficiently-made appear in what. they fuffered

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from it in the firft beginnings of the Maccabean Wars, 
(¢) it was then determined, that a neceflary defence 
of a man’s Life was not within, the Prohibition of 
the fourth Commandment. But this being under- 
ftood to hold good only againft a-dire&t and immedi- 
ate Affault, but not againit any antecedent Preparar 
tive leading thereto, it reached not. in their opinion 
the allowing of any Work to be done on that day 
r the preventing or deftroying the worft Defigns of 
_mifchief, till they came to be actually executed 
againft them. (f) Although therefore they vigoroufly 
fended themielves on the Sabbath-day, when 
affaulted, yet they would not then ftir an Hand either 
pi hindring of the Enemy’s Works, or the de- 
oying of their Engins, or obftructing their ereéting 
of them, as they did on other days. Which Pompey 
perceiving, orderéd, that no Affault fhould be made 
upon them during their Sabbaths, but that thofe days 
fhould be employed wholly in carrying on their 
Works, and in erecting and fitting their Engins in 
fuch manner, as they might beft do execution in the 
* next days of the week following; in all which At- 
smpts the befieged never giving them any Obftruc- 
ion on thofe Sabbaths for fear of breaking their 
aw, the Romans obferving the order mentioned 
pay advantage hereof, and by this means filled 
up the Ditches, with which the Temple was forti- 
fied, brought forward their Engins of Battery, .and _ 
placed them to the beft advantage without any op- 
pofition, and were thereby enabled to play them fo 
effectually, that having at length beaten down a great 
firong Tower, which drew a great part of the ad- 
joining Wall with it into the fame Ruin, a Breach 
was made large enough for an Affault, which Corne- 
4ius Fauftus the Son of Syll2, who had his Station 
next it, immediately mounting drew the reft of the

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Army “after him, who on their thus entering the 
place made a dreadful Slaughter of thofe whom they 
found. within, fo that it is reckoned no lefs than 
twelve thoufand of them fell in this Carnage, and 
none“ aéted more cruelly herein than thé Fews of the 
contrary Faction did againft. their own Brethren. 
Amongft all thiseScene of dreadful Deftruction it’s 
remarked, (g) that the Priefts that were then in’ the 


‘Temple went on with the daily fervice of it, with- 


out: being deterred either by the rage of their Ene- 
mies or the death of their Friends, choofing rather to 
lofe their Lives amidft the Swords of ‘the prevailing 
wAdverfary, than defert the Service of their God 
and°many of them, while they were’ thus imployed 
at this time, had their own Blood'mingled with the 
‘Blood. of the Sacrifices, which they were offering, 
and: fell themfelves by the Sword of their. Enemies a 
‘Sacrifice to their Duty; which was an inftance of 
‘fteady: Conftancy much admired by Pompey himéelf, 
and is fcarce any where elfe to. be thoroughly paral- 
‘lel’d.: Among the Prifoners was one 4djolom a younger 
Son of Fobn ‘Hyrcanus, who having been conten ° 
ted to live in a private condition under Alexander 
‘Fannzus his Brother had the benefit of his Protection, 
and hitherto had never meddled’ with -any- publick 
Bufinefs,. ‘But having ‘married his Daughter to 4ri- 
ftobulus, this now engaged him in his Faction. - Thofe 
Prifoners who were found to have been the Incendi- 
aries of the War, Pompey caufed to be! put to death, 
and among them moft likely this d/olom was one. 
For after this we hear no more of him, and fince he 
was the Father-in-law of 4ri/tobulus, no doubt he was - 
one of the chief among thofe that adhered to his 
Faction. 

And thus after a Siege of three Months was the 
Temple of Feru/alem taken by the Romans, in the end 
of the firlt year of the 179th Olympiad, Caius Anta- 
nius and M. Tullius Cicero being then Confuls at Rome,

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about the time of our A4d/ummer, and on the day 
which the Jews kept asa folemn (6) Faft for the 
taking of Feru/alem and the fame Temple with it by 
Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylon. As foon as the Ro- 
mans had thus made. themfelves mafters of the Place, 
Pompey with feveral others of the chief Commanders 
of the Army accompanying him went wup into it, and 
mot contenting .themfelves -with viewing the outer . 
Courts (i) caufed the moft facred. parts of. the Temple 
itfelf to be opened unto. them, and. entered not 
only into the Holy Place, but alfo into the Holy of 
Holies,. where. none were permitted by their Law to 
enter, but the High-Prieft. only once in a-year, on 
their great day of Expiation; which was_a,Profana- 
‘tion offered this Holy Place, and, the, Religion, 
whereby God..was there worfhipped, which. the ews 
were exceedingly grieved at, and moft :grievoufly re- 
fented beyond all elfe, that they fuffered in this War. 
‘Though Pompey found in the Treafuries of the Tem 
_ ple (&) two thoufand Talents in money, befides. its 
-Urenfils, and other things of a great value there laid 
up, ?(4) yet he touched nothing of all this, but: left 
it all there entire for the facred ufes to which it was 
devoted, without the leaft diminution of any: part. 
And the next day. after ordered the Temple to be 
_cleanfed, and the Divine Service to be there again 
carried on in the fame manner as formerly. _Howe- 
ver this did not expiate for. his Prophanation of God’s 
Holy Temple, and the Impiety which he made him- 
felf guilty of thereby. Hitherto he -had found won-

- On his (/) concluding this War he demolifhed: the. 
Walls of Ferufalem, and then reftored Ayrcanus to 
the Office of High-Prieft, and made him alfo Prince 

Of the Country under the payment of Tribute to the 
Romans, but would not allow him to wear a Dia- 
dein, or to extend his Borders beyond the old Limits 
of Judea. For he deprived him of all thofe Cities; 
which. had been taken’ fromthe Cele-Syrians and 
Phenicians by his Predeceffors. Gadara (which was 
one of them) having been lately deftroyed by the 
Jews, he ordered to be rebuilt at the requeft of Des 
metrius his Freed-man and chief Favourite, who was 
a Native of that place. And then having added that 
and all the reft of thofe Cities to the Province of 
Syria (id) he made Scaurus Prefident of it, and leaving 
him there with two Legions to keep the Country in 
order, returned towards) Rome, carrying with him- 
Hriftobulus with Alexander and Antigonus his two Sons 
and two of his Daughters as Captives to be Jed be.» 
fore him in his Triumph. But Alexander while on 
the journey thither made his efcape, and returned into 
Judea, where he raifed new Troubles, as will be in its 
due place related, . ere 

In (m) this fame year, of Attia the Wife of Offaa - 
vias, and Daughter of Yulia the Sifter of Fulius Cea 
far, was born Ofavius Cefar, who being adopted by 
his Uncle Fulius facceeded him in his Eftate and 
Power; and being afterwards by the name of Auguftus 
made fupreme Commander of the Roman Empire, 
governed it with great Felicity, and thorough Peace, 
when Chrift the Prince of Peace and Saviour of the 
World was by taking our Nature upon him born into

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it. “Suetonius tells us in his Life of Augu/tus (Chap. 94.) 
and quotes for it the Authority ef Fulius Marathus, 
(2) who was a Freed-man of Auguftus’s, and wrote 
his Life, That a few Months before. the birth of 
this Great Emperor there was an Oracle given out, 
and then made publick, that Nature was at that time 
Soran a King, who fhould govern the Romax 

mpire; at which the Senate being terrified, for 


‘the preventing of it. made a Decree, that no Male 


Child born that year fhould be brought up; but that 
fach of the Senators, as had then pregnant Wives, 
hoping each of them, that that Oracle might be 
fulfilled in his Family, took care that this. Decree 
was never carried into the Treafury, and therefore 
through want of being there regiftred, received, and 
laid’ up among the publick Records of the State, it 
loft its Force, and had none effect. If this Oracle were 
typically fulfilled in the Birth of Auguftus, it was ulti- 
mately and really fo only in the Birth of Chrift, the 
Spiritual King and Saviour of the whole World, the 


a time whereof was then approaching. 


~~ Pompey coming to Amifus in Pontus on his return 
from Syria (0) had the body of Mitbridates there fent 
to him from Pharnaces with many gifts to procure 
his Favour, The Gifts Pompey received; But as to 
the Body, (p) looking on the Enmity to be dead 
with the Perfon, he offered no Indignity to it, but 
giving him the Honour due to fo great a King gene 
roufly ordered his Corps to be carry’d to Sznope, to 
be there buried among the Sepulchres of his Foree 
fathers in the ancient Burial-place of the Kings of 
Pontus, adding fuch Expences for the Funeral, as 
were neceflary for the folemnizing of it in a Royal 
manner. On this his laft coming into Pontus (g) he 
took in all the remaining Fortreffes and Caftles, that 
had been there held for Mitbridates.

As long’ as Craffus lived he balan- 
ced the matter between the other two; But after 
his death neither of them-being contented with a 
» part, each contended to “have the whole, (2) One 
of them could not bear an Equal, nor the other a Su- 
perior. And through this “ambitious humour, and 
thirft after more power in thefe two Men, the whole 
Roman Empire being divided ‘into two oppofice Facti- 
ons, there was produced hereby the mo deftructive 
war that ever affliéted.it. And the like folly too much 
reigns in all other places. Could about thirty men 
be perfuaded. to live at home in fac without en- 
terprifing upon the Rights of each: other’ for the ‘vain

mous Greek Hiftorian, (¢) He was born at Agyrium 
in Sicily, from whence he had the name of Sisulus, 

He was the Author of the general 
Hiftory called his Bibliotheca. He was thirty Years 
in the Colleéting and Writing of it, and imployed fo

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much: diligence, pains, and expence herein, . that .he 
travelled> over moft ‘of the Countries, whofe Affairs 
are treated of in this Hiftory, that fo he might with 
the greater accuracy write of them. And for this 
purpofe (d) he tells us he went into Zgypé in the firft 
_ year of the hundred and eightieth Olympiad, which 
was the Goth before Cori?, the very year of which 
we now treat; Péolemy furnamed Dionyfius Neos, or 
the new Bacchus, then reigning there. . This Biblio 
theca contained forty Books, .of which, only fifteen 
are now remaihing, excepting fome few Fragments 
and “Abftraéts out of the reft which are. preferved in 
‘the works of:other Writers. It begins from the an- 
cienteft: of times, and was continued down to this 
cyear. “The five. firft Books are fill entire, but the 
five next are all wanting; the other ten ftill. remain- 
ing sare the tenth, the eleventh, and fo on to the 
twentieth inclufive, . with which all that is now  ex- 
tant of this Author ends, in the year of the building 
of Rome 452, M. Livius Denter and M, Amilius Pau- 
lus being then’ Confuls.. Of the other twenty. five 
books we have nothing now left us, but the fragments 
and abftraéts, which.I have mentioned. Had_ they 
been all ftill entire, fo valuable an'Hiftory would have 
been very acceptable to the Learned. . The five firft 
Books, though they have a great intermixture of Fable, 
yet contain many valuable particulars of true Antiquity, 
which give much light to the Holy Scriptures; and 
the next five would have yielded much more, had 
they been ftill extant; and for this reafon the lofs of 
thefe five is more to be lamented, than that of all the 
other twenty. This Author lived to a very great age, 
for he continued down to the middle of the Reign 
of Auguftus. ;

ment of his own Intereft. In order hereto (g) he raifed 
vaft Sums of money by admitting Foreign Srates into 
Alliance with the Romans, and by granting to Foreign 
Kings the Confirmation of their Crowns. And thus 
he extorted from Ptolemy Auletes only near fix thoufand 
Talents. That King having only a contefted Title 
to the Crown of Egypt, of which he now was in 
poffeffion, he needed a Declaration of the Roman Se- 
nate in his favour, for the confirming and ftrengthen- 
ing of him in that Kingdom; for the procuring of 
this he paid unto Cz/ar the Sum mentioned; and by 
thefe and fuch like methods he amafied that treafure 
and wealth, which enabled him for his after Under- 
takings, and therefore from hence we may date the 
Original of all his Power. His next Step hereto was, 
he procured by a Decree of the People, (4) that when 
the year of his Confulfhip fhould be expired, he fhould 
have Jilyricum and both the Gauls, that is the Ci/alpin 
and the Zyanfalpin, for his Province to govern it as 
Proconful for five years. He had affigned him an 
Army of four Legions to carry with him into this 
Government, and from his entring on it begins the 
Hiftory of his Commentaries. 

A, Gabinius, the fame who hath been above-men- 
tioned as one of Pompey’s Lieutenants 
in the Mithridatic war, being made Con- 
ful for the enfuing year, (7) obtained

by the means of Clodius then Tribune of the People to 
have the Province of Syria affigned to him. 
_ This (&) Clodius was of the noble Family of the 
Claudii, a young Gentleman of great parts; and of a 
very bold and enterprifing genius, but exceffive lewd, 
Lucullus having marry’d one of his Sifters he accom- 
panied him in his Mithridatic war, but having loft 
his favour by his mifdemeanours, efpecially in being 
difcovered to have corrupted his own Sifter the Wife 
of that General, he could not obtain under him fuch 
a poft as he expected; at which being difpleafed, to 
work his revenge he fet himfelf to corrupt the Army, 
d was the main Author of that mutiny in it againft 
ullus, which made his laft Campaign in that war 
wholly ineffectual; for which being forced to get 
out of the reach of Lucullus, he fled into Cilicia, i 
where Marcius Rex then Governor of that Province 
made him his Admiral, but being vanquifhed by the 
Pirates of that Coaft, againft whom he was fent, 
and taken Prifoner by them, he fent to Péolemy King 
_ of Cyprus to fupply him with a fum of Money for 
the paying of his Ranfom; but Péolemy being a nig- 
gardly fordid Prince fent him only two ‘Talents, 
which the Pirates defpifing rather chofe to teleafe 
Clodius for nothing, than take fo mean a.Ranfom for 
him. On his return to Rome, he there followed his 
lewd way of living, and having corrupted two others 
of his Sifters, and alfo Pampeja Cz/ar’s Wife, and en- 
deavoured under the difguife of Woman’s apparel. to 
come to her into Ce/ar’s Houfe, while the chief 
Women of Rome were there celebrating facred My- 
fteries, at which no man was to be prefent, he was, 
for thefe crimes brought to a publick Trial, in which 
Cicero was one of the Witnefles againft him; but by 
bribing the Judges with great Sums of Money he ef- 
caped the Punifhment he deferved. After this pro- 
curing himfelf to be adopted by a Plebeian, he there-

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by renounced his Nobility, and got to be chofen Tri- 
bune of the people, and in that Office very much dif- 
turbed the Roman State; and that he might gain Ga- 
Linius the Conful to be on his fide, who was altogether 
as wicked as himfelf, he procured that this Province of. 
Syria was afligned him by the Suffrages of the People, 
and accordingly at the end of the year he departed 
thither. . 

After this Clodius refolving’ to’ make ufe of his Of- 
fice for the revenging of himfelf firft on Ptolemy 
King of Cyprus, for‘not finding him ‘money enough 
to ‘pay his Ranfom, and alfo on Cicero for giving evi- 
dence againft him in his laft Trial, fully effeéted 
both, For firft (/) he caufed a Decree to pafs the 
People for feifing the Kingdom of Qyprus, the de- 
pofing of Ptolemy the King of it, and confifcating all 
his Goods, without any juit caufe for the fame. This 
(m) Ptolemy was a Baitard Son of Ptolemy Lathyrus, 
and Brother of Péolemy duletes King of Egypt, and 
on the death of his Father fucceeded him in: this 
Ifland. He was in his manners altogether as vile and: 
vicious as his Brother, but being withal exceeding 
niggardly and fordid he had amafled vaft wealth, and 
to gain all this was the chief motive which induced 
the Roman People to concur with Cledius for his ruin, 
And it is truly (#7) reckoned one of the unjufteit Aéts 
that the Romans to this time ever did. For Pyole 
had been admitted as a Friend and Ally of the Roman 
People, and had never offended them or done them 
any hurt or difpleafure, whereby to deferve this Ufage 
from ‘their Hands; but all was done merely out 
of a greedy and rapacious defire to take what he had, 
The only fhow of Juftice for ir was, that Alexander 
late King of Egypt dying at Tyre, as hath been above-

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mentioned, did by his laft Will and Teftament leave 
the Roman People his Heirs, and that therefore the 
Kingdom of Egypt, and with it Cyprus, which was 
an Appendix of Egypt, pafled to the Romans by virtue 
of this Donation. The (0) matter of this Will had 
been infifted on at Rome foon after the death of Alex- 
ander, and motions had been there made: for the 
feifing both of Egypt and Gyprus by virtue of it, But 
they having lately taken pofleflion of Bithymia by vir- 
tue of the Will of Nicomedes; and of Gene and Li- 
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bya by the like’ Will of Appion, who were the laft 


Kings of thofe Countries, and reduced them both 
into the form of Roman Provinces, the Senate thought 
it would not’ be to their credit, but would on the 
contrary bring them under the imputation of being 
over-greedy for the grafping into their Hands all fo- 
reign Dominions, fhould they on this pretence feife 
Egypt and Qyprus alfo; and befides the Mithridatic 
war not being at that time over, they feared this 
might involve them in a new war before they were 
tid of the other, and therefore they did no more at 
that time on the claim of the faid Will, than fend 
to Tyre to fetch from thence all the Effe&ts, which 
Alexander there left at his death, and drop’d all the 
reft. But (p) now this pretence as to Cyprus was 
again revived, and to gratify Clodius’s revenge and the 
coveteoufnefs of the people of Rome the Decree pafled 
among, them for the feifing of it, and all that Péolemy 
there had; and Cato, the jufteft man in Rome, was 
fent much againft his will to execute it; which was 
done not only, that by that Character of fo juft a 
man fome reputation might be given to this unjuft 
aét, but efpecially that thereby a way might be made 
for Clodius with the. more eafe to execute his revenge 
upon Cicero. He defigned to bring an accufation

‘againft him before the people, for that he had while © 
pe 8 ‘ a a

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Conful put to death feveral of thofe who were of Ca- 
tiline’s confpiracy, by the order of the Senate only, 
without bringing them to a legal Trial.. But foree 
feeing that he fhould have much oppofition herein 
from Cato, for the preventing of it, contrived to fend 
him out of the way on this expedition; And he be- 
ing accordingly gone on it from Rome, Clodius ob- 
tained his defign upon Cicero, and caufed him to be 
banifhed Rome and /taly, whereon he went into Greece, 
and there continued, till after fixteen Sharks he was 
again recalled. 

Cato coming to Rhodes in his way to Gyprus (9) fent 
to Prolemy to perfuade him quietly to recede, pro- 
mifing him hereon the High-Priefthood of Venus 
Paphos, on the revenues whereof he might be fups 

rted in a State of Plenty and Honour; but he © 
would not accept hereof. To refift the Roman 
power he was not able, and to be lefS than a King after 
he had fo long reigned he could not bear, and (r) 
therefore refolving to make his Life and his Reign 
end together he put all his Riches on fhipboard, and 
lanching out into the Sea, purpofed by boaring his 
Ship thorough to make both his Riches and himfelf 
fink into the deep, and there perifh together. But 
when it came to the Execution he could not bear 
that his beloved Treafure thould be thus loft; he 
continued ftill in the Refolution to deftroy himéelf, 
but he could not bring his Heart to deftroy that, 
and therefore exprefling greater Love to his dear 
pelf, than to himielf, carried it all back to land, and 
having laid it all up again in its former repofitories (/) 
he poifoned himfelf, and left all that he had to his. 
Enemies, as if he intended thereby to reward ‘them 
for his death. All this’ Cato, the next year after car-

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tied ‘to Rome, amounting in the whole to fuch a fum, 
as had fcarce before been brought into the publick 
Treafury in any of the greate(t Triumphs. 

While Cato was at Rhodes in his way to Cypras 
(s) there came thither to him Péolemy Auletes King 
of Egypt, and Brother to the other Ptolemy, that was 
King of Cyprus. When the Alexandrians heard of 
_ the intentions of the Romans to feife Qyprus, (t) they 
prefled Auletes to demand that Ifland to be reftored to: 
Zieypt, as being an ancient appendant of that Kingdom, 
or elfe in cafe of denial to declare war againft them; 
which Aaletes refufing to do, this refufal joined with 
what they had fuffered from him, by.the Exa¢tions 
wherewith he had oppreffed them to raife the mo- 
ney, with which he purchafed the favour of the 
great men at Rome, angred them fo far, (z) chat they 
drove him out of the Kingdom; and he was then 
going to Rome there to folicit the affiftance of the 
Senate for his Reftoration, On (w) his coming to 
Cato and entering into difcourfe with him about his 
affair, Cato blamed him for quitting that State of 
Honour and Happinefs, which he was poffeffed of in 
his Kingdom, and thus expofing himéelf to the dif- 
grace, trouble, and contempt, which as an Exul he 
muft expe to meet with. And as to the help he 
expeéted from Rome, he laid before him what great 
gifts and ptefents for the obtaining of it would be 
extorted from him by the great Men of that City, 
whofe gteedy expeCtations he freely told him were 
fuch, that altho’ Egypt were to be fold, the purchafe 
money would not be fufficient fully to fatisfy them. 
And therefore he advifed Him to return again into 
Egypt,and there make up all differences with his people, . 
offering himfelf to go with him. to help him herein, 
Ptolemy at firtt apptoved of this advice, and refolved 
to be guided by it; but being beaten off it by the 
en i le age

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worfer advice of his followers, he went forward to 
Rome, where he foon found by full experience all to 
be true, that Cato had told him. For he was there 
‘made pay great attendance on the-leading Men of the 
Commonwealth, and expend vaft fums among them 
to procure them to favour his caufe, and after all, 
when there was no more left to be extorted ‘from him, 
(x) an Oracle was trump’d up out of the Sibyliine Books, 
whereby it was pretended, the Romans were forbidden 

to give him any help in this cafe. So that after having 
for a year’s time folicited this matter at Rome, and ex- 
pended vaft fums in it, he was forced to depart from 
thence without fuccels. 

7 In the mean while (y) the Mlexandrians after Au- 
‘Tetes’s departure from them, not knowing what was 
become of him, placed Berenice his daughter on the 
Throne, and fent an Embaffy into Syria to (=) An- 
tiochus Afiaticus, who by his Mother Selene was the 
next Male-Heir of the Family, to invite him to come 
into Egypt, and there marry Berenice, and reign with 
her; but the Ambaffadors on their arrival in Syria 
finding him juft dead returned without faccefs. 

But underftanding that Seleucus his Brother was 
{till living, they (a) fent an Embafly to him 
ern st with the fame propofal, which he readily 
eit a accepted of; but Gadinius, (who was now 

come into his Province) at firft hindred his 
going, ‘but however either with his confent or with. 
out it he afterwards went; bus (4) he being a very 
fordid and bafe-fpirited man, and (c) having given an 
efpecial inftance ‘of. it in robbing the Sepulchre of 
Alexander of the Golden Cafe, which his body was 
depofited in, Berenice foon grew weary of him, ‘and

to be rid of an Husband whom fhe juftly loathed, (4) 


caufed him to be putto death, After that (e) the 


married Archelaus High-Prieft of Comana in Pontus, 


‘of whom we have above fully fpoken. From Por- 


phyry in Eufebius we are told that it was Pdilip the 
Son of Grypus, whom the fecond Embaffy invited in- 
to Egypt; but it being now above twenty fix years 
fince there hath been any mention made of him in 
Hiftory, it’s moft likely that he had been long dead 
before this time ; and befides had he been now alive 
he would have been too far advanced in years for the 
marriage propofed, it being now forty years fince 
he fucceeded his Father. in the Kingdom of Syzia. 
The Perfon therefore whom the fecond Embafly heré 
mentioned called out of Syria into Egypt after the 
death of Afaticus muft have been his younger Bro- 
ther, for he was called thither cs next Heir, and that 
the Brother of Afaticus then only was. ‘There is cften 
(f) mention made of this younger Brother of Afaticus 
by fuch as write of thof times, but none of them, who 
fpeak of him as fuch, acquaint us of his name. But 
what Strabo tells us of Seleucus Cybiofaties puts it be- 
yond doubt, that he was the Perfon. For he tells us 
of him, (g) that he was called into Egypi to marry 
Berenice, and that he was of the Seleucien Family, 
both which put together plainly prove this Seleucus 
could be none other, than the younger Brother of 
Afaticus. For after Mfaticus’s death there was none 
other remaining of the Seleucian Family, but this 
younger Brother of his only. And therefore when he 
was put to death, as is above-mentioned, in him ended 
the whole race of Se/eucus, and. none of it were any 
more left to furvive the lofs of that Empire, which 
they once poffefied. me 

Alexander the eldeft Son of Ariftobulus, while he 


was carrying prifoner to Rome by. Pompey, having 


made his.efcape, as hath been already mentioned, re-

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turned into Judea; and (2) having there gotten to- 
gether an Army of ten thoufand foot, and fifteen 
hundred horfe, and {eifed Alexandrium, Macherus, 
Fyrcania, and feveral other ftrong Caftles, he well 
fortified and garrifoned them, and from thence ra- 
vaged the whole Country. Hyrcanus being too weak 
to take the Field againft him, he would have forti- 
fied erufalem for his defence, by rebuilding the 
Walls which Pompey had demolifhed ; .but’ the Ro- 
mans not permitting this, he was forced to call them 
in to his aid; whereon Gadinius Prefident of Syria, 
and M, Antonius who was general of the Horfe. under 
him, came into Judea witha great Army for the quel- 
ling of thefe troubles,’ and being there joined by Anti- 
pater, Pitholeus, and Malichus with thofe Jews under 
their Command, that were of Hyrcanus’s Party, they 
came to a battle with Alexander near Ferufalem, where- 
in Alexander being overthrown with the lofs of three 
thoufand Men flain, and as many taken Prifoners, fled 
to Alexandrium, where Gabinius having purfued him, 
there fhut him up and befieged him. But the Caftle 
being naturally ftrong, as fituated upon the top of an 
high Mountain, and alfo well fortified by Art, it 
could not eafily be taken 3 Gabinius therefore leaving 
one part of his Army to block it up marched with 
the other part round the Country to take a View of 


' the Condition it was in, and finding Samaria, Azotus

| via, Dora, Mariffa, and {everal other Cities lying in 


ruins, as having been demolifhed in their Wars with 
the Afimoneans, he ordered them all again to be re. 
paired, and then returned to the Siege of Alexandri- 
um, where repaired to him the Mother of lexan 
der a very wife and difcreet Woman, who being foli- 
citous for her Husband and Children that had been 
carried Captive to Rome, in order to obtain favour 
for them endeavoured to recommend herfelf to the 
Romans all the could, that° fo the might be the bet-

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ter enabled to intercede in their behalf, and there- 
fore having with this view done them all manner of 
Service, where-ever fhe had power, fhe’ thereby fo in- 
_ gratiated herfelf with Gadinius, and got fo great an in- 
tereft in him, chat fhe obtained every thing of him that 
fhe defired. And therefore by her means a Treaty of 
Peace being commenced, Alexander furrendred lex« 
andrium, and all his other Caftles, which being imme. 
diately razed to the ground by the Advice of this Lady, 
that they might not become the occafion of another 
War, he was thereon difmift with pardon and impunity 
for all that was paft. 

After this Gabinius going up to Ferufalem (i) refto- 
red Hyrcanus to the ,High-Priefthood, but made a 
very confiderable alteration in the Civil Government, 
changing in a manner the whole form of it, and re- 
ducing it from a Monarchy to an Ariftocracy. Hi- 
therto (&) the Government had been managed under 
the Prince by two forts of Councils or Courts of Ju- 
ftice, one confifting of twenty-three perfons called the 
Leffer Sanhedrim, and the other of feventy-two perfons 
called the Great Sanhedrim. Of the firft fore there wag 
one in every City, only in Ferufalem becaufe of the 
greatnels of the Place and the multiplicity of Bufi- 
hefs thence arifing there were two of them fitting 
apart from each other in two diftint Rooms. Of 
the other fort there was one. only always fitting in 
the Temple of Ferufalem till that time. The Leffler 
Sanhedrims difpatched all affairs of Juftice arifing 
within the refpective Cities where they fat, and the 
Precincts belonging to them, The-great Sanhedrim 
prefided over the affairs of the whole Nation, re- 
ceived Appeals from the leffer Sanhedrims, interpreted 
the Laws, and by new Inftitutions from time to 
time regulated the executing of them. (/) All this

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Gabinius abolifhed, and inftead hereof erected five 
Courts or Sanhedrims, invefting each with fovereign 
Power independent of each other. The firlt of them 
he placed at Ferufalem, the fecond at Jericho, the 
third at Gadara, the fourth at Amatbus, and the fifth 
at Sepboris; and having under thefe five Cities divided 
the whole Land into five Provinces, he ordered 
all to repair for Juftice to thofe Courts, which he 
had eftablifhed in them; that is each to the Court 
of that Province of which he was an Inhabitant, and: 
there every thing was ultimately determin’d. The 
tyranny of Alexander Fanneus had made the Jews 
weary of Regal Government; and therefore they had 
formerly (m) petitioned Pompey for the abolifhing of 
it at the time when he heard the Caufe of the two 
brothers at Damajcus, and in compliance with them he 
went fo far, as (#) to take away the Diadem, and the 
name of King, tho’ he did not the Power. For when 
he reftored Hyrcanus he gave him the fovereign Autho- 
rity, though under another ftile, But now they pre- 
vailed with Gadinius to take away the Power as well as 
the Name, which he effectually did by the alteration 
Ihave mentioned. For hereby he changed the Mo- 
narchy into an Ariftocracy , and inftead of the Prince 
thenceforth the Nobles of the Land had in thefe five 
Courts the fole Government of it. But afterwards 
(0) Julius Cefar on his paffing through Syria after 
the Jlexandrian ‘war reinvefted Hyrcanus in the 
Principality, and reftored again the old form of the 
Government as in former times. But. befides thefe 
two forts of Sanhedrims or Courts (p) there. was a 
third among the Jews, which was not affe@ted by 
any of thefe alterations, but ftood the fame under all 


of them; and this was the Court of Three, which. 


was for the deciding of all Controverfies about bar= 
gains, fales, contraéts, and other fuch matters of com-=

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mon right between man and man, in all which cafes 
one of the Litigants chofe one Judge, and the other 
another, and thefe two chofe a third, which three 
conftituted a Court to hear and ultimately determine 
the matter in conteft. .And fomething like this I hear 
is now in Denmark, whereby fuch cafes as with us make 
Jong and chargeable fuits, are fummarily heard and fi- 
nally determined by alike Court of three in the fame 
manner chofen, before which each Party pleads his 
own Caufe and hath fpeedy Juftice awarded him, 
without the Affiftance of Solicitors, Attornies, or any 
other fuch Agents of the Law. Thus much may 
ferve for the information of the Englifo Reader con- 
cerning the Sanhedrims or Courts of Juftice, which 
were anciently in ufe among the Jews. Thofe who 
‘would dive further into the Knowledge of them ma 
read the Mifhnical Tra&t Sanbedrim, and the Gemara 
upon the fame, Alaimouides’s Tract under the {fame 
Title, Seiden de Syunedris, Cock’s Sanhedrin, and 
others. i 
Towards the latter end of the year (9) “rifobulus 
late King of Fadea, who was led in Triumph by 
Pompey, and after that fhut up in Prifon at Rome, 
having with his Son Autigonus made his efcape thence 
returned into Fudea, and there raifed new-Troubles, 
For immediately great numbers reforted: to him, 
among whom was Pithelaus, who hitherto had been 
one of the chief Leaders on the fide of Ayrcanus, and 
was at prefent Governor of Ferufakm; but having 
- now taken fome difguft, for wes is not faid, went 
over to the other fide, carrying with him a thoufand 
men well armed, 4riftobulus having out of all thofe, 
that came in unto him, felected fuch as had arms, 
formed with them an Army, and difmiffed. all the 
_reft. He firft re-edified Alexandrium, and having 
furnifhed it with a ftrong Garrifon marched with the 
reft, being about eight thoufand men, towards Ma- 
cherus, another ftrong place beyond Fordan, lately

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demolifhed, defigning to reftore and garrifon that 
alfo in like manner as he had Alexandriam. But Ga- 
binius hearing of thefe doings fent Sifenna his Son 
with Antonius and Servilius two of his chief Lieute- 


nants againft him, who having overtaken him in his - 


March to Macherus, and forced him to an Engage- 
ment, vanquifhed him with the Slaughter of five 
thoufand of his men. <Avifobulus with a thoufand of 
the remainder got to Macherus, and there they en- 
deavoured to fortify and maintain themfelves. But 
on the coming up of the Romans to them they were 
foon overpowered. For after two days refiftance the 
Place was taken, and Ariftobulus being grievoufly 
wounded was talzen in it with Antigonus his Son, and 
both fent back again to Rome into their former Jail. 
But Gadinius having informed the Senate that he had 
promifed the wife of Ariftobulns, on her procuring the 


yielding up of the Caftles, that her Children fhould be 


releafed, it was accordingly performed. For Arifobulus 
only being retained in Chains, ntigonus and all the 
reft of his Children were permitted to depart and re- 
turn again into Fudea. 
Orodes and Mitbridates the Sons of Phraates King 
of Parthia (r) confpiring again{t their Fa- 
presi 56 ther impioufly became the Authors of his 
ho ILg, death, after he had reigned over’ the Par- 
thians about twelve years. The ambition 
of reigning having been the caufe of this Parricide, 
it became the caufe alfo of great contention between 
the two brothersawhile each ftrived to poffefs the 
Throne, which they had by their horrid wickednef 
made vacant. Orodes being the elder Brother firft 
took poffeffion of it, but was foon difplaced and dti- 
ven into banifhment by Mithridates. But he having 
foon made himfelf odious to the Parthians by his 
cruelty, Surenas, who next the Throne held the firtt 


place of Honour and Power in that Kingdom, took

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the advantage of it again to bring back Oryodes, to 
whofe intereft he had all along adhered, and replaced 
him again on the Throne.. Whereon A4Zithridates be- 
ing forced into the banifhment from which his Bro- 
ther was returned fled to Gadinias, and on his arrival 
in Syria finding him preparing for an Expedition 
again{t the Arabs, he periuaded him rather to turn his 
Arms again the Parthiaus for the effecting of his Re- - 
ftoration. And Gabiuius’s Heart being wholly fet up- 
on Gain, he was eafily prevailed on to hearken to 
him, as knowing that the Parthians being a rich Na- 
tion moft plunder was there to be had. And accord-. 
ingly he fet himfelf on his March that way, taking 
Miibridates along with him for his guide. But on 
his having pafied the Zuphrates he was accofted with: 
another propofal, For thither (s) came to him Pio- 
lemy Auletes the deprived King of Egypt, with Let- 
ters from Pompey, and offered him ten thoufand ta- 
lents to re-eftablith him again in his Kingdom. The 
reward being very great, and the enterprife much lefg 
dangerous, both thele confiderations together indu- 
ced him to undertake the matter; and therefore quit- 
ing his intended Expedition againft the Parthians 
he repafied the Euphrates, and marched through Pa- 
leftine dire&tly into Egypt; whereon Mithridates. find- 
ing his Caufe deferted (¢) returned into Babylonia and 
there feifed Seleucia, where Orodes ftraitly befieging 
him brought him to that diftrefs, that he voluntarily 
furrendered himfelf out of hopes of having his. life 
fpared as being a Brother; but Qrodes looking on him 
more as an Enemy, than asa Brother, caufed him to 
be flain before his face. 

On Gabinius’s arrival on the borders of Egypt (u) he. 
fent Antony with a body of Horfe to feife the pafles,, 
and open the way for the reft of the. Army to fol.

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low. This was the famous Mark, Antony, who after= 
wards as Triumvir governed one third part of the 
Roman Empire for feveral: years. He accompanied 
Gabinius into Syria as General of the Horfe under 
him, as hath been already mentioned, and in that 
firft fignalized himéelf. Being a young man of great* 
Courage and a bold Spirit he was the chief promoter 
of this Expedition, though moft of the other General 
Officers were againft it. But 4ntony giving his Opi- 
nion as belt agreed wizh Gabinius’s greedinefs, carried 
it againft them all. And as he was the chief advifer of 
this undertaking, fo alfo was he the moft vigorous actor 
in it; and by his firft fuccefs herein made way for 
all the reft. For he not only fecured all the paffes, 
which he was fent to feife, but took alfo Pelufium, 
which was on that fide the Key of Egypt, and the 
taking of it opened the way and became the Inlet to 
all the reft of the Kingdom. For this Succefs (w) he 
was much beholden to Hyrcanus and Antipater, who 
not only affifted the Romans in their March with all 
neceflaries, but by letters prevailed with the Fews of 
the Country of Onion near Pelufium to be helpful un- | 
to them, without which Antony could not fo foon 
have made himfelf mafter of that City. (*) Archelaus 
was at this time King of Egypt, as having been ‘call. 
ed thither after the death of Seleucus Cybiofattes to 
marry Berenice, and reign with her in that Kingdom, 
as hath been already related. He having contraéted 
an intimate friendfhp with Gabinius, while he ferved 
under Pompey as one of his Lieutenants in the AZithri- 
datic war, he (y) came out of Pontus into Syria to him 

* on his obtaining that Province to be there affitting 
to him in his wars, and there alfo made dn intiniate 
friendthip with Antony; and no doubt but it was 
with the knowledge and “approbation of both of

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them, that when called from Syria into Egypt he ac- 


cepted of the invitation. However nothing of this 
could fecure him from this Invafion. The avarice of 


‘Gabinius took place of all regard to the friendfhip he 
_had formerly with him. 


Gabimius as foon as he was acquainted of Antony’s 
fuccefs (z) marched with his whole Army 
into the very Heart of Egypt. Thiswasin |“ 55. 
the middle of winter. For then the Nie Hyrca- 
being at the loweft, Ezypt was at that time 


‘the fitteft for an invafion. However Archelaus being 


a very valiant and a very fenfible man omitted no-- 
thing that could be done for his defence, but ftood 
his ground in feveral conflicts acainft the invaders, 
But the Egyptians being an effeminate daftardly fort 
of people, forward to mutiny againft all orders of 
war, and backward to all a¢ts of valour in it, he could 
make no work of it with fuch hands, but being 
overpowered by the well-difciplin’d forces of the Ro- 
mans was at length finally vanquifhed, and himfelf 
flain in the Battle valiantly fighting in the defence of 
the Caufe, which he had undertaken. After. his 
death (a) Antony had fo much regard to the friend- 
fhip that had been between them, that as foon as he 
heard of his being flain he commanded his body to 
be fought for on the field of battle, and caufed it ta 
be buried with a Royal Funeral, which gained him 
the Love of the Egyptians ever after. And perchance 
it was procured by a like favour from Gadinius, that 
his Son was appointed by the Romans to fucceed him 
at Comana. But thefe after-aéts were of too little 
value to make any amends for the lofs of his King- 
dom and his Life, which they had fo unjuftly deprived 
him of. 

After Archelaus was flain all Egypt was foon re- 
duced, and forced again to receive Juletes, who was 
thereon thoroughly reftored to his Kingdom; and

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for the better fecuring of him in it Gadinius left fome 
of his Roman forces with him to be for his Guard, (4) 
who fettling at Alexandria foon' exchanged the Romaz 
Manners for the Egyptian, and degenerated into the 
effeminacy of thofe among whom they dwelt.  Auletes 
as foon as he was again refettled.on thé Throne (c) 
put Berenice his daughter to death for having worn his 
Crown in the time of his Exile, and after that pro- | 
ceeded to cut off moft of the rich men that had been 
of the. party againft him, that by the confifcation of 
their goods he might raife the money promifed Gadi- 
uius tor his Reftoration. . 

Gabinius having accomplifhed in Egyp¢ all that he 
intended by his expedition thither found reafon to 
haften back again into Syria, great diforders having 
there arifen in his abfence. On (d) his going into 
Fgypt he had intrufted the Government in the. hands 
of Sienna his Son, a raw youth of neither age nor’ 
experience adequate to fuch a charge, and left fo few 
forces with him, that had he been ever fo well Capae 
citated otherwife, he could not with them have been 
able to do any fervice; whereon the Country was 
filled with Thieves and free Booters, who ravaged it 
all over without control, there being neither head 
nor hands then in the Province fufficient to reprefg 
them, And (e) Alexander the Son of Ariftobulus taking 
advantage of thefe diforders raifed new Troubles in 

udea. For having gotten together a great Army, 

e ranged with it all over the Country and flew all 

| the Romans he could any where find, and drove all 
the reft to take refuge in mount Gerizim, where he 
{traitly befieged them, and there Gadinius found 
him on his returns; where feeing the great multitude 
of thofe he had with him he thought it beft firtt to 
deal with them by fair means, and therefore fent Jz-

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tipater to them to endeavour by promifes of impunity 
and oblivion again to reduce them to quiet; and he 
had that Succefs to prevail with many of them to de- 
fift from their revolt, and return again to their own 
‘Houfes ; but Alexander having gotten about him an 
Army of thirty thoufand men well appointed for the 
-war refolved to encounter Gadinius ; but after a fierce 
_ fight near Mount Zabeor he was vanquifhed with the 
flaughter of ten thoufand of his men, and the reft 
were diffipated and put to flight... After this (f) Ga- 
binius going up to Ferufalem, and having fettled all 
things there according to the mind of Autipater march- 
ed thence againft the Nabatheans, and having. over- 
come them led back his Army into Syria, and there 
prepared for his return to Rome, soci 
For Pompey and Craffus being this year Confuls -had 
‘on their entring on their Office (g) obtained by a De- 
cree of the Roman people, that Spain and Africa fhould 
“be affigned to Pompey for five years, and Syria and 
the Neighbouring Countries to Crafus for the like 
‘Term,’ for their Confular Provinces, with full Autho- 
-rity to take with them fuch forces as they fhould 
think fit to raife, and to make war where-ever they 
. fhould fee caufe according to their own Judgment 
without having recourfe to the Senate or the People of 
Rome for their order about it, as all other Governors 
were in this cafe obliged todo. Hlereon Crafus. (hb) 
fent a Deputy to receive the Government of Syria 
from Gabinius, but he refufed to make Refignation 
of it, till afterwards he was forced to quit the Pro- 
vince by a more powerful command, that of the Peo- 
ple and Senate of Rome. For (4) Gabinins had been 
an exceflive corrupt Governor in his Province, do-

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ing any thing ‘for ‘bribes, and felling: every thing for 
‘money, and -extorting great fumsiin all :places, and from 
‘all perfons, whereever any could be :gotten, and by 
‘all manner of means ‘how ‘unjuft »and» oppreffive ‘fo- 
‘ever.. The (&):clamour which ‘this »raifed:all over the 
‘Provinee came from all:parts of it*very loud:to Rome 
‘againft him, which ‘fo much angred both:the Senate — 
‘and People, ‘that they ‘called ‘him “home to an- 
fwer thefe accufations; but sthat (/) which «moft 
exafperated them was his Egyptian ‘Expedition. For 
‘it was contrary 'to'the ‘Law'for any :Governor of a 
‘Province to go out of the limits of it, or -begin any 
‘new war without ¢xprefs order from the People’ or 
‘Senate of Rome for it, and alfo ‘there-was then pub- 
lifhed an Oracle out ‘of the: Sidyline Books, 2which 
forbad the Romans at that time to meddle-with ' the 
reftoration of the King of Egypt; .againft, all which 
‘Gabinius having acted without any regard :to Law, 
‘Right, or Religion, the people of Rome were hereby 
‘fo far provoked againft him, ‘that :they would imme- 
diately have proceeded:to fentence’ of \Condemnation 
againit him without tarrying his return, had not 
‘Pompey and Craffus, the Contils ‘of this year, inter- 
pofed to hinder it; the firft out of friendfhip to him, _ 
and the other to earn the Bribe, by which he was 
corrupted. But on his return ‘the next’ year after 
three Actions were commenced againft him, one of 
Treafon, and the other two of: Corruption, ‘Bribery, 
and other high Mifdemeanours. ‘The  firft »by virtue 
‘of his money which was liberally expended ‘on this 
‘occafion in bribing ‘the! Judges, ‘he hardly efcaped «by 
a (m) majority of fix votes only of the feventy that 
judged his caufe. “But being caft inthe other: two

He having been 
Conful when Cicero was banifhed, and then helped for- 
ward by his Authority that Sentence againft him, that 
reat Orator being now again returned home, remem- 
ting this Injury, and fuitably refenting it, aggra- 
vated his Crimes to the utmoft againit him in_ his 
Speeches. both to the Senate and-People, and_particu- 
larly we find him fo doing in fome of his Orations 
till extant, | iil. 
._ Craffus (p) having his mind much intent. upon his 
Eaftern Expedition, for which he had. obtained a 
Decree of the people in the beginning of the year, 
was very bufy towards the end of his Confulfhip in lift- 
ing Soldiers and making all other preparations for it, 
~ But (g) the Tribunes of the People then in office not 
approving of his purpofe of making war with the Par- 
thians did all they could to obftruct him herein, and 
would fain have reverfed the Decree,, that gave him 
Authority for it; but being overpowered in this attempt 
by military force, they turned their endeavours into 
curfes ; and (7) one of them purfued him with the moft 
horrid and dreadful execrations, as he marched with his 
Army out of Rome tor this war, which were al] execut- 
ed upon him in the lamentable manner in which it 
mifcarried. .

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Craffus going into his Province with an eager de-— 
fire of amaffing all the wealth he was able, 
Ann4s- was no fooner arrived in Syria but, he fet 
baer o, himfelf upon all thofe methods, whereby 
he might beft fatiate this thirft. And be-~ 
mg told of the riches of the Temple at Yerufalem (s) 
he marched thither with part of his Army to make 
feifure of it. Eleazar one of the Priefts was then 
Treafurer of the Temple. Among other things, which 
he had under his charge, one was a Bar of Gold of 
‘the weight of three hundred Hebrew Mine. This 
for the better fecuring of it he had put into a Beam, 
which he had caufed to be made hollow for the re- 
ception of it, and placing this Beam over the en- 
trance, which was from the Holy place into the Holy 
of Holies, caufed the veil which parted thefe two 
places to be hung thereat. Perceiving Crajus’s de- 
fign for the plundering of the Temple he endeavour- 
ed to compound the matter with him, and therefore 
telling him of fuch a Bar of Gold in his Cuftody 
promifed to difcover and deliver it to him upon con- 
dition that he would be fatisfied with it, and fpare all 
the reft ; Cras accepted of the propofal, and {fo- 
lemnly promifed with an Oath, that on having this 
Bar of Gold delivered to him he would be contented — 
with it, and meddle with nothing elfe. Whereon 
Eleazar took down the beam and delivered it to 
him; but the perfidious Wretch had no fooner re- 
ceived it, but forgetting his Oath he not only feifed 
the two thoufand Talents which Pompey left there 
untouched, but ranfacking the Temple all over robb’d 
it of every thing elfe, which he thought worth tak- 
ing away, to the value of eight thoufand Talents more. 
So that the whole of this his facrilegious plunder 
which he took thence amounted to ten thoufand Ta- 
Jents, which is above two Millions of our money, 
And with this thinking himfelf fufficiently furnithed

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for the, Parthian war (¢) caufed a Bridge of Boats to 
be made on the Euphrates, and forthwith marched 
over it, and invaded the Territories of the King of 
Parthia, without having any other caufe for it, than 
his unfatiable avarice after the Riches and Treafures 
of the Country. The Romans (u) had firft by Syila, 
and afterwards by Pompey, made Leagues of Peace 
and Alliance with this people, and they had never 
complained of any infractions of them, or any other 
injuries, that might give juft reafon fora War. And 
therefore the Parthians not expecting any fuch inva- 
fion were not then prepared in thofe parts to with- 
ftand it. Whereon (w) Craffus over-ran a great part 
of Mefopotamia, and took many Cities without op- 
pofition, and had he purfued his advantage he might 
have taken Seleacia and Ctefiphon alfo, and made him- 
felf Matter of all Babylonia, as well as Mefopotamia. But 
the Summer being ipent he repaffed the Euphrates, 
and put his Army into Winter Quarters into the Ci- 
ties of Syria, leaving only feven thoufand Foot and 
one thoufand Horfe behind to garrifon the places he 
had taken ; whereby he gave leifure for the Parthi- 
ans to get ready that Army againft the next year’s 
Campaign, with which they wrought his deftruction. 
And whereas he ought on his return, into Syria to 
have taken care, that during that winter his Soldiers 
fhould have been well exercifed for the war, and 
every thing elfe put in due preparation for it, he 
neglected all this; and aéting the part of a Publican 
rather than of a General, imployed himfelf wholly in 
examining into the revenues of the Province, and 
{crewing them up to the utmoft height he was able, 
and in ufing all other methods of exaction, whereby 
to enrich himfelf: and the plundering of. the Temple 
at Ferufalem was not the only Sacrilege he was guilty 
of, he did the fame all over the Province, where-

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ever any Riches were to be gotten, efpecially at Hie 
yapolis. For there being’ in that City an ancient Tém= 
ple of the Syrian Goddefs called (%) Atargetis, where’ 
much Treafuré was laid’ up} as having’ been’ the col- 
le€tion of many years, he feiféd it all, and wa’ fo’ 
greedy of fecuring the whole of it, that left any 
fhould be detained or embezled, he fpent a great deaf 
of his time to -fee it all told out and weighed before’ 
him. On his’ laft coming out of this Temple his 
Son going before him ftumbled at the Thréfhold, and! 
’ he immediately after it upon him. This was afterwards 
interpreted as an ill Omen, foreboding that deftruction’ 
which they foon after fell into in their battle againft 
the Parthians, the Son firft; and aftétwards the 
Father, 7 dec 
(y) As foon as the feafon of the year gréw proper 
Craffus called all his Army togethét 
out of their fevéral Quartérs, for thé 
profecuting of thé war, which hé had 
begun upon the Parthians. They not expecting 4 
war the laft year, were then unprovided to receivé 
him, but having the refpite of all the laft winter they 
had now gotten ready a very great Army for their 
defence. But before they entred with it on any Aion; 
Ambaffadors wére féne from Orcdes their King | 
to the Roman General, to know for What reafon he — - 
made war upon him; to which Having received no 
other anfwer, but that he would declare it when Hé 
fhould come to Séleticia, returned with certain notice 
that nothing but wat was to be expected ; and there- 
ore Orodes having divided his Army into two parts 
marched ih perfon with one of ther towards the 
borders of Armenia, and fent the other under the com: 
mand of Suvenas into Mefopotamia; who as foon as Hé 
was there arrived retook feveral of thofe places which 
Craffus had made himfelf mafter of the former year 3 
whereon the Garrifon Soldiers, that efcaped, fleeing 
.

which did’caft fuch a damp upon the whole Army, 
that not only the common. Soldiers, but alfo the Ge- 
_ neral’ Officers fell in their Courage as. to, this Expe- 
dition ; fo that fome of them, and efpecially Cofjus, 
 Graffus’s: Queftor (the fame who, was afterward a 
. chief Actor in the murder of Julius Czfar, and was 
then next the General the moft confiderable perfon 
in the Army) perfuaded Crafus to. ftop a while, and 
well confider the matter over again, before he pro- 
ceeded any further in it. At this fame time came to 
him Artabaxes or Artavafdes (for he is called by both 
names) King ef Armenia, who had lately fucceeded 
Tigranes his Father in that Kingdom, He brought 
with him fix thoufand Horfe, which were only his 
_ Lifeguard. Befides thefe, he told Craffus, he had 
. ten thoufand Curiafiers, and thirty thoufand foot ready 


+ for his fervice: But advifed him by no means to_ 


_ march his Army through the Plains of Mefopotamia, 
but to take his way through Armenia into the Par- 
_ thian Dominions. His reafons for it were, that 4r- 
 menia being a rough mountainous Country, the Par- 
thian Hlorfe, of which their Army did moftly confift, 

- would there be ufelefs; and alfo there he could take 
care, that his Army fhould be plentifully provided 
with all neceffaries, both which would be otherwife, 

if he Jed his Army through the Plains of Me/opota- 
mia. For the Parthian Horfe would there have their 
thorough Advantage againft him, and he would often 

in that Country meet with fandy Defarts, where he 
would-be diftrefled for want both of Water, and all 
other Provifions for his Army. This was the beft 
advice that could be given him, but being condem- 
ned to fuffer the deftruétion which his facrilégious 
robbing God’s Temple at Yerufalem deferved, he de- 
fpifed it all, telling #rtabaxes that having left many 
valiant Romans to garrifon the Towns which he had 
taken the laft year in Me/opotamia, he was neceffitated 

to take that way, that they might not be deferted 
14 to 
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to the mercy of the Enemy ; but that as to his Auxilia- 
ries he accepted of them, and ordered him fpeedily to 
bring them to him ; and the profpect of fo confiderable 
a reinforcement chiefly encouraged him, contrary to 


the advice of the wifeft about him, to proceed on this 


Expedition; and therefore without any further delay 
he paffed the Euphrates at Zeugma, and again entered 


-Mefopotamia with his Army. But Artabazes on his - 


return finding Oredes on his borders with a great Army, 
was forced to ftay at home to defend his own Country, 
and therefore could not give Craffus the affiftance which 
he had -promifed him, — ‘373 
(z) On Craffas’s being thus entred Mefopotamia, 
Coffs advifed him to put in at fome of his garrifon’d: 
Towns, and there, reft and refrefh his Army for a 
while, till he fhould have gained certain intelligence 
of the number, ftrength, and power of the Enemy, 
and in what place and pofture they were in; but if 
he thought not fit to make any fuch delay, that he 
fhould take his march to Seleucia down along the 
banks of the Euphrates. For by keeping clofe to that 
River he would avoid being furrounded by the Pay- 
thians, and by his Ships upon it he might be con- 
ftantly fupplied with provifions and all other ‘necef. 
faries, which he fhould be in want of; but while he 
was confidering on this advice, and thinking to fol- 
Jow: it, there came to him a crafty Arabian who beat 


him off thefe sand all other meafures, excepting thofe 


which tended to his ruin, whereinto at length he ef. 
feCtually led him. He was the head of an Arabian 
Tribe (tuch as the Greeks called Phylarchs, and the 
prefent drabs, Sheks) and having formerly ferved un- 
der Pvmpey was well known to many in the Roman 
Army, and looked on as their Friend, and for this 
reafon he was made choice of, and fent by Surenas to 


act this part ; and he did it fo artfully and effeCtually, 


that the ruin of Crafus and his Army was chiefly 


oo % } Plutarchus in Craffo.

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‘| owing hereto. He is by different Authors called (a) 


a by different names. But whatever his name was, on 
his coming to Craffus he perfuaded him off from that 
wife and good advice which Caffius had given him, 
telling him that the Parthians durft not ftand him, 
that he had nothing elfe to do for the gaining of an 
abfolute Victory over them, but to march again{t 
them and take it; and offered himfelf for a guide to 
conduct him the direéteft way to them, which Cra/- 
Jus beguiled by his fair words, and bewitched by his 
flattery, accepted of ; whereon he led him into the 
open plains of Mefopotamia; and altho’ Coffus and 
others fufpected the treachery of this man, and there- 
fore prefied Crafus no longer to follow him, but to 
retreat to the Mountains, where he might beft be 
able to baffle the Power of the Parthian Horfe ; and 
meflengers then came to his Camp from Artabazes of 
purpoie to perfuade him to the fame thing; yet be- 
ing Overpower’d by the falfe and lying pretences of 
this. man he .ftill followed him, till at length the 
Traitor having led him into a fandy defart, where 
the Parthians might have the beft advantage to \ 
deftroy him, rode off to Surenas to acquaint him of it, \\ 
who thereon falling upon him gave a terrible defeat 
to the whole Roman Army; wherein Publius Craffus 
the General’s Son, and great numbers of other Ro- 
mans were flain, and the reft forced to flee to Carrbe 
(the ancient Haran of the Holy Scriptures) nigh which 
the Battle was fought, where they refted the day 
after; but the night following Crafus endeavouring 
to efcape committed himfelf to the guidance of one 
Andromachus another Traitor, who having led him 
into the midft of bogs and moraffes he was there 
overtaken by Swrenas and flain, and many other noble 
Romans there underwent the fame Fate with him. 
Caffius at firft accompanied Crajus in his retreat; but 
foon finding reafon to fufpect that Andromachus con-

ducted 
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du&ed' him with as much Treachery as his laft Aya- 
~ Bian guide, returned again to Carrhe, and from thence 
with five hundred Horfe ‘made his way back into Sy- 
ria by a valiant and well-conducted retreat. This de- 
feat was the greateft blow which the Romans had at 
any-time received fince the battle of Came, having 
Toft in it (2) twenty thoufand men flain and ten thou- 
fand taken prifoners; the reft making their Efcape by 
feveral’ ways into Armenia, Cilicia, and Syria, after 
that again gathered together, and (c) formed an Army 
under Cafizs in Syria; whereby he was enabled to 
preferve that Province from falling into the hands — 
of the Enemy. Craffus made a great number of falfe 
fteps.in the whole conduct of this war; and altho’ 
he was often warned and told of them, yet being 
deaf to all good advice he obftinately followed his 
own delufions till he perifhed in them. For being 
for his impious Sacrilege at Ferufalem juftly deftin’d 
to deftruction, God did caft infatuations into all his 
Counfels for the leading him thereto. ‘Orodes (d) was 
at this time in Armenia, having there made peace 
with Artabazes.. For Artabazes on the return of the 
Meffengers, which he laft fent to the Roman Camp, 
finding by the Account which they brought him of 
the Meafures which Craffus took in that war, that he 
muft neceffarily be undone, compounded all matters 
with Orodes, and on giving one of his Sifters in mar- 
tiage to Pacorus the Son of Orodes reftored himflf to 
full amity with him by this Alliance. And while 
they were fitting together at the nuptial feaft, in 
came a Meffenger who prefented Orodes with the 
head and hand of Crafus, which Surenas had caufed 
to be cut off, and fentto him. This much increafed 
the Joy and Mirth of the Feaft. And it is faid (e) 
that melted Gold was then poured in the mouth of 
the decollated head by way of Mockage, as if they

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would this way fatiate his great and greedy thirft af- 
ter it. However Surezas did not long rejoice in this 
victory.. For Ovedes envying him the Glory of it, 
and alfo growing jealous of the great Augmentation, 
which’ accruéd herefrom to his Power and Intereft, 
(f) foon after cauféd him to’ be put to death. This 
Sarenas (g) was a oe extraordinary Perfon; tho’ he 
Was but 30’ yeats old, yet he was of confummate 
Wifdom and Diferetion, in valour and prowefs he 
exceédéd all of his time, and as to his Perfon no 
one was Of a larger fize, or bettér-fhaped. And for 
Wealth, Power, and Authority he was much above 
all others, next the King the firft Man in thé King- 
dom. The Honour of crowning ‘the King belonged 
to him by his Birth, it having béen long in his Fa- 
mily, and by right of Inheritance defcended to him. 
Whenever he travell’d from place to place, he al- 
ways had a thoufand Camels to carry his baggage, 
two hundred Chariots for the fervice of his Wives 
and Concubines; and a thoufand compleatly armed 
Horfemeén for his Life-guard, with a great many 
morté light-armed, befides his Retinue of Servants, 
Which amownted to ten thoufand more. However all 
‘thi§ could not fecuré him. For ftill having a Tyrant 
above him, he loft his Life by his command in the 

imanner as I Have mentioned. 

The Parthians thinking to find Syria after the late 
defeat df the Roman Army. void of De- 
feicé (4) made an invafion upon that 
‘Country. But Cafius on his Efcape 
thither, having gotten together the Army I have 
inentioned, gave them fuch a warm Reception, that 
they were forced to repafs the Euphrates with baffle 
and difappointment. They came now but with a 
fmall Army, expecting no Oppofition, But when 
they found that they had to deal with another fort 
of man than Craffus, and that he had greater Strength

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about him: than they could ftand before, they retreat- 
ed again into their own Territories to fetch more. 
Forces for a fecond Invafion. In the interim (7) Cafius 
went to Tyre, and having fettled all matters on that. 
fide of the Province marched into the Country of the. 
fews, and there befieged Yarichea a City on the Sou- 
thern Shore of the: Lake of Genuefareth, where Pi- 
tholaus had fhut himfelf up with the remainder of 
Arifiobulus’s Faétion, to which he had lately revolted. 
Cofius having taken the place carried all into Slavery. 
whom he took therein, only Pitholaus he put to, 
death by the advice of Antipater, as the likelieft way 
to quell the Faétion which he then headed. After this 
having forced Alexander the Son of Ariffobulus to terms — 
of Peace, he marched to. the Euphrates to oppofe the 
Parthians, who were preparing to make another In- 
vafion into Syria, . 
AM. Calpurnius Bibulus (k) had Syria, and M. Tul- 
es lius Cicero (L) Cilicia affigned them by > 
Shane tke 3, the Romans tor their Confular Provin- 
ces. ‘This Bibulus was the fame who 
had been Conful with Julius Cefar. Cicero foon went 
to his charge, but Bidulus making. delays Caffus ftill 
continued to govern Syria, and it was well for the ’ 
Roman intereft in that Province that he did fo, the 
affairs of it then needing an abler Man than Bidulus : 
to manage them, For as foon as the Spring grew up, 
Pacorus (m) the Son. of Oredes King of Parthia pafled 
the Eupbrates with a great Army, and invaded Syria. 
Pacorus being then very young, had only the name 
of General. Ofaces an old and experienced Com- 
mander, who was fent with him, had truly the Di- 
rection and Government of the whole war. On his 
entrance into Syria (a) he marched on to Antioch,

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.and laid Siege to the place, fhutting up Cafius with 
all his Forces init. (0) Cicero, who was now in his 
Province, receiving intelligence hereof from Aptio- 
chus King’ of Commagena gathered together all the 
Forces he could, ‘and marched to the Eaftern Bor- 
ders‘of his Province lying next 4rmenia, that being 
there he might not only keep the drmeniats from 
invading Cappadocia, but alfo be nigh at hand to af- 
fift Cafius in cafe of need. And at the fame tinie he 
‘fent other Forces toward the Mountain Amanus for 
the fame purpofe, (p) who falling on a great. Party 
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of Parthian Horfe, which had that way entered CG: 


licia, cut them all off to a Man. An (gq) account 


hereof, and of Gicero’s approach coming to Antioch, ’ 


much encouraged Cafizs and his Men in the defence 
of the place, and fo difcouraged and intimidated the 
Parthians, (r) that defpairing of carrying the place 
they raifed the Siege, and marching to Antigonia 
another Syrian City in the neighbourhood, fat down 
before it. But having there as little fuccefs as at Ax- 
tioch, by reafon of their utter unskilfulnefs of manag- 
ing fuch Sieges, were forced in like manner to rife 
from before it, and march off. Whereon (s) Ca/fius 
laying an Ambufh in their way, and having drawn 
them into it, gave them a thorough defeat, flaying 
great numbers of their men, and Ofaces their Gene- 
ral among them. Hlereon the Parthian Army re- 
pafled the Euphrates, but towards the end of the Sum- 
mer they returned again, (¢) and wintered in Gyrrbe- 
fica a Northern Diftriét of the Province of Syria, 
In the interim Bibu/us being come into his Province, 
Caffius delivered to him the Government, and returned 
to Rome. ,

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Cicero on his hearing of the departure.of the Par- 
thians from Antioch (u) turned .his Forces againft, the 
Inhabitants of Mount Amanus, who lying between 
Syria and.Cilicia (for that Mountain is the common 
boundary of both) fubmitted to the Governors .of 
neither ,of thefe Provinces, but lived in a State of 
War with both, making continual inroads and de- 

redations upon thofe Countries. Thefe:Cicero totally 
fibdued, taking all their Caftles, and deftroying all 
their ftrong holds. After (z) this he fell upon ano- 
ther barbarous and favage fort of People in  thofe 
parts who called themfelves the Eveuthero-Ciljices, i. e. 
Lhe free Cilicians, pretending never to have yielded © 
fubjection to any of the ;Kings; that bore rule over 
thofe Countries; and having .taken all their , Cities, 
utterly fubdued them, and brought them under or- 
der, to the great comfort and fatisfaétion of all their 
Neighbours, to whom they were a conftant . plague, 
Hereon . Cicero was faluted ~Jmperator by :his Army, 
which was a Title ufually given by. the :Reman Soldiers 


. to their General after fome fignal Victory; and on 


his return from ,this war he was received (x) with 
the general Joy.and Acclamation of all his-Provincials 
for his good fuccefs therein, and the , benefit. which 
they received from it. And \for this he; had on his 
coming back to Rome (y).the;Honour of a Triumph 
offered to him; but the Civil Wars. between Czar 
and Pompey being then ready to — break out, he 
waved it for that Reafon, asenot thinking any  pub- 
lick folemnity of rejoicing proper when the publick 
State of his Country was juit falling under fo great.a 
Calamity. 

This fame year (z) died Ptolemy Aaletes King of

committed them to the Tuition of the Roman State. 
This was the Cleopatra, who was afterwards fo infamous 
for her lafcivious Amours, efpecially with Marc Antony 
the Roman Triumuir. 8 
_ Bibulus being now in his Province, had thither 
brought him from Alexandria (c) the ill 
news of the death of two of his fons, young Anno 50. 
men of great Hopes, who were there flain us 1.1 
by the Roman Horfe-men, whom Gabinius ant 
Jeft in that City for a Guard to Ptolemy Auletes, on 
his reftoring him to his Kingdom. Cleopatra, who 
then governed Egypt with her. Brother, fent the 
murderers to Bibulus, that he might revenge this fac 
jn fach manner as he fhould think fit. But he fent 
them back with this Meflage, That the revenging 
of this wrong belonged not to him, but to the 
Senate of Rome. | 
And while he was under this grief, he had another 
trouble brought upon him by the Parthians, who 
made another invafion upon Syria. (d) For they 
having;wintered in Cyrrbefiica on this fide the Eupbra- 
tes, as foon.as the feafon was proper, again took the 
Field, and marching to Antioch, befieged that City a 
fecond time, -with Bibulus and all this Forces in it. Bi- 
bulus. bore. the Siege without making as much as one 
Sally for the driving of the enemy thence. But what

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he durft not attempt by force, he effected by craft, ~ 
For (e) having by his Agents encouraged Ordonopantes 
a noble Parthian, who had been much difgufted by 
Orodes, to raife a Rebellion againft him, this Army 
was called back to fupprefs it; whereby Bibulus and the 
whole Province of Syria were delivered from a war, 
which very much diftreffled them. At the end of 
the year, the time of his Government expiring, 
(f) he returned to Rome, and arrived there when the 
war between Cz/ar and Pompey was juft breaking — 
out, in which war joining with Pompey (g) he be- 
came his chief admiral, and. died of ficknefs in that 
office on board the Fleet, which he commanded for 
him. _ 
For the differences between Cefar and Pompey aril 
ing to that height, that they could no otherwife be 
decided, but by the Sword, (4) Czar in the begin-= 
ning of our December paffed the Rubicon, and thereby 
begun that war between them, which brought’ de- 
ftruction upon them both, and at length ended in 
the total iubverfion of the Roman Republick. On 
this march of Ce/ar’s, Pompey with all of his party 
left Rome, and hafted to Brundufium, thence to pals 
over into Epirus, and Cefar purfued him to that Port. 
_ But altho’ he arrived thither on the 26th of December, 
feven days before Pompey’s departure thence, yet he 
could not hinder his paflage, | 
For on the third of January following (7) he failed 
s out of the Port of Brundufium, and landed 
ne 4% with all the Forces he had about him on 
nus II, 13, the other fide of the Adriatic, in the Coun- 
try where ‘he intended, and there did {et 
himfelf to gather together fuch an Army, as might

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- enable him to ftand the enemy, for which Cz/ar al- \ 
lowed him a whole year’s time, For as foon as Pow. 
pey was gone from Brundufium, he returned back 
from thence, and in fixty days time having reduced 
all Ztaly under him came to Rome. On his arrival 
_ thither, having comforted the People with fair words 
and promifes of doing all things for the advantage 
of them, and the Republick, (£) he releafed out of 
Prifon Ariftobulus King of Fudea, and fent him with 
two Legions into- his own Country to promote his 
intereft there, and in the neighbouring parts of Syria, 
Phanicia, and Arabia. But thofe of Pompey’s party 
found means to give him Poifon in his way, whereof 
_ hedied. And whereas (/) Alexander the fon of Ari- 
Stobulus had, on the expettation of his Father’s re- 
‘turn, raifed forces to join him on his arrival, Pompey 
fent orders to Scipio to put him to death, and there- 
fore having caufed him to be taken and brought to 
Antioch, there condemned him in a formal Trial, and 
cut off his head. This Scipio was (m) Q, Metellus 
Scipio, who had been Conful with Pompey three years 
before, and then married him to Cornelia his daugh- 
ter; fhe being at that time a Widow on the death 
of Publius Craffus her former Husband, who was flain 
with his Father in the Parthian War. On Bibulus’s 
return, (#) he was appointed Prefident of Syria, and 
on Pompey’s leaving Rome was haftned thither with 
Cneius the eldeft of Pompey’s fons to fecure that Pro- 
vince to him, and all their fhipping for the augment- 
- ing of his Fleet. And to oppofe him herein was it, 
that Ce/far releafed Ariftobulus, and fent him into 7u- 
dea. And had he arrived there with the Forces af- 
igned him, he would no doubt have fully anfwered 
the end for which he was ordered thither, and very

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much embarafied, if not wholly baffled, all Pompey’s 
defigns in thofe parts. . 
From Rome, Czar (0) paffed into Spain. For that 
‘Province being in Pompey’s hands with feveral Forces 
there attached to his intereft, Ce/ar thought not fit 
to leave fuch'a Country behind in the power of his 
enemy, and therefore marched through Gallia thither, 
and having fubdued Afranius, Petreius, and Varro, 
Pompey’s Lieutenants in that Country, and fettled the 
whole Province in his intereft, he returned again to 
Rome about the time of the Autumnal Equinox. On 
his arrival thither he was declared Dictator, but after 
eleven days again laying down that Office, he and 
Servilius Yauricus were elected Confuls for the enfaing 
year. (p) And immediately after he haftned away to., 
Brundufium, there to pafs the Adriatic into Greece againft 
Pompey. And having, in order hereto directed all his 
forces to rendezvous at that City, he failed over from 
thence with feven of*his Legions, and having fafely 
landed them at a Port near the Promontory of Cerau- 
nium, he fent back Calenus one of his Lieutenants with 
his Fleet to bring over the reft which he left behind ; 
but feveral months pafled before Anthony, who had 
the Command of them, found an Opportunity to gain* 
a fafe paffage for them over that Sea, by reafon of 
Pompey’s Fleet, which had befet all thofe Coafts to 
intercept them..  * oe 
It being about the end of Oéober that Ce/far land- 
ed his feven Legions on the Grecian fide of the Adri- 
atic, there to profecute the war againft Pompey, 
almoft a whole year had pafled fince he laft marched 
back from Brundufium, for the reducing of Italy and 
Spain. And therefore Pompey having all this time to. 
farnifh himfelf: with Forces for this war, (g) had 


a

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now gotten together a very numerous Army out of 
Grecia, Afia, and all the Eaftern Countries, and alfo_ , 
as. potent a Fleet to fupport his intereft at Sea, But 
the feafon being winter, it would permit neither of 
the Fleets to be abroad at Sea, nor the Armies to take 
the Field at Land; fo that both fides lay ftill in their 
winter quarters. 2 tee 
_. But when the Spring came on(r) both fides pre- 
pared for Action, and Czfar having now 
gotten the reft of his Forces over to him, an hike 
each Army took the Field, and encamped = IL. 16. 
againft each other near Dyrrachium, now 
called Durazzo. In feveral skirmifhes Cefar had the 
better; but at length in one of them he received fo 
eat a defeat, that he acknowledged he muft then 
ve been utterly undone, had Pompey feen his adyan- 
tage, and purfued it. ‘This having made him pafs 
the enfiting night without fleep, by reafon of the 
trouble of his Mind for what had happened, he 
_ fpent it wholly in confidering the ill State of his: Af- 
fairs, and by revolving it over in his Thoughts 
- came to fee, (5) that he had been guilty of a. great 
error in carrying on this war againft Pompey on the 
Sea fide, where the enemy had a great Fleet abfo- 
| ae lately“ to command thofe Seas, and he none at all. 
For hereby Pompey’s Army was conftantly fupplied 
with all neceffaries, and Cz/ar’s on the other fide as 
much diftreffed for want of them; and therefore con- 
demning himfelf for this conduét, he refolved imme- 
diately to alter it, and accordingly decamped the 
next day, and marched towards Theffaly, where was 
plenty of all things, purpofing thereby to draw Pom- 
pey after him to a battle, or elfe to fall on Scipio 
Pompey’s Father-in-law, who was then in Macedonia. 
I have above mentioned, how he was fent from Rome, 
before Pompey receded from thence, to be provincial

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Governor of Syria. On his arrival thither, he grie- 
voufly pillaged and oppreffed that Country with. all 
manner of exactions to raife Money for the carry- 
ing on of this War in the behalf of his Son-in-law, 
for.whofe caufe of all others he expreffed the greateft 
Zeal ; whereby having fet on foot an Army at Land, 
and equipped a great Fleet at Sea, he marched with 
the Army towards Greece, there to join Pompey, and 
committed the Fleet to the charge of Cueius, Pom-. 
pey’s eldeft Son, who taking in fifty other -auxiliary 
Ships from Egypt, failed with them to the Adriatic, 
and there joined the reft of his Father’s Fleet. Sin 
pio in his march having led his Forces through the 
Lefer Afia, and augmented them in his way with as 
many others as he could pick up in thofe Countries, 
had paffed the Helefpont with them, and was at this 
time come as far as Macedonia, in order to join Pom- 
pey for the ftrengthning him in this War; and there’ 
Czfar purpofed to fall upon him, if Pompey fhould 
not march after him to prevent it. Pompey and thofe 
with him not being at all aware of the true reafons, 
which ‘put Cz/ar on this march, took it to have 
been the Confequence of his defeat the day before, 
as if after that he durft not ftay there any longer, 
and therefore marched after him as in purfuit of one 
that fled. And Ce/ar having taken his rout through 
Epirus and Arcarnania in a way which was fome- 
what about, Pompey, the fooner to come up with 
him, took the fhorteft cut through Macedonia, In 
this march Scipio joined Pompey, and Domitius Cal- 
vinus joined Cefar with their Armies, and both at 
length met in the Plains of Phar/alia in Theffaly, 
where it came to a decifive Battle between them. 
Ca/ar’s Army confifted of (¢) twenty two thoufand 
foot, and a thoufand horfe, but Pompey’s was above 
twice as many, For he had forty five thoufand foot, 
and five thoufand horfe, but they being moft of 
them raw and inexperienced men, gotten together 
Se esienaserertceensasespessinesieie

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out of the effeminated Nations of Lefer 4fa, and’ 
the Eaft, they could not ftand before Ce/ay’s Vete- 
rans; and therefore notwithftanding the great Supe- 
tiority of their number, they were foon vanquifhed 
and broken, (a) fifteen thoufand being flain, twenty 


four thoufand made Prifoners of War, their Camp 
taken, and all the reft diffipated and driven to flee 


for their Lives. (w) Pompey when he found his. 


Camp loft, as well as the Battle, fled in difguife, and 
having gotten to the next Sea-port on the Theffalian 
Shore, paffed over to Mitylene, in the Ifland of Les- 
bus, where he had fome time before fent Cornelia his 
Wife with Sextus his younger Son; and having there 
taken them on board his Ship, failed down the Archi- 
pelago, and put in at Attalia in Pamphylia. As foon as 
it was known that he was in that Port, there camé 
thither to him fome Ships from Cilicia, and about 
two thoufand Soldiers, and with them fixty Roman 
Senators, who had efcaped the late battle. Hearing, 


- while here, that his Fleet was ftill fafe, and that Cato 


having gathered together the remains of his bro- 
ken Army had put them on board his Ships, and 


failed with them for Africa, he reflected with much 


grief on the great error he had committed in being 
drawn from the Sea-fhore to fight Cz/ar in the in- 


and Country. For had he continued ftill near his 


Fleet, he ‘might on failing at Land, either have re- 
inforced his Army from Sea, or elfe have fhip’d it 
off into fome other part of the Roman Empire, and 
there have anew tried his fortune. But it being 
now too late to remedy this falfe Step, it only -re- 
mained to be confidered, what next was to be done 
in the prefent cafe. His firft refolution was to land 
in (x) Syria, and feize that Province, and he hoped

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‘there to have for his better fupport the Friendfhip 
of Orodes King of Parthia, to whom he had fent 
Lucius Hirtius to pray his affiftance, or at leaft a fafe 
retreat into his Kingdom in cafe of need. But (y) 
Orodes on the hearing of Pompey’s misfortune, not 
only denied him his affiftance, but clap’d his Ambaf 
fador in Chains. When Pompey firft paffed over 
from Brundufium into Epirus, there to raife an Army 
againit Cefar, (z) he had folicited among others, 
Orodes for his aid in this War. Orodes promifed what 
he defired, but demanded Syria for his’ reward, and 
that not being granted him, he took’ this denial for 
a pretence, not only to deny Pompey his requeft, but 
alfo to imprifon the Ambaffador by whom he’ made 
it. But the true meaning of it was, he had no mind 
to embark in a loft caufe, and therefore took this 
method to renounce it. And upon this fame princi- 
ple, and at the fame time (a) the People of Antioch 
In conjunction with the Romans then in that City, 
feifed the Caftle of Antioch in order to exclude him 
thence, and forbad all of his Party to approach that 
place on pain of death. — Pompey on his arrival in Cy- 
prus, in his way to. Syria, hearing of both thefe par- 
ticulars, fteer’d his courfe towards Egypt, not then 
knowing where elfe to go, He had been a great 
Friend. to Auletes the Father of ‘the prefent King, and 
by his procurement chiefly was it, that when ex- 
pell’d his Kingdom, he was again reftored to it, and 
therefore he expeéted to have been received and af- | 
fifted with equal KindnefS by his Son, (2) On his 
arrival in Egypt, he found Ptolemy with an Army on 
the Sea-fhore between Pelufium and Mount Cafius, 
and Cleopatra his Sifter with another Army not far . 
from him, For he having deprived her of that thare 
in the Government, which was left her by Auletess 
eT ae

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Will, and driven her out of the Kingdom, fhe had 
raifed an Army in Syria and Paleftine, for the obtain- 
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ing of her reftoration, and was now at war with her’ 


Brother about it. Pompey on his drawing near to 
land, fent Meffengers to Ptolemy to pray his protec- 
tion and aid in his prefent diftrefs, Péolemy being 
then a Minor, was under the tuition of Pothinus the 
Eunuch that bred him up, and /chillas the General 
of his Army : Thefe two taking Theodotus a Rheto- 
rician, who was the King’s Praceptor, and fome 


others into confult with them, advifed together what. 


Anfwer to return. Some were for receiving him, 
and others for reje€ting him, but Tbecdotus was for 
neither ; but in a preffling Rhetorical Speech fet 
forth.to them, that the only fafe courfe they had to 
take was to difpatch him. For (c) he argued, fhould 
they receive him, Cz/ar would be revenged on them 
for their abetting his Enemy; and fhould they refufe 
to receive him, and he elfewhere gather ftrength, 
and again recover his power, he then would be re~ 
venged on them for this refufal; that therefore the 
only way to fecure them from both, was to cut him 
off For this would make Ce/ar their friend, and 
prevent the other from doing them any hurt as an 
‘enemy. For, faid he in the words of the Proverb, 
dead Men do not bite: This way. of reafoning hav- 
ing drawn all the reft to his opinion, they all refolv- 
ed on it, as the fafeft courfe they could take; and 
Achillas with Septimius a Roman Commander, then in 
the fervice of the King of Egypt, and fome others 
were fent to execute it; who having in a {mall boat 
' brought Pompey from his Ship on pretence of con- 
duaing him to Ptolemy; as foon as they came nigh 
the Shore, fell upon him, and flew him; and having 
cut off his Head, caft his dead Carcafe upon the 
Strand, where he had no other Funeral, but what 


ee a ee? 
(c) Brutus afterwards meeting this Theodotus in Afia, caufed him 


to be put to death for this. See Plutarch in the Life of Brutus, and in 


he Life of P : 
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Philip, an enfranchifed bond-man of his, anda poor 


old Roman, who came thither by accident, could’ 


give him, by making him a funeral Pile of the 
broken pieces of an old boat, that lay wrecked on 
the Shore. And thus ended the life of this great man 
in the fifty ninth year of his age. No man had -en< 
joyed greater Profperity till he prophaned the Tem- 
ple of God at Ferufalem, after that his Fortunes were 
in a continual decline, till at length to €xpiate for: 
that Impiety, he was thus vilely murdered in the cons 


‘fines of that Country where he had committed it; . 


This was done in the fight of his Wife and his Son, 
and the reft that accompanied him, whereon they 
made off to Sea with all the hafte they were able, 
Corneha and Sextus efcaped ‘firft to Tyre, and then ‘to 
Cyprus, and from thence into Africas; but mot of 
the other Ships were taken by the Egyptian Gallies, 
that purfued after them, and ail that were found on 


board them were cruelly put to the Sword, amongft 


Whom was Lucius Lentulus the former year’s Conful, 
Who was the chief Author of the War, by obfti- 
nately rejecting all the Propofals that were made by 
Cafar for Peace. ‘ 
In the mean time (d) Cefar purfuing Pompey the 
fame way, in which ‘he fled, failed into Egypt after 
him, and came to Alexandria juft as the News artriy- 
ed thither of his death, and foon after on his en- 
tering the place he was prefented with his Head: At 
the fight of which he wept, and turned away his 
face from it with abhorrence, as from an ungrateful 
Spectacle, and ordered it to be buried in a proper 
place with all honourable Solemnities, Cefar for - 
the greater expedition made this purfuit with ver 
few forces ; for on his coming to Alexandria, he had 
(2) no more with him, than cight hundred horfe, and 
three thoufand two hundred foot. The reft’ of his 
Army he left behind in Greece, and the Lefer Afia, 
nn lintel

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under the Condu@ of his Lieutenants, for the pro- 
fecuting of the advantages of his late Viétory, and 
the fecuring of his Intereft in thofe parts. And 
therefore confiding on his good fortune, and the 
fame of his great Succefs at Pharfalia, he landed at 
Alexandria with thefe only, which had like to have 
te his ruin. For thefe not being fafficient to de- 
nd him from the mob and mutinies of that turbu- 
lent City, he very nartowly efcaped perifhing by 
them. For (f) the Evefian winds then blowing from 
the North, which continue in thofe parts during all 
the Dog-days (in the beginning of which Ge/ar en- 
fered that port) thefe hinder all Ships from failing 
out of Alexandria as long as thefe winds laft, (g) and 
therefore did put a neceflity upon him of tarrying 
there during all that Seafon. In ( ‘¢) this vacant time 
he imployed himfelf in calling in the Debt ow’d him 
by Auletes, and in hearing and determining the Con- 
troverfy between Ptolemy and Cleopatra his Sifter. I 
have above mentioned how Auletes , when Cefar was 
-firft Conful, engaged him by a bribe of fix thoufand 
Talents to get him to be confirmed in his Kingdom 
by the Romans, and enrolled among the Friends and 
Allies of that powerful State; part only of this Sum 

was then paid, for the reft he bound himfelf in the | 
obligation of a Debtor afterwards to difcharge it, 
nA 
(f) By Etefian Winds are meant fuch as blow at lated times of the 
Year, from what point of the Compafi foever they come. For they are fe 
called from the Greek word 47@-, i. e. a Year, and originally denote 
yearly, or anniverfary Winds, fuch as our Seamen call Monfoons and 
Tradewinds, which in certain parts of the World come and continue con- 
frantly blowing the fame way for certain fated Seafons of the Year. Thus 
the North Winds, which during the Dog-days conftantly blow upon the 
Coafts of Egypt, that lie upon the Mediterranean, and thereby binder al]

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This Debt. now Czar called for as needing it to pay 
his Soldiers, and exacted it with rigour; (4) and Po- 
thinus, who» was Ptolemy’s chief Muinifter, by feveral 
Artifices made this rigour appear to the People much 
greater than it was. For he bared their Temples of 
their Silver and Gold Utenfils, and. made the King, 
and all the great Officers of the Court, as well as 
himfelf,- to eat and drink only in earthen and wooden 
Veffels, pretending that Cefar had taken away all 
their Silver and Gold, that by fo giving out, he 
might the more excite, the People againft him. But 
that which moft. exafperated them, and at length 
drove them into a War againft him, was the fecond 
Article mentioned, (é) his calling Ptolemy and Clea- 
patra before him to be judged by him as to the Con- 
troverfy that was between them. For he had -fent 
out his peremptory order to each of them to difmifs 
their Armies, and. bring their Caufe to his hearing 
for a final decifion. ‘This was looked on as a viola- 
tion of the Majefty, and an invafion upon the Sove- 
reign Authority of their King, who being an inde- 
pendent Prince owned no Superior, and therefore 
was not as aSubject to be judged by any man. . But 
to this Cz/ar aniwered, that he did not take upon 
him to judge as a Superior; but as an Arbitrator ap- 


_ pointed by the Will of uletes. For thereby he had 


put his Children under the Tuition of the Roman 
State, and all the power of the Romans being now 
vefted in him as their Dictator (to which ‘Office he 
had been appointed at Rome (&) as foon as they there 
heard of the death of Pompey) it belonged to him to 
arbitrate and determine this Controverfy as Guardian

either for her Luft, er her Intereft, according as the 
was actuated by either of them. And therefore fend- 
ing to Cefar fhe complained, that her Caufe was be- 
trayed by thofe that managed it for her; and there- 
fore prayed, that fhe might be permitted to come in 
Perfon to him, and plead it herfelf before him; 
which being granted her, (m) fhe came fecretly into 
the Port of Mexandria in a fmall Skiff towards the 
dusk of the evening; and the better to get to Cz/ar 
without being ftopt or obftructed by her Brother, 
or any of his Party, who then commanded the place, 
fhe caufed herfelf to be tied up in her bedding, and 
thus to be carried to Ce/ar’s Apartment on the back 
of one of her Servants; who having laid down his 
burden at Ce/far’s Feet, and unty’d it, up ftarted the 
Lady with the beft Airs fhe could put on. Czfar 
was much pleafed with the ingenious Contrivance of 
her thus coming to him, but much more with the 
Lady, with whofe Beauty being at the firft fight 
thoroughly fmitten in the manner as projected, he 
Jay with her that night, and thereby begot on her a 
- Son, who afterwards was from his name called Cz-

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farion, By this favour thinking himfelf engaged to 
do all things for her Intereft, (~) the next Morning 
he fent for Ptolemy, and preffed him to receive his 
Sifter again upon her own Terms. By which Péo- 
lemy finding that Cefar from being Judge was be- 
‘come her Advocate, and underftanding alfo, that fhe 
was then with him in that part of the Palace where 
he lodged, he fell into a rage hereat, and {pringing 
out from him to the People in the Street, he tore 
his Diadem from his head, and flinging it on the 
ground, complained with Tears and bitter Clamour, 
that he was betrayed, and, told his Story in fuch a 
manner as raifed the whole City in an uproar, and 
brought them upon Ce/ar in an univerfal Tumult, 
and with the fury which in fuch cafes is ufual. The 
Roman Soldiers who were near him feifed Ptolemy, 
and fecured him within Cafar’s Power. But not- 
withftanding this, the reft of his Forces being then 
{cattered all over the City in their Quarters, as not 
fufpeéting what had hapned, and therefore not being 
at hand to help him, he muft neceffarily have been 
over-born and torn in pieces by the enraged multi- 
‘tude, but that coming out to them in a fafe place 
aloft, and from thence {peaking to them, and afluring 
them that all things fhould be done, as they would 
have, he with difficulty mys vag them for that time, 
And accordingly the next day having call’d the People 
together in a general Affembly he brought out P/o- 
lemy and Cleopatra to them, and-then caufing their 
Father’s Will publickly to be read, wherein it was 
ordained, that his eldeft Son and his eldeft Daughter 
fhould according to the ufage of their Anceftors be 
joined in Marriage, and both jointly reign together 
under the Guardianthip of the Roman People, he de- 
creed by virtue of that Guardianfhip, which was he 
faid then vefted in him as Dictator, that Ptolemy the 
prefent King, as being the eldeft Son, and Cleopatra, 
as being the eldeft Daughter of the faid uletes,

fhould 
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fhould according to the Tenor of the faid Will 
‘reign in Egypt, and Ptolemy the younger Son of the 
the faid 4uletes, and his other Daughter named 4r/- 
woe, fhould reign in Cyprus. This laft he added by 
way of gift the better to appeafe the People, that fo 
he might efcape their fury, which he was then in 

eat fear of. For this Ifland had for fome time be- 
ore been fubjeéted to the Romans, as hath’ been 
above related. This contented the whole Affembly, 
and pleafed all except Pothinus. For he having been 
the caufe of the breach between Céeopatra and her 
Brother, and alfo of her expulfion out of the King- 
dom, juftly feared, that both his Authority and his 
Life would be brought into danger by her return, 
and therefore did all he could to hinder the execu- 
tion of this Decree, (0) in order whereto he not 
_ only fowed new Difcontents, and new Jealoufies among 

the People, but alfo prevailed with dcbillas to bring 
his Army from Pelufium to Alexandria for the driving 
of Cefar thence. His arrival put all things there 
again in Confufion. Achillas having twenty thoufand 
men with him defpifed the Paucity of Cz/ar’s Forces, 
and thought immediately to have crufhed him. But 
Czfar fo well difpofed thofe Forces which he had, by 
placing them to the beft advantage in the Streets and 
Avenues in that quarter of the Town, which he had 
taken poffeffion of, that he eafily fuftained the Af- 
fault, and therefore on their failing of fuccefs here, 
they carried the War to the Port, projecting to feize 
the Fleet there at Anchor, and therewith to fhut up 
Cafar by Sea, and exclude him from having either 


Succours or Provifions brought him that way. But | 


Cefar prevailing there alfo, ordered all that Fleet to 
be fet on fire, and at the fame time feifed the Tower 
of Pharus, and placed a Garrifon in it, By thefe 
means he fully fecured his Communication with the 
Sea, without which he muft have been foon ruined.

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Some of the Ships when on fire driving to the Shore, 
communicated their flames to the adjoining “Houfes, 
which fpreading into that Quarter of the City called 
Bruchium, confumed the noble Library that was there 
laid up, which had been the Colle@tion of feveral- 
Ages, and then contained four hundred thoufand Vo- 
lumes, whereof a full Account hath already been

* Czfar finding a dangerous War thus begun upon 
him, (p) fent for fuccours to all the -adjacent parts, 
from which he could fooneft have them, and in an 
efpecial manner wrote to Domitius Calvinus his Lieu- 
tenant in the Proper 4/2 of the great Danger he 
was in, who forthwith fent him two Legions, the 
one by Sea, and the other by Land. That which was 
fent by the Sea arrived in time, but the other which 
marched by Land never came into Egypt, the War 
being over before they could reach it. But (¢) none 
did him better fervice than Mithridates the Pergamenian. 
For being fent by him into Syria and Cilicia, he 
brought him thofe Forces from thence, which extri- 
cated him from all his danger in the manner as will 
.be by and by related. ; 
Cefar in the interim, (r) that he might not be 
forced to fight the numerous Forces of the Enemy, 
till his Succours fhould arrive, otherwife than when 
he fhould fee caufe fo to do, fortified that Quarter 
of the City where he lay with Walls, Towers, and 
other works, including within them the Palace, a 
Theatre lying next the Palace, (which he made ufe of 
as a Caftle) and a paffage to the Harbour. While: 
thefe things were a doing, the King being ftill de- 
tained in Ca/ar’s quarters, (s) Pothinus, while he wag - 
there attending on him as his Governor and chief 
.

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Minifter, carried on a Correfpondence with _4cbil- 
Jas, and by Letters fecretly conveyed to him, gave 
him Intelligence of all things from thence, and en- 

~him vigoroufly to puth on the War ; fome 
of which Letters being intercepted, and the Treafon 
thereby difcovered, Ca/ar caufed him to be put to 
death for it. Hereon (¢) Ganymede another Eunuch 
of the Palace, who had the bringing up of Afince 
the King’s younger Sifter, fearing the fame Punith- 
ment, as having been in the fame intereft, and the 
fame Defigns with him, fecretly conveyed the young 
Princefs out of Czfar’s Quarters, and fled with her 
to the Army, who wanting one of the Royal Family 
to head them, gladly received her, and made her 
Queen. But Ganymede outwitting Achillas, (u) caufed - 
an accufation to be formed againft him, as if he 
had betrayed to Cefar the Fleet, which he burnt in’ 
the Harbour, and having thereby procured, that he 
was put to death, fucceeded him in the chief Com- 
mand of the Army, and thenceforth alfo took on him 
the prime Adminiftration of all other the Affairs of 
that party, for which he was thoroughly qualified. 
For he was a very crafty difcerning perfon, and found 
out many fubtle Devices for the diftrefling of Cz/ar 
during the remainder of the War. By (w) one of 
which having fpoiled all the frefh water in his quar- 
ters he had very nigh undone him by it. For the 
Alexandrians having, no other frefh water for their com- 
mon ufe, but that of the Wile, (#) as at prefent, fo 
then, had all the City vaulted underneath their Houfes 
for the reception and keeping of it. Once a year 
when the Nile was at the higheft, it flowed through 
the Artificial Canal, which was drawn from that

680 Conneftion of the Hiffory of — Parr Il, 
River to the City, and there running into thofe vaults 
through a Sluice made for this purpofe from thence 
filled them all, they being all buile without any par- 
titions ina general Communication from one to ano-) 
ther under the faid Houfes; and there it ferved for 
the common ufe of the Inhabitants all the year after, 
every Man having an open hole or well in his Houfe, 
through which letting down into thofe Vaults, either 
Buckets or Pitchers, he drew up what water he needed. 
Ganymede having ftopped up all the Communica 
tions, which thote Vaults in Cz/ar’s quarters had with 
thofe of the Town, poured into them from the Sea 
fo much Salt-water by artificial Engins contrived for 
that purpofe, as fpoiled all the frefh water, which was 
repofited and kept in them. This when perceived 
raifed a general uprore among Cz/ar’s Soldiers, and he 
mutt have been forced immediately to have departed at 
all difadvantages, but that having ordered Wells to be 
dug, by going deep enough he found Springs of frefh 
water fufficient to fupply the want of that which was 
fpoiled. 

After this (y) Cefar having received an’ Account, 
that the Legion, Ca/vinus fent him by Sea, was <ar- 
rived on the Coaft of Zidya not far from him, he 
went thither with his whole Fleet to bring them fafe 
to Alexandria. Ganymede getting Intelligence. hereof, 
fent all the Egyptian Fleet which he had then at hand 
to intercept him in his return. This produced a fight 
between the two Fleets, in which Ce/ar having gotten 
the Victory brought all his Legion fafe with him 
to Alexandria, and had not night come on too foon, 
all the Enemies Ships muft have fallen into his hands. 
Ganymede to repair this Lofs, and others before fuf 
tained (for Ce/ar had by this time deftroyed at fe- 
veral times above an hundred and ten of their Ships of 
War) gathered together all the remaining Ships that 
could be gotten frém every mouth of Nile, and out 
of them another Fleet being formed, entered the

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Port of Alexandria, This (z) produced another fight 
at Sea, in which Ce/ar had again the Vidtory, but 
in purfuic of it, (z) landing in the Ifland of Pharus, 
and attempting to take the Town in that Ifland, and 
the Mole leading to it called ‘the Heptaffadium, he 
ewas beaten off with the lofs of above eight. hundred 
of his Men, and had like to have been loft himfelf 
_in the rout. For finding the Ship in which he en- 
deavoured to efcape ready to fink, by reafon of the 
Numbers of thofe who had crowded into it, he 
threw himfelf into the Sea, and with difficulty got 
off by fwimming to the next Ship of his in the Port. 
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While thus he made his Efcape, (a) he carried fome ~ 


valuable Papers, which he had then about him, in 
one hand, and fwam with the other, and {0 faved both 
himfelf and them. 

After this lofs Cefar (4) was perfuaded to fend 
King Ptolemy to the Egyptian Army, in compliance 
with their defire, and on-a promife made him, that 
when they fhould have their King, they would make 
Peace with him; but after they had him at the head 
of the Army, they prefled on the War with greater 
Vigour than before, and by their Fleet endeavoured to 
intercept all Ce/ar’s Provifions by Sea. This pro- 
duced another Sea-fight near Canopus, in which Cz/ar 


had again the Victory; but by this time Mithridates of 
 Pergamus was near at hand with his auxiliary Army 


out of Syria. 

It hath been above mentioned, how Cz/ar fent him 
into Syria and Cilicia to bring him from thence all 
the Forces he could: raife in thofe Countries for. his 
Affiftance. This Commiffion (c) he executed with fo 
much diligence and-prudence, that he foon got together 
a confiderable Army, inthe effecting of which he was

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much helped by Aztipater the Idumean. For (a) he 
not only joined him with three thoufand Fews, but 
he prevailed with Ayrcanus, and with feveral of: the 
neighbouring Princes of Arabia and Cale-Syria, and 
with the free Cities of Phawnicia and Syria in like man- 
ner to fend him in their Aid. With thefe. Forces 
Mithridaies, having Antipater in perfon with him, 
marched into Egypt, and on his coming to Pelu- 
fium, ftormed and took that City, which was ow- 
ing chiefly to the valour of Antipater. For he 
firft mounted. the Walls where the. breach was 
made, and thereby made way to thofe that followed 
to enter and take the place. From thence. marching 
towards Alexandria, as they were to: pafg- the Province 
of Oxia, they found all the avenues feifed by the 
Jews, who were the Inhabitants of that part of Zgypr ; 
and thereby were obftructed from proceeding any fur- 
ther, and this muft have difappointed the whole Ex- 
pedition, but that xtipater partly by his own Au- 
thority, and partly by that of Ayrcanus, and the-Let- 
ters which he delivered to them from him, brought 
them over to Ce/ar’s party. On the hearing of which 
the people of Adempbis did the fame, and Mithridates 
was plentifully fupplied with all neceffaries from 
both. On his coming to the (d) Delta, Ptolemy fent 
an Army thither to oppofe his paffing the Niles this 
produced a battle, in which AMithridates commanded 
one part of the Army, and /ntipater the other. Mi« 
thridates at firft was beaten off his ground, till Ausi- 
pater having routed the Adverfary on his part came 
in to his affiftance, whereby the battle being again 
reftored, the Egyptians were .put to a total rout, and 
Mithridates and Antipater purfuing the advantage,

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drove them out of the Field’ with a great flaughter, 
and having taken their Camp, forced thofe that efcaped 
to repafs the Nile. 
Hereon Péolemy (e) marched with his whole Army 
for the oppreffing of them, and Ce/ar did 
the fame for their fupport, and on his Ho 47° 
joining them, foon brought the matter to ee 
a decifive Battle} in which Cefar having aa, 
tten an abfolute Vi€tory, Péolemy on his endeavour- 
ng to efcape in a boat on the Nile, was funk with it 
and drowned in that River. Hereon lexandria and 
all Egypt fubmitted to the Conqueror. Ce/ar return- 
ing from this Viétory, entered Alexandria about the 
middle of our January, and no one there any more 
oppofing him, he fettled the Kingdom under Cleopa- 
tra and the furviving Péolemy her younger Brother 
as King and Queen, which was in effect co. put the 
whole into her hands, this Péolemy being then no 
more than eleven years old. It was for the fake of 
this lewd Woman, and the lafcivious converfation 
he had with her, that Ce/ar made this dangerous and 
infamous war; and therefore having fully maftered it 
by this ViGtory, he made it turn the mot he could 
to her Advantage: And (f) his wanton dalliances 
with her detained him longer in Egyp?, than his af- 
fairs could well admit. For although he had in a- 
" quary fetled all matters in that Country, yet it was 
not till the latter end of April following that he de- 
parted thence. (g) For Appian tells us, he had been 
nine months in Agypf at this time, and he came not 
thither till towards (4) the end of Fuly in the pre- 
ceding year. Having (4) taken Arfinoe prifoner in 
this War, he carried her to Rome with him, and 
caufed her to be there led in bonds before him in his 
Triumph, but after that fhow was over, he (&) dil-

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mift her from her imprifonment. But being (/) ba- 
nifhed by him from £gyp/, that fhe might not create 
new troubles in that Kingdom to the difturbance of 
that fettlement of affairs, which he. had there made, 
fhe took up her refidence in the Province of the 
Proper 4/2; for there Antony found her after the 
Battle of Philippi, and (m) at the requeft of Cleopatra 
caufed her to be put to death. Before Cefar de- 

arted from Alexandria, {n) in acknowledgment of 
the affiftance he had from the ews, he confirmed all 
their privileges in that City, and ordered a pillar to 
be there ereéted, whereon by his command all thefe 
privileges were engraven, and alfo his Decree con- 
firming the fame. : 

That which haftned Cz/ar out of Egyp# at this time 
was the War of Pharnaces King of the Cimmerian 
Bofphorus, Son of Mitbridates late King of Pontus, 
For (0) finding the Romans deeply engaged in the Ci- 
vil Wars between Cz/ar and Pompey, he ‘took the 
advantage hereof to attempt the recovery of his Fa- 
ther’s Dominions in fa, And therefore leaving 
Afander his Lieutenant in Bofpborus, he pafled the Euxin 
Sea, and took poffeffion of Colchis, and the Leffer 
Armenia, and feveral places in Cappadocia, Pontus, 
and Bithynia. After the Battle of Pharfalia, (p) Ca- 
far had tent Domitius Calvinus with part of his Army 
againft him, committing to his Government all the 
Provinces of Leffler 4fia. But Domitius (q) having 
the misfortune to be vanquifhed in this War, Phar- 
naces thereon made himfelf mafter of all the remain- 
ing parts of Pontus and Cappadocia, and being puffed 
up with this Succefs, carried it with great Pride and 
Cruelty towards all in the Roman Intereft, and hav-.

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ing feifed all Bitaynia, was preparing to pafs from 
thence into the Province of Proper 4fa. An account 
of all this coming to Cefar in Egypt, (r) it rouled 
him up from that Lethargy, which Cleopatra’s Charms 
had bewitched him into, and put him again upon | 
Action; whereon leaving part of his Forces in Egypt © 
for the protection of Cleopatra, (s) he paffed about 
the end of April with the reft into Syria. While 
he was in that Country, (¢) Autigonus the Son of 
 Ariftobulus late King of the Jews came to him, and 
much lamenting his Father’s and Brother’s death, (the 
former of which had been poifoned, and the other. 
beheaded for being adherents to his Caufe) prayed 
him to take Compaffion of him, and reftore him to 
his Father’s principality, and at the fame time made 
heavy complaints of Astipater and Hyrcanus, and of 
the wrongs which he faid he had fuffered from them. 
Bat Antipater being then attending upon Czfar de- 
fended his own and Ayrcanus’s Caule io well againft 
him, that Cez/ar rejecting the Accufations of Antigo- 
mus as of a turbulent and feditious Perfon, Decreed 
(4) that Hyrcanus fhould hold the office of High- 
_ Prieft at Ferufalem, and the Principality of Judea 
with it to him and thofe of his Family after him in 
perpetuity of Poficffion, and appointed 4utipater to 
be Procurator of Fudea under him, and ordered this 
Decree to be engraven in Tables of Brafs in Greek and 
Latin, and to be hung up in the Capitol at Rome, 
and in the Temples of Zyre, Sidon, and Askalon in 
Phenicia. By virtue of which Decree Hyrcanus was 
again re-eftablifhed in the Sovereignty of Judea, the 
Ariftocracy of Gabinius abolifhed, and the Govern- 
ment again reftored to the fame State, in which it 
had been under him and the great Sanbedrim, before

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Gabinius made that alteration in it which hath been 
above mentioned, All this was brought about by. 
Antipater. For he was a Perfon of that Wifdom 
and Forefight, and thereby had acquired fuch an in- 
tereft’ in Fudea, Arabia, Syria, and ‘all Paléftine, 
that he made himfelf neceffary to all Roman Gover- 
nors that came. into thofe parts, and to none was he 
more fo than unto Cz/ar, who owed-his deliverance 
at Alexandria, and the Succefs with which he con- — 
cluded that War, wholly to him. For without him 
Mithridates could never have raifed that Army for 
his affiftance, by the help of which he» conquered, 
And he was by this. time grown ftrong in his Fami- 
ly, as well as in his intereft.and power.» For (w) he 
had by his Wife Gprus, four. Sons now grown up to 
maturity, of age, and of great Reputation for Va- 
lour and. Wiidoms the eldeit was: Pha/aelus, the fe- 
cond Herod, the third, Fofeph, andthe youngeft. Phe- 
vorass and be had-alfo by the’ fame; Wiie a Daughter 
called »Saleme,, who was. the Evisinys -of her Family, 
continually. creating Feuds, and Divifions in it by her 
Intrigues,, whereby the very often perplext her! Bro- 
ther fered’s Affairs, and yet «maintained. an;.intereft 
with bim to his laft,. Her Chara&ter will be beft 
underftood by. her Actions which’ will be hereafter 
related. um ete . RIE 
| Cefar after: fome. ftay. in Syria, (x) made Sextus 
Cajar his Kinfman Prefident. of. that Province, and 
then .(y) haftned _Northward againft Pharnaces. On 
his. arrival where the Kaemy was, he without giving 
arly refpite cither to himfelf or them. (@) immediately 
fell-on, and gained ah abfolute ViGory over them; 
an account whereof-he wrote to a friend of his in 
thefe (2) three words, VEU Vidl, Vict, hve t Came,

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I faw, F overcame; which fhort expreffion of his 
Succefs very aptly fetting forth the fpeed whereby he 
obtained it, he affected it fo much, that afterwards 
when he triumphed for this Victory, (a) he caufed\ 
thefe three words to be written on a Table, and 
carried aloft before him in that Pompous Show, 
This Victory mate (2) near the place where 
Yriarius was vanquifhed by Mithridates, it thereby re- 
a. the Honour of the Roman Militia, which was 
oft by that defeat. After this, all being (c) again 
recovered that Pharnaces had poffeffed himfelf of in 
this War, he (d) fled to Sinope with a thoufand 
~horfemen, which were the whole remainder of ‘his 
vanquifhed Army, and paving flain the Horfes, he 
put the Men on board his Ships in that Port, and 
‘Bites with them back to Bofphorus. But. (e) Afander, 
whom he left his Lieutenant in that Country, hav- 
ing by this time fet up for himfelf, he was no fooner 
landed, (f) but the Ufurper gat him into his power, 
and having put him to death, reigned ‘in his _ftead. 
Hereon Czfar (g) gave Mitbridates the Pergamenian 
that Kingdom in reward for the Service he did him 
in Egypt, and at the fame time made him one of . the 
Tetrarchs of Galatia; the (2) latter he had a Title to 
in the right of his Mother, who was defcended from 
one of the former Tetrarchs, and the former he 
_ might have laid claim to in the right of his Father, 
For he was (i) fuppofed to have been the Son of King 
Mitbridates, his Mother having been one of his Con- 
cubines after the death of Menodotus of Pergamus her 
- Hiusband, and therefore he was bred up by that Prince, 
and called by his name. But Czar in making him

’ () Hirtius de Bello roca ay 
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King of Bo/phorus gave him only an. empty Title. 
For the pofleffion being in ander, he was to reco- 
ver it by war, in the profecution of which, inftead 
of gaining the Kingdom he (é) loft his life, being van- 
quifhed and flain in battle by A/ander ; who after this 
held the Kingdom of Bofphorus without any further 
oppofition, the Romans, by reafon of their inteftine 
broils, that ftill continued among them, not being 
at leifure to give him any difturbance. Cefar having 
fettled all matters in Pontus, Cappadocia, and the other 
parts of Lefer Afia, (1) returned through Greece to 
Rome, and was there again chofen Di@ator for the en= 
fuing year. . 
In the interim (m) Antipater having accompanied 
Ca/ar through all Syria to the utmoft confines of the 
Province, there took his leave of him, and returned 
again into Fudea, And foon after going through 
that Country in a general Progrefs over it, he fettled 
the Civil Government under Hyrcanus in all parts of 
it according to Cafar’s Decree, in the fame manner 
as it had been before Gabinius’s alteration 3 and (a) 
appointed Pha/aelus his eldeft Son to be Governor of 
Ferufalem, and Herod his fecond Son to be Governor 
of Galilee, he being then twenty five years old. The 
printed Books of Yo/fephus have it, that Herod was at 
this time only fifteen years old, but that is an age 
which doth not fuit with fuch a Charge, or the Ac« 
tions which he immediately performed in it, and be- 
fides. it doth not accord with what Tofephus hath elfe- 
where written. For {peaking of the laft Sicknefs, 
of which Hered died about 44 years after this time, 
he tells us, that he fell into it (0) about the feven- 
ticth year of his age, But if he were now but fif- 
teen, he could not have exceeded the 6oth year of his 
age, when that Sicknefs firft feifed him. It is moft

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likely fome Tranfcriber by miftake wrote (te) the 
numerical Greek Letters for 15, inftead of (xe) the _ 
numerical Letters for 25, and from that Copy the 
miftake hath been tran{mitted into our printed Books, 
Herod being of a very aétive genius, and in the Vis 
gour of his youth, was no fooner in his Government, 
but (p) to fignalize himfelf therein, he. fell upon a 
knot of Thieves, who much infefted Galilee and the 
neighbouring parts of Cel-Syria, and having taken 
Hezekiah their Ring-leader with feveral of his Affo- 
Ciates, he put them all to death, whereby he gained 
great Reputation among all of thofe parts, and made 
his name known with honour to Sextus Cefar the 
Prefident of the Province. But thofe. who. envied 
the Profperity of Antipater, and the growth and 
greatnels of his Power, laid hold of this handle to 
accule Herod to Hyrcanus for putting thefe men to 
death without legal Trial, and prevailed with him 
fo far as to obtain a Citation from him to fummons 
Herod to anfwer for it before the Sanbedrim; where 
having made his appearance cloathed in Purple, and 
furrounded with his Guards, this fo over-awed the 
Sanbedrim, that they fat all filent, not one of them 
Opening his mouth to fay a word againft the Crimi- 
nal, excepting only Sameas, who being the only man 
among them of that Integrity and Courage as not 
to be frighted out of his Duty, on the Silence of -all 
the reft rofe up, and firft accufing Hered of auda- 
cioufnefs in thus appearing in an habit not proper for 
a Criminal, and of violence in bringing fuch an ar- 
med force with him into the Court, as if he intend- 
ed'to make the publick adminiftration of Juftice 
more dangerous to the Judges, than to the Male- 
factor ; in the next place turned his Accufation upon 
Hyrcanus and the Court, and upbraiding them of their 
Cowardife in permitting this, he prophetically told 
them, that though they were now for {paring He.

For when Herod came 
to’ be King of Fudea, he did put every one of them 


~ go death, (excepting this Sameas’ and Pollio his Ma- 


fter) and alfo’ Ayrcanus himfelf, as will be’ hereafter 
related. However Hyrcanus did all -he could to’ get 
Herod to be acquitted, being influenced hereto ‘not 
only by his affection for’ the young Man, but alfo by 
a menacing Letter. which he had received -from 
Sextus Cafar in his behalf. But the major part of 
the Court now roufed by Sameas’s Speech being in- 
clined to condemn him, he could not gain him an 
Acquittal, and therefore .to fave him from a Sentence 
of Condemnation, he adjourned the Court to the 
next day, and in the interim: advifed Hered ‘to’ -be 
gone; who accordingly in the night withdrawing 
from Jerusalem, went to Damajcus, and there putting 
himfelt under the Proteétion of Sextus Cefar, whem 
he found in that place, he defied the Sanbedrim, ‘and 
did from thence let them know, that he would ap- 
pear no more before them; which they refented ‘with 
ereat indignation, but could now no. otherwife  exprefS 
jt, than by venting their Complaint againft Ayrcanus 
for permitting it to be thus done, 

On Heroa’s coming to Sexius Cefar (q) he fo far 
shat ingratiated himfelf with him, that for a 
Anno 46. fam of Money,. with which he. prefented 
at him, he obtained of him the Government 
~ "of Cale-Syria, Whereon he got together 
an’ Army, and marched with it into Judea to be re- 
venged on /yreanus and the Sanbedrim, intending no 
lefS than to depofe A’yrcanus, and cut off the whole 
Sanbedrim, becaufe of the indignity they made him 
undergo by their late procefs againft him. But z- 
tipater and Phafael interpofing made him defift from 
this Attempt. . hi

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_ Scipio and Cato (r) heading the Remains of Pom. 
pey’s Faétion in Africa, and having with the affiftance 
of Juba King of Mauritania made themselves matters 
of all that Province, and gotten forces together fuf= 
ficient to enlarge themfelves further, Ce/ar in the 
latter part of the former Year had paffed over thi- ~ 
ther to fupprefs them, and having there rendezvoufed 
all his forces together about the middle of Fanuary 
this Year immediately marched againft the Enemy; 
and in the beginning of the February following coming 
to a battle with them gave them a total Overthrow, 
whereon Cato flew himielf at Utica, and Scipio, Fuba, 
Petreus, and the other Chiefs, who commanded in this 
War, perifh’d in their fight; and Ce/er having fettled 
the Province returned again to Rome, carrying with 
him Juba the Son of King Fuba, then.a Lad (s) whom 
he caufed to be led before him in his Triumph inftead 
of his Father. However from this Captivity he gained 
the benefit of having-a Roman Education, (¢) whereby 
he became one: of the learnedeft Men of the Age in 
which he lived ; in regard whereto Auguftus afterwards 
made him King of Getulia in Africa, and gave him: in 
marriage Cleopatra Selene the Daughter of Queen Cleo- 
patra by Mare Antony. The eminenteft of his Works 
was his Roman Hiftory, which he wrote in Greek, and 
is quoted often and with great approbation by the 
Ancients, but is now wholly loft, as are alfo all his 
other Works.. Oneof them, which was of the Af- 
fairs of Affjriaand colleéted mofily from the Writ- 
ing of Berofus, would have been of great ufe to us 
‘in the writing of this Hiftory, had it been ftill ex- 
tant. But betore C2zfar left Africa, (4) he gave or- 
ders for the rebuilding of Carthage, and the fame 
year was Corinth alfo rebuilt by his like order; fo 
that as thefe two famous Cities were deftroyed in the

fame year, they were now both of them juft an hun- 
dred years after again rebuilt in the fame year. And: 
two Years after. Roman Colonies (w) were fent into’ - 
each of them for the replenifhing of them with new’ 
Inhabitants. From this Colony at Corinth were defcend- 
ed thofe Corinthians, to whom St. Paul wrote his two 
Epittles. 

At this time (*) Cecilius Baffus created great Dif- 
orders in Syria. He (x) was a Roman of the Eque- 
firian Order and had fought on the Side of Pompey in 
the Battle of Pharfalia; after that overthrow he fled’ 
to Tyre, and there lying hid under the difguife of a 
Merchant affociated feveral to him, that had been fa- 
vourers of Pompey’s caufe, and underhand engaged in’ 
his party many of the Roman Soldiers, that came thi-’ 
ther to garrifon the City. Whereon being at length 
taken notice of by Sextus Cefar for thefe doings, and 
called before him: to anfwer for them, he pretended to 
be going to the afliftance of Mitbridates of Pergamus for 
the recovery of the Kingdom of Bo/phorus given him 
by Czfar, and that all his preparations were in order 
thereto ;.and having perfuaded Sextus to believe him 
he was difmiffed as innocent ; whereby having gained 
farther Opportunity for the carrying on of his Plot, 
as foon as he had gotten into it a number of Confpi- 
rators fufficient for the putting of it in Execution, he 
feifed Tyre; and giving out that Cze/ar was vanquifh- 
ed and flain in Africa, and that thereon he was now 
appointed to be Governor of Syria, he affumed ‘the 
‘Title of Prefident of that Province, and by this for- 
gery having augmented his forces to the bulk of an 
Army he marched out with them againtt Sextus Ce- 
Jer; but being vanquifhed and beaten he was’ forced 
to retreat back to Zyre, and there lie by for fome

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time to be cured of his wounds received in the Con- 
flict; whereby being difcouraged from attempting 
any thing further by open force againft Sextus, he at 
length by Treachery and underhand dealing worked 
his deftruction. For this Sextus Ce/ar being a young 
man much given to Voluptuoufnefs, and making his 
Army to attend him in all places, where he went for 
his pleafure, this much difgufted his Soldiers; which 
Bagjus having full notice of inftigated them by his 
Emifiaries to kill him, which they having accordingly 
effected, they all thereon declared for Bajffas, and 
joined themfelves to him, excepting only fome few 
who detefting this Affaffination feparated from the 
reft, and retired into Cilicia, Whereon Baffus feizing 
~ Mpamea fortified that place, and made it the feat of 
his refidence, and there took on him the Govern- 
ment of the whole Province. But (y) Antiftius Vetus 
having put himfelf at the Head of thofe who had 
thus retreated into Giicia, and drawn to him {feveral 
others of the Cz/arian Party in that Country, marched 
back with them into Syria. And there the Sons of 
Antipater having joined him with Auxiliaries from 
Judea fent him by their Father, and others doing 
the fame from other parts, fome to revenge the mur- 
der of Sextus out of the Abhorrence they had of that 
faét, and others to court the favour of the Diétator, 
he became enabled thereby to drive Baffus out of the 
field, and having cooped him up in Apamea there 
befieged him with a clofe fiege, But Bafus being a 
valiant man and skilful foldier, defended himfelf fo 
well that 4utiftius not being able to get any advantage 
againft him was forced towards the end of the year to 
retreat, and refpite all Hoftilities for a while, *till better 
furnifhed with new preparations, and more forces for 
war. 
 Cafar being returned from his African expedition 
undertook the reformation of the Roman Kalendar,

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and happily (2) effected it by forming the’ Julian 
year, which the world hath had the benefit ‘ot ‘ever 
lince. This belonged to him to do (2) as High: 
Priett of Rome, which was an office he had long been 
in before he was either Dictator or Conful, and there 
was now.very great need for this to be done.. For 
at this time by reafon of the faults of the former _ 
Kalendar the beginning of Yanuary was carried back 

jet 24 V to the time of our prefent Michaelmas¥ and all their 

folemn times and feftivals were put out of their due 
order by this means. The former year, which the 
Romans went by till this time, confifted of twelve 
Lunar months; but twelve Lunar months fallin ele- 
ven days fhort of a Solar year, it was the office of 
the High-Prieft with the College of the Pontifices 
to add fuch intercalations as fhould make all: even ; 
this they ufually did by cafting in another month every 
fecond year which did alternatively confift of twenty 
two days one time and twenty three another: This 
fhort month was called Merkidinus ; and the place in 
the Roman Kalendar, where it was intercalated, was 
between the 23d and the 24th of February. But. the 
Pontifices, who had the Authority of making thefe 
intercalations, executing it very arbitrarily, fome-— 
times irregularly intercalating the month Merkidinus 
where they ought not, and fometimes as irregularly 
omitting to intercalate it where they ought, accord. 
ing as they had a mind to prolong or abbreviate the 
time of the annual Maeiltrates then in office, hereby 
it came to pais, that great diforders got into the po- 
litical as well as into the aftronomical part of the

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year; and therefore for the bringing of a remedyto 
both, Czfar found it necefiary to make this reforma- 
tions which effectually prevented. all fuch diforders 
for the future. For hereby he fettled the year to a 
fixed and ftated form always to go unvariably the 
fame, without leaving it to any man’s arbitrary power 
to’difturb it, which he (z) accomplifhed by thefe 
following methods. 1ft, He abolifhed. the Lunar 
year confifting of twelve Lunar months, or 355 days, 
which the Romans had hitherto’ gone by, and inftead 
thereof introduced the ufe of the Solar year, confift 
ing of the time in which the Sun goes through the 
Zodiac and comes about again to the fame point 
from which it did fet out. 2dly, Having according, 
to the beft obfervations of thofe’ times ftated this re+ 
volution to be made in 365 days and fix hours, of 
thefe he made his Solar year to confift. 3dly, Thefe 
365 days he diftributed into twelve political or arti- 
ficial months inftead of the lunar and natural months 
beforé in ufe, which confifted fome of 31 days, and 
fome of 30, and one, that is February, of 28 days. 
4thly, The fix hours over and above in four years 
making a day, he added it in the beginning of every 
fifth year, making that year thereby to confift of 
366 days, and this is that which we call the Leap 
year. gthly, This day he added between the 23d 
and the 24th day of February in the fame place in the 
Roman Kalendar, where formerly their imtercalated 
month Merkidinus was inferted in their old forms; 
and this addition being made by putting the latter of 
thofe days twice in the Kalendar, and that day being 
there called (2) Sextus Kalendarum, the putting of 
this Sextus dies bis, i. e. twice, is the reafon why this 
Leap year is called unus Biffextilis in Latia, and 
from hence by us the Biffextile. But in our Alma- 
nacks inftead of putting this 24th day of February 
twice in the faid Leap years we number on the days

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as before, fo as in every fuch-Leap’year to make that 
month confift of 29 days. 6thly, He began this year 
at the (c) Kalends, or the firft of January, on which 
all the annual Magiftrates of the Romans firft en- 
tered on. their offices, .7thly, This firft of Fanu- 
ary he then fixed to the (d) winter Solftice, though 
now it hath over-run that time feveral days, by  rea- 
fon that the faid Fukan Solar year is eleven mi- 
nutes longer than the natural Solar. year. For the 
natural Solar year according to the beft and accu- 
rateft obfervations confifts of no more than 365 days, 
five hours and forty-nine minutes, but the Julian 
containing 365 days and fix hours, confifts of eleven 
minutes more, which in 130 years making a day, 
this hath occafioned that every 130 years the firft of 
January in the Fulian Kalendar over-runs that time 
of the natural year, where it was firft placed, one 
whole day, which is the only fault that is to be 
found in this form. (e) Gregory the 13th, Pope of 
Rome, in the year 1582, endeavoured. to correét this 
fault by propofing a new form, which from his 
name is called the Gregorian, wherein he ordained, 
that in every four Centuries three Leap years fhould 
be omitted, that is one in the beginning of each of 
the three firft of them without making any altera- 
tion in the fourth. This indeed brings the matter 

- nearer to the truth, but doth not fully reach it, And 
therefore it hath not. met with fuch general approba~ 
tion, bur chat ftill in all the Dominions of the King

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Of Great Britain, as well asin fome other places, the 
ulian form is ftill retained as the better of the two. 
The reckoning by this. daft .is.called the Old Stile, 
and the reckoning by the other the New. 8chly, 
Cefar to bring this. form into’ practice, *befides ; the 
smonth _Merkidinus, which was intercalated in Febru- 
ary, added-to this prefent/ year two. other? months 
_more, which he inferted between the months of: No- 
vember and December, fo that thereby he made that 
syear to confift of 445 days, that is 355 days for the 
ordinary Roman year, 23 for the intercalated. month 
Merkidinus, and 67 days for the other months added 
between November and December. All thele added 
together made'this. year the.longeft the Romans ever 
shad, which putting many of their Affairs out of> their 
ufual order, hence it was called. by them the year of 
confufion, In the fettling of this matter Ce/ar made 
ufe of the Affiftance of Sofgenes an Aftronomer of 
Alexandria for the aftronomical calculation, and. that 
of Flavius a Scribe for the forming and digefting of 
it into a Kalendar according to the Roman manner, 
that is in diftributing the days of each month into 
their Kalends, Ides, and Nones, and affixing the 
feftivals, and other folemn times, to the days:in which 
they were to be obferved. But Ce/ar being flain foon 
after this, the Pontifices, who fucceeded in the care 
of this matter, not well underftanding it, (f) inftead 
‘of making the intercalation of the Leap year -after 
every fourth year in“the beginning of the fifth, did.it 
after the third in the beginning of the fourth, and fo 
it went for thirty-fix years following, by which 
means twelve years having,been intercalated or made 
Leap years inftead of nine, the error was then per- 
ceived ; whereon uguftus Czfar then Roman Empe- 
ror, for the bringing of this again to rights, ordered, 
that for the twelve years next enfuing no Leap year 
fhould be at all made, whereby the three fupernume-

Carrbe, he’refigned his own Confalfhip, and (s) fubfti- 
tuted in his ftead Publius Cornelius Dolabella, a young 
man of 25 years of age, (¢) who had married Tuliia 
the Daughter of Cicero. But when all: things were 
ready for this expedition, on the Jdes‘of March, i.e. 
the isth of that month, four days before he intended 
to fet out on it, (z) he was murdered in the Senate+ 
houfe by a Confpiracy of Senators. This was a moft 
bafe and villanous aét, and .was the more fo in that 
the prime Authors of it, Marcus Brutus;  Decimus 
Brutus, Caffius, and Trebonius, and fome ‘others of 
them, were fuch as Ce/ar had in the higheft manner 
obliged; yet it was‘executed under the Notion of an 
High Heroic Virtue, in thus freeing their Country 
from one, whom they called a Tyrant; and there are 
not wanting fuch, as are ready even in our days to 
applaud the act. But divine juftice declared itfelf 
otherwife in this matter. For (w) it purfued every 
one of them that were concerned herein, with fuch 
a juft and remarkable revenge; that they were every 
man of them cut off in a fhort time after in a violent 
manner, either by their own or other mens hands, 
Cefar was a (w) very extraordinary perfon, of great Parts, 
polite Literature, and thorough Abilities in all the 
Arts of War and Civil Government, and of equal 
Diligence and Application in the ufe and purfuit of. 
both. However many of his enterprifes. being en- 
tered upon with great rafhnefs, this abundantly 
proves, that he owed the fuccefs which he had in 
them only to an over-ruling power of Providence on 
his fide, which having fet him up as a fit inftrument 
for the work which he brought to pafs, carried him 
through all dangers and hazards to the full accom-

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pithivg of it; and after that, when there was no 
more for him to do, caft him off to perith like a 
Rod, which is thrown into the fire, when no more 
to be ufed. The work was God’s, but it being ma- 
lice and ambition that excited him to be the Inftru- 
ment in the execution of it, he juftly had for the re- 
ward thereof that deftruction by which he fell. Hav- 
ing found in two or three of his attempts the hand 
of Providence with him, he afterwards — prefuming 
hereon often ventured on very hazardous undertak- 
ings without having any other profpect of fucceed- 
ing in them, than from the confidence which he had 
in that which he called his good Fortune; and he 
never failed in any of them. For (y) he fought fifty 
_ battles without miffing of fuccefs in any of them un- 
lefs at Pbarus, where he fwam for his Life, and once 
at Dyrrachium, And in thefe battles he is faid to have 
flain (y) eleven, hundred ninety-two thoufand men, 
which fufficiently proves him to have been a terrible 

Scourge in the hand of God for the punifhment of 

the wickednefS. of that Age in which he lived; and 

confequently he is to be reputed the greateft pelt 

and plague that mankind then had therein. But not- 

withftanding this his Actions have with many acquired 
_ great Glory to his name, whereas true Glory is due 
only to thofe. who benefit, not to thofe who deftroy 
mankind. | . 

The murder of Cefar (z) was followed with great 
Confufions and Difturbances all over the Roman Em- 
pire. Antony being Conful, (2) headed the Ce/arean 
Party, and (a) by an oration made at Cé/ar’s funeral 
fo far excited the people againft the murderers, that 
they were all forced to leave Rome; and Antony go- 
verned all there, till Ofavius arrived, (4) This Of#a-

On his hearing of 
it, (f) he immediately paffed over to Brundufum in 
Italy, and as foon as landed there, (f) declaring him-= 

_ felf the adopted Son and Heir of ‘Julius Céfar, inftead’ 
of the name of Caius Ofaviuns, which he had hithers 
to gone by, he called himfelf Caius Fulius Cefar 
Ofavianus, and by this name was afterwards known, 
till that of Ayguftus, which was given him after hig 
Victory at Affium, fwallowed all the reft. The name 
of C/ar immediately on his affuming ‘of it drew to 
him the Soldiery, and moft of the others that had 
been of his Uncle’s party; and therefore as he pafled’ 
from thence to Rome, he was accompanied’ with 4 - 
very numerous attendance, and all the ‘way as he 
went others continually flocked into them to thew 
their refpects to him. “He came (g) to Naples on the 
firft of AZay, from thence approaching Rome, (b) he 
was met and conduéted thither by vaft numbers of 
the Roman people. The next mortiine (4) getting 


about him a great many of his Friends, he prefented

which each having put themfelves upon the utmoft 


firuggle, the adopted fon carried it againft the other, 
both in the Pt of the. People, and the number 
of the Soldiery that reforted to him. Whereon (/) 
Antony was forced to quit Rome, and leave Offavia- 
gus in the fole maftery there, both of the Senate and 
People; which management in thus overwitting one

who had been fo long experienced in all the affairs _ 


both of Peace and War, was a great inftance. of wil- 


_ dom in fo young a man, he being then no more than 


eighteen years old, and going of the nineteenth. For 
(m) he was born on the ixth of the Kalends of Ofo- 
ber, i. ¢. September the 2 gd, in the year before Chrift 

and therefore did not compleat the 19th year of 
his Age, till the 23d of September in this year. ‘(z) 
Antony finding, he could not with the utmoft of his 
endeavours make himfelf ftrong enough to overpower 
Offavianus either in Rome or Italy, marched with all 
the forces he could get together into Gallia Cifalpina, 
with defign to difpofiefs Dectmus Brutus of that Pro- 
vince, who was lately vefted in it by a decree of the

z In the interim, (0) Q, Martius Crifpus coming out 
of Bithynia with three Legions of Soldiers °to the afs 
fiftance of Murcus, the Siege of Apamea was the 
third time renewed and carried on, till Cafius came 
and did put an end to it. Czar (p) a little before 
his death had appointed Cornificius to. go into. Syria 
and take on him that Government,. but afterward - 
Dolabeila, who facceeded Cefar in his Confulfhip, (g) 
had it affigned to him by the Senate, and (7) Cornifi- 
cius was fent into Africa. . But (s) Caffius getting into 
Syria betore Dolabella {eifed that Province by violence: 
For finding that the Cafareans: prevailed in Italy, he 
and Brutus left that Country, and retired to Athens, 
where refolving on a new War with the Ce/fareans, 
in order to raife money and forces for it, Brutus feifed 
Greece and Macedonia, and Caffius Cilicia, Syria, and 
the Faft. ' ‘ i 
firtius and Panfa being the Confuls of the enfae 
“ ing year, (¢) entered on their Office on 
forse the firft of Fanuary; and M. Antony be- 
raph ing declared by the Senate a publick. 
enemy, becaufe of the War which he had 
made.upon Deciyus Brutus, and his befieging of him 
in Mutina, both the Confuls and Offavianus in Com- 
miffion with them were fent to his Relief for the 
raifing of that Siege, in the attempting whereof a

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= Battle being fought, one of the Confuals was 
in, and the other mortally wounded in it; hows 
ever the Victory being on their fide, OSavizgus who 
farvived, reaped the whole benefit of it. For here- 
by he got the whole Army under his fole Com- 
mand, and fo far diftrefled Antony, (u) that he was 
forced in a very broken and abje€t condition to flee 
over'the Alps into Gallia Tranfalpina. But being there 
“received by the Roman Army, which Lepidus com- 
manded in that Province, this brought Ofevianus to 
| am agreement with him, by which a (w) new Trium- 
_ virate being ereéted, the three Generals (that is M. 
_ Antonius, Lepidus, and OGavianus) divided the Roman 
Empire between them. Hence followed the pro- 
fcription of many a noble Roman, among whom by 
order of M4. Antony perifhed Cicero Prince of the Ro- 
man Eloquence. That which influenced them moft 
to the making of this Agreement were the Prepara- 
tions which M4. Brutus and Coffius were making for a 
new war, which made it neceflary for all the Cz/a- 
ream party to unite for their common defence. For 
Brutus having made himfelf mafter of Greece and Ma- 
cedonia, and Caffius of Cilicia, Syria and Paleftine, they 
had each of them gotten together great Armies in 
thofe Countries; Brutus (x) having muftered eight 
Legions in Macedonia, and Caffus (y) twelve in Syria, 
and therefore the Forces of both when united made 
an Army of twenty Legions. 

Caffius on his arrival in Syria (z) found Murcus and 
Marcius Crifpus at the Siege of Apamea. On his com- 
ing thither they both joined him with all their for- 
ces, and Baffus’s. Soldiers compelled him to do the

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fame ;. whereon the City, being furrender’d. on Terms, 
am end was, put to this Siege, and; Cafius: by the addi- 
tion. of thefe three Armies made up. his forces, to-the 
number of eight Legions: Being thus ftrengthened 
he foon brought all Syria to fubmit to him, and they 
did ic the more willingly, becaufe. (@) of the great 
Reputation he had among them, for his faving that 
Country from the Parthiaus, after the overthrow of 
Crafus at Carrhae... Muncus (0) heartily embracing - 
the fame Intereft with Cafius was, continued by him 
in the Government of Syria, and, was, alfo. made. the 
Admiral of his Fleet; but Cri/pus and Baffus not, car- 
ing to engage in this War, were permitted quietly 
to retire. From Syria Caffius (¢) pafled into Phans- 
cia and Fudea, and without any difficulty fecured — 

to him the poffeffion of both thefe Countries. (d) 
While he lay there, d/ienus one of Dolabella’s Lieu- 
tenants was marching thorough Paleftine . with. . four 
Legions fent by Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, to the af 
fiftance of Dolabella; Caffius hearing hereof, got them 
at an advantage, and having furrounded them with, 
double their number, forced them all ta come over 
to him, and hereby made up the twelve Legions of 
which his Army confifted. _ For the maintaining of 
fo numerous a body of men, (¢) he was forced to lay 
heavy Contributions on the Country, and Fudea be- 
ing for this purpofe taxed at feven hundred Talents, 
Antipater, whofe Wifdom was never wanting for the 
peace and welfare of that Country, took {peedy care 
for the anfwering of this fum, committing it to the 
charge of his two Sons Pébaj/eel and Herod, and of 
Malichus, and fome others, forthwith to raife the 
fum, and affigning to. each of them their proper di- 
{tricts for this end, Hered being the firft that brought

felf to the favour of Cafius. But Gophua, Emmaus, 
Edda, Thamna, and fome other Cities of Fudzea be- 
ing found tardy herein, Caffas caufed all the Inha- 
bitants to be fold by Auction for the raifing of the 
money; and Malicbus had like to have been put to 
death by Caffus for his failure in this matter, bute 
that Hyrcanus fent to Cafius an hundred Talents out 
of his own Coffers to redeem him from it. In the 
interim (f) Doladella after a long ftay in the Proper 
Afia for the exacting of Contributions in thofe parts 

pafied into Giicia, there feifed Tarfus, and (g) thence 
_ marched into Syria, and would have enter’d Antioch 
_ as Governor of the Province, but being repulfed 
-thence he took poffeffion of Laodicea, where the In- 
habitants voluntarily called him. Coffas and Mure 
cus heating of this, haftned thither to fupprefs him, 
leaving (4) Herod in the Government of Cale- Syria. 
On their arrival at Laodicea (i) Cafius with the Army 
invefted the place by Land, and Murcus with the 
Fleet by Sea, whereby they fo diftreffed Dolabella, — 
that at laft having taken the place, they left him and 
the chief heads of his party no other way of efcap- 
ing, falling into their hands, but by putting an end 
to their Lives, (&) as fome of them did by their own 
and others by their Servants hands. As to the reft of 
his followers Cafius lifted them among his Legions, and 
fo did put an end to this War. 

While this was a doing in Syria, Malichus was 
acting a very wicked and ungrateful part towards An- 
tipater in Judea. We and Autipater (1) had long been 
the chief fupporters of Ayrcanus’s intereft in ‘fudea 
againft Ariftobulus and his Sons, and next Autipater, 
he was of the greateft Power and Authority in that .

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Country under the Government of Hyrcanus, and was 
a very crafty bufy man, but not being contented to 
be the fecond man next the Prince, (m) he would 
fain have been the: firft, and that efpecially fince he 
was-a natural Few, and the other only an Jdumean; 
and therefore for the accomplifhing of this defign, he 
Jaid a Plot againft the Life of Anzipater, concluding, 

_ that if he were removed, the prime adminiftration of 
all affairs in Judea would of courfe fall into his hands. 
Aniipater having gotten fome notice of his treache- 
rous projections, made preparations againft them. 
But Malichus coming to him, did in fo crafty a man- 
ner’ with Oaths and Proteftations deny the matter, 
that he fully perfuaded both utipater and his Sons” 
into a belief of his Innocency, and a reconciliation 
was made between them. And whereas Marcus on 
his having received. fome account of this man’s inno- 
vating and fa¢tious defigns intended to have put him 
to death for them, he owed it to the interceffion of 
Antipater that he was delivered from this danger. But. 
notwithftanding this obligation his ambition {till hur- 
rying on his wicked defigns, (”) he took the oppor- 
tunity of Aatipaier’s dining one day with Alyrcanus 
to bribe the Butler to give him poifon in his Wine, 
of which he died, and Maiichus immediately thereon™ 
with an armed force feifed the Government of ‘feru- 
Jalem. Towever he ftill endeavoured to perfuade 
Phafaelus and Herod, that he was wholly innocent as 
to this matter. Hered having great indignation againft 
him for this villanous aét would immediately by: 
open force have revenged it upon him. But Pha/ae- 
las being of Opinion rather to execute their revenge 
by Craft and Stratagem, left otherwife they fhould 
run the nation into a Civil War, Hered fubmitted 
hereto. And therefore both of them diffembling 
their refentments carried themfelves towards him, as

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if they believed all he faid: (0) In the mean time 
Caffius being informed by Herod of the manner of 4u- 
tipater’s death gave him leave to revenge it on the 
murderer, and fent his orders to the Commanders of 
his forces at Zyre to be aflifting to him herein. On 
Caffius’s taking Laodicea all the Princes: and chief 
Lords of Syria and Paleftine haftned thither with 
their Congratulations and Prefents, and Ayrcanus with 
Malichus and Herod being upon the road for the fame 
purpofe, on their drawing near to Zyre, where they 
were to lodge that night, Herod invited all the Com- 
y to fup with him, and fending his Servants be- 

re under pretence of providing the Supper, by 
them communicated Caffus’s Orders to the Com- 
manders of the Roman Garrifon in that City; and ac- 
cordingly a Party of armed Men being fent out by 
them, fell on Malichbus as he approached that place, 
rand flew him. Had he come fafe to Zyre, his de- 
fign was by ftealth to have gotten away his Son, 
who was there in Hoftage, and then to have return- 
‘ed into ‘fudea, and there excited the Fews to a re- 
volt, and while the Romans were embroiled in their 
‘Wars among themfelves to have feifed the Country, 
and made himfelf King. But Herod’s plot againtt 
him being the better laid of the two took place for the 
defeating of all that he had thus projected. And thus 
it often happens, that when crafty men lay defigns 
for wicked ends, they meet with others as crafty and 
wicked as themfelves to turn the plot on their own 
heads. - vit 

Coffius having, feveral times (p) fent to Cleopatra 
Queen’ of Egypt for her affiftance, and be- 
ing as often denied; and hearing alfo, that oe. ia 
fhe was fending on the other fide Ships to jas 
the aid of the Triumvirs, refolved to make 
War upon her. Cafar had made her Queen after 
the Alexandrian War, and for form’s fake joined her

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Brother, a Lad of eleven years old, in Copartner- 
fhip with hers »but the whole power by reafon of 
this Minority of the young Prince was in her, .and 
fo it continued till the laft preceeding year 5» But 
then the young King being grown up to be fifteen 

old, and:thereby become capable of tharing the 
Royal Authority, as well as the name, (g) fhe made 
him away by poifon, and at this time reigned alone 
in Egypt ; and ofince the hadireceived ‘her :;Crown (by 
the favour of «Cz/ar, sit was‘a generous Gratitude:in 
her not to fend any Aid to -his:Murderer ; and here- 
by (r) fhe drew the «anger of Cafius upon her: «But 
as he was onchis way ‘to invade cher, (5) he was -cal- 
led ‘back by Brutus, who :by Letters after Letters 
preffed him to»come and join-shim againft the Tri- 
umvirs. “For ithey (¢) -had now gotten together 
an Army ‘of -forty Legions, and had paft -eight of 
them ‘over ‘the driatic, and were following with the 
reft to fall uponvhim. <Hereon Cafius (u) leaving.a 
Nephew of his -with one Luegion to govern Syria in 
his abfence, marched with <all the -reft towards .Bra- 
tus, and (w) joined -him inear Smyrna in the Proper 
Afia, where finding, theméelves ‘Mafters -of -all from 
Macedonia ‘to the Lupbrates, excepting only the Lyci- 
ans ‘and the:Rbodians, («) they thought «it not :conve- 
mient to leave two fuch potent maritime powers un- 
fubdued behind them. And ‘therefore before they 
pafied «any further weftward, (*) Brutus marched 
againit the Lycians, and Coffius failed with the Fleet 
againft the Rbodians, and after they had brought 
both ‘thefe ‘People under ‘them, »(y) «they iagain join- 
ed at Sardis, ()and from. thence paffed over the Hel-

“As foon as'Cafias was-gone out of Syria (d) the

ing gained on ‘their fide Alyrcanus, cand alfo Fwlix 
the Commander of ‘the Roman forces ‘left at ernfa-

Grandaughter of A/yrcanus, that reconciled all differen- 
ces between them, 

However Peace did not long continue. The fup- 
prefled faction foon revived again under another head. 
(f) For they called to them 4atigonus the younger 
Son of Ariffobulus, and under the pretence of reftor- 
ing him to his Father’s Throne, raifed new diftur- 
bances in the Country. Arifobulus his Father, and 
Alexander his eldeft Brother being dead, he.as. heir 
of the Family claimed the Kingdom, which rife.’ 
‘bulus had been poffefled of ; and herein he was fup- 
ported by Marion King of Tyre, Fabius Governor 
of Damafcus, and Ptolemy the Son of Menneus Prince 
of Chalcis; the firft of thefé engaged in this caufe 
out of the hatred he bore to Herod, the fecond for 
the Money which was given to hire him into it, 
and the laft by reafon of the Affinity that was be- 
tween their Families; for he had married a Sifter 
of Aatigonus’s. After Ariftobulus had been poifoned 
by the Pompeians, and Alexander his fon beheaded at 
Antioch, as hath been above related, and the family 
was thereby brought to great Diftrefs, this Ptolemy

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the Son of Menneus, (g) fent Philippion his fon to 
» where the widow of <Arifobulus was retired 
with her remaining children, to bring them all to . 
him to Chalcis, propofing there to provide for them. 
This he did for the fake of the love with which he 
was {mitten for one of the daughters named Alexan- 
dria. But Philippion taking the fame liking to her 
married her on the way, for which his father put 
him to death on his return, and then married her 
himfelf. And by reafon of this Affinity he did all he 
could to promote the intereft of Antigonus (b) who 
being thus affifted by him, and the others mentioned, 
got an Army into the field for the purfuing of his 
Pretenfions. But Herod encountering him on his firft 
entering into Judea gave him a total overthrow, and 
then recovering what Marion had taken in Galilee he 
returned to Yerujalem with Victory and Triumph. 
Antony (i) having after the victory at Philippi pat- 
fed over into Afia to fettle all matters there 
in the Intereft of the Conquerors, exacted “nome 
grievous Taxes and Contributions in all at Nees 
places for the payment of his Soldiers, and 
the fupport of the exceffive Luxury, which he 
thenceforth gave himfelf? up unto. Where-ever he 
-- came after his arrival in thofe parts, he had his Cham- 
. ber-door every Morning thronged at his Levée by 
Kings and Princes from the Eaftern Countries, or by 
Ambaffadors from others of them to folicit his fa- 
vour, and feveral of them brought with them their 
Wives and Daughters, that proftituting them to his 
luft they might thereby the better obtain their ends. 
- Among other Ambaffadors that came to him, (4) 
there were feveral of principal’ Note from the. Na- 
tion of the Fews, who were fent to accufe Phafael

22. & de Bello Judaico 
lib. 1. cap. 10, : “oh . 
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and Herod for ufurping the Government from Alyrca- 
nus, and abufing it to their own ends. But Herod 
being prefent, partly by his many, and partly by his 
intereft with Antony, obtained, that Antony would 
not hear them. For (/) he having received great ob- 
ligations from Antipater, when he ferved under Gadi- 
uius in ‘fude@a, for his fake, much favoured his Sons, 
and Herod on this account had ever after a very great 
intereft with him. .Not long after (m) there came to 
him other Ambafladors -out of Judea from Hyrcanus, 
to pray that the Lands and Territories which Cafius 
had taken from the Feews might be ‘reftored ; and that 
all of that Nation, whom Ca/fius had unjuftly fold 
into Slavery, might be again fet free; both which 
Petitions were readily granted. (z) At Tarfus, Cleo. - 
patra Queen of Egypt came to-him, being fummoned 
to anfwer an Accufation againft her, as if fhe had 
favoured the intereft of Cafius. On her arrival thither, 
by the Charms of her beauty and her. wit, the drew 
him into thofe Snares, which held him -enflaved to 
her as long as he lived, and in the end caufed. his 
ruin. On (@) his coming into Syria he depofed all 
the Tyrants, which Cafius had made in that Coun- 
try.. For on his going from thence to the War 
againft the Triumvirs, for the raifing of money for 
the expences of that expedition (p) he cantoned out 
the greateft part of that Country into fmall Princis 
palities, and fold them to thofe who would give moft 
for them; and thus was it that Marion, who hath 
been mentioned, (¢) came to be King of Tyre. “At 
Daphne near Aatioch (r) an hundred of the Principal 
ews came to him in another “Embafly with the fame 
complaints againft. the Sons of Antipater. as the

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former. Antony now gave them an hearing, .and A/yr- 
¢anus being prefent, he put it to him to declare, whom 
he thought the ffitteft to manage the Government 
under him, to which he anfwered in favour of the 
two Brothers, being induced hereto by reafon of the 
affinity which he had newly contracted with Herod in 
the Efpoufals of his Grandaughter. Whereon n- 
zony, being otherwife inclined to favour the two Bro- 
thers for the reafon above-mentioned, made them 
both Tetrarchs, and committed all the affairs of Fx- 
dea to. their-adminiftration; and having imprifoned 
fifteen of the Ambaffadors would have put them to 
death, but.that Hered faved them by his Interceffion. 
However they did not give over their Solicitation. 
For (s) on Antony's coming to Tyre, ‘inftead of the 
former hundred there came thither a thoufand to him 
with the fame Accvfations againft the two Brothers, 
swhich Antony looking on as a Tumult rather than an 
Embafly, caufed them to be fali’n upon by his Sol- 
diers, whereon feveral of them were flain, and .more 
wounded, | Pe 
Antony wanting money to pay his Army (¢) fent all 
his Horfe to Paluyra to take the Plunder .of that 
City inftead of their Pay. This was an ancient City 
in Syria formerly called TIadmor, The holy Scrip- 
tures (u) make mention of it by this name, and tell 
us that it was built. in the Defart by Solomon King of 
ITfrael (w) after his having vanquilhed and brought 
under him. the Kingdom of Hamath Zoba, in which 
it was fituated. When the Greeks became Matters 
of thofe Countries, they (w) gave it the name .of Pal- 
Myra, which it retained for feveral Ages after; and 
under it, about the middle of the third Century af- 
ter Chrift, grew famous by being made (y) the-Seat

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of the Eaftern Empire under Odenathus and Zenobia. 
But when the Saracens became Lords of the Eaft 
they again reftored to it the old name of Tadmor ; 
and that it hath ever fince born even to this day. 
But it is now famous for nothing elfe but. its ruins; 
which are (2) the moft auguft that are at prefent any 
where to be found; and thefe truly prove how great 
the Magnificence, Riches, and Splendor of this an- 
cient and noble City was in former times. It is 127 
miles north of Damajcus on this fide the Expbrates, 
at the diftance of a day’s Journey from that. River. 
The Situation of it is much like what: that of Am- 
monia in the Defarts of Libya is defcribed to have — 
been. For (a) it is built on an Ifland of firm Land, 
which lies in the midft of a vaft ocean of Sand in 
fandy Defarts furrounding it on every fide. Its neigh- 
bourhood to the Euphrates having placed it in the 
confines of two potent Empires, that of the Par- 
thians on the Eaft, and that of the Romans on the 
Weft, it hapned often, that in times of War they 
were grinded between both. But in times of Peace 
they made themfelves fufficient amends (4) by their 
Commerce with each of them, and the great Riches, 
which they gained thereby. For the Caravans from 
Perfia and India, which now unload at Aleppo, did in. 
thofe times unload at Palmyra, and from thence the. 
eaftern Commodities’ which’ came over-land being 
carried ‘to the next Ports on the Mediterranean were 
from thence tranfmitted into the Weft, and the 
weftern Commodities being through the fame way 
brought from the faid Ports to this City were. there 
loaden on the fame Caravans, and on their return 
carried back and difperfed over all the Eaft. So that 
as Zyre, and afterwards Alexandria, were the chief 
Marts for the Eaftern Trade, that was carried on by 
Sea; Palmyra was for fome time the chief Mart for 
i a a a

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fo much of that Trade as was carried on by Land. 
By the means whereof, that place being very much 
enriched, Antony thought with the Plunder of it 
to have paid off his Cavalry; and for this purpofe 
fent them thither. But the (c) Palmyrenians having 
_ timely notice of the defign, had before their arrival 
removed all their Families and Effects to ‘the other 
fide of the Euphrates, where the invaders not being 
able to come at them they were forced to return 
without the Prey they came for ; and on their recefs 
the Palmyrenians came back again to their Houfes, 
and being exafperated by this ill ufage did thence- 
forth put themfelves under the Protection of the Par-. 
thians, which became one of the principal Caufes of 
the fecond Parthian War. 

Cleopatra (d) having accompanied Autony as far as 
Tyre there took her leave of him, and returned into 
Egypt, but left him fo enfnared in the fetters of 
Amour to her, that he could not ftay long behind, and 
therefore (¢) having appointed Plancus to be his Lieu- 
tenant in Lefer Afia, and Saxa in Syria, he made hatte 
_ after her to Alexandria, and there (f) fpent the whole 
~ énfuing Winter with her in a moft fcandalous con- 

verfation of Luxury and Lafcivioufnefs. In the In- 
terim (g) all Syria and Paleftine being grievoufly op- 
_ prefled with the Taxes which were impofed on them, 

(4) the Aradians and fome others flew thofe who were 
fent to gather them, and thereon joined with the 
Palmyrenians, and thofe Tyrants whom Antony had 
depofed, (7) for the calling in of the Parthians 
againft him, which put the whole Country in the ut- 
moft mifery and confufion.

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this Fnvitation ‘paffed the Euphrates with a great 
Army under the command of Pacorus the King’s Son, ~ 
and Labienus a Roman General of the Pompcian Par- 
ty. This Ladienus was the Son of Titus Ladjenus, 
(2) who had been Ce/er’s Lieutenant in Gallia, and 
one of the chiefeft of his Friends; but afterward 
going over to Pompey became the bittereft of his Ene- 
mies, and was (m) flain fighting againft him in the’ 
battle of A¢uadc. His Son purfuing the fame inte- - 
reft (7) was fent by Brutus and Cafius a little before 
the battle of Pbi/ippi in an Embafly to the Parthian’ 
King to pray his aid for that War; and was folicit- 
ing this matter at the Parthian Court, when that 
Battle hapned; by the ill fuccefS§ whereof (0) being - 
difcouraged from any more returning he continued in 
that Country, and (0) having prevailed with King Ore- 
des to undertake this War (p) was fent with Pacorus 
the King’s Son to be under him the chief Comman- 
der in it. On their entering Syria (g) they vanquifh- 
ed Saxa in battle and forc’d hinyto flee mto Ciiiciz, - 
and after this having divided the Army between them, 
Labienus with one part of it purfued Saxe into Cilicia, 
and having there flain ‘him (r) over-ran all the Lefer’ 
Afia; and forcing Plancus to flee thence into the 
Ifles, broughr all places under him as far as the He/= 
lefpont and the Egean Sea. And at the fame time 
Pacorus with the other part of his Army (s) fabdu’d 
all Syria and Phenicia, as. far as Tyre, which alone 
ftood ouc againft him. For the Remainder of the

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Roman Forces in that Country having gotten thither 
before him held out that place, fo that he could not 
make himilelf. mafter of it. ‘ 
_ Antony (4), being roufed up by the Accounts 
brought him at Alexandria of the ill State ’ 
of his Affairs in Italy, as wellas in Syria 47 40. 
and Lefer Afia, early in the enfuing Spring ah, 2 
took his leave of Cleopatra to carryaRe- "| * 
. medy to them, For (#) in Ltaly, Fulvia his Wife, 
and Lucius. Antonius his Brother, (who had been 
Conful the. preceding. year) having under the pre- 
tence of fupporting his. intereft engaged in a War 
_againft Ofavianus, were vanquifhed by him, and after 
-the taking, ef Perufia, (where Lucius had fuffered a 
Jong and (w) hard Siege in this Caufe) were both 
driven out of that Country. And what was the ftate 
Affairs in Syria and Lefer Afia hath been related. © 
or the removing of thefe Evils, (x) he firft failed to 
Tyre; but on his putting in there, (y) finding all the 
Country round in the hands of the Parthians, and 
(z) receiving aJfo m that place lamentable Letters of 
complaint from Ju/via concerning her Sufferings 
from Ofavianus, he neglected the foreign Enemy 
to thake War upon the Domeftic, and failed into 
Italy with two hundred fail of Ships againft. Ofavia- 
nus; but on ‘his arrival. thither receiving an account 
(a) that Fulvia was dead at Sicyon; hearkned to the 
advice of his Friends for the making up of all dif- 
ferences with Ofavianus. by marrying Oéavia his 
Sifter, who had lately become a. Widow by the death 
of Marcellus her former Husband, (4) on which Terms

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Peace being made between them, they both went toge- 
ther to Rome, and the Marriage was there folemnized 
with great Pomp and Solemnity. After this the Tri- 
umvirs came to a new partition of the Roman Empire 
between them, by virtue whereof Lepidus had the Pro- 
vinces of Africa, Offavianus, Dalmatia, the two Gallja’s, 
Spain and Sardinia ; and Antony all the Eaftern Province 
beyond the Adriatic. And the War againft the Par- 
thians was committed to his charge, and that againft 
Sextus Pompeius (who had feifed Sicily) to Ofavianus ¢ 
and Italy, it was agreed, fhould be common to them 
both for the raifing of Forces for thefe Wars, 
In the main time, Ladienus (0) ravaged all the Le/- 
fer Afa; And (c) Pacorus having taken in Sidon and 
Ptolemais, fent a Party to invade Fudea for the 
making of Antigonus the Son of Ariftebulus King of 
that Country. For Pfolemy the Son of Menmeus - 
Prince of Chalcis (d) dying this year, (¢) Ly/anias his 
Son, who fucceeded him in that Principality, having 
a great Intereft. with Barzapbarnes, a chief Com- 
mander of the Army that followed Pacorus, con- 
trated with him in thé behalf of Antigonus, (to whom 
he was allied in the manner as hath been above-men- 
tioned) that for a thoufand Talents, and five hundred 
Jewifh Women to be given to the Parthians by An- 
tigonus, they fhould reftore him to his Father’s King- 
dom; which Contract being confented to and rati- 
fied by Pacorus, he fent from Ptolemais a part of his 
Army under the Command of his Cup-bearer, called 
alfo Pacorus, to put it in execution. Whereon 4n- 
tigonus having gotten together an Army of Jews 
from about Mount Carmel, and elfewhere, marched | 
with them into Fudea, and the (f) Cup-bearer fol-

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lowed to fupport him. Aytigonus having vanquithed 
in battle thofe that firft came forth to oppofe him, 
rfued them unto Ferufalem, where having gotten 
into the City, many Skirmifhes hapned between him 
and the two Brothers; in which. the Antigonians be- 
ing worfted, were forced to take Shelter in the 
Mountain of the Temple, and the other Party fit 
ed the Palace; and from thefe two places, as the 
Head Quarters of the two Parties, they frequently 
- fallied upon each other; and thefe. Holtilities. were 
continued between them till the Feaft of Pentecoft, 
when great numbers of People coming to Feru/alem 
from all parts to this Holy Solemnity, and fome join- 
ing on one fide, and fome on the. other,. this produ- 
ced fach, great diftraétions, and fuch fhedding of 
blood. in every part of the City, as moved both Par- 
ties to think of 2 Compofure, of thefe Troubles. 
Hereon Antigonus fubdoloufly propofed the calling in 
of the Cup-bearer to arbitrate all Differences be- 
tween them. (For he having followed. Autigonus ac- 
cording to the Orders of his Mafter, was then with 
his Forces encamped without the Walls of the City.) 
Which Propofal being accepted of, the. Cup-bearer 
with five hundred of his Horfe.was received into 
feu alem, and he taking his lodging .at Pha/zel’s 
e, and being there kindly entertained as his Gueft, 
made ufe of this Opportunity to work his Hoft into 
fuch a confidence in him, as to be drawn by his 
treacherous Perfuafions to go on an Embafly to Bar- 
zapharnes (who then governed Syria under Pacorus) 
as being made believe by this fubtile Parthian, that 
it was the certaineft way to gain fuch a Settlement of 
his Affairs, as would be beft to his content. And 
therefore taking Hyrcanus along with him, he went 
on this Journey, wholly againft the Opinion of Hes 
rod, who having no faith in the Parthians, blamed 
his Brother’s credulity in this matter. The Cup- 
bearer conducted them on their way with part of his ~ 
lore leaving the other part at ‘Yerufalem. When 
the Ambafladors came into Galilee, they were met with 
‘ a

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a Guard from Barzapbarnes to conduct them to him, 
and the Cup‘bearer returned again to Ferufalem. 
Barzapharnes at firft received them with an appear- 
ance of kindnefs, till he thought the Cup-bearer was | 
returhied again to Ferufalem, and had thete feifed He- 


god according to the orders that were given him. - 


But as foon as (by computing the time) he’concluded’ 
this was done, (g) he caufed both Pha/ae/ and Hyrca- 
nus to be feifed and put into Chains. Herod having 
timely intelligence hereof, before any part of the in- 
tended Treachery could be éxecuted upon him, got 
away from Yerufalem in the night, taking with him. 
all his Family, and the beft of his Effects, and as 
many Soldiers in his pay as he had then at hand for 
their Guard, and made the beft of his way’ towards 
Maffada (b) which was-a Caftlée built on the top of 
a very high: Mountain near the weft fide of the Lake 
Afphaltites,- and the ftrongeft Fortrefs «in all- that 
Country. Tn his march’ thither he was feveral times ~ 
affaulted both by ‘the Parthians purfuing him, and 
alfo by the Fews-of the oppofite Faétion, but in alf 
thefe Confliéts he had the better of them; and hav- 
ing more efpecially in one of them, which was 
fought with the Jews of Antigonus’s Party at the di- 
ftance of about feven miles from Ferufalem, gotten a 
more rémarkable’Advantage, than in any of the reft; 
he there afterwards built a yery famous (7) Palace 
called Heredium in memory of it. On his coming td — 
Reffa in Idumea, his brother Fofeph met him with 
fuch further Forces as he could ‘get together for his 
affiftance. But on their drawing near to Maffada, 
that place not being capable of containing all thé 
Company, Hered ‘difmiffed nine thoufand of them. - 
Of ‘the reft he put eight hundred into’ the Caftle, 
with his Mother, Sifter, and the other women. of

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Quality, which he brought with him from Ferufa- 
lem; and then having furnifhed the Fortrefs with’ 
Provifions for feveral months, and left Fo/epb in the 
chief Command of it, he with the remainder of his* 
followers made the beft of his way for Pefra in’ 
Arabia, where Malchus having fucceeded Aretas then 
reigned as King of that Country. Herod having laid 
many Obligations upon him by former Kindneffes and 


Services, thought to have found him his friend in 


this time of need ; but he being one, who like many 
others would not own a friend in adverfity, as foonas 
he heard of Herod’s cafe, fent to him to depart: his’ 
Dominions, pretending for it the command of the 
Parthians. Piereon’ Lerod difmiffing moft of thofe 
that had hitherto followed him, went diteétly for Egypr, 
and on his coming to Rbinocorura in his way thither;

~ For (&) the Parthians, when they found Herod 
gone ftom Ferufalem, after having firft plundered’ the 
place and all the Country round, made Antigonus, ac»

to him. Pbafacl knowing his death to ‘be determined, 
to prevent the Executioner beat out his Brains 
againft the Wall of the Prifon. Hiyrcanus’s Life 
was fpared, but to incapacitate him from being any 
longer High-Prieft, Antigonus caufed his Ears to

For (m) Antony after his agreement with Ofavia- 
nus having fent Ventidius one of his Lieutenants. into , 
the Eaft againft them, he managed this war with 
fuch fuccefs, as foon cleared all the Roman Territories 
of them. His paflage into 4fa (n) was with fach. 
f{peedy expedition, that atriving thither much fooner 
than expected, he furprifed Ladienus with the fudden- 
nefs of his coming, before he was prepared to withftand . 
him. For he had then none of the Parthian Army 
with him, but. only fuch Forces as were made up of 
Roman -Deferters, and thofe Afatics which he had 
gathered up in Syria, Phenicia and Leffer Afia, fince 
his coming over the Euphrates. And therefore not 
daring to ftand the approach of a Roman Army, he 
retreated before them as faft ashe could, till he came 
to Mount Zaurus, where having by the advantage 
of the Mountains encamped. in fuch:a place as fecur= 
ed him from being forced to a battle, he fent to Pa- 
corus for affiftance; hereon an Army of Parthians 
coming thither to his Aid, they had the Romans in 
fuch Contempt, becaufe of their former Viétories 
over them, that they engaged Ventidius, before Labie- - 
wus could come to join them, and therefore bein 
overthrown in this battle, and moft of them cut in 
Pieces, they received the reward which was jufly 
due to their Prefumption. Ladienus’s Soldiers being 
terrified with this defeat of the Parthians all defert- 
ed him and fled, every one fhifting as well as he 
could for himfelf: whereon Ventidius purfuing after. 
them, flew fome of them, and having taken the reft 
lifted them among his own Forces. Labienus makin 
his efcape in a difguife for fome time fculked about 
in Cilicia from one hiding-place to’ another, till at 
length being difcovered by Demetrius (a freed-man. of 
Fulius Cafar’s, whom Axteny had made Governor 
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(#2) Plutarchus in Antonio. Appian. in Parthicis, & de Bellis Civi- 
libus lib. 5. (x) Dion Caffius lib. 48. 
of 
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of Gyprus) he was taken and put to death. After this 
Vidtory (0) Ventidius having recovered all Cilicia, 
marched on to Mount manus, which parted Cilicia 
from Syria; where he met another Army of Partbi- 
ans, who under the Command of Pharnapates one of 
Pacorus’s Lieutenants, had feifed the paffes leading 
into Syria, and thereby endeavoured to hinder his 
further progrefs, But:Wentidius falling on them, flew 
their General, and gained a fecond Victory over 
them as confiderable as the former, and then with- 
out any further oppofition pafied on -into Syria. 
Whereon (p) Pacorus calling all his forces to him 
marched back with all the hafte he was able, and re- 
palling the Euphrates left Syria and all elfe on this 
de that River wholly to the Romans, and all again 
-in thofe Countries returned to their former fubjection 
to them excepting only the radians, who by reafon 
of their having flain thofe that were fent thither to 
her their Taxes, defpairing of pardon held out for 
ome time, till they were at length reduced by force of 

Arms, 

In the interim (g) Herod from Rhinocorura went to 
Pelufium, and from thence to Alexandria, where tak- 
ing Ship, he pafled by the way of Rhodes and 
Brundufium to Rome, and there applying to Antony, 
acquainted him of the lamentable State all his affairs 
in Judea were then in; and earneftly prayed his Aid. 
(r) Antony, on the account of the Friendfhip which 
he had firft with his Father, and afterwards with 
him, pitied. his cafe, and for the fake of a great fum 
of money promifed, undertook to help him, and did 
much more for him than he expected. For whereas 
the utmoft of his defign was. to have obtained the

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“Kingdom for Arjfobulus the Brother of Mariamue, - 
whom he had lately efpoufed, without propofing any 
‘thing further for his own intereft, than that he might 
overn the Country: under him in the fame manner 
as Antipater had under Hyrcanus his (f) Grandfather 5 
Antony procured, that the Crown was given to him, 
contrary to the Cuftom of the Romans commonly 
‘practifed by them ‘in this cafe. . For they ufed not to 
‘pafS over the Royal Line of any dependent King- 
‘dom, and grant the Crown to one that was an. alien 
to it. But Ofavianus being prevailed with to fa- 
‘vour the defign, partly to gratify Astony, and partly 
out of Gratitude to the Family of Antipater for the. 
feafonable help brought by him to Julius Cefar in 
Egypt, their’ joint intereft was not to be withftood. 
And therefore Meffala and Atratinus two noble Sena- 
~ tors, having introduced Hered into the Senate, ‘and | 
there fet forth the merits of him and his Family to- 
ward the Roman People, and the demerits of Anti- 
gonus, and Antony having added that it would be*very 
advantageous to him in his carrying on the Parthian 
war to have Herod King of Fudea, the Royal Dig- 
nity was decreed to him by the unanimous fuffrage 
of the whole Senate, and Antigonus was declared an 
Enemy to the Roman State. And on the rifing of 
the Senate Herod was conducted by the Confuls and 

other Magiftrates up to the Capitol, Ofavianus 

ing on one fide of him, and Antony on the other; 
and the Decree being there depofited among the 
publick records of the State, he was thereon folemn- 
ly inaugurated into the Kingdom according to: the 
Roman Ulage. Having had fo good and expeditious 
fucceis in this matter he made all the hafte back again 
into Fudea that he was able. For having tarried 
Only feven days at Rome for the difpatch of this 
whole Affair, he returned to his Ships at Brundy-

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Genet failing thence with the firft fair Wind. he 
anded at Prolemais towards the end of Summer, {0 that 
he was not above three. Months in all this Journey both 
Bpsaged and, yd ye 
_ On his arrival (s) his firft care was to relieve his 
Mother, Sifter, and other Friends, that were fhut up 
jn Maffada. For (4) Antigonus had befieged them 
with a clofe Siege ever fince his departure, and had 
once brought them to fo great a diftrefs for want of 
_ water, that Fo/epb had refolved to attempt defperate- 
ly to break through the Befiegers, and flee unto 
Malchus in Arabia, For he had heard that Malchas 
had repented of his unkindnels to Herod, and was 
now much better inclined to him and his Party. .But 
the Night before he intended to have put this defign 
in Execution, there fell fuch plentiful Showers. of 
Rain, as filled all their Cifterns, and thereby 
them in a Capacity of holding out till Herod came 
and relieved them. And to relieve them being what 
he had moft at heart, (efpecially for the fake of Ma- 
riauanz his late betrothed Miftrefs, who was a Lady - 
of the greateft Beauty, and the greateft Merit of any 
_ of her time) he did all he could to provide for it. 
For immediately on his return he fet himielf to raife 
men, lifting into his Service as well foreigners as 
ews, and with thofe and fuch Roman Auxiliaries as 
he received from Ventidius and Silo his Lieutenant in 
Paleftine, he made himfelf mafter of all Galilee, fome 
few places only excepted. After this he endeavoured 
to get at Mafada, but not thinking it fafe to leave 
fo {trong a place as Feppa behind him in the hands of 
his Enemies he took in that firft, and then proceed- 
ing to the place intended, and having there raifed 
the Siege, aad received all his Friends, he took in 
Reffaa {trong Fortrels in Jdumea, and marching back 
joined Sila, whom Ventidius had left in Judea, for

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the promoting of his intereft, and encamped with him 
before the Walls of Ferufalem. 
For Ventidius, on his having driven the Parthians 
out of Syria, (v) marched into Paleftine out of pre- 
tence to relieve Fofeph in Maffada, but in reality to 
get as much money as he could; and therefore hav- 
ing appeared before Feru/alem, and thereby frighted 
Antigonus to part with all the money he could get 
together, for the purchafing of his departure, he 
marched back into Syria with the grofs of his Army, 
leaving Si/o with the reft in Judea. And with thefe he 
joined Herod, but did him more hurt than good. For 
following the fame method which Ventidius had lately 
given. him. an example for, he managed this war in 
no other manner, than as it might bring moft mo- 
ney into his own Pocket, receiving great Sums from 
Herod to promote his intereft, and at the fame time 
greater from Antigonus to hinder it; fo that playing 
_ booty on both fides, he {queefed-each of them to 
the utmoft, ‘and truly ferved neither. He helped 
Herod indeed in reducing Yoppa, and on his ‘return 
from Maffada went with him to the Siege of Ferufa- 
lem, but there managed that matter fo, that by en- — 
couraging his Soldiers to mutiny on pretence of 
wanting neceffaries, he made it end ony in the Sac: 
cage of Fericho to the utter ruin of that place, and 
then difmift the Army into winter Quarters; which 
he made Herod provide for them in Idumea, Samaria, 
and Galilee. 
This year was born to Afnius Pollio Confal of 
Rome (u) a fon, whom from his taking of Salone a 
City in Dalmatia he called Saloninus; on his birth 
Virgil made ‘his fourth Eclogue, and therein attributes 
to him, what was then generally talked, firft by the 
Fews, and afterwards from them by others, of the 
Kingdom of’. the Mefiah, who was fpeedily to ap- 
pear, and reftore the. Righteoufnefg and’ Blifs of the

| truly be all that this Eclogue defcribes it to be, would 
_men but keep the Laws’ thereof. © Where all do ‘good 
| to all, there is Heaven; and where all do evil ‘to all, 
a there is Hell;-and according as the one or the other 
prevails, fo we have an Heaven or an Hell hereon 
th. The Law of Chri? is truly and exactly calcu~ 
lated for the former; and were: the Righteoufnels, 
Juftice, and Charity, which it enjoins fully obferved, 
then all would do good to all, and a State of Blifs 
would be eftablifhed among Men here on earth, next 
that which is enjoyed by the Saints in Heaven.

But how to 
come? atethem was the Difficulty, For by reafon of 
the cragginefs and fteepnefs of thofe Mountains there. 
was no fcaling them from below, and to get down, 
to themfrom above by any paflage, was altogether 
as -unipraticables. and therefore to ferret them out of. 
their’ Dens, he was forced to make certain Chefts, 
and filling them with Soldiers to let them down into 
the Entrances~of-thofe-Caves by Chains from Engins. 
which he .had fixed above; by which means having 
deftroyed all that lurked in them, or elfe reduced, 

| them 
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them to. Terms of Submiffion, he wholly quieted 
that ‘Country for the prefent,; and marched to Sama- 
ria from thence to make war upon Antigonus. But 
he was no fooner gone, but thofe Thieves whom | 
he had lately driven over orden again returned, and 
infefting anew that Country, flew Prolemy,. whom 
Hered had. made Governor of it, and began again to 
ravage all round about them. But Hered on notice 
hereof coming back again foon made them pay-dear 
for it. For ferretting them out of all their hiding 
holes he cut off the moft of them, deftroyed all their | 
places of retreat, and deeply fined all of the Country 
that had afforded them any Relief or Countenance, 
by which neceffary rigour he at. length reftored’ full 
peace and fecutity to all Galilee. © 
- (In the interim (7) Antony was at Athens there 

ing this winter with his new wife Offavia in 

the fame excefies of Luxury, Folly, and loofé Diver- 
tifements, as he had the former with Cleopatra at 
Alexandria. While he thus lay idle in that place, (9} 
there came thither to him-an account of the twa 
Victories gained by Ventidins againft the Parthians; 
for which he made great Rejoicing and Feafting in 
that Place. But hearing that Pacorus was making 
great Preparations for another Invafion into Syria, 
he thought not fit any longer to lie ftill and leave it 

’ to his Lieutenant to ‘reap all the Laurels of this. 
‘War. And therefore a3 foon as the Spring advanced, 
he left Athens with all his Forces, and marched to- 
wards the Eaf; but ‘before he “could get thither, 
Ventidius had gained a third Vi&tory much. greater 
than: the other’ two, (z) whereby he feemed=to’ have 
fully revenged - the: death of ~Crafirs, and thofe that)

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were cut off with him-in the battle of Carrhae. For the 
Lofs ‘on the Parthians fide at this time was altogether as 
fignal, as that other on the Romans, Pacorus himfelf 
ahd above twenty thoufand of his beft.men being flain 
in this overthrow. ‘The manner whereby it was effect- 
ed was as followeth. ve ; 
| (%) Ventidius hearing that the Parthians were in 
great readinefs for another Expedition: into Syria, 
feared that they might pafs the Euphrates upon him 
before he fhould be able to get his Army together 
from the feveral Places where they were difperfed 
into Quarters, for-the putting of himfelf into a Con- 
dition to oppofe them ;. and therefore for the pre- 
venting, thereof he had recourfe: to this Stratagem. 
There being then in his Camp under the name of an 
Ally a petty Prince of thofe Eaftern Parts; whom he 
knew to’ be a/Well-wifher and fecret Correfpondent 
of the Parthians, that communicated to them all in- 
telligence he could get of the Roman Counfels and 
Defigns, he laid a plot of ferving himfelf by this 
Man’s Treachery. For taking: the firft opportunity 
that offered to difcourfe with him, and expreffing 
himéelf as if he placed great Confidence in him, com- 
municated to him pretended fears, feigning that he 
had. heard, and was thereon much: concerned, that: 
the Parthians waving’ the ufual paflage of the Ey-. 
phrates at Zeugma, intended now: to enter Syria ano-' 
; ther-way ata paflage of that River much below the . 
former. .> ‘For, faidjshe;» if « they pafs: at Zeugma the . 
Country om this fide the Euphrates is there mountain- 
ous, where the Parthian Horfe; of which their Army 
moftly: confifts, will not be ufeful. to: them; © but in 
cafe) they. take the lower paffage, the: Country vis all 
plain, and there their Horfe will have their full ad- 
vantage, and the Romans will not be able to ftand be- 
fore them.’ As’ foon'as this conference was over, the 
Traitor, according as Ventidius' forefaw, conveyed a 
full account ‘of it to the Parthians, and there it had the’ 
full effect which was intended. For Pacorus imme- — 
diately hereon altering his Courfe left the Road: of. 
piv \ —  Leugmay 
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Zeugma, and took his rout into the other Road, ~ 
where Ventidius wifhed he fhould, which caufing a 
long march about, and requiring other preparations 
to be made for the paffing of the River at the place 
now intended, while all this was a doing, forty days 
were gained to Veniidius, in which time having got- 
ten to him Silo from Fudea, and all his Legions from 
beyond Zaurus, where they had been quarter’d, he 
was in full readinefs to meet the Parthians, as foon 
as they entered Syria; where having firft overwitted 
them by feveral Stratagems, and artifices of War, he 
at length vanquifhed them with that fignal overthrow, 
which I have mentioned. It is remarked of this vic- 
- tory of the Romans, that as it fully revenged the 
victory gotten over Crajfus by the Parthians; {0 (a) it 
was gotten on the fame day of the year, on which the 
other ‘was loft, juft fourteen years before. It hapned ~ 
therefore in the month of Fune, for in that month the 
battle of Carrbe was fought by Crajfus. 
_ Orodes King of Parthia hearing of this defeat, and 
the death of his fon in it, (4) was fo overwhelmed 
with excefs of Grief for this Calamity, that he grew 
diftracted upon it. For feveral days he fat mute not. 
peaking a word, or caring to take any meat. And 
-when his Grief had at length made way for his 
Tongue to exprefs it, nothing elfe could be heard 
from him, but the name of Pacorus; fometimes he 
would feem to fee him, and call upon him as_pre- 
fent ; fometimes to talk with him; fometimes to hear 
him fpeaking to him ; and at other times recollecting 
that he was loft, he would pour out his Lamenta- 
tions for it with Showers of tears. And in truth there 
was reafon enough for all this Grief in the prefent 
Cafe. For this overthrow ‘ was (¢) the ‘greateft blow 
which the Parthians had at any time till now ever 
- received, and the lofs of the Prince was as great, as

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that of the Army, For (d) he was the worthieft per- 
fon for Juftice and Clemency, as well as for Valour; 
and all other princely Qualities, which the Royal 
Family of 4rfaces had ever bred; by which, in the 
fhort time that he was in Syria, he fo far endeared 
himfelf to the People of that Country, that they never 
expreffed a greater affection for any Prince, that ever, 
reigned over them, than they did for him, . 

Had Veutidius after this Victory purfued all the 
advantages of it, he might have driven the Parthi- 
ans out of Mefopotamia and. Babylonia, and extended 
the Reman Empire to the Banks of the Tigris, if not 
beyond them; but (e) he feared, he might thereby 
excite the envy of 4xtony againft him, and, therefore 
contented himfelf with the reducing all. thofe places 
in Syria and Phanicia, which had revolted from the 
Romans in the late war, and in purfuit hereof he was 
with all his Army in Commagena, when Axtomy arrived. 
For (f) Antiochus the King of that Country having 
embraced the Parthian intereft againft the Romans, 
Ventidivs made war upon him for it, and having fhut 
him up in Samofata, the Capital of his Kingdom, 
was then ftraitly befieging him. Antony on his com- 
ing thither took this War.out of his hands, and 
diimiffing him from his prefidency of Syria, and alk - 
other Command, fent him to, Rome, on pretence that 
he might there take his Triumph for his Vi@ories; 
but the true reafon was, (g) he envied him the glo- 
y of them, and therefore fent him away from. the 

rmy, with which he was in great reputation, and 
never imployed. him afterwards, though on many oc= 
cafions after this time he needed fo able and ex ri~ 
enced a General to fight his Battles for him. ow~ 
ever (b) Ventidius on his, return to. Rome was there 
received with all the Honour that. his Viétories des

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ferved. For he was not only admitted to his Tri« 
umph, but had it granted to him with the general 
applaufé of all the Roman péople, and herein had thig 
peculiar Glory, that he was the only perfon that 
ever triumphed over the Parthians, none before or after 
having ever attained to it, befides him alone. And 
another thing was alfo peculiar to him in this matter, 

: which, was altogether as remarkable, (7) that is, he 
came to this Honour of triumphing from being led 
in Triumph hitfelf, which no one elfe befides him- 
felf ever did. For in the Social War, which the 
Italian Allies waged with Rome for the freedom of that 
City; being made a Captive at the taking of Aculum, 
the chief City of Picenum, by Strabo the Father of 
Pompey, he was then, being very young, led before 
that General in his Triumph for the faid Victory. 
After this his Family being brought to poverty by 
the ruin and faceage of their City, he was forced 
when grown up to betake himfelf to a mean and for- 
did imployment for his livelihood. For at firft (&) he 
was Orily a Muletier, and being ufed to provide Mules 
for the carrying of the baggage of fuch Roman Ma- 
giftrates as were fent to govern foreign Provinces, 
Cafar made ufe of him for this purpofe; when he 
went farft into Gallia; and having on that occafion 
taken notice of the activity and quick apprehenfion 
of the man, took him with him into his Galie wars; 
whereit’ by his Valour and other military Qualifica- 
tions he rofe fo faft through all the Stations of the 
Camp, as that he became one of the chief of Cé/ar’s 
Generals in all the Wars that he afterwards waged, 
and om his réturn to the City reaped Honours there — 
as faft as he had in the Army; being (/) firft made — 
Tribune of the People, and afterwards (m)' Preetor

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and Conful of Rome. After Cz/ar’s death (2) he joined 
himfelf to \ Antony, and fought for*his Caufe in the 
Wars both of Mutina and Perufia, and afterwards being 
fent as his Lieutenant into the Ea/f, he there obtained 
the Viétories: I have mentioned ; for which having 
triumphed at his return to Rome, he there afterwards , 
lived, and there died in great Honour, (0) and ‘on his 
deceafe a publick Funeral was there made’for him at the 
charges of the Commonwealth. . 

In the interim (p) Herod carried on his war in Fx- 
dea againtt Antigonus, and Macheras a Roman. Gene- 
ral by the order of Antony was fent with two Legi- 
ons and a thoufand Horfe to his affiftance. But on 
his approach to the Walls. of Yerujalem, where he 
went with defign to confer with Antigonus, being 
beaten back by the Archers and Slingers that guarded 
the Rampart he fell into fuch a rage hereon, that 
on his retreat from thence he flew all thé Fews that 
came in his way, without regarding whether they 
were Friends or Foes; in which wild fury of his 
many of Hered’s Friends being cut off, he could not 
bear it with any patience, and therefore went away 
immediately to Samaria, and from thence haftned 
towards Antony to make complaint to him of his 
outrage; Of which Macheras having notice made 
after him as faft as he could, and having overtaken 
him, prevailed with him to overlook what was paft 
and be feconciled unto him. However Herod conti. 
nuing his Journey to pay his refpects unto Antony 
left ‘fofeph his Brother to command» in Fudea during 
his abfence, but with fpecial 6rder to: put nothing 
to hazard till he fhould return, On his coming to 
Antony, (whom he found ftill at. Samofata) he was 
received with great Honour, and in requital of it 
there did him fpecial fervice in the carrying on of 
the Siege of that place. Ventidius firft begun it, as 
hath been already mentioned, and King Antiochus, 
i ti Sa Bees 8 OR LS ea

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whom he fhut up therein, (g) offered a thoufand 
Talents for his peace; but Autony on his arrival not 
accepting of it, after he had difmiffed Ventidius, car- 
ried onthe Siege himéelf, but with much lefS fuc- 
cefs. For the people of the place, on Antony's re- 


' je€ting the beft terms they could offer him for peace, 


being by defperation made valiant defended them- 
felves fo well, that (7) Antony was glad at length to 
compound the matter with Antiochus for lefs than one 
third of the fum that was offered, that fo he might 
raife the Siege with Honour, which otherwife he

of the difcontent of his own Soldiers. For they be- 
ing all difpleafed at the difmiffion of Ventidius, under 
whom they -had gotten fuch fignal Victories, did 
very much refent it, and therefore executed 4n/ony’s 
Orders in the Siege neither with that Vigour, nor 
that Care, as was neceffary to make them fucceed. 
After this Antony having (s) appointed S¢fus to be 
his Lieutenant in Giicia, Syria, and Paleftine, left the 
Army with him, and (¢) failed to Athens, and from 
thence to Brundufium to confer with OZavianus, but not 
finding him there at the time appointed he return’d 
back to Athens, and from thence pafled to Alexandria, 
and there fpent the enfuing Winter in the fame dalliances 
and luxurious delights with Cleopatra, as he had the 
winter two years before. 

While Herod was abfent in his attendance upon 
Antony, (u)Fofeph forgetting the orders he had receiv’d 
from him, made an expedition againft Fericho, taking 
with him his own men, and five Cohorts receiv’d 
from Macheras; but being there circumvented by 
the Enemy, he was himfelf lain, and moft of his

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forces cut in pieces. Whereon thofe that were dif- 


 affeted to Herod in Galilee and Idumea, revolted from 


him in both’ thefe Provinces, Herod being come 
back from Artony as far as Daphne near Antioch, had 
there an account brought him of thefe Misfortunes, 
whereon he haftned back into Fudea to bring the 
beft remedy to thei that he could. On his coming 
to Mount Libanus, he there raifed eight hundred men, 
dnd with thefe and one Roman Cohort marched to’ 
Piolemais, and from thence made War upon the Re- 
volters of Galilee. And having there received ano- 
ther Cohort from Antony, foon brovght all  thofe 
again to fubmit to him, who had in kia de 
clared againft him: And after that went to Fericho 
for the revenging of his Brother Pins death, but 
there attempted it to his hurt. For the A#tigonians 
in thofe parts overpowering him with numbers, put 
his forces to the rout, and wounded Herod himfelf 
in the config. But after this having gotten moré 
tien together about him, ke foon grew into a better 
Condition for the profecuting of the War. And 
therefore finding that Pappus a prime General of 
Antigonus’s had taken the field againft him with the 
main ftrength of that party, he engaged hint m bat~ 
tle, and gained an abfolute Victory over him, having’ 
flain Pappus himfelf in the rout, and cut off moft of 
his army with hims.and had it not been for the fes 
verity of the winter, which now approached, he had 
gone immediately to Feru/alem, and made an endof the 
war by taking that place; but the Soldiers not being able 
to bear lying any longer abroad, he was fore’d to put 
them into winter quarters, and. to refer what remairied 
lindone to the operation of the next Campaign. ie 
As foon as the Spring began. to come on, (v) 4n- 
tony failed from Alexandria to Athens, 
where he had Jeft his Wife Ofavia ever 
fince his laft going from thence for Syria,

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and- having taken her in, paffed from thence with __ 
her'for’Jtaly, attended with a Fleet of three hundred 
fail, and landed at- Tarentum, propofing with this 
naval force to aflift Offavianus againft Sextus Pomptius : 
But Oavianus not’ accepting his aid out of Jealoufy 
of him, this had like to have made: another quarrel 
between them, and other reafons of difcontent on 
this. occafion were urged on both fides againft each 
other; but Offavie mediating between her Husband 
and her Brother made-up all matters. And whereag 
the five years were now near expiring, for which the 
Sovereign Government of the Roman Empire wag 
granted to the Iriumvirs by the people, they (w) pros 
longed it for five years more by their own authority, 
and as long as the Sovereignty was i them, they 
thought by virtue thereof they had right fo to do. 
After this (y) Antony return’d into Syria to make 
preparations for the Parthiaz war. Offavia accom- 

ied him as far as Corcyre, but that fhe might not 

expofed with him to the dangers of that expedi- 
tion, he from -thence fent her back into J+aly there 
to refide till it fhould be over, (*) committing her 
and the Children which he had either by her or Fulvia 
to the care of Ofavianus. | 
: On Antony’s returning into Syria, (y) Oavianus 
married Livia Drufila the Daughter of Livius Dru. 
fis, who having been one of thofe that were pro- 
fcribed by the Zriamvirs was driven thereby to take 
fhelter with Brutus and Caffins; after whofe overthrow 
at Philippi, not knowing where elfe to flee, he fell 
on his fword and flew himfelf. She was firft the wife 
of Tiberius Nero, and bore him Tiberius Czfar, who 
facceeded Auguffus in the Empire. On the breach 
that hapned betwen Ofavianus and Fulvia the wife 
of Antony he fided with the latter, whereon he was 
forced after the taking of Perufa to flee out of Italy,

carrying with him his wife and his young fon’ Tide- 
yius ; but being included in the pacification, ‘that 
was afterwards made between Ofavianus and, Antony, 
he return’d to Rome, where Ofavianus. falling in 
love with her, Tiderius for the purchafe of his favour 
willingly yielded her unto him; and _ he accordingly 
married her, though fhe was then great with child 
by Tiberius, and within three months of her time of 
delivery. This for fome time caufed a delay, and 
the Pontifices were confulted about the lawfulnefs: of 
marrying her in this cafe ; But their. anfwer being, 
that it was only unlawful, when it might caufe a 
doubt to which Husband the next Child born of 
her might belong; and it being now after fix months 
pregnancy paft all doubt, that the Child next to be 
born belonged to Tiberius, Odtavianus forthwith mar= 
ry’d her, and three months after a Son being born. of 
her, (the fame who hereafter by the name of Drufus 
will be often fpoken of) he was fent to Ziderius as to the 
proper Father; But.Ziderius dying a little after, both 
this Son and the other alfo were fent back to Offavianus 
to be taken care of, and bred up by him, as being left 
their Guardian by the will of their Father.. He had a 
former, wife called Scribonia, who brought him ‘his 
daughter Julia. Her he divorced for her ill Temper ; 
but Livia, though fhe brought him.no children, con- 
tinued to be his wife as long as.he lived, and always 
commanded his. Affeétion to the laft. ; 

. In the (2) interim Hered having made great prepa- 
rations for the carrying on of this year’s Campaign, 
brought a great,Army into the field, and marchin 

with it direétly up to the walls of Feru/alem, aid clofe. 


Siege to that City, and forthwith ordered the caft- 


ing, up of fuch works againft it, as were in thofe 
times made ufe of for the taking of befieged places. 
While this was a doing he himfelf went to Samaria, 
and there confummated his marriage with (4) Mari-

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amne. Wie had betrothed her four years before, but 
his. troubles hinder’d, that he did not marry her till 
now. She was the daughter of Alexander, the Son 
of King Ariftobulus, by Alexandra the daughter of 
Hiyrcanus the fecond, and therefore was Grandaugh- 
ter to both (4) thofe Brothers. She was a Lady of 
extroardinary Beauty, and great Virtue, and in all 
other laudable qualifications accomplifhed beyond moft 
others of her time. The Fews of thofe times having 
generally a zealous affe€tion for the family of the Amo. 
neans, Herod thought that by marrying this lady out of 
it, he fhould the eafier reconcile that people to him 5 
and this made him fo earneft for the confummating 
of the marriage at this time. On (c) his return to — 
his Army before erufalem, Sofius the Governor of 
Syria came thither to him. For being ordered by 4z- 
tony to do his utmoft for the fubduing of utigo- 
nus, and the putting of Herod in full poffeffion_of the 
Kingdom of Judea, he marched into that Country 
with the beft of his forces for this purpofe, and hav- 
ing joined Hered before Feru/falem, they both toge- 
ther puthed on the Siege of that place with the ut- 
moft vigour, and a very numerous army. For both 
of them together had no fewer than (d) eleven Le- 
gions, and fix thoufand Horfe, befides the Syrian 
Auxiliaries. . However the place held out feveral 
months with a great deal of refolution, and had the 
military skill of thofe that defended it been equal to 
their valour, they could not have been fubdued. But 
their defence being made rather with boldnefs than 
due order and good conduét according to the Art of 
War, the Romans herein much out-did them, and by 
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. (8) Hyrcanus and Ariftobulus were brothers, as being both the Sons of 
Alexander Janneus dy Alexandra bis Queen. (c) Jofephus De 
Bello Judaico ibid. Antiq. lib. 14. cap. 28. (4) Legions were of 
gn uncertain number, as containing fometimes 4000, Jometimes 5000, 
and fometimes 6000 men; according to the lowe? Computation, this 
Army with the Horfemen and the Syrian Auxiliaries could not be lefs 
than fixty thoufand men. a ‘ 
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means hereof at length carried the place after a fiege 
of (e) above half a year. he ; 

For it was not till the year next after following 

that the place was taken. For (f) then 
Anno 37 the Fews being beaten out of all their places 
Herod the of defence, the City was. broken up, and 
a. the enemy entering it on every fide made ~ 
themfelves thorough mafters of it, and being exafpe- 
rated by the length of the Siege, and the great la- 
bour and hardfhip which they had endured in it, for 
the revenging thereof they filled all the Quarters of 
the place with Blood and Slaughter, and revaged it 
all over with Rapine and Devaftation. Herod did all 
he could to hinder both, but without Succefs, Sofus 
encouraging the Soldiers in what they did. Hereon 
Herod went to him with heavy complaints about it, 
alledging that if the City were thus deftroyed by 
Bs and flaughter, the Romans would make him 
only King of a defart, and therefore defired that a 
ftop might be put to this Ravage and Cruelty; but 
receiving no other anfwer, but that the fpoils of the 
City were due to the Soldiers for the reward of their 
Labour and Valour in the taking of it, he was forced 
by a fum of money to redeem the City from all further 
devaftations, which otherwife would have been utterly 
ruined and deftroyed, 

Antigonus feeing all loft (g¢) furrender’d himfelf to 
Sofius, and caft himfelf in a bie fubmiffive and ab- 
je& manner at his feet to pray his Compaffion. But 
Sofus defpifing his cowardife and meannels of fpirit 
rejected him with fcorn, and looking on fuch a bee 
haviour as more becoming a woman than a man, ins 
ftead (4) of Antigonus by way of contempt called him 
Antigona, and forthwith ordered him. to be put in

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- chains, and as foon as Antony was returned out of 
Italy, and came again to Antioch, Sofus fent this Cap- 
tive King thither to him, Apfony (4) at firft intended 
to have referved him for his Triumph. But Herod 
not thinking himfelf fafe in his Kingdom, as long as 
this remainder of the old Royal Family continued alive, 
never left foliciting Antony, till at length by a great 
fum of Money he obtained that this poor Prince was 
put to death; to which he having been condemned by 
a former Sentence in Judicature, this Sentence (&) was exe- 
cuted upon him in the fame manner asupon a common. 
Criminal by the Rods and Ax of the Lidfor, which 
the Romans never before fubjeéted any crown’d head to. 
And here ended the reign of the 4/moneans, after it 
had lafted from the beginning of Fudas Maccabeus’s 
Government to this time, (/) one hundred twenty-nine 
years, and with it I fhall end this Book. _

RCO RIO long as Antigonus was alive, partly out of 
the affection they had for the old Royal Family of 
the Afmoneans, and partly out of their hatred to He-

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ning on ‘the death of that captive Prince. As Herod 
was forced to make his way to the throne of this. 
Kingdom through a great deal of Blood, (4) fo he 
_ found it neceffary to eftablith himfelf in it by the 
fame means, putting a to death fuch of the oppofite 
Faction as he moft feared ; (¢) among whom were all 
the Counfellors of the great Sanhedrim, except Pollia 
and Sameas. Thefe two (d) had during the whole 
fiege declared for the receiving of Herod to be King, 
and the rendering of the City to him, telling ‘the 
people, that their fins being grown to fo very great an 
height, as they then were, they had nothing elfe to 
expect, but that God would deliver them into the 
hands of this man for the punifhment of them, and 
that therefore it was in vain for them to refift him. 
But the reft of the Sanhedrim running violently the 
other way (e) cried up, the Zemple of the Lord! the 
Temple of the Lord! as if for the fake thereof God 
would certainly protect that City; and on this con- 
ceit they did all they could to excite and encourage 
the people to a fierce and obftinate refiftance; and 
hereto it was owing, that the fiege held on fo long. 
And therefore Herod, when he had gotten them into 
his power, put them all to death for it. To this he 
is alfo faid to have been provoked by another reafon, 
that is for their having called him before them upon 
a trial for his Life for the death of Hezekiah the 
robber, when he was Governor of Galilee under’ 
Hyrcanus, of which mention hath been above made, 
But if that influenced him in this matter, he would 
not have {pared Sameas, who was of all the moft vio- 
lent againft him in that caufe. Thefe two men are 
by the Jewifh writers called Hillel and Shammai, and 
their names (f) are of the greateft note among them 
_of all their mifhnical Doétors, that is of all thofe

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who taught their Traditions from the time .of Simon 
the <fujt to the compiling of the Mijbnab by R. Fu- 
dab Hakkadofh, and they make the fixth link in theit 
cabbaliftical Chain from the faid Simon, For (g) he 
(they faid) delivered their Traditions to (1.) dutigo- 
nus of Socho, Antigonus of Socho delivered them (2.) to 
Fofes Ben Foezer, and Fofeph Ben Fochanan; thele to 
(3-) Fofoua Ben Perachiah and Nathan the Arbelite; 
thefe (4.) to Simon Ben Shetach and Febudabh Ben Tab- 
bai; thele-to (5.) Shemmaiah and. Abialion; and thefe 
to (6.) Hillel and Shammai, Of thefe Pairs the firft 
in each of them was (4) Naf, that is Prefident of the 
Great Sanhedrim, and the other (4) 4+ Beth Din, 
that is Vice-Prefident of the fame; and both of them 
were, while in thefe Offices, the chief Teachers in 
their Schools of Divinity. The Jewifh Writers af- 
cribe to Shemaiah and Abtalion only fix years, but to 
their immediate predeceffors (i) a full hundred and one 
over, which gives that link in the Chain of their 
traditional Succeffion a ftretch beyond credibility. 
Shemaiah and Abtalion (k) are faid to have been both 
Profelytes, and Sons of the fame Father, by whom 
they derived their defcent from Sennacherik, King of 
Affyria, but they had for their mother a woman of 
Jjrael, otherwife (7) they could not have been mem- 
bers of the great Sanhedrim or have held any place 
of Judicature in the Jewith Nation. Herod at this 
time putting to death all the members of the Great 
Sanhedrim excepting Hillel and Shammai, it is not to 
be doubted, but that thefe two Shemaiah and Abta- 
lion perifhed in that flaughter, after. whofe death

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Hillel was made Prefident, and Shammai Vice-Prefident 
of the Sanhedrim, that was afterwards formed. . 

This Hillel, whom Fofepbus calls (m) Pollio, was 
one of the eminenteft that ever was among the Jewith 
Doétors, for Birth, Learning, Rule, and -Potterity, — 
For as to his Birth (#) he was by his mother of the 
Seed of David, being by her defcended from Shepha- 

_tiab the fon of Abital David's wife. For his Learn- 
ing in the Jewifh Law and Traditions, the Jewith 
writers by an unanimous fuffrage give him the firft 
place of Eminency among all the ancient Dottors of 

“their nation. As for Rule, he bore it in the higheft 
Station of Honour among his people for forty years 
together; for fo long as Prefident of the Sanhedrim 
he fat in the firft Chair of Juftice over the whole 
Jewith nation, and difcharged himfelf therein with 
greater wifdom and juftice, than any that had from \ 
the time of Simon the Fuft pofiefied that place before 
him. And as for his Pofterity he was fo happy there- 
in, that for feveral defcents they fucceeded him in the 
fame eminency of Learning, and thereby gained alfo 
for feveral Defcents to fucceed him in the fame Sta- 
tion of honour. For thofe of his family were Pre- 
fidents of the Sanhedrim from father to fon to the 
tenth Generation. For after him fucceeded Simeon 
his fon, who is fuppofed to have been the fame who 
took Chriff in his Arms on his being firft prefented 
in the Temple, (2) and then to have fung over him 
his unc dimittas. After Simeon facceeded Gamaliel 
his fon, who prefided in the Sanhedrim at the time 
when Peter and the Apoftles were called before that 
Council (44s v. 34.) and was the fame at whofe 
feet Paul was bred up in the Sect and Learning of

- the third of that name. After him was R. Fudab 
Hakkadofh his fon, who compofed the Mifbaa, and 
on that account his name hath ever fince been had in 
great Veneration among all ofthe Jewifh Nation. 
His fon and fucceffor in the fame office was Gamaliel 
the third of that name, and after him-his fon Fudab 
Gemaricus, and after him his fon Hillel the fecond, 
who was the Compiler of the prefént Kalendar of the 
Jewifh year. How long after him this office conti- 
nued in that Family is not faid... And no doubt it 
was with refpect to the family of David, that Hillel 
had this honour fo long continued among his Pofte- 
rity. But he was defcended from it only by his mo- 
ther’s fide, for by his father he was of the Tribe of 
Benjamin. (p) He was born in Babylonia, and there 
lived ull the 4oth year of his Life; at which age he 
came, to Ferujalem, and there betook himfelf to the 
ftudy of the Law, in which he grew fo eminent, 
that after 40 .years more he became Prefident of 
the Sanhedrim, being then eighty years old, and con- 
tinued in that office for another forty Years after; fo 
that according to this account he lived full an hun- 
dred and twenty years. The time he firft entered on 
his prefidentfhip was about an hundred years before 
the deftruction of « Ferufalem. The Jewith writers 
make it a compleat hundred years. But thofe peo- 
ple are far from being exact in their Chronological 
Computations ; for the fake of a round number, or 
an imaginary myftery, they often in fuch matters, 
fhoot under or over the truth at their pleafure. He

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faid on his firft entering on this office to have had 
for his Wice-Prefident one Manabem a learned man of 
thofe times, but he not long after deferting .this fta- 
tion to enter into the fervice of Herod, Shammai was 
_ Chofen’ in his place; and what we have in Fo/epbus 
. agreeth herewith. For he  (qg) makes mention of a 
Manabem, that was a perfon of eminent note in thofe 
times; of whom: he tells us, that being of the Sect 
of the E/féns he had the Spirit of Prophecy, and one 
time.meeting with Herod among his School-fellows, 
when he was a boy, greeted him with this faluta- 
tion, Hail King of the Fews; and laying his hand 
~ gently on his fhoulder foretold to him, that he fhould 
be advanced to that honour. Herod for many years 
had no regard to this Prediction, it being a thing he 
had no expectation of. But afterwards, when he 


came to be King, remembring the matter he fent 


for Manabem, and was very folicitous to know of 
him, how long he fhould, reign, concluding, that he 
that foretold that he fhould be’ King, could alfo 
foretel how long he fhould be fo. Manahem at firft 
- not returning him a certain anfwer, Herod put it to 
him, whether he fhould reign ten years, Manahew 
anfwered, Yea ten, yea twenty, yea thirty; with 
which Hered being contented asked no further, But 
from this time had Manabem in great efteem; and 
no doubt on this occafion drew him into his fervice, 
and thereon Shammai was appointed to be Vice-Prefi- 
dent in his room. 
This (r) Shammai had been for fome time the 
Scholar of Hillel, and came the neareft to him in 
eminency of learning of all the Zannaim or mifhnical 
Doétors. But when he became his Vice-Prefident 
he did not always concur in opinion with him.» For 
there were many points whercin they differed, which 
caufed the like contefts and difputes between their

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followers, as there are between the Thomiffs and Scas 
tits among the Schoolmen. For ina great many 
things (/) the School..of , Hillel went one way,.and 
the School of Shammai another. This produced. fuch 
divifions and quarrels between their Scholars, that at 
length it came to the. effufion of blood, and feveral 
were flain on both fides. But in the conclufion the 
School.of itle/ carried it again{t the School of Sham- 
mai, a determination being given for the former they 
fay by a Bath Kol, that is by a voice pretended to 
come from heaven, and by this fiction all difturbances 
between them were appeafed. Hile] was of a mild 
and. peaceable temper, but Shammai. on the contrary 
was of a very angry and fiery fpirit, and from hence 
proceeded moft of, the oppofitions and difputes, that 
were between the Schools of thefe two great Doctors, 
of which Shammai growing at length weary, was con- 
tented to. have them all ended by the fiction I have 
mentioned, &: . 

(s) Hillel bred up.above a thoufand Scholars in the 
knowledge of the Law, of which eighty were reck- 


~ oned to be of greater eminency above the reft.. For 


of them. fay the Jewith writers thirty were worthy 
on whom the divine Glory fhould reft, as it did up- 
on Mofes; and thirty for whom the Sun fhould ftand 
ftill, as it did for Fofoua; and the twenty others 
were of a middling fize. The eminenteft of them all 
was. Fonathan. Ben Uzziel the Author of the Chaldee 
Paraphrafe upon the Prophets; with whom was con- 
temporary Ovkelos, who was Author of the Chal- 
dee Paraphrafe upon the Law. But whether he was 
a Scholar of Hillel’s or no,.is not faid. There are 
other Chaldee Paraphrafes befides thefe two; but what

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or how many they were, or for what ufe they ferved, 
not being as yet any where mentioned in this work, it 
is proper I here give the Reader an account of them. 

The Chaidee Paraphrafes are Tranflations of the 
Scriptures of the O/d Teffament made directy from 
the Hebrew Text into the language of the Chaldeans, 
which language was anciently ufed through all 4/j- 
ria, Babylonia, Mefopotamia, Syria, and Paleftine, and 
is ftill the language of the Churches of the Neforian 
and Maromite Chriftians in thofe Eaftern parts, in 
the fame manner as the Laiin is the language of the 
Popifh Churches here in the Weft. And therefore 
thefe Paraphrafes were called (+) Targums, becaufe 
they were Verfions or Tranflations of the Hebrew 
Text into this language. For the word Targum figni- 
fieth in Chaldee an Interpretation or Verfion of one 
language into another, and may properly be faid of 
any fuch Verfion or Tranflation ; but it 1s moft com- 
monly by the Yews appropriated to thefe Chaldee Pa- 
raphrafes. For being among them what were moft 
eminently fuch, they therefore had this Name by way 
of eminency efpecially given unto them. 

Thefe Zargums were made for the ufe and inftruc- 
tion of the vulgar Zews after their return from the 
Babylonifa Captivity. For altho’ many of the better 
fort ftill retained the knowledge of the Hebrew lan- 
guage during, that Captivity, and taught it their 
Children; and the holy Scriptures that were delivered 
after that time, (v) excepting only fome parts of Da- 
niel and Ezra and one verle in Jeremiah, were all 
written therein; yet the common People by having 
fo long converfed with the Babylonians learned their

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language, and forgot their own. It hapned indeed 
otherwife to’ the Children of Irae] in Egypt. For 
altho’ they lived there above three times as long as 
the Babylonifh Captivity lafted, yet they ftill pre- 
ferved the Hebvew language among them, and brought 
it back entire with them into Canaan. The reafon 
of this was, in Egypt they all lived together in the 
land of Gofben; but on their being carried captive by 
the Babylonians they were difperfed all over Chaldca 
and .Affjria, and being there intermixed with the 
people of the land had their main converfe with them, 
and therefore were forced to learn their language, 
and this foon induced a difafe of their own among 
them; by which means it came to pafs, that after 
their return the common people, efpecially thofe of 
them who had been bred’ up in that Captivity, un- 
derftood not the holy Scriptures in the Hebrew Jan- 
guage, nor their Pofterity after them. And _there- 
fore when Ezra read the Law to the People, (x) he 
had feveral Perfons ftanding by him well skill’'d in 
both the Chaldee and Hebrew languages, who inter- 
preted to the people in Chaldee what he firft read to 
them in Hebrew. And afterwards when the method 
was eftablifhed of dividing the Law into 54 Seéctions, 
and of reading one of them every week in their Syna- 
gogues (according as hath been already defcribed) 
the fame courfe of reading to the People the Hebrew 
Text firft, and then interpreting it to them in Chal- 
dee, was {till continued. For when the reader had 
read one verfe in Hebrew, an Interpreter ftanding 
by did render it in Coaldee, and then the next verfe 
being read in Hebrew, it was in like manner inter- 
preted in the fame language as before, and fo on from 
verfé to verfe was every verfe alternatively read firft 
in the Hebrew, and then interpreted in Chaldee to the 
end of the Section; and this firft gave occafion for 
the making of Chaldee Verfions for the help of thefe 
Interpreters. And they thenceforth became necefla-

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ry not only for their help in the publick Synagogu 
but alfo for the help of the ore at tne fa eheit 
Families, that they might there have the Scriptures 
for their private reading in a Language which they 
underftood. , 

For firft as Synagogues multiplied among the Jews 
beyond the me we of able aceite Dicaten 
neceflary that fuch Verfions fhould be made’ for the 
help of the lefs able. This was done at firft only 
for the Law, becaufe at firft the Law only was pub- 
lickly read in their Synagogues till the perfecution 
of Antiochus Epiphanes; but after that time leffons 
being read out of the Prophets in thofe religious Af 
femblies, as well as out of the Law, the fame reafon 
rendered it neceflary, that Chaldee Verfions fthould 
be made of thefe Scriptures alfo. And 2dly, the ufe 
of the People (which was the other reafon for the 
compofing of thofe Verfions) made this neceflary for 
all the Scripture, as well as for the Law and the 
Prophets, . For all Scripture being given for our edi- 
fication, all ought for this end to have them in a 
Language which they. underftood. For when God 

ave his Law unto J/rae/, (w) he enjoined, that_they 
fhould have his Commandments, Statutes and Judg- 
ments always in their Hearts, that they fhould medi- 
tate on them day and night, teach them their Chil- 
dren, and talk of them, when they did fit in their 
houfes, and when they walked by the way, and when 
they lay down, and when they rofe up; and that all 
might be the better enabled to perform all this, it 
was ftrictly enjoined by a conftitution of the Elders 
from ancient times, (~) that every man fhould have 
by him at his home a Copy of the Holy Scriptures 
fairly written out either by his own, or if he could — 
not write himfelf, by fome other hand, for his in- 
firuGtion herein. But how could this be done, if 
they had thofe Scriptures only in a Language, which

they 
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they did not underftand? It was, neceflary therefore, 
that as they had the Hebrew Text for the fake of the 
Original, fo -alfo that they fhould have the Chaldee 
Verfion for 2the fake of:helping them to underftand 
it. Indeed the Letter of the Law which commands 
what I have here mentioned extends no further than 
to the five Books'of: Adz/es 5. For no’ more of the holy 
Scriptures were then written, when: that Law’ was 
given; and alfo the Conftitution above-mentioned, 
which was fuperadded by the Elders,, is: by pofitive 
words limited thereto. But the reafon of the thing 
reached the whole word of God. For fince all of it 
is given for our inftruction, we are all equally oblis - 
ged to know each part of it, as well as the other, 
And therefore this caufed, that at length the whole 
Scriptures were thus tranflated from the Hebrew into 
the Chaldean Language for the fake of thofe who 
could not otherwife underftand them. For to lock 
up from the People in an unknown Language that 
word of ' God, which was. given «to lead them 
to everlafting Life, was a thing that was not thought 
agreeable either with Reafon or Piety in. thofe 
times. | 

This Work having been attempted by diverfe Pers ° 
fons at different times, and by fome of them with 
different views (for fome of them were written as 
Verfions for the publick ufe of the Synagogues, and 
others as Paraphrafes and Commentaries for the pri- 
vate inftruction of the People) hence it hath» come 
to pafs, that there were antiently many of ghefe Zar- 
gums, and of different forts, in the fame manner as 
there anciently were many different Verfions of the 
fame Holy Scriptures into the Greee Language, made 
with like different Views; of which we have fuffi- 
cient proof in the Oéfapla of Origen. No doubt an- 
ciently there were many more of thefe Targums, than 
we now know of, which have been Joft in the length 
of time, Whether there were any of them of the 
fame compofure on the whole Scriptures is not any 
Where faid. Thofe that are now remaining were 

com- 
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compofed by different Perfons, and on different parts 
of Scripture, fome on one part, and others on other 
parts, and are in all of thefe eight forts following. 
x. That of Onkelos on the five Books of Mofes. 
2. That of Fonathan Ben Uzziel. on the Prophets, 
that is on Fofbua, Judges, the two Books of Samuel, 
the two Books of Kings, Iaiab, Feremiab, Ezekiel, 
and the twelve minor Prophets. 3. That on the Law 
which is afcribed to Fonathan Ben Uzziel. 4. The 
Ferufalem Targum on the Law. 5. The Targum on 
the five leffer Books called the Megilloth, i. e. Ruth, 
Efther, Ecclefiaftes, The Song of Solomon, and the La- 
_ -mentations of Feremiab. 6. The fecond Largum on 
Efther. 7. The Targum (y) of Fofeph the one-eyed 
_on the Book of ob, the Pfalms, and the Proverbs, 
and 8. The Targum on the firft and fecond Book of 
Chronicles. On Ezra, Nebemiab and Daniel, there is 
no Targum at all. The reafon given by fome for this 
is, becaufe a great part of thofe Books is written in 
the Chaldee Language, and therefore there is no need 
of a Chaldee Paraphrafe upon them. This indeed is 
true for Daniel and Ezra, but not for Nehemiah s 
for that Book is all originally written in the Hebrew 
Language. No doubt anciently there were Chaldee 
Paraphrafes on all the Hebrew parts of thofe Books, 
though now loft. It was long fuppofed that there 
were no Zargums on the two Books of Chronicles, becaufe 
none fuch* were known, till (z) they were lately pub- 
lifhed by Beckius at Augsburg in Germany, that on the 
firft Book Auno Domini 1680, and that on the fecond 
Anno 1683. b ' 

As the Targam of Onkelos is the firft in order of 
place, as being on the Pentateuch, which is the firft 
ee ee ee ree 

; alled Yofephus Cxcus, or Jofephus the blind. 
ee wae ie a be if be were blind fp Eyes, for thex 
he could not have done this Work. The Word in Hebrew, by which be 
is fo denominated, fignifieth Lafcum, one that is blind of one Eye, as well 
as Caecum, one that is blind of both Eyes. (%) Leufden in Philologo 
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art of the Holy Scriptures; fo I think it is not to 
be doubted, but that it'is the firft alfo in order of 
time, and the ancienteft that was written of all that 
are now extant. The (a) Jewifh writers, though 
they allow him to have been for fome time of his 
Life contemporary with Yonathan Ben Uzziel the 
Author of the fecond Targum abovementioned, yet 
make him much the younger of the two. For they 
tell us that Yonatban was one of the prime Scholars 
of Hillel, who died about the time when our Savi- 
our was born; but that Oxkelos: furvived Gamaliel the 
elder, Paul’s Matter (who was the Grand-fon of Hil- 
lel, and died not till eighteen Years. before the de- 
ftruction of Ferufalem) for they relate, that Ownkelos 
affifted at the Funeral of this Gamaliel, and provided 
for it feventy pound of Frankincenfe at his own 
charge. But there are feveral reafons which prevail 
with me to think Onkelos the ancienter of the two; 
the chief and principaleft of them is the Stile, in 
which his Zargum is written. .That part of Daniel 
and Ezra, which is in Chaldee, is the trueft Standard, 
whereby to try the purity of the Chaldee Language. 
For this Language, as well as all others, being in a 
conftant Flux, and in every age deviating from what 
it was in the former, it. follows from hence, that the 
further any Chaldee writing doth in its Stile differ 
from that ancient Standard, the later certainly it is 5 
And the nearer it comes to it, we may as certainly 
conclude, the ancienter it is. But no Chaldee writ- 
ing now extant coming nearer to the Stile of what 
is written in that Language by Daniel and Ezra, 
than the Zargum of Onkelos, this to. me proves that 
Targum of all others to be the moft ancient. And I~ 
can fee no other reafon, why Yonathan Ben Uxziel, 
when he undertook to compofe his Targum, thould 
pafs over the Law, and begin with the Prophets, 
but that he found Opkelos had done this work before

him, 
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him, and with that fuccefs in the Performance, 
which he could not exceed. This Zargum of Onkelos’ 
is rather a Verfion, than a Paraphrafe. For it ren- 
ders the Hebrew Text word for word, and for the 
moft part accurately and exactly, and it is by much 
the beft of all this fort: And therefore it hath al- 
ways been had in efteem among the Yews much 
above all the other Zargums, and being fet to the 
fame mufical notes with the Hebrew Text, it is 
thereby made capable of being read in the fame tone 
with it in their publick Affemblies. And that it was 
accordingly there read alternatively with the Text in 
the manner as is above defcribed (6) Elias Levita tells 
us, who of all the Fews, that have handled this Ar- 
gument, hath written the moft accurately and full 

of it. For he faith, ‘‘ That the ews holding them- 
“© felyes obliged every week in their Synagogues to 
st read twice that Parajbab or Section of the Law, 
“© which was the Leflon of the week (that is in the 
“ Hebrew Original firft, and then in the Chaldee In- 
“ terpretation after it) made ufe of the Targum of 
‘+ Onkelos for this purpofe; And that this was their 
‘* ufage even down to his time (which was (¢c) about 
<¢ the firft part of the fixteenth Century.) And that 
© for this reafon, though till the Art of Printing 
« was invented there were of the other Yargums 
“< fearce above one or two of a fort to be found in 
<* a whole Country; yet then the Zargum of Onkelos 
s* was every where among them.” Some fay this 
Onkelos was a Profelyte, and hold him to have been

tus, who compofed one of the Greek Verfions of the 
Holy Scripture, which was in Origen’s Ofapla, as if 
the Akilas mentioned in Berifbith Rabba, and Aquila 
of Pontus, were two diftinct Perfons. For the fet- 
ting of all this at rights it is to be obferved, 1. That 


the Akilas, whofe Targum is quoted in Beriith Rab- 


ba, and elfewhere from it by the Rabbins, can be 
none other than Aquila of Pontus. For the name is 
the fame, ’Axvdas. in Greek, and Akilas in Hebrew; 
The time in which they are faid to live, is alfo the 
fame, that is about the year of Chrift one hundred 
and thirty; and both are faid to be Profelytes; and 
thefe three Characters joined together {ufficiently 
prove them to be both the fame Perfon, 2..That 
this Akilas could not be Onkelos. For not only the 
names are different, and the times in which they liv- 
ed different, but alfo the Targums, which they are 
faid to have written. For Oxkelos wrote on the Law, 
but the Targum of Akilas, which is quoted Berifhith 
Rabba, is on the Prophets, and the Hagiographa. 
3. That the Targum of Akilas quoted by the Author 
of Berifbith Rabba, and other Rabbins from him, is 
not a Chaldee Targum, but the Greek Verfion or Targum 


_ made by Aquila of Pontus. For although the word 


Targum be reftrained by its moft common ufe among 
the Fews to. the Chaldee Verfions of the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, yet in its general fignification it takes in an 

Tranflation from one Language to another, what{o- 
ever thofe Languages may be; and that therefore 
there was never any fuch Chaldee Targum, as is fy 

pofed to be quoted by the Author of Berifpith Rabba, 
or any fuch Perfon as Akilas a Profelyte diftin@ from 
Aquila of Pontus to be the Author of it; but that 
the Targum fo quoted was the Greek Targum, or Greek 
Verfion of the Hebrew Scriptures made by the faid

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Aquila of Pontus, of which I have above given a 
full account. 4. That the reprefenting of Oxkelos' to 
have been a Profelyte, feems to have proceeded from 
the Error of taking him to have been the fame with 
Aquila of Pontus, who was indeeda Jewith Profelyte, 
For having from being an Heathen embraced the 
Chriftian Religion, he apoftatifed from it to the 
Jews. The excellency and accuracy of Onkelos’s Tar- 
gum {ufficiently prove him to have been a native Jew. 
For without having been bred up from his Birth in 
the Jewifh Religion and Learning, and long exercifed 
in all the Rites and Doétrines thereof, and being 
alfo thoroughly skilled in both the Hebrew and Chaldee 
Languages, as far as a native Few could be, he can 
fcarce be thought thoroughly adequate to that work, 
which he performed. 

- The next Zargum to that of Onkelos is the Yargum 
of Fonathan Ben Uzziel on the Prophets, which is 
next it alfo in the purity of its Stile, but is not like 
it in the manner of its Compofure. For whereas 
the Targum of Onkels is a ftritt Verfion, rendring 
the Hebrew Text word for word, Jonathan takes on 
him the Liberty of a Paraphraft by enlargements and 
additions to the Text. For therein are inferted feve- 
ral Stories, and alfo feveral Gloffes of his own, which 
do not much commend the work ; and more of this 
is to be found in that part which is on the latter Pro- 
phets, than in that which is on the former. For in 
that latter part he is more lax and, paraphrattical, 
and lefs accurate and clear, than in the other. The 
Books of Yolbua, Fudges, Samuel, and Kings are call- 
ed the former Prophets, and the Books of J/ziah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the twelve minor Prophets the 
latter. The (¢) ews fpeak highly of this Yonathan:

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For they do not.only give him the firft place of Emi- 
nency among all the Difciples of ZiU/e/, but equal him 


even to Mo/es himfelf, and tell many miraculous things — 


of him, which they fay hapned while he was employed 
inthis Work. As, that nothing was permitted to give 
him any difturbance herein. ‘That if any bird hapned 
to flee over him, or any fly to light upon his papers 
while he was writing this Targum, they were immediately 
burnt up by fire from Heaven without any hurt done 
either to his perfon or his paper. And they tell us 
alfo, that on his attempting to write a Zargum upon 
the Hagiographa after his having finifhed that on the 


Law, he was hinder’d by a voice from Heaven, which . 


forbad him to proceed in that work, giving this reafon 
for it, becaufe therein (that is in the Hagiographa) 
was contained the end of the Aéfiah; which fome 
Chriftians laying hold of againft the ews by interpret- 
ing it of the death of Chrif predicted in the Prophecies 
of Daniel (which they place among the (f) Hagio- 
grapha) fome of the latter Fews have taken upon 
them to alter that paflage, for fear this fabulous ftory 
fhould hurt their caufe. Many other. fables the 
Jewifh writers tell us of this Zonathan and his Tar- 
gum, which I think not proper to trouble the Reader 
with. 

The third Zargum in the order above-mentioned is 
that on the Law, which is afcribed to Fonathan Ben 
Usziel, But that it is none of his is fufficiently prov- 
ed by the Stile, which is wholly different from that 
wherein is written the true Zargum of Fonathan (that 
upon the Prophets, which all allow to have been 
his) as will thoroughly appear to all fuch as hall 
thoroughly compare ’em together; And_befides_ its 
enlargements in the Paraphraftical way by Gloffes, 
Fables,, prolix Explications, and other’ Additions, are 
much beyond what we find practis’d by Fonathan in

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that Targum, which is truly his. But that which

thoroughly cuts the throat of this pretence is, that. 


there are feveral things mentioned in this Targum, 
which had no being, or at leaft no name, till after 
Jonathan's time. For therein is mention made (g) of 
the fix Orders. or Books of the Aéij/bna; but they 
could have no being till the Adina was made by 
R. Fudab near two hundred years after Fonathan’s 
time; and therein we alfo find. mention made (2) of 
Conftantinople, and (7) Lombardy, whereas there was 
no fuch City as Conftantinople nor any Country called, 


by the name of Lombardy till feveral hundred years. 


after the time, wherein Jonathan flourifhed. Who. 
was the true Author of this Zargum, or when it was 
compoled, is utterly unknown, It feems long to have 
Jain in obfeurity among the Fews themfelves.. For 
Elias Levita, who wrote moift fully of the Chaldee 


Pharaphrafes, knew nothing of this Paraphrafe, for he. 


fays nothing of it, though he tells us of all the reft; 


neither was it taken notice of till firft publithed in. 
_ Print at Venice about an hundred and fifty years fince;. 


and the name of Fonathan, it’s probable, was for no 
other reafon then put to it, but to give it the more 
Credit, and the better recommend it ‘by that fpeci- 
ous title to the buyer. - Moft of thofe Prophecies 
which are in the Pentateuch concerning the Mefiah, 
being in this Zargum interpreted in the Chriftian way, 
fome Chriftians for this reafon would maintain it to 
be the genuine work of the Author, whofe name it: 
bears; and to make this out affert it to be as ancient:

2.) but it doth not fol- 
low, that St. Paw! had them from this Targum, and 
that therefore the Author of this. Targum, was anci- 
enter than St. Paul, any more than it doth, that he 


‘had them from Phy or Numenius, and that therefore 
~thefe two Heathen Philofophers were, contrary to 


all the faith of Hiftory, ancienter than this Apoftle. 
For both thefe Authors make mention of thofe £- 
gyptian Magicians in the time of Mo/es with «this 
only variation, that inftead of Fannes and Yambres 
Pliny writes their names ‘Famnes and Fotapes. The true 
an{wer hereto is, that as the facred Penmen of the: 
New Teftament make mention of feveral things which 
they had only from the current tradition of the times 
in which they lived, fo this of Yannes and Fambres 
was of that fort. Thefe names either by Oral Tra~ 
dition, or rather by fome written records of Hiftory 
being preferved among the Yews, Paul from thence 
had them, and fo had this Targumift after him. And 
an account of thefe perfons having been by the faid . 
names propagated by the Fews to the Heathens, among 
whom they were difperfed, it came this way to the 
knowledge of Pliny and Numenius, the. firft of which 
lived in the firft Century after Chri/t, and the other in 
the beginning of the third. They that would know, 
what were the Traditions of the ews concerning thefe — 
two Magicians, may confult Buxtorf’s Rabbinical 
Lexicon, p: 945, 946, and 947, for there they will 
find a full-account of all that is, faid of them in the 
Talmud, and other Rabbinical writings, which being 
long. and wholly fabulous, I avoid here troubling the 
Reader with it. mm : 


The 
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The fourth Targum is on the Law, written by an 
unknown hand. For no one pretends to tell us, who 
the Author of it was, or when it was compofed. It 
is called the Yerufalem Targum; and feems to have 
that name for the fame reafon for which the Jeru/z- 
lem Talmud is fo called, that is becaufe it is written 
in the Fernfalem Diale&. For there were (Z) three 
different Diale&ts of the Chaldean or Afyrian Lan- 
guage. The firft was that, which was fpoken at Ba- 
bylon the Metropolis of the Affprian Empire, an ex- 
ample of this in its greateft purity we have in Da. 
niel and Ezra, and the Stile of the Babylonifh Ge- 
mara may be reckoned its higheft corruptions The 
fecond Dialeé&t of this Language was the Commagenian 
or Antiochian, which was fpoken in Commagene, /n- 
toch, and the reft of Syria; and in this Dialect were 
written the verfions of the Holy Scriptures, and the 
Liturgies, which were in ufe among the Syrian and 

Affyrian Chriftians, and are ftill ufed by them, efpe- 
cially by ‘the Maronites, a people inhabiting Mount 
Libanus, where the Syriac {till lives among them as 
a vulgar Language. The third Dialect was the 7e- 
rufalem Dialeét, that which was fpoken by the Hews 
after their return from Babylon. The Babylonian and 
Ferufalem Diale&ts were written in the fame Charac- 
ter, but the Antiochian in a different, that which 
we call the Syriac. And for the fake of this different 
Charaéter is that Dialeé&t reckoned a different Lan- 
guage, which’ we call the Syriac, (k) whereas in 
truth the Syriac and the Chaldee are one and the fame 
Language, in different Characters, and differing a 
little only in Dialect. As: all thefe three Dialects 
were made by fo many feveral degeneracies from the 
‘old. Afprian Language, which was anciently fpoken 
in Nineveh and Babylon, fo they all with time dege- 
nerated ‘from’ what they at firft were, The .purcft

is without any mixture of words from any other lan- 
guage, faving from the Hebrew only.. This mixture 
of Hebrew words with the Chaldee was that only, 
which firft. made the Jeru/alem Diale& to differ from 
the Babylonian. For though the Fews on their return 
from Babylon brought back with them the Chaldee Lan- 
guage, and made it their vulgar tongue, yet the He. 
brew was ftill the Language of the Church, and the 
Language of all thofe that were bred up in Learning, 
for its fervice; and therefore many of its words 
crept into the Chaldee, which was vulgarly fpoken 
by them, and this mixture conftituted the Feru/alem 
Diale& of the Chaldee Tongue ;. and as long as it con- 
tinued with this mixture only, it was the Ferufalem 
Dialect in its beft purity. But in procefs of time the 
mixture of the Yews with other Nations, efpecially 
after our Saviour’s time, brought in the mixture of 
many Exotic words from the Latin, Greek, Arabian, 
Perfian, and other Languages, and_ thereby fo far cor- 
rupted their former Speech, that it made it almoft 
another Language, And a view of this corrupt ftate 
of it we have in the Ferufalem Talmud, the Ferufaq 
lem Targum, and in all she other Targums, excepting 
thofe of Onkelos on the Law, and Fonathan on the 
Prophets, For all thefe are written in this corrupt 
flile of the Yerufalem Dialect, and thofe Targums are 
much more fo than the Seru/alem Talmud, which 

roves them all (except the two above excepted) to 
ave been written after that Talmud, ‘This. Ferujalem 
Tamgum is not a continued Paraphrafe, as all the 
refPare, but only upon fome parts here and there, as 
the Author thought the Text moft wanted an expli- 
cation, For fometimes it is only upon one verfe, 
fometimes only ‘upon a piece of a verfe, and fome- 
times upon feveral verfes together, and fometimes it 
skips over whole Chapters, In many places it writes 
word for word from the Zargum faid to be Fouatban’s 
, on 
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onthe Law, which made (i) Drufius think they were 

both the fame. There are feveral things in this Fe- 
vufalém Tatgdm, which are in the fame words deli- 
‘-vered in the New Teftament by Cori? and his Apo- 
ftles. As for example, Luke'vi. 38. Chrif faith with 
thé fame meafure that yé mete witbal, it foall be meafu- 
wed to you again. The fame is in this Zargam, Gen. 
Rxxvill. 26. In the Revelations xx. 6. 14, there is 
mhetition of the jirft and fecond death, the fame diftinc- 
tion i8 in this Targum, Deuteron. xxxiit: 6. In the 
Revelations, v. 16. the faints are faid to be made unto 
our God, Kings and Priéfts, the fame is faid in this 
Targum, Exodus xix. 6. In the Gofpel of St. Mat- 
#hew vi. 9. out Saviour teacheth us to fay, Our Fa- 
thér which art in Heavens the fame expreffion is in 
_ this Targum, Deiter. xxii. 6. Hence fome would infer 
the Antiquity of this Targum, as if it had been writ- 
ten before our Saviour’s time, and that he and his 
Apoftles had thefe and other like expreffions from its 
‘And others will have it, that the Author of this Zar- 
gum had them from the New Teftament. But nei- 
ther of thefe feenis likely ; Not the firft, becaufe the 
Stile of this Targum being more impure and corrupt, 
than that of the Yerufalem Talmud, this proves it to 
fave’ been compoled after that Talmud, which had 
no being till above three hufidred years after Chri? ; 
‘And not the fecond, becaufe the Fews had that de- 
teftation of all contained in the New Teftament, 
that we may be well afluted, they would borrow no- 
thing from thence. The truth of the matter moft 
probably: is, thefe were Sayings and Phrafeologies 
which had obtained among the ews in our Saviour’s 
time, and ‘continued among them long after, and 
hence our Saviour and his Apoftles, and - aftéijard 
the Author of this Targum had them, as from: the 
fame fountain. . x 

" The fifth Targum, which is that on the Megilloths 
the fixth, -which.is the fecond Targum on LEfthers

feph was, or when he lived, is not faids and fome of 
them (m) tell us the Author of this Targum is as much 
unknown, as of the other two. The fecond Targum 
on Efther is twice as large as the firft, and, feems to 
have been written the laft of .all thofe. Zargums, by 
reafon of the barbarity of its ftile, That on the 
Megilloth, (part-of which is the firft Zargum on Efther)

lonifo Talmud, as undoubtedly it is, this Zargum muft 
have been written after that Talmud, that is after 
the year of Chriff 500.. For this is, the. earlieft time 
which is affigned for the Compofure of the Babylonifh 
Talmud. ) : 

The eighth and laft of thefe Zargums inthe order 
I have above mentioned them is that on the two 
Books of the Chronicles, which is the Jaft that hath 
been publifhed, For it was not known of till the year 
1680, (0) when Beckius from an old Manutcript firft 
publithed at Augsburg in Germany that part of it, 
which is on the firft Book; and three years after he 
publifhed at the fame place the other part alfo, that 
which is on the fecond Book. Till then, all,. that 
have written of the Chaldee Paraphrafes, have. given 
us to underftand, as if there had never been any 
Jargum at all written upon. thefe Books. But only 
‘Valton (p) tells, us, he had heard, that there was in 
the publick Library in Cambridge a Manufcript Zar- 
gum on the Chronicles, but had no notice. of it till 
his Polyglot was finifhed, and therefore never examined

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it. -I find there is (g) in that Library among Erpenius’s 
Books bought by the Duke of Buckingham, and given 
to that Univerfity, a manufcript Hebrew Bible in three 
Volumes, which hath a Chaldee Targum on the Chro- 
nicles as far as the fixth verfe of the 22d Chapter of the 
firft Book, But it is no continued Targum, for it con- 
tains no more than fome fhort Gloffes added here and 
there in the margin. This Manufcript was written in 
the year of Chrift 1347, as appears by a note at the 
end of it, but when or by whom the marginal Chaldee 
Glofs therein was compofed is ‘not faid. © | 
That the Targus of Onkelos on the Law, and Fo- 
nathan on the Prophets, are as ancient as our Savi- 
our’s time, if not ancienter, is the general opinion of 
both Jews and Chriftians; (7) the Jewith Hiftorians 
pofitively fay it. For they tell us that Jonathan was 
the moft eminent of all the Scholars of Hillel, () 
who died about the time that our Saviour was born, 
and that Onkelos was contemporary with Gamaliel the 
elder (the fame that was St.. Paul’s mafter) as is 
above mentioned. For altho’ the Jewith writers are 
very wretched Hiftorians, and often give us grofs 
Fables inftead of true Narratives, yet whenever they 
do fo, there is either fomething internal in the mat- 
ter related, or elfe external to it from other ’ evi- 
dences, that-convi& them of the falfity; but where 
there is nothing of this, the Teftimony of the Hi- 
ftorian is to ftand good in that, which he relates of 
the affairs of his own Country or People. And there- 
fore there being nothing concerning thele two Tar- 
~ gums, which can be alledged either from what is con- 
tained in them, or from any external evidence to 
contradiét what the Jewith Hiftorians tell us of their 
Antiquity, I reckon their Teftimony is to ftand good

.- Q4 concern- 
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concerning this matter, And this Teftimony is 
ftrongly corroborated by the ftile, in which they are 
penned, For it being the pureft, «and the beft ‘of 
all, that is written in the Ferafalem Diale@&, and 
without the mixture of thofe many exotic words, 
which the Fews of Ferufalem and Judea after wards 
took into it from the Greek, Latin, and other Lan- 
guages, this proves them to have been written be- 
fore thofe Fews had that common converfe with thof 
Nations, from whom thefe words were borrowed, and 
efpecially before Ferufalem and Fudea were made a 
Province of the Roman Empire. For although the 
Jews of the difperfions had long before converfed 
with thofe Nations, and learned their Languages, yet 
this did, -notafiect the Fews of Ferufalem and Fudea, 
but they flill retained their vulgar tongue in the fame 
dialeé&t, in which it had been formed after their re- 
turn from Babylon, till Pompey had fabjeGted them to 
the Roman yoke; but after that Greeks, Romans, and 
fiahans, and other Subjeéts of the Romay Empire, 
either as foldiers, or civil officers, or on other occa- 
fions coming into that Country, and there mixing 
themfelves among them, from that time they firft 
began to borrow from them thofe words, which cor- 
rupted their language. And therefore fince thefe 
Targus of Onkelos and Fonathan are the cleareft of 
this corruption of all that we have in the Ferufalem 
dialect, this may  affuredly convince us, that they 
were written before this corruption had obtained any 
prevalency among that people. And for this reafon 
I reckon them both to have been compofed before 
our Saviour’s time, and the Targum. of Onkelos to be 
the -ancienter of the two, becaufe it is the purer, 
though the other comes very little behind it herein, 
which evidently fhews it to have been written very 
foon after it. The ews {peak _ very magnificent 
things of Fonathan, but fay little of Onkelos though 


they maniteftly prefer the Targum of Onkelos before 


that of the other, as indeed it deferves they fhould 
it being much th & of the two: : 
y Osing Much the more exact of the two; the rea- 

fon 
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fon of this is, they all hold Yonathan to have been a 
natutal Few; but the general vogue among them be- 
ing, ‘that Onkelos was a Profelyte, and fifter’s fon to 
Tutus, who deftroyed Feru/alem, for both thefe reafons; 
though both are grofs miftakes, they have leffer regard 
to his memory than to that of the other, tho’ they 
have the greater for his work. 

_ The only thing that can be alledged againft the 
Antiquity of thefe two Targums, is, that neither Oris 
gen, nor Epipbanius, nor Ferom, nor any of the anci- 
ent fathersof the Chriftian Church make any mention 
of them. Thefe three which I have named, were 
well skilled in the Jewith Learning, and therefore it 
is thought, they could not have avoided taking fome 
notice of them, had they been extant in their time, 
efpecially not Ferom, who lived in Fudea a great part 
of his life, and there converfed with the learnedeft 
Rabbies of that Sect; and was very inquifitive after 
all that was to be learned from them for his better 
underftanding of the Hebrew Scriptures, and yet in 
all his writings we find no mention of any Yargum or 
Chaldee Paraphrafe, nor doth he make ufe of any 
fuch in any of his Commentaries, in which they 
would have been very ufeful unto him; and there- 
fore from hence they conclude, that certainly they 
were not in being in his time. But this being a ne- 
gative Argument it proves nothing. For there might 
be many reafons, which might hinder Yerom from 
knowing any thing of them, though in common ufe 
among the ews of-his time. For firft, tho’ Ferom 
underftood Hebrew well, it was late ere he ftudied 
the Chaldee, and therefore it was with difficulty that 
he attained to any knowledge in it, (s) of which he 
himfelf complains ; and therefore might not be fuffi- — 
ciently skill’d to read thofe Zargums, had he known 
any thing of them, But 2dly, it is moft probable, 
that he knew nothing of them. For the Fews were 
' in thofe times very backward in communicating any

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of their Books: or their knowledge to the Chriftianss 
and theretore tho’ Ferom (¢) got fome of their Rabbies 
to help him in his ftudies about the Hebrew  Scrip- 
tures, yet he could not have them for this purpofe 
without bribing them to it with great fums. “And 
what afiiftance they gave him herein was contrary to 
the eftablifhed rules and orders then: made and: re- 


‘ceived among that’ people, and therefore ‘when ‘thefe 


Rabbies came to Ferom to give him that afliftance in 
his Hebrew ftudies,, which he hired them’ for, they 
did it by ftealth, (¢) coming to him’only by night, as 
Nicodemus did unto Chrif, for fear of offending ‘the 
reft of their Brethren. And’ this being at that’ time 
the humour of thofe people, we may hence conclude, 
that thofe Rabbies ferved ferom very poorly in the 
matter he hired them for, and communicated nothing 
further to him, than they faw needs: they muft to 
earn his money. \ And 3dly, as to the other . Fathers, 
none of them underftood the Chaldee Tongue; ‘and 
befides, there-was in their time fuch an averfion and 
bitter enmity between- the Chriftians and the Fews;,: 
as hindred all manner of converfe between them, fo 
that) neither would willingly communicate any thing 
to each other; and no wonder then that in thofe days 
thefe Zargums were concealed from all Chriftians, as’ 
being doubly locked up from them, that is not only 
by the language in which they were written, but’: 
alfo by the malice and perverfenefs of the ews, who 
had the keeping of them. But gthly, befides their ~ 
malice and perverfenefs, they had alfo fome very good. 
reafons to be cautious as to this matter. For there: 
being many Prophecies of the Old Te/tament concern-' 
ing the Mefiab explained in thefe Targums in the - 
fame manner as we Chriftians do, it behoved thofe 

of that Sect not to communicate them to any Chri-) . 
ftians, left thereby they fhould give them an ad=: 
vantage for the turning of their own Artillery againft

them, 
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them, and the cutting of the very throat of ‘their 
caufe with their own weapons. And for this reafon 
it happened, that it was much above a thoufand years 
after Chrit, ere Chriftians knew any thing of thofe 
Targums, and fcarce three Centuries have paffed fince 
they have become common among us ; and therefore 
it is not to be wondered at, that the ancienteft fathers 
of the Chriftian Church knew nothing of them. And 
all this put together I think may be fufficient to con- 
- wince any one, that thefe Zargums may be as ancient as 
is faid, though neither Ferom nor any of the ancient 
fathers of the Chriftian Church fay any thing of them, 
and that their Silence herein can be no argument to the 
contrary, 
As to all the other Zargums, befides thefe two of 
Onkelos on the Law and Yonathan on the Prophets, 
they are all moft certainly of a much later date. This 
is’ above fhewn of fome of them from the matters 
therein contained, but the ftile in which they are 
written proves it of all of them. For it being.in every 
one of them more barbarous and impure, and much 
more corrupted with exotic words and grammatical 
irregularities, than that of the Ferufalem Talmud, 
this, fhews them to have been written after the com- 
pofure of that Talmud, that. is after the beginning of 
the fourth Century after Chri, It is alfo to be ob- 
ferved of thefe later Zargums, that they abound much 
with Talmudic fables; if thefe. were taken out of 
the Babylomjh Talmud, this will bring down. their 
date much lower, and prove them to have been writ- 
ten after that Talmud alfo, as well as after the other, 
that is after che beginning of the fixth Century after 
Chrift. This hath been already proved of the JZar- 
gum on the Megilloth, which is one of them that I 
~ now. treat of in this Paragraph, and poflibly it may 
be true of fome of the reft alfo. By reafon of the 
barbarity of the ftile in which thele later Targums 
are written, and the great mixture of exotic words, 
with which they abound, they are badly underftood 


ong the Hews even by the moft learned of their 
an i ' Rabbies, 
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Rabbies, and therefore aré not much regarded by 
them, But of late Coben De Lara a Few of Hani- 
argh, and the: moft learned of that Sect, which the 
Jaft Century hath produced, hath publifhed a Lexicon 
for their help, in which he expounds all the Cha/dee, 
Syriac, Arabic, Perfian, Turkifh, Greek, Latin; lialiany 
Spanifh, Portuguefe, Gallic, ~ German, Saxon, Dutch, 
and Englifh words, which any where occur in their 
Talmudic and Rabbinical writings. This Book was a 


work of forty years labour and ftudy, and firft publith- - 


ed at Hamburgh, Anno Dom. 1668, where the Author 
fome years after died. . DG tit 

The Targums of Onkelos and Fonathan are in- fo 
great Efteem among the Fews, that they hold them 
to be of the fame Authority with the original facred 
Text; and for the fupport of this Opinion they feign 
them to be derived from the fame fountain. For they 
fay, (w) that when God delivered the written Law. un- 


to Mo/es from Mount Sinai, he delivered with it at the | 


fame time the  Chaldee Paraphrafe of Onkelos in. the 
fame manner, as they fay, he then did the Oral Law: 
WAnd fo that when: by his Holy Spirit he dictated un- 
to the Prophets the Scriptures of the, Prophetical 
Books, he delivered feverally to them. ‘upon each 
Book the Targum of Fonathan at the fame time. And 
that both thefe Zargums were delivered down by 
Tradition through fuch faithful hands, as God by his 
providence had appointed, the firft from Mofes, and 
the other from the Prophets . themfelves, ‘who weré 
the writers of thefe Prophetical Books, till at length 
through this Chain of Traditional defcent they camé 
down to the hands of Oxkelos and Jonathan, and that 
all they did was only to put them into writing. . This 
fhews the high opinion and efteem which they have 
of thems; but the true reafon of it, and of their 


equalling them with the Text, was that they were. 


every Sabbath day tread in their Synagogues in the 
fame manner as. the original facred word itfelf, of 
which they were Verfions. It hath ‘been above: als

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ready fhewn, that after the Chaldee became the vul- 
gar Tongue of the Fews, the weekly Leffons out of 
the Law and the Prophets in their Synagogues hav- 
ing been firft read’ in Hebrews were by an Interpreter 
ftanding by the Reader rendered into Chaldee. This 
continued for fome time; but afterwards when Tar. 
- gums were made, the Interpretation was read out of 
them without any more imploying Interpreters. for 
this purpofe; that is, the Readers did: firft read a 
verfe out of the facred Hebrew Text, and then the 
fame again out of the Cha/dee Targum, and fo went 
on from verfe to verfe till they had read out the 
whole. Leffon; and the Zargums of Onkelos on the 
Law, and Fonethen on the Prophets having obtained 
an approbation beyond all the other Zargums on 
thefe Scriptures, they at length were alone ufed in 
this Service. And this ufe of them was retained in 
their Synagogues even down to late times, and in 
places where the Chaldee was among the people as 
much an unknown Language as the Hebrew. For 
Elias Levita, who lived about two hundred: years 
fince, (v) tells us, that they were thus ufed in his 
time in Germany, and elfewhere; that is that they 
were read in their Synagogues after the Hebrew Texe 
in the fame manner as I have defcribed ; and agreea. 
ble to this purpofe, though only for private ufe, 
they had fome of their Bidles written out in Hebrew 
and Cha/dee together, that is each verfe firft in He- 
brew, and then the fame verfe next in Chaldee, and 
thus from verfe to verfe in the fame manner through 
the whole volume. In thefe Bibles the Targum of 
Oukelos was the Chaldee verfion for the Law, and 
that of Fouathan for the Prophets, and for the Ha- 
giographa the other Zargums, that, were written on 
them. One of thefe Bibles thus written (w) Buxtorff 
~ tells us he had feen at Strasburgh, and (x) Walton ac- 
quaints us, that he had the perufal of two others of

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the fame fort, one in the publick Library of the Church 
of Weftminfier, and the other in the private Study of 
Mr. Thomas Gataker. 

' Whether the Zargums of Onkelos and Fonathan 
were received for this ufe fo early, as in our Saviour’s 
time, I cannot fay; but this feems certain, if not 
thefe particular ‘Iargums, yet fome others then were 
in hands for the inftruction of the People, and (y) 
were read among them in private as well’as in publick 
for this purpofe; And that they had fuch not only 
on the. Law and the Prophets, but alfo on all the 
other Hebrew Scriptures, For as I have faid before it 
was never a ufage among the Jews to lock up the 
holy Scriptures, or any part of them, from the Peo- 
ple in a language unknown to them. For when dif- 
perfed among the Greeks they had them in Greek, 
and where the Chaldee was the vulgar language, they 
had them in Cha/dee. And when (z) Chrift was cal« 
Jed out to read the fecond Leffon in the Synagogue 
of Nazareth, of which he was a Member, he feems 
to have read it out of a Yargum. For the words 
then read by him out of Iaiah Ixi. 1. as recited by 
St. Luke iv. 18. do not exactly agree either with the 
Hebrew Original, or with the Septuagint Verfion in 
that place, and therefore it feems moft likely, that 
they were read out of fome Chaldee Targum, which 
was made ufe of in that Synagogue. And when he 
cried out upon the Crofs in the words of the Pfal- 
mift, Palm xxii. 1. Eli Eli lama Sabachthani, i. e. my 
God, my God, why bajt thou _forfaken me; Matth. xxvii. 46. 
he quoted them not out of the Hebrew Text, but 
out of the Chaldee Paraphrafe; For in the Hebrew 
Text it is Ei Eli lamah Azabtani, and the word Sabach- 
thani is no where to be found, but in the Chaldee 
Tongue. 
Thofe Targums are the ancienteft Books the Fews 
have next the Hebrew Scriptures. This is certain of 
prec Seal nae

(=) Luke iv. 16, 17, oo 
the | 
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he Targums of Onkelos on the Law, and of Fone- 
than on the Prophets; and although the others are 
of a later date, yet they were for ,the mott part 
tran{cribed and compofed out of other ancient Glof. 
fes and Zargums, which were in’ uf long before. 
Such Ihave fhewn they had: foon after the time of 
Ezra; but thefe being written in the pure Feru/a- 
lem Dialect of the Chaldee language muft in thofe 
times, in which the language of the Jeru/alem Tal- 
mud, and of the later Targums was.fpoken, be as 
much an unknown language to the People, as for- 
merly the Hebrew was to them on their return from 
the. Babylonifo Captivity. And therefore they feem 
to have been compofed in this corrupted Stile of 
that Dialect of purpofe for their help; and from 
hence it is, that I take them to be no other, than as 
Largums of the old Targums, that is the old Fargums, 
which were in ufe before the time of Onzkelos and 
. Fonathan, tranflated and written over again from the 
purer Ferufalem diale& (which was in the time of 
the compofure of thofe later Yargums no Jonger un- 
- derftood by the People) into that, which they then 
did. underftand, that is that corrupt language of the 
Ferufalem Chaldee Dialeé&t in which they were com- 
pofed. And that therefore thefe old Yargums with 
the addition of fome Rabbinical Fables and Rabbi- 
nical Fooleries, which are interfperfed in them, are 
the whole of their Contexture, and that all’of them, 
that is all the later Zargums (I mean all excepting 
Onkelos on the Law, and Fonathan on the Prophets) 
were compofed within the compafs of one and the 
fame Age: The uniformity of their Stile plainly 
proves this, and the corruptnefs of it proves that it 
was. after the compofure of the Ferufalem Talmud, 
as hath been already fhewn ; but in what age it was 
after that compofure is uncertain. It feems moft 
probable to me, that it was in that (@) in which the 
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(a) The Babylonith Talmud «vas compofed about the bezinning of 
the 6th Century after Chrift. ; : 
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Balylonifo Talmud was compiled, and that fome of 
them were written a litcle before, and fome of them 
a little after the publication of it. For that Talmud 
making mention of fome of them proves thefe to have 
been written before it, and fome of them making 
mention of that Talmud prove thefe to have been 
written after it. 

They are all of them of great ufe for the better 
underftanding not only of the Old Tefament on which 
they are written, but alfo of the New. As to the 
Old: Teftament they vindicate the genuinenefs of the 
prefent Hebrew Text by proving it the fame, that. 
was in ufe, when thefe Zargums were made; contrary 
to the opinion of thofe who think the Fews corrupt- 
ed it after our Saviour’s time. They help to ex- 
plain many Words and Phrafes in the Hebrew Origi- 
nal, for the meaning whereof we fhould otherwife 
have been at a lofs, and they hand down to us many’ 
of the ancient Cuftoms and Ufages of the Jews, 
which much help to the illuftrating of thofe Scrip- 
tures, on which they are written. And fome of thefe, 
with the Phrafeologies, Idioms, and peculiar forms 
of Speech, which we find in them, do in many In- 
ftances help as much for the illuftrating and better — 
underftanding of the New Tefament as of the Old. 
For the Ferujalem Chaldee Dialect in which they are 
written, being the fame, which was the vulgar Lan 
guage of the ews in our Saviour’s time, many of its: 
Idioms, Phrafeologies, and forms of Speech, which 
from hence came into the Writings of the New Je- 
fiament, are found in thefe Zargums, and from thence 
are beft to be illuftrated and explained. The Zar- 
gums of Onkelos and ‘Fonathan mutt certainly be al 
lowed to be ufeful for this purpofe, as being written — 
juft before the time of our Saviour; and although 
the others were much later, and written in a core 
rupted Stile much differing from that of the 
other, yet the fame Idioms, Phrafes, and forms 
of Speech ftill remaining, they ferye for this ufe 
as well as the other, efpecially where tranfcribed 

oo from 
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- from other ancienter Targums, as I fuppofe they moftly 
were. . 

They alfo very much ferve the Chriftian Caufe 
againft the Fews, by interpreting many of the Pro- 
phecies of the Meffiab in the Old Zeffament in the fame 
manner as the Chriftiansdo. I fhall here inftance in | 
fome of them. 

Gen, iii. 1. God faith unto the Serpent, J¢ (that 

is the feed of the woman) feall bruife thy bead, and 

thou foalt bruife bis beel, Chriftians interpret this of

Genéfis xlix. 10. Jacob prophefieth that The Scepter 
foall not depart from Fudab, nor a Lawgiver from be- 
tween bis feet, until Shilob fhould come. Chriftiang 
underftand this of the Mefiah, and from thence prove 
againft the Jews, that the Meffiab muft according to 
this Prophecy of him have been long fince comes 
becaufe long fince, that is for many Ages paft, there 
hath been no regal power in Judah, no Prince of | 
that Nation ruling with the Scepter over them; nor 

any from between their feet, that is any born of that 
People, to make Laws or adminifter Juftice among 
them, becaufe for many Ages paft the whole Jewifh 

- Policy hath utterly ceafed from among them, and 
they have no where, fince the time of Fefus Chrift 
the true Méfiah, been governed by their own Princes, 
or their own Laws; but every where by ftrangers, 
and the Laws of ftrangers, among whom they have 
lived. The ews to evade the force. of this mani- 
feft Argument againft them object, firft, thar the 
word Sbebet in the Hebrew Text, which we _inter- 
pret a Scepter, the Inftrument of Rule, fignifieth al- 
{fo a Rod, which is the inftrument of Chaftifement, 

| and therefore fay, that though this fhould be . under- 
ftood of the Meffiah, the meaning would be no more 
than that their Chaftifement, that is the banifhment— 
which they now fuffer in their difperfions among 
ftrange Nations, fhould not ceafe (as they all reckon 
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it will not) ull their Mefiah fhall come to deliver 
them from it. But in the fecond place they object, 
that they do not allow that the Mefiab is meant by 
the word Shiloh in this Prophecy. But in both thee 
Particulars the Chaldee Paraphrafes are againft them, | 
For the words of Onkels in this Text are, There 
foail not be taken away from Judah ene baving the Prin- 
cipality, nor the Scribe from ‘the Sons. of bis Children, 
till the Meffiah foall come, © And the Ferufelem Targum 
or Paraphrafe, and that called Fonathan’s agree with 
him in both thefe Particulars. For they both inter- 
pret Shebet of the Principality, and Séilob of the. 
Mefiah, and therefore all three of them help the 
Chriftian Caufe in this matter. 
_ Numb. xxiv. 17. Part of the Prophecy of Balaam 
there recited, is, There fhall come a Star out of Jacob, 
anda Scepire foall rife out of Mirael, () and fhall bear 
rule over all the Children of Seth. We Chriftians in- 
terpret this of the Méeffab, and fo doth Onkeélos in 
his Targum on that place. For his words are, 4 King 
fhall rife out of the Houfe of Jacob, and the Meffiah 
Jfoall be anointed out of the Houfe of Utael, who shall 
rule over all the Sons of Men. And the Targum called 
Fonathan’s interprets this of the Meffiab in the fame 
manner alfo, as that of Oxkelos doth; and it is here 
to be obferved that the Targumifts rightly render 
this Phrafe, 4// the Children of Seth, by the Phrafe, 
All the Sons of Men. For all the Children of Sez, 
fince the Flood, are the fame with all the Children 
of dam, and thefe are all Men. And this fhews, 
that according to this Prophecy the Kingdom of the ~ 
Meffiah was not to be a peculiar Kingdom for the 
Fews, but univerfal for all Mankind. And agreea- 
ble hereto, Maimonides interprets this whole Text, 
His words are as followeth, 4 Sceptre fall rife out 
of Mrael; This is the King Meftiah. Aud jail finite

Wonderful, Counfellor, the Mighiy God, — 
the Everlafiing Father, the Prince of Peace; of the in- 
crease of bis Goverument there foall be no end, upon the 
Throne of David, and upon his Kingdom to order it, 
wand to eftablifh it with Fudgment and with Fuftice from 
henceforth even for ever. Chriftians all hold — that 
_ this is fpoken of the Meffiab, and Jonathan in the 
argum which is truly his doth on that place fy

_ Tfaiah xi. This whole Chapter we Chriftians un- 
derftand to be of the Mefiah, and the peaceablenefs 
and happinefs of his Kingdom. Fonathan doth the 
fame .in-his Zargum thereon, and in it doth twice 
amake.expreffion hereof, that is onthe firft verfe, and 
on the fixch, | 
_. Vfaiab Nii, and iit. What is contained in thefe two 
Chapters from the feyenth verfe of the firft of them 
to the end ofthe other is all a continued Prophecy 
of the Mefiab. So St. Fobn in his Gofpel xii. 38. 
and St. Paul to the Romans x. 16. do teach us, and 
fo all Chriftians hold, having fo great Authority. for 
at. ‘But, the .defcription there given of a daffering 
_ Mefiah not agreeing with the Notion which the 
«Fews-have -of him, who expect a Mefiab reigning 
.and.triumphing. in temporal Pomp _and-Power, , feve- 
ral, of them , reject this. Interpretation, and wrelt .the 
-whole.Prophecy to other meanings; fome of them 
underftanding it of Fofiah, fome of Feremiab, and 
others of the whole People of J/rae/. But the Zar- 
gum of La Oe it of the Mefiah, is fe 
has Wie 
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Chriftians do, and twice within the compafs of the 
Prophecy (i. ¢. Chap. li. 13. and Chap. liii. 10.) applies 
it to him. And Fonathan having compofed this Tar- 
gum before Chrift’s time, the ferving of neither Par- 
ty can be fuppofed then to have influenced him to 
have written otherwife, than appeared to him to be 
the plain truth of the matter; and that this Prophe- 
cy can be underftood of none other than the Mefiab 
is manifeft from the whole tenor of it. And it is as 
manifeft, that it was all compleated in Chrift our 
Lord. And therefore others among the Yews having 
rightly judged, that the wreftings above-mentioned 
are not fufficient to baffle the true meaning of this 


Prophecy, have for the evading hereof invented ano- 


ther Device; that is that there are to be two Mef- 


fiabs, and both yet to come, (¢) one of which they 


fay is to be of the Tribe of Ephraim, (and they 
therefore call him (c) Mefiab the Son of Ephraim, 
and fometimes Mefiah the Son of Fofeph) and the 


other of the Tribe of Fudab, and the Lineage of Da-' 


vid; and they therefore call him Aéefiab (c) the Son 
of David. The firft of thefe (who they (d) fay, will 
be the forerunner of the other) they make to be a 
fuffering Meffiah, and tell us of him, that he is to 
fight againft Gog, and having overcome him fhall af+ 
terwards be flain by Armiilus, whom they hold to 
be the greateft Knemy that fhall ever appear againft 
the Church of God in this World. And of this 
Meffiah the Son of Ephraim they interpret all, that is 
foretold in the Old Teftament of the Sufferings of 
Chrift our Lord, efpecially what is foretold of him 


in this Prophecy of Jaiab, and in that of Zecha- 


(c) Ben in Hebrew fignifving the fame as Son inEnglifh, in Hebrew 
ahey are called Metiah Ben Ephraim, and Mefliah Ben David ; and be= 
caufe Ephraim avas the Son of Jofeph, thercfare they call this their Mef- 
fiah Ben Ephraim, /ometimes Mefliah Ben Jofeph. The fulleft Account 
of what the Jews fay of thefe tro Mefliahs is given by Dr. Pocock at 
the end of bis Commentary onMalachi. _ (4) They interpret of him all 
that is prophefied of John the Baptiff, Malachi iti, 1. : b 
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 viab xii. 10. in which laft they interpret the words, — 
whom they have pierced, of his being to be pierced 
and run through by the Sword of Avmillus, when 
he fhall be flain by him. The other Mefiah, that 
is Meffiah the Son of David, they make to be a con- 
-quering and reigning Mefiab, that fhall conquer and 
kill Armillus, and reftore the Kingdom of J/rael, 
and there reign in the higheft Glory and Felicity ; 
And. of him they interpret all that is faid in the 
Scriptures of the Old Teftament, of the Glory, 
Power, and Righteoufnefs of Chrift’s Kingdom, But 
all that they thus tell us of their twofold Mefiah is a 
mere FiGtion, framed without as much as a Pretence to 
any foundation in Scripture for it, a vile and moft 
pitiful fetch invented only to evade what they cannot: 
anfwer; and their being forced to have recourfe to fuch 
a wretched Shift is a plain giving up ef the Caufe, they 
make ufe of it for. 

Micah v. 2. The words of the Prophet are, Aud 
thou Bethlehem Ephratah /hall be chief among the 
Thoufands of Judah; Out of thee fhall come forth unto 
me be, that isto be ruler in Ifrael, This (e) is the 
true Tranflation of the Hebrew Text, and this all 
Chriftians underftand of the Méefiah, and fo anciently 
did the chief Priefts and Scribes of the People of 
the Jews, (f) when confulted by Hered. But fince 
that time, in oppofition to the Gofpel, Jewifh Writers 
have. endeavoured to give this Text another meaning, 
fome interpreting it of Hezekiah, fome of Zerubbabel, 
and fome otherwife. But onathan, who perchance 
was one among thofe Scribes, whom Herod confulted, 
gives the true meaning of it by interpreting it of the 
Meffiah, in the fame manner as we Chriftians do. For 
his Verfion of this Text is, Out of thee fall come forth 
before me the Meffiah who fall exercife fovereign rule 
over Ifrael. .

Many other Ihftances might be 
produced out of thefe Zareums, wherein the Prophe- 
cies of the Old Teftament are’ illuftrated’ and explain- 
ed forthe’ advantage of the Chriftian Caufe againft’ 
all’ oppofers. But thefe are fufficient to give the: 
Reatier a'tafte of all the reft, and alfo to’ fhew how: 
ufefal thefe’ Zargums may be to a Chriftian Divine in’ 
all Controverfies about the Mefiah, efpecially againft 
the Fews. For thefe Zargums being their own Books: 
all Arguments taken out of them, if any thing can 
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convince that obftinate People, muft be of a’ very - 
convincing force againft them, efpecially when’ they 
are out of the Zargums of Oxkelos on the Law, and 
Fonathan on the Prophets, For thefe they hold to 
_ be of tlie fame Authority with the facred Word it- 
felf. Richard Simon the Frenchman (&) is againft’ 
Chriftians making any uf at all of thole Zargums in 
their Controverfies with the Fews. For he thinks, 
that our urging’ of any Arguments againft then out 
of thofe Books: may feem to authorize them, which 
will, faith‘he; be much to the difadvantage of Chri- 
ftianity, béecaufe thofe Books being written with’ the 
folé view of eftablifhing the Jewith Ceremonies and 
Réligion, they will operate uch ftronger to the _ 
fipport of the Jewith caufe than the Chriftian. .But 
I can fee no reafon in all this for certainly we may 
make ufe of the Targums of Onkelos, and fonathan, ‘for’ 
the proving of the ancient.and true ‘Interpretation’ of 
-. the Prophecies of the Mefiah explained in them, and 
of the other argums alfo for the fame purpofe, ‘with- 
. otit our incurring thereby that ill Confequence, 
- which that Frenchman would guard againft; our 
ufing’ them for this purpofe no more authorifing all’ 
elf contained in them, than our ufing the Prophe- 
cies of the Pentateuch againft the fame Fews can’ be 
faid to authorize their prefent Rites and Ceremonies 
contained in that Book, now they are wholly’ abo- 
Jifhed by the Gofpel. Befides when we make ufe of 
any Quotations out of thofe Targums in our Contro~ 
verfies with the fews, they are chiefly ufed as argumenta’ 
ad bomines. And thus we may ufe Arguments out. — 
of the Alcoran againft the Mabometans, and out of 
the Talmud againft the Fews, without giving in the’ 
leaft aby authority or approbation thereby to either of 
them. - , os 
With much better reafon the fame Frenchman (1) 
difapproves of the ufe of the Targuis for the proof 
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{#) Critical Hiftory of the Old Teftament, Bock ao Chap. 1%. 
(J) Critical Hiftory of the Old Teftament, Book iii. Chaz. 24+ 
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of the AcyG or Word in that fenfe, in which we 
find. it expreffed in the firft Chapter of the Gofpel of 
St. Fohn. For through all thofe Zargums in a great 
number of places, where mention is made of God in 
the Original Hebrew, it being render’d the word of 
God in the Chaldee Interpretation, hence the Chaldee 
Memra, which in that phrafe fignifieth the Word, 
hath been thought to correfpond with the Greek 
AbyG in that Gofpel, and both exactly to denote the 


fame thing. And therefore feveral learned Men have ~ 


endeavoured to explain the one by the other, and 


from hence to prove the Divinity of our Saviour. But 


others, as well as Monfieur Simon, (m) being fenfible, 
that this phrafe in the Chaldee being an Idiom of that 
Language, which may be otherwife explained, they 
are again{t prefling any Argument from it for this 
point, becaufe it is capable of an Anfwer to which we 


_ €annot well reply. 


Thefe Zargums are publifhed to the beft advantage 
in the fecond Edition of the Great Hebrew Bible fet 
forth at Bafl by Buxtorf the Father, Anno 1620. For 
that learned man hath therein taken great pains not 
qnly. to rectify the Chaldee Text, but alfo to reform 
the Vowel pointings in it. At firft thefe Targums 
were written, as all other Oriental Books, without 
Vowel points; but at length fome Jews attempted 
to add points to them; but this being done. very 


erroneoully, Auxtorf undertook to mend it according: 


to fuch Rules, as he had formed from the puncta- 
tion, which he found in thofe parts of the Books of 
Daviel and Ezra, which are written in the Chaldee 
Language. But fome think that the Chaldee which 
is contained in thofe two Books, (#) is too little 
from thence to frame Rules in this matter for the 
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(m) Lightfoot's Hebrew exercitations on St. John’s Gofpel, Chap. 1.

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whole Language, (0) and that therefore it had been’ 
better if Buxtorf had let this matter alone, and printed 
thofe Books without any points at all; but left us 
wholly to be directed by the four Letters //epb, He, 
Vau, Yod, (which they call AMlatres Leéfionis) for the 
reading of thofe Books. But that great and learned 

man knew bettér what was fit to be done, than any 
that fhall tak them to cenfure his performances, 

The World i re beholden to him for his learned and 
judicious La than to any other that lived in. his 
time, and his name ought ever to be preferved with 
Honour in Acknowledgment of it. But to return 
again to our Hiftory. , 9 .° : 

Sofius, whom Antony had left Governor of Syria. 
on his going to Jtaly, finding that Venti- Baik

And thus it frequently happens to other un- 
der-governors and minifters either of State or War, 
they being as often undone by meriting too much 
from the Princes they ferve, as by demeriting from

> Tn the interim Hyrcanus continued a Prifoner at Se- 
acia in Babylonia, tilt Phraates came’ to the Crowm 
‘Aimidf the Cruelties which he exercifed among’ his 
. own people, He fhewed kindnefs and generofity to- 
wards’ this'Captive Prince. For (a) as foon ashe was 
. infornied” of his quality, he ordered him to be releaf- 
ed’ from his‘Chains, and allowed him to live at full 
Liberty” ariéng the ews of that! Country, who re- 
Ging! him’ as their ‘King, and their High-Prieft, 
he feeried to’ Have beét'as: much a King among them, 
and to have as ample a Kingdom, as when he reign- 
ed’at Yerufalem. For the Jews who» were® then ‘fet- 
fled in’ Babylonia, Afpria, and: other Countries, be- 
ond’ the Euphrates, which were then Parts of the 
Parthian Empire, were as numerous as thofe in Fu- 
dzai And all thefe honoured him/as their King, and 
fapplied him with a maintenance fuitable thereto ;

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fo that he lived there in full honour, eafe, and plen- 
ty. Buton hearing of Herod’s being advanced to be 
King of Fudea, the love which he had for his coun- 
try fo° prevailed with him, that nothing could con- 
tent him, but to return again thither. Having 


. been the preferver of Herod’s Life, when he was ar-» 


raigned before the Sanbedrim for the death of Heze- 
kias, and the founder ofall his fortunes, he expected 
this man would have treated him as Gratitude obliged, 
and returned him all the Kindneffés he had received, 
and therefore was defirous of putting himfelf under 
his. protection in Ferufalem ; and Herod was as earnett 
to have him there, as the other to defire its. but 
with quite another view. He feared fome turn might 
happen to bring Alyrcanus again upon the Throne, 
and therefore defired to have him in his power, 
that he might cut him off to prevent it, when he 
fhould fee an occafion for it: And for this end not 
only invited Hyrcanus to him with great earneftnels, 
and greater promifes; but fent an Embafly to’ Péra- 
ales Of purpofe-to folicit. his permiffion for him to 
come; and he having fucceeded in both thefe parti- 
culars, ‘that is with Péraates to grant him his difmif-. 
fion, and, with Hyrcanus to accept of it, the unfor- 
tunate old Prince contrary to the advice of all his 
friends left Babylonia, and returned to Feru/alem, 
where Herod for fome time treated him with all 
leeming refpeéts, till at length he found a pretence 
to put him to death, in the manner as will: be here- 
after related, . . 

(2) Publius Canidius one of Antony’s Lieutenants hav-— 
ing vanquifhed the Armenians, the Iberians, and the 
Albanians, and carried his victorious Arms as far as 
Mount Caucafus, the name of utony hereon became 
very famous and terrible among all the Nations of 
thofe parts; with which he being much elated was 
blown up. thereby into a confidence of having the:

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fame fuccefs againft the Parthians, and therefore (cr) 
refolved forthwith to profecute that war againft them 
which: he had long defigned, and which was at Rome 
earneftly expected from him, for the revenging of the 
Caufe of Craffus, and thofe Romans that perifhed with 
him at Carrbe ; and he accordingly fet himfelf on the 
making of all manner of preparations for it, (@) in 
which he made great ufe of Mone/es, forming all his 
Schemes for the carrying of it on by his advice, and 
to engage him to. be the more ferviceable to him 
herein (d@) he allowed him the Revenues of three Ci- 
ties for his maintenance, as Xerxes had Lhemiftocles, 
and promifed him alfo on his conquering the Coun- 
try to make him King of it. But while. thefe pro- 
jets were a framing came Ambafladors from Phraates 
to invite Monefes home. For the Parthians very ill 
refenting the banifhment of this great Man, and 
Phraates himfelf dreading the Advantage which the 
Enemy might have againft him from the advice of fo 
wife and able a Couniellor, and one fo well acquaint- 
ed with the Country to direét an invafion into it, 
this produced a refolution of recalling him 5 and fuch 
Terms being offered him, as he thought fit to ac- 
cept, he prepared for his return. utony had great 
indignation hereat, and though he had him ftill in 
his power, yet thought it not for his intereft to put 
him to death, becaufe this would difcourage all 
others from revolting to him; but to make the beft 

Advantage of this Incident for his own Intereft, he . 
on his difmiffing of Monafes fent Ambaffadors with 
him to Phraates to treat of Peace, hoping that by 
amufing him herewith he might divert him from 
making preparations for the War, and fo find him 
unprovided to make any refiftance on his invafion 
upon him, But he wholly failed of his aim in this 
matter. For intending to have invaded the Parth:- 
ans by the neareft cut over the Euphrates, on his

whereon he marched off to the left, and pafled Mount 
Taurus into Armenia, purpofing from thence, to. ine 
vade firft the Medians, and after that the Parthians 5 
and this» he was induced-to by, the Solicitations of Ar- 
tabazes King of Armenia. For :that Prince, having 
made a breach with Aniavafdes King of -Media,. for 
the revenging of his.caufe upon chim, prefled Antony 
to come this way, and on, his failing of the,other 
over the Euphrates he accepted-of the invitation... And 
had Artabazes acted faithfully with him, the Expe- . 
dition in all likelihood would have had: all the fuccefs 
which was. propofed. But (f) inftead of conducting 
him the direct way, which from Zeagma on the Eu- 
pbrates (the place from whence he did firft fet out on » 
this Northern march) to the River axis, that, part- 
ed Media trom Armenia, was about five. hundred 
miles, he led him over Mountains and difficult Pafies, 
and by ways fo far about, that he made his march. 
to be of double the length, before he arrived on the 
borders of Média, at the place intended for the be- 
ginning of the War; whereby not only the Army 
was fatigued, but fo much of the year fpent, that it ” 
left him not time fufficient for the executing of what 
was defigned. However (g) to make all the. Expe- 
dition poffible, that fo-he might be back again foon 

- enough to fpend his Winter with Cleopatra, he over- 
marched all his “heavy carriage (among which were 
goo Waggons loaded with battering Rams, ,and 
other military Engins for Sieges) leaving Statianus 
one of his Lieutenants with a guard of ten thoufand 
Men to bring them after him. With the. reft of. his 
Army he haftned forward by long marches till he ar= 
rived at Praafpa (otherwife called Phraata) the capi-

: dian and Parthian Army came up to him, finding 
~ him thus in vain fpending himfelf in this Siege, they 
ftayed not to give him any difturbance for the raifing 
of it, but pailing him by marched forward to fall on 
Statianus, who was coming up with the heavy. car- 
‘riages, and having furprifed him in the way cut him 
_ off and all his ten thoufand Men with him (except- 
ing only fome few who had quarter given them in 
the end of the Carnage) and took all the Engins of 
War, and all the reft of the baggage that was with 
them; which was a lofs and difappointment that 
 moftly* contributed: to the making the whole Expedi- ° 
tion mifcarry, next the ill meafures by which it was 
conducted. - 
As foon as Antony heard of the danger Statianys was 
“in, (4) he made all the hafte he could to his affi- 
tance ; but came too late to give him any ; for on his

* * arrival he found him and all his men dead on the field 
of battle; but no Enemy appearing to oppofe him, 
he fuppofed them fled for fear of him, and this mak- 
| jng him refume his Courage he returned again to 
the Siege ; but was there attended with the fame ill 
~ Succefs as in all things elfe during this Expedition, 
For the Enemy lying near at hand continually haraf- 
fed him with freth Affaults, taking all advantages for 
it, efpecially in his foragings. Ii he fent‘out few for 
. this purpofe, they were ufually cut off in their re-

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turn ; and if he fent many, the remainder were galled 
by the Sallies of the befiegers. He thought to have 
remedied all this by drawing the Parthian Army to- 
a general battle, and twice he attained his aim heres . 
in, but with little advantage to him; for although 
in both confiiéts he put the enemy to a thorough 
rout, yet the Parthians being all Horfemen they made 
their retreat with that fwiftnefs, and thereby fo well 
efcaped the damages ufually fuffered in fuch defeats, 
that in the laft of them, when Azfony thought his 
victory abfolute and purfued it ‘to the utmoft, he 
found that there were only eighty of the Enemy 
flain, and thirty taken prifoners in the whole action. 
However he continued the Siege, till having eaten 
up all the country round he was forced to depart for 
want of Provifions; but his Retreat being to be 
made through the Enemy’s Country (/) for 300 
miles (for (m) at that diftance Phraata lay from the 
borders of Armenia) it was attended with great diffi- 
culties, and continual dangers. He (#) was much 
beholden to a Guide, which he had of the Mardi- 
ans (a people living near the confines of Media and 
Aymenia) who being well acquainted with the Coun- 
try faithfully conducted him through it. The Par- 
thian (0) Army followed him as far as the River | 
Araxis, where the Territories of the Medians ended, 
and harafied him all the way with affaults, as often 
as they had an Advantage for them. (p) Eighteen 
times they fell on him with all their Forces, and al- 
though he as often repulfed them, yet it was every 
time with greater lofs to himfelf, than to the Ene- 
my. For as foon as they perceived themfelves worft- 
ed, they made quick retreats, as being all Horfemen, 
fo as to fuftain no lofs in the purfuit. (g) Three times 
he was in danger of being abfolutely undone by am- 
bufhes Jaid in the way for him, which he could not

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have efcaped, but that he had notice given him of 
them from the enemy’s quarters. Twice Monefes 
ferved him this way by a fpecial meffenger fent to 
him for this purpofe, in return to the kindnefs he 
had received from him in his banifhment: And the 
other time he had his intelligence from an old Roman 
foldier, who having been a captive among the Par- 
‘thians ever fince the defeat of Crafus, camé to the 
Roman army to acquaint him of the danger. Al- 
though he made many errors in his conduct of the 
other parts of this war, there were none of them in 
this retreat. For he managed it with all the art and 
fuccefs, that it was capable of, and after a march of 
twenty-feven days from the walls of Phraaia he 
brought his army back again into Armenia, tho’ not 
without great lofs. For on his taking a review of 
‘his army after his repafling the Araxis; he found he 
brought back of His foot twenty thoufand, and_ of his 
hhorfe four thoufand, fewer than he firft carried over 
that River for this war, more of which perifhed by 
the hardfhips of the Campaign than by the fword of 
the enemy. And although on his entering Armenia 

he was there out of the enemy’s Country, and had 
free paffage for his army without moleftation, yet 

- winter being now advanced, and Armenia all covered 

with fnow, by continuing his march through it 
‘during this hard feafon he loft feveral thoufands more 
of his men, fo that on his return to Antioch, Florus 
(r) tells us he fcarce brought back a third part of the 
number he carried out. And yet he had the vanity 
on his return to boaft, as if he had come back with 
victory, and affumed the honours due thereto. He 
‘was not at any time indeed during this expedition 
vanquifhed in Battle, as Crafus had been, but came 

back alive at the head of his army, and without that 

- difgrace to the Roman Arms, which attended the

abfolute defeat of that other General. But if their 
lofiés be compared together, this of Ausony’s will ap- 


_ pear the more _ unfortunate expedition of the two. 


‘When Craffus was vanquifhed by the Parthians at 
Carrbe, (s) there were flain with him twenty thou- 
fand, and ten thoufand taken prifoners; but in this 
Campaign of Autony’s againft the fame people the 
number of thofe that: were loft in it, was much 
greater; according to Florus’s account it was about 
twice as much; for he went out with (¢) an hundred 
thoufand men, -and if he brought back only a third 


‘part, then above fixty thoufand mutt have perifhed 


of them in this deftructive undertaking. 

Had Artabaxes, (#) who marched with Antony in- 
to. Media with fixteen thoufand horfe, continued 
them in his fervice, that reinforcement would have 
enabled him to have~ purfued the Parthian Horfe 
as often as they were repulfed, and to have taken 
thereby all the advantages of thefe defeats for the 
making of that campaign fully fortunate. But that 
faithlefs man, who had drawn Antony into this war, 
was the firft that deferted him in it. For (w) hear- 
ing of the ill fate of Statianus, and thofe that were 
cut off with him, he immediately withdrew into his 
own Country, giving all for loft on the Romans fide, 
and thereby did all that in him lay to make it fo; for 
which Axtony at laft revenged himfelf upon him in his’ 
utter ruin, ; 

But the main» caufe of. all the misfortunes of 
this war; as well as of all others, that befell this 
noble Roman after his obtaining the chief com- 
mand of the Eaft, was that wicked and lafcivious 
woman Cleepatra Queen of Egypt. On his laft return 
out of Jialy into Syria he forthwith (x) fent for her 
thither againft the advice of all his friends. On her 
arrival (y) fhe influenced him to many unjuft and

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wicked things for the gratifying of her avarice, and 
many of the nobilty ot Syria were on falfe pretences 
put to death through her means, for no other reafon, 
but that fhe might have their forfeited eftates; 
among whom one was Ly/anias the fon of Ptolemy 
Mennzus Prince of Chalcis and Iturza, (z) whom the 
having caufed to be put to death on a falfe accula- 
tion_of confederating with the Parthians had thereon 
~ his Dominions granted to her. The ftay which fhe 
then made with him, much retarded this Parthian 
expedition. For that he might the longer enjoy her 
converfation, (4) he fo long delayed his firft fetting 
out on it, and: by reafon hereof came into Armenia fo 
late in the year, that he could not have time enough 
to do any great feats in this Campaign, had he been 
fully fortunate in it; and although he fent her away 
again into Egypt before he marched forth with his 
army, yet he went to this war with his heart fo be- 
witched to her, that he precipitated. every thing to 
make the more halte to return to her again. And 
this precipitation was the caufe that made the under- 
taking fo miferably mifcarry, as hath been above re- 
lated. A great part of the Summer having been 
fpent ere he came to the River Araxis, inftead of 
paffing it fo late in the year, he fhould have put his army 
. there into quarters among the Armenians. After fo 
~ Jong and fatiguing a march, as they made of it from 
Syria thither, they needed fuch a refrefhment, and 
winter being fo near, had he continued them ftill 
‘there in the fame quarters till the Rigour of it had 
een over, and began the war early in the {pring fol- 
~ Jowing, in all likelihood he would have had better 
fuccefs in it, and would then have had time enough 
before him for the making of the beft advantage of 
it. This was the beft courfe he could then have 
taken, and he was accordingly advifed to it; but the 
eager defire, which he then had, of being {peedily

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back again with that wicked woman, would not permit 
him to hearken thereto, but hurried him on to enter 
into a war in a cold Country, when the cold feafon 
was there beginning. And when the heavy carriages 
hindred him in his march from making that fpeed, 
with which he defired for the fame reafon to difpatch 
every thing, he left them behind to be brought af- 
ter him, which not only made the fiege of Phraata 
mifcarry for want of the Engins of battery, which 
were with thofe Carriages; but alfo was the caufeé 
of the lofs of all thofe Carriages, and of Statianus, 
and his convoy, who were appointed to bring them 
to him, they being all through this ill condu& cut 
off and deftroyed in the manner as above related. 
And when the unlucky beginning of the war with 
fo great a lofs had made every thing elfe mifcarry in 
it, and Antony was with great difficulty got back 
again into Armenia, and ought at leaft then to have 
put the remainder of his army into winter quarters. 
it being the middle of winter, (4) for the fake of 
getting {peedily back again into Syria for the gratifying 
of his luft with that woman, he obftinately continued 
his march over that mountainous country then covered 
all over with fnow, which loft him (c) eight thoufand 
of his men more, who perifhed in that march by reafon 
of the hardfhip of the feafon; which compleated the 
ruin of his army, and reduced them to that fmall num: 
ber I have mentioned. E 

While thefe things were a doing in the Eaft, a 
great change happened in the Weft, Sextus Pom. 
oe being driven out of Sicily, and Lepidus depofed 
rom the Triumvirate. ‘Ofavianus and Lepidus (d) 
had jointly carried on the war againft Sexids Pom 
peius, and they having had that fuccefS in it, as utterly 
to fubdue him both by fea and land, and deprive him .

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of all he had, excepting only feven fhips, with 
which he fled into dfa; Lepidus vainly arrogated, 
the whole honour of the Victory to himfelf, and 
would have feifed all Sicily, as what he thought was 
due folely unto him, as the juft reward of it. But 
Ofavianus having hereon drawn over all his army to 
~defert to him reduced him to a neceffity to beg his 
ife, and be content to lead the remainder of it in a 
private and mean condition at Circeii a {mall maritime 
ll among the Latins, where he was fent into ba- 
nifhment. That he attained to be one of the three 
fupreme Governors of the Roman Empire was wholly 
owing to fortune, he being without any merit in 
himfelf of either wifdom, valour or activity, to en- 
title him thereto; and therefore after he had thus 
fallen ‘from what fortune had thus raifed him unto, 
he had nothing more left to recommend him to any 
further regard, byt ended his life in the place of his 
confinement in obfcurity and contempt. After this 
Antony and Offavianus held the whole ‘Roman Empire 
divided between them; the former had all the Eaft 
from the borders of Iyrium and the Adriatic Gulph, 
and the Jatter all the reft. And it is remarked, that 
Offavianus was no more than eight and twenty years 
old, when he attained to all this, and owed it all 
wholly to the wifdom of his own condué& ; and with 
the fame wifdom, whereby he obtained this Empire, 
he governed it ever after to the end of his life thro’ 
a long and profperous reign. OG . 
"As foon as Antony had gotten back again into Syria 
from his late expedition, (¢) he retired to Bs 
Lucecome, a Caftle in Phenicia lying between Peasy ~ a; 
Sidon and Berytus, and there fent for Cleo- 
satra to him, waiting for her coming with great 
‘Impatience, and for the relief of it wearing away the 
time in the interim with feafting, revelling, and 
drunkennefs, till her arrival, without being touched 
with any concern for the loffes of his late unfortu- 
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(2) Plutarchus in Antonio. 
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nate expedition, or with any other paffion, but that 
of his inordinate love for this lafcivious woman. On 
her coming to him fhe brought with her great quan- 
tities of Garments for the new cloathing of his fhat- 
tered Army. Thefe with a large donative in money 
were diftributed among the foldiers in C/eopatra’s 
name. The Cloaths only it’s faid were from Cleopa- 
ira, but the money all from Axtony; but both were 
diftributed in her name, out of complaifance to her, 
As foon as this was done Antony returned into Egypt 
with her; and there they fpent the remainder of the 
winter in all manner of luxury and voluptuoufnefs to- 

ether. . 

- The (f) making of Ananelus High-Prieft, and the 
putting by from that office Arifobulus the fon of Alex- 
ander, to whom it belonged in right of Succeffion, 
caufed great difturbances in Herod’s tamily. For dlex- 
andra, Ariftobulus’s mother, could not bear the dif- 
appointment, and Mariamne, his filter, Herod’s belt 
beloved wife, was continually teazing and foliciting 
him about it. But he was moft embarrafléd by the 
dangers and troubles which Alexandra created him. 
For fhe wrote to Cleopatra about this matter, and be- 
an alfo by the means of one Delius, a favourite of 
Antony’s, to engage him in it; fo that Herod found 
it neceflary for the fecuring of his fafety and quiet 
to gratify the two Ladies in what he found them fa 
earneft for; and therefore having depofed Ananelus 
he made Ariffobulus, then a lad of feventeen years old, 
High-Prieft in his ftead; this fatisfying the two Ladies, 
and alfo pleafing the generality of the people, it re- 
ftored peace again to Hered’s family, and prevented 
for the prefent all thofe dangers and difficulties from 
Antony, which he was then threatned with about this 
matter. 

But the active genius of Alexandra would not per- 
mit this calm long to contitue. For fhe was a wo- 
man of great fpirit as well as of a great underftand.

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ing, and knowing, that her fon had as good a claim 
to the Kingdom, as he had to the High-Priefthood, 
could not bear his being deprived of either. For by 
her he was Grandfon to (g) Hyrcanus, and by Alex- 
ander his father he was Grandfon to Ariffobulus, and 
therefore had the intereft and right of both thofe 
brothers centering in him; by his. defcent from the 
fatter he had the High-Priefthood (that going in the 
male line) but by his defcent from both he claimed 
the Crown, and Alexandra having fucceeded in her 
gaining of the one (4) purfued the fame means for 
the obtaining of the other alfo, that is by intriguing 
with Cleopatra, that fo by her interpofition fhe might 
Bn over Antony to her. But Herod fmelling out this 
orrefpondence, and guefling at the purport of it, 
confined her to the palace, and fet fpies upon her, 
who fo narrowly watched all her fteps, that none of 
them efcaped their obfervation ; whereon looking on 
herfelf as a Prifoner fhe refented it with great indig- 
nation, and for the remedying of it formed a plot 
for hers and her fon’s efcape into Egypt to Cleopatra, 
who on this occafion had invited them thither: In 


order hereto a fhip was provided at the next fea-port 


town, and they were to be carried out in two Coffins 
for their efcaping thither. Herod had an account of 
all this defign, and permitted it to go on till ic was 
a€tually put in execution, but then feifing them on 
the Road brought them both back again. He durft 
not openly refent what was done for fear of Cleopa- 
tra, and therefore making a Virtue of Neceffity he 

retended out of Clemency to pardon that in both, 
which he could not punifh in either s but from that 
time refolved to rid himfelf of the young man 2% foon 
as he fhould have a convenient opportunity for it.

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He was right Heir to the Crown, which Herod by 
the favour of the Romans had ufurped from him, and 
being alfo a very beautiful young Man the Ufurper 
had reafon to fear, fhould he come into the _prefence 
of Antony and Cleopatra, how far he might gain on 
perfons fo lafcivioufly affected for the carrying of the 
point, which Alexandra propofed. And further he 
obferved, that the young man grew much into the 
favour of the people; and the gracefulnefs of his 
perfon, as well as their affection for the A/monean 
Family, of which he was the fole male remainder, 
much recommended him hereto. Of which an in- 
ftance was foon given on a very publick occafion. For 
(4) the feaft of Tabernacles approaching, and Arifte- 
éulus then officiating in the office of High-Prieft, he 
difcharged himfelf with’ fo good a grace, and the 
fplendor of the Pontifical Robes did fo much fet 
forth the beauty of his Perfon, that by beth thefe he 
captivated the affection of the whole aflembly, and 
every man’s mouth was full of his praifes, This raif- 
ed the jealoufy of the Tyrant to fo high-a degree, 
that he had not patience any longer to bear him, but 
immediately after the feftival was over took care to 
have him drowned at Jericho. He went thither with 
Herod to take part of an entertainment there pro- 
vided for them. After dinner was over feveral of He- 
rod’s attendance bathing themfelves in a Fifh-pond, 
Ariftobulus was perfuaded to bathe with them; but he 
was no fooner plunged into the water, but thofe that 
were there before him, according as direéted by He- 
rod, ducked and dipped him fo long under water, 
till he was then drowned to death, This was pre- 
tended to be done only by way of fport and play, 
without any intending of that. which followed, and 
therefore endeavours were made to have his death to 
pafs for an unfortunate accident, which happened by 
chance without any defign ; and none laboured more 
to have this believed than Herod himfelf. For he

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- aéted the part of a great mourner for. the deceafedy 
ding abundance of tears, and otherwife expreffing 
great grief for his death, and expending great fums 
in a fplendid funeral for him. But every body faw 
through this hypocrify, and abhorred him for it, 
and none more than Alexandra, who was inconfola- 
ble for this lofs, and could not have furvived it, but 
for the hopes of having an opportunity of being 
revenged on the Tyrant for it. In order hereto fhe 
put all her wits to work, and being well ftored with 
fuch, as were proper for the effecting of fuch a defign, 
fhe had near brought it to pafs for the utter ruin of 
the murderer, and all his fortunes, as will be by and 
by related. . 
But all this while 4utony lay idle at Mexandria, 
fpending the whole year in dalliances with C/eopatra 5 
and altho’ fair opportunities were offered him tor the 
revenging of the Roman caufe upon the Parthians, 
and utterly fubduing that nation, yet he neglected 
them all for the enjoyment of his luft with this vile 
woman. For Astony was no fooner returned from 
his late expedition, but (&) the King of Media and 
King of Parthia fell out about the Prey, which they 
had taken from him on the defeat of Satianus, the 
latter depriving the other of his fhare in it; _whereon 
the Median fent an Embafly to Antony, offering to 
join with him againft the Parthian, and to affift him 
with all his forces. This offer 4ztony gladly accept- 
ed of, as wanting the Median horfe to enable him 
to cope with the Parthians, whofe whole ftrength 
lay in their horfe. And at the fame time he had an 
account, that the affairs of the Parthians were in 
great diforders and diftractions by reafon of feveral 
Commotions, Seditions, and Rebellions then in that 
Country, caufed -by the tyranny and cruelty of their 
King. Both thefe junctures coming together offer- 
ed Antony a very advantageous opportunity by a new 
expedition againft the Parthians, to make amends for 
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| the mifcarriage of the former ; and therefore refolving 
to lay hold of it he forthwith put himfelf upon his 
march into Syria, there to make preparations for it. 
But Odfavia being come as far as Athens in her way to 
Antony, Cleopatra feared, that in cafe they fhould meet, _ 
the wife might again recover the affection of the hus- 
band, and fhe be thenceforth excluded from it; and 
therefore for the preventing hereof fhe put all her 
arts to work, feigning herfelf after his departure to 
be fick in love of him, that his abfence had catft 
her into a languifhing condition, of which fhe muft 
die, unlefs he would return to her again: For the pre- 
tended, fhe could not live without him. This 
brought Antony back again to Alexandria, and the Me- 
dian expedition being laid afide he devoted this whole 
year to the gratifying his adulterous love with this 
woman ; and as foon as he was returned to her he fent 
his order to Offavia at Athens, that fhe fhould not pro- 
ceed any further ; which being refented by O¢#avianus, 
became the firft caufe of that war between them, which 
ended in the ruin of both thefe lovers, for they both 
perithed in it. a 

This year did put an end to the family and faétion 
of Pompey the Great. It hath been above related, that 
at his death he left two fons, Cuerws and Sextus, and 
that Cueius was flain in Spain after the battle of Mun- 
da. Sextus the younger of them having efcaped from 
thence fupported himfelf for fome time in a piratical 
way at fea; but after the death of Ce/ar and the 
battle of Philippi (/) having gotten together out of 
the Remains of his Party fuch a Naval Force as made 
up 350 fail, he feifed Sicily, Corfica, and Sardinia, 
From whence being driven by Odavianus and Lepi- 
dus in the manner as hath been related (m) he fled 
to Lesbus, and there lived for fome time in quiet 
among the Mitylenians. But hearing of the ill fuccefs 
of <Antony’s expedition againft the Parthians he

thought 
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thought this a favourable opportunity for him again 
to raife himfelf, and therefore pafling over into the 
Continent of Lefer Afia, he there got together a 
fmall Army, and with it made feveral defperate pufhes 
for the reftoring of his fortunes, but failing in them 
all he was this year taken and put to death by 77- 
tius.one of 4ntony’s Lieutenants. As foon as Antony 
had notice of his being taken, he wrote to Titius to 
a him to death, but a little after repenting of it he 
ent a fecond letter to have him faved alive. But the 
Meffenger that carried the Letters of mercy making 
hafte with them arrived before the other Meflenger, 
that had the letters of death; and therefore Titius 
_ executing them not in the order of their date, but in 
the order as he received them, did put the unfortu- 
nate captive to death. After this the Parties of Of7a- 
vianus and Antony divided the Roman Empire, and 
thofe of Pompey and Cz/ar were no more fpoken of, 
Yitius had formerly been an adherent of Sextus Pom- 
stil but having treacheroufly revolted to Antony 
rom him, he feared that if Sextus’s life were fpared, 
he might fome time or other be in a condition to be 
revenged on him for it, and therefore perverfly in- 
terpreting the laft order that came to hand to be the 
Jaft that was fent, put him to death by virtue of its 
which rendred him fo odious to the Roman people, by 
reafon of the great regard and affection which they 
had to the memory of Pompey and his Family, that 
(n) they could not after this bear the fight of him in 
the publick Theatre, but drove him out of it with 
their hiffes and curfes even then, when he was there 
exhibiting to them Games and Shows at his own ex- 
ence and charges. 
Alexandra (0) having, by Letters acquainted Cleopa- 
tra of the murder of her Son, poffefied her 
fo ‘effe€tually with the whole villany of He- 
rod in this matter, as fully engaged her to 
pene se hye ER

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do all that in her lay for the revenging of her caufe; 
fo that fhe never left \foliciting Antony about it, till 
at length fhe prevailed with him to call Hered to an 
account for it. And therefore /utony going early, 
this year into Syria (in which Journey Copaira acq 
companied him) he cited Hered there to appear be- 
fore him to anfwer this Accufation againft him. But 
Herod on his arrival by fair words and large prefents 

' fo mollified ntomy, that nothing could be done 
againft him, though Cleopatra failed not to purfue this 
Caufe to the utmoft. But this not being fo much to 
gratify Alexandra, as out of a greedy defire to have 
Herod’s Kingdom granted to her in cafe he were caft 
in this caufe, and put to death for it, as he deferved, 
Antony fatisfied her Avarice by giving her Cele- 
Syria inftead of Fudea, and hereon fhe drop’d all 
the reft, and no further profecution was made 
herein. nah 

Herod on his leaving Judea to go unto Autony (p) 
appointed Yo/eph his Uncle to have the adminiftra- 
tion of the Government and the care of his Family 
during his abfence, and gave him particularly in 
charge, that in cafe dutoxy fhould put him to death, 
he fhould not permit Mariamme his beft beloved Wife 
to furvive the firft news of it, but immediately cut 
her off. This he ordered, that no one might enjoy 
fo rare a beauty but himfelf, efpecially not Antony, 
For he had been acquainted, that Antony had profefied 
a paffion for her upon ‘the very fame of her beauty, 
and therefore concluded, that if the matter went hard 
with him, it would be for her fake, that after his death 
Antony might have the free enjoyment of her, and 
therefore fhould death be now his cafe, he ordered her 
death alfo, that he might thereby deprive Aztony of 
the Prey intended, and fo by this difappointment 
in her death as far as in him lay revenge on him 
his own. 
During Herod’s abfence (7) Fofeph frequently wait- 
am a a es

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ed on Mariamne, fometimes upon bufinefs, and at 
other times to pay his refpects to her as Queens 
in which vifits he would often take occafion to mag- 
nify and extol the love of Herod to her, and at one 
time efpecially to make this out he told her, that the 
was fo dear to him, that as he could not live with- 
out her, fo he was refolved, that death fhould not 
them, and fo blabbed out the whole Secret 5 
which exceedingly angring Mariamne and Alexandra, 
as well it might, the latter immediately put her bufy 
head to work how to prevent the mifchief intended, 
And foon after a flying report running through the 
City, that Herod was put to death by Axtony, fhe 
forthwith contrived to flee. for protection to a Le- 
. gion of the Romans, who then for the Safe-guard of 
the Country under the Command of one ulus lay 
encamped without the Walls of Ferufalem. Bat 
while this was in Agitation came Letters from He- 
yod, which dafh’d the whole Plot. For they brought 
ah account, that he was not only alive and in fafety, 
but alfo in great favour with datony, and foon after 
he returned. On his arrival Salome his Sifter told 
him all that had been a doing in his abfence, and 
filled his head with jealoufy as to Mariamne, accuf- 
ing her of having too great a familiarity with o- 
Jeph, and thereby endeavoured to work the deftruc- 
tion of both, though Yoféph was both her Uncle 
and her (7) Husband ; but fhe was contentto facri- 
fice him, fo fhe might obtain her revenge upon the 
other. For, Mariamne being a Lady of excellent 
beauty, and high born, as being defcended of the 
Royal Stock of the Afmonean Kings, and on ,both 
thefe accounts of as high a Spirit, fhe looked down 
upon Salome as one of a low Original in refpect of 
her, and had reproached her with it, which the 
other not brooking refolved to be revenged on her

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for it, in order whereto fhe never left laying plots 
for her ruin, till at length fhe effected it; and this 
was that, which was the reafon of her prefent accu- 
fation againft her. This at firft’ put Herod into a fu- 
rious fit of Jealoufy againft his Wife. For as his 

Love to her was very great, fo his Jealoufy was pro- 
portionable to it; but when the firft heat of it was 
over, and he had ina cooler temper examined Aari- 
amne about it, he foon found, that there was no rea- 
fon for this Accufation againft her, and therefore 
earneftly begg’d her pardon for his too eafy Credulity 
herein, and for the better obtaining of her reconci- 
liation made great profeffion in paffionate embraces 
of moft ardent love and affection to her. Yes in- 
deed, fays fhe, it is a notable fign of your love to 
order the putting your innocent Wife to death, in 
cafe you fhould die yourfelf. At thefe words He- — 
rod flew out of her Arms in the utmoft fury, and his 
Jealoufy all returned again upon him in greater ex- © 
cefs than before. For he concluded that nothing, ~ 
but an adulterous Converfation, could bring Fofepb 
to betray this Secret to her, which he had with the 
utmoft caution committed to his truft, and in this 
tranfport of his paffion was juft on drawing of his 
Dagger to have immediately ftruck her to the heart 3 
but his love to her checking this firft ftare of his 
wrath againft her, he vented it all upon Foeph and 
Alexandra. For the firft of them he put to death 
without as much as allowing him an hearing to {peak 
for himfelf, and the other-he clapped into Chains, 
and lock’d her faft up in Prifon, as looking upon her. 
to be the root and caufe of all the Mifchief, thac dif. 
turb’d his Family. 

Cleopatra following Antony into Syria (s) was there 
continually foliciting him for new grants of Pro. . 
vinces and Countries to be made over to her, the be- 
ing as unfatiable in her CovetoufnefS, as fhe was in

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’ her*Luft. She had (é) already obtained from him all 
Cyrene, Oprus, Cele-Syria, Lturea, and Pbhenicia, 
with a great part of Cilicia and Crete, and (u) would 
fain have had alfo fudea from Herod, and Arabia 
from Malchus, and {olicited hard for the putting of 
thefe two Kings to death, that fhe might thereon 
have their Kingdoms for a Prey. But Antony would 
not comply with her in this laft Propofal ; however 
for the quieting of her he was forced to give her 
out of Malchus’s Kingdom that- part of it which 
bordered upon Egypt, and out of Herod’s the Terri- 
tory of Fericho with the Balfam Gardens, which 
there grew. By thefe large grants he much offen- 
ded the Roman People,  efpecially fince they were 
made the price of that filthy Converfation, which he 
carried on with this lewd Woman. . 

Antony from Syria marching into Armenia, (w) 
Cleopatra accompanied him as far as the Euphrates, 
from whence returning by the way of dpamea and 
Damajius, the came to Ferufalem, and was there very 
{plendidly _ entertained by Herod. While fhe was 
_ there, fhe pretended to be in Love with him, and 
would have drawn him into acts of Lewdnels with 
her. The impudence of this attempt created in 
him an abhorrence of the Woman, which join’d 
with the hatred he juftly had of her for the. ill Offi- 
ces fhe had endeavoured to do him with Autony for 
the depriving him of his Kingdom and his Life, pro- 
voked him to a Refolution now he had her in his 
power to put her to death, and it was only the fear 
of Autony’s Refentments (the danger of which his 
Friends, whom he advifed with about it, laid fully 
before him) that deterred him from putting it in Exe- 
cution, And therefore laying this afide, he went 
on to compliment and entertain her with all manner 
of Refpects and Splendor, as long as fhe ftaid with

the malice of this wicked Woman, as well as the tumul- 
tuous temper of the ews, and their Averfion to him, 
(x) he fortified Mafada the ftrongeft Caftle in Fudza, 
and furnifhed it with Arms for ten thoufand men, that 
there he might have a place of refuge for his fecurity 
againft all Events. | | 
In the mean time Antony in Armenia having by 
Treachery drawn 4rtabazes King of that Country 
into his power made him his Prifoner, and feifed all 
his Kingdom. He had deferted him in his late e- 
dian Expedition, as hath been above related; this 
Antony greatly refented, and that juftly enough, it 
having been undertaken on the Solicitation and for , 
the fake of Artabazes. And therefore he had ever 
fince ‘entertained Refolutions in his Mind of bein 
revenged on him for it; in order hereto (y) he had 
feveral times under pretence of Friendfhip endeavour- 
ed to draw him within his power; But Artabazes be- 
ing fenfible, how ill he had deferved from him, fut 
pected the worft, and therefore kept out of his way. 
But now finding it was brought to this pafs, that it 
could be no longer avoided, but that he muft either 
go to him or enter into a difadvantageous War with 
him, and having all the Securities for his fafe return, 
that folemn Promifes and: facred Oaths could give 
him, he ventured his Perfon within ‘his power, (2) 
but he was no fooner entered into his Camp, but he 
was clap’d into Chains, atid contrary to all the Obli- 
gations of Faith and Honefty made a Prifoner, The 
Armenians refenting this with the Indignation which 
it deferved, immediately (a) put 4rtaxias the eldeft 
Son of the captivated King on‘ his Throne, and

matched under him with all their Forces to revenge 
the Perfidy; But stony having overthrown them 
in Battle, and driven Artaxias to take fhelter in Pay- 
thia, moft of the Country fubmitted to him, and 
the reft were reduced by force. But the Perfidy of this 
act in thus feifing a confederate King contrary to faith 
given was looked on at Rome as difhonourable to 
the Roman name, and it was on this account fo ill 
 -refented by the People, (4) that Ofavianus ‘in his 
Speeches both to them and the Senate made it one of 
the Reafons for the War that afterwards broke out be- 
tween them. ‘’ ees 
\ After this (c) he contracted a Marriage for Alex- 
ander one of his Sons by Cleopatra with a Daughter 
of the King of Media, and then leaving the grofs of 
his Army in Armenia, he returned with the reft to 
Alexandria. On his arrival thither, he entered the 
City in a triumphal Chariot, caufing the Prey which . 
he had taken in Armenia, with King Artabazes, his 
Wife and Children, and other’Prifoners, to be car- 
ried before him in the fame manner, as ufed to be 
done in the Triumphs at Rome, only with this diffe- 
- rence, that whereas at Rome the Proceffion ended at 
the Temple of Jupiter in the Capitol, here it ended 
at the Perfon of Cleopatra; who being feated in pub- 
. Jick on a Golden Throne placed on a Scaffold over- 
~ Yaid with Silver, and furrounded by the People on 
every fide, had there Artabaxes and all the other Pri- 
foners prefented in Chains to her. It was expected 
that they fhould all have kneeled down before her, 
and they were preffed fo to do; but they too much 
‘remembred their former Dignity to fubmit to fo low 
an Obeifance; and this Refufal caufed, that they 
were afterwards ufed the wre for it. The Ro- 
mans looking on the Ceremony of triumphing as 
appropriated wholly to their City (d) took it 
grievoufly il] at the hands of Antony, that he fhould

__ A little after this, (¢) Antony having feafted the Peo- 
ple of Alexandria, call’d them together into the Gymna- 
fium or place of publick Exercife, where having on fuch 
a Scaffold as before mentioned feated himfelf in a 
Throne of Gold, and Cleopatra by him in another, he 
made an Oration to them, and then declared Cearion- 
the Son of Cieopaira to be King of Egypt and Cyprus in 
conjunction with his Mother; And whereas he himfelf 
had three Children by the fame Cleopatra, Alexander and 
Cleopatra at oné birth, and Pzolemy whom he. furnamed 
Philadelpbus, at another, he at the fame time gave 
unto Alexander Armenia, Media, Parthia, and the. reft. 
of the Eaftern Countries, from the Euphrates to India, 
when they fhould be, fubdued, and to Cleopatra the 
Twin Sifter of Alexander, Libya, and Cyrene; and unto 
Philadelphus, Phanicia, Syria, Cilicia, and ‘all the Coun-

of Kings; and (f)\ about the fame time he alfo ‘gave 
unto Cleopatra the name of Jfs, and aflumed to himfelf 
that of Ofris ; the firft of which was the great Goddefs, 
and the other the great God of the Egyptians; and 
from that time both frequently appeared in publick ha-, 
bited in fuch a drefs as was then.thought proper only to 
thofe Heathen Deities. By thefe doings and follies 
Antony daily diminifhed_ his Character among: all that 
were either fober or wife, and further and further alie- 
nated the affections of -the Romans from him, of which 
Oéfavianus took the advantage, as of every thing elfe, 
to work his ruin. | |

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about this time the quarrel growing high between 
him and Oéfavianus, this hindred his making any 
further progrefs that way. Oéfavianus (b) took the 
advantage of being prefent at Rome to excite all 
there againft him, accufing him in feveral Speeches 
both to the Senate and People. Antony hearing of 
this laid afide his intended Expedition againft- the 
_ Parthians, and . forthwith fent Canidius one’ of - his 
Lieutenants with fixteen Legions downto the Coatts 
of the Jonian Sea; and after having renewed ‘his 
League with the Median King, he himfelf haftned © 
after them to Ephefus, there to be ready for the vin= 
dicating of his caufe againft Ofavianus, fhould it come - 
toa breach between them,~as all ‘things now feemed 
to tend thereto. In this. Journey he carried Cleopa- 
.¢ra with him, which proved the ruin of all his 
Affairs. His friends earneftly advifed him to fend her 
back to Alexandria, there to wait the event of the 
‘War. But Cleopatra fearing left in her abfence a 
Peace fhould be made upon Terms of Aniony’s again 
receiving Oéfavia, and excluding her, put the’ ut= 
moft of -her intereft to work for the obtaining that 
fhe might ftay, and accordingly prevailed herein. 
Her chief Argument for it was, that fince fhe con- 
tributed moft to the expences of the War, (for the 
had advanced (i) twenty thoufand Talents towards it) 
it was all reafon, that fhe fhould be allowed at her de- . 
fire to be prefent in it. Antony had provoked Ofa- 
vianus againft him (&) by the wrong done to Ofavia 
his Sifter, whom having married he rejected for the 
gratifying of his adulterous love with Cleopatra, though 
Offavia was much the handfomer of the two. But that 
which touched Ofavianus moft. was, (/) Antony ‘had 
declared C/eopatra to have ‘been married to Fulius Ce- 
far, and Czfarion whom fhe had by him, to be his

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lawful Son. For this tended to the bringing of a law. 
ful Son over his head to the difpoffefling him of the In- 
heritance, which he held only as the adopted Son of that 
great Man. Thefe and many other Particulars were 
objected againft him by Ofavianus, and Antony by his 
Agents and Letters recriminated as faft. But thefe 
were only Pretences for the gathing of Parties on each 
fide. There was.only one true caufe of the prefent 
breach; neither of thefe two great Men being ‘contented 
with one half of the Roman Empire, each would have 
all, and accordingly agreed to throw the Die of War 
for it. 

From Epbe/us (m).Autony pafled over to Samos, 
and having there rendezvoufed the greateft part of 
his Forces failed from thence to Athens, and in thefe 
two places he fpent the moft part of the year. At 
both of them he lived after his ufual rate in all man- 
ner of Luxury, Pomp, and Voluptuoufnefs, having 
Cleopatra with him, who was the chief caufe of his 
immerfing himfelf in thefe exceflés, But at the fame 
time he omitted nothing of making all> fuitable Pre- 
parations- both by Sea and Land for the War enfu- 
ing, and Ofavianus did the fame; and both Parties 
called in all their Friends and Allies to their affiftance 
herein. 

Sofius (whom we have afore fpoken of in the Wars 
of Fudea) and Domitius Aenobarbus being 
Confuls at Rome the next enfuing year, (x) 
both embraced the intereft of Antony, -and 
taking the advantage of Oéfavianus’s being then ab- 
fent from Rome, promoted a Decree to the People 
again{ft him 5; whereon Oéfavianus returning, and in 
his defence making a Speech in the Senate againft 
Antony and the Confuls, affigned a day for them 
again to aflemble, when he promifed he would exhi- 
bit to them Letters, and other Evidences, to make 
good all that he had faid; but before that day came,

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poth the Confuls, and feveral other Senators, that 
were of Antony's Party left the City and repaired to 
him; and Ofavianus inftead of hindring them gave 
‘out that they went with his Permiffion, and caufed 
_ it publickly to be declared, that all elfe who were 
fo inclined, fhould have free liberty to do the fame; 
whereby having rid the City of all Opponents he 
was there left at full {cope to fay and do whatfoever 
he thought fit for the advancing of his own Intereft, 
and the depreffing of that of his adverfary ; of which © 
Antony having an account (0) called together the 
chief Men of his Party, and after confultation had 
with them about’ this matter, by their advice declar-- 
ed War againft him, and () fent a Bill of divorce 
to Offavia, and Mefiengers to Rome to drive her out 
of his Houfe in that City, in which fhe had hither- 
to lived. And in purfait of the War, he (g) had by 
this time fo far advanced his Preparations for it be- 
ond thofe of Oéfavianus, that had he forthwith 
ifhed it to a final decifion, he muft unavoidably 
ii carried the day, Ofavianus being then in no 
readinefS to ftand before him either at Sea or Land ; 
but the gratifying of his Luxury, and the indulging 
of his pleafurres at Samos and Athens caufing a pro- 
craftination of this matter it was deferred till the 
next year after, which proved the lofs of all. For 
by that time Ofavianus had gotten together thofe 
Forces whereby he ruined him at 4/ium, as will be 
by and’ by related. And befides, while he thus de- 
jayed, many of his Friends and Partizans (r) deferted 
him, and went over to Offavianus ; the principal of 
which were (r) Plancus and Titius, whom Cleopatra's 
ill ufage drove from him, which tended very much 
to his damage. For they having been made privy to 
all his Counfels and fecret Defigns, on their revolt- 
rr eee

bet much ferved his caufe, efpecially by the difcovery 
which they made to him of Antony's Will. For 
he having made a very extravagant Will (s) in favour 
of Cleopatra, and her Children, to the damage and 
difhonour of the Roman State, and lodged it with 
the Veftal Virgins at Rome, they informed Ofavia-

nus of it; whereon having gotten this Will out of — 


the hands of thofe with whom it was intrufted, 
and openly read and recited all the offenfive Par- 


ticulars of it to the People, he thereby very much _ 


excited them againft 4atony, they who had hitherto 
been well affected to him, as well as all others, ex- 


prefling great indignation hereat; And _ this very ill 


thing being from the Authentic Inftrument undenia- 
bly made out againft him, it operated much further 
to his hurt, in that it made every thing elfe that 
was charged upon him, how falfe foever; to be believed 
alfo, and advantage was taken herefrom to Joad his 
reputation with many vile Imputations, that had not 
the leaft foundation of truth in them. For nothing 
was thought bad enough not to be believed of him after 
this matter. | wey 
Oéavianus having gotten a Fleet and Army ready, 
which he thought fufficient for the encountring of 
the Adverfary, no longer delayed declaring War, but 
(7) caufed it to be decreed only againtt Cleopatra, For 


though the War was in, reality againft Antony, yet: 


he craftily took care, that his name fhould ‘not be 
mentioned in this Decree for feveral reafons relating 
to his Intereft at that time. For this-would: lef pro- 
voke the Friends of Antony; this would make him

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the more odious at Rome, by putting it upon him to 
be the aggreffor in this War. againft his own Coun- 
try, and this would in feveral other Particulars beft 
ferve the defigns of Oéfavianus againft him. Both 
called all their Friends and Allies to their help. Oé7a- 
wvianus had «all the Weft, and Antony all the Eaft on 
their fides, and both brought great Armies into the 
- and both alfo fet forth as great Fleets at Sea 
- for the decifion of this quarrel. For utony’s Forces 
‘at Land and Sea confifted of an hundred thoufand 
foot, and twelve thoufand horfe, and five hundred. 
Ships of War, and (?) ‘ Offavianus’s of eighty thou- 
fand foot, twelve thoufand horle, and two hundred 
and fifty Ships of War; and with thefe Preparations 
they begun their Holtilities againft each other both 
by Sea and Land. In order hereto Offavianus ren- 
dezvoufed both his Fleet and Army at Brundufum, 
and Antony came as far as Corcyra to mect him, but | 
the Summer being now fpent, and the tempeftuous 
- feafon of the year advanced, they were forced both 
to retreat, and put their Armies into winter Quar- 
ters, and lay up their Fleets in winter Stations till 
the next Spring. . . 
- While the Preparations for this War were thus 
carrying on, (#) Herod had provided an Army for 
the ‘affittance of Antony, but when he was ready to 
put himfelf on his march towards him, came Letters 
from Antony, which excufing him from this Expe- 
dition, fent him to make war nearer home againft 
Maichus King of Arabia Petrea. It hath been 
above related, how Cleopatra extorted from Antony a 
grant @f. that part of Malchus’s Dominions which 
bordered upon Egypt. Malchus, inftead of quarrell- 
ing with her about it, agreed out of fear of Antony 
té hold that Territory of her for a certain Tribute 5 
this Tribute he duly paid while Astony was in power, 
and at liberty to force him to it; but now finding

ting he would’ perifh in it, as it accordingly hap- - 
a he withheld. his hand, and would prone 
longer ;, and for this reafon Antony, at the inftigation 
of Cleopatra, ordered Hered to make war upon him, 
But this wicked Woman had further view in this 
matter, than the bare recovering of her Tribute, 
She concluded, that when thefe two Kings fhould 
be thus put together by the ears, one of them would 
be killed in the War, and then fhe fhould have the 
Kingdom of the flain for a Prey to her. Herod on 
the receipt of thefe orders - marched with all. his 
Forces into Arabia, and there after a fharp fight with 
Malchus obtained _a very fignal Victory over him, 
but in a fecond Engagement with him at Gena in 
Cele-Syria he had not the fame fuccef&S For Athen 
zion, who was Cleopatra’s Lieutenant in thofe parts, 
out of hatred to Herod joining with Malchus in the 
battle againft him, he was there overthrown with a 
great Slaughter, and he himflf hardly efcaped with 
fome remains of his vanquifhed Army, the reft being 
all cut in pieces. 
And not long after (w) another Calamity hapned 
. to him from a terrible Earthquake, which 
rd g,. thaking the whole land of Fudea ina more 
”* grievous manner’ than had been before 
known, deftroyed about thirty thoufand of the In- 
habitants in the ruins of the Houfes, which it overs 
threw. Hered being much afflicted herewith, fent to 
the Arabians to crave Peace, but they having it ru- 
moured among them, that the deftruction was much 
greater than it was, defpiféd the Meflage, and there.

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fore “putting the Ambaffadors to death, invaded the 
Land, (as expecting not to find a fufficient number 
left alive to defend it againft them. But Herod’s 
Forces having been all encamped abroad, when this | 
Earthquake hapned, they fuffered nothing from it, 
fave the overthrowing of their Tents, which killed 
no body. And therefore (x) he having gotten them 
together, and encouraged them with a Speech proper 
for the purpofe, marched with them over ¥ordan to 
‘meet the Enemy, and in the firft encounter over- 
threw them with the Slaughter of five thoufand of 
their men, and befieged the reft in their. Camp, 
‘where he diftreffled them fo far for want of Water, 
that he drew them to another Battle, in which he 
flew feven thoufand more, and forced all the remain- 
der to yield themfelves Prifoners to him, whereon 
the Arabians were neceffitated to fue in their turn 
for Peace to Herod, and were glad to accept 
what they lately defpifed, on fuch Terms as he 
thought fic to demand from them; whereby He- 
vod having obtained all, that he intended by this 
War, returned with Victory and full Triumph again 
to Ferujalem. 

In the Interim (y) Ofavianus and Antony were 
haftning to bring their Conteft to a final decifion. 
As foon as the {¢afon would permit, their Armies 
again took the Field, and their Fleets the Sea, and 
feveral Encounters hapned between Parties fent out 
from each fide both by Sea-and Land, in all which 

- Viétory declared in favour of Offavianus. This cau- 
fed that many of Antony’s fide defpairing of his Suc- 
cefs, efpecially fince they faw him fo much under the 
Conduct of Cleopatra, went over from him to Ofa- 
vianus. This made Antony diftruftful of all the reft, 
and therefore refolved to pufh the matter to as fpee- 
‘dy a Decifion as he could; and the other being as 
eager for it as he, this brought on the Battle of

Attium, 
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Aétium, which was fo called from the place, near which 
it was, fought, . This was(z) a fmall City lying on 
the South-fide of the Mouth of the Ambracian Gulph 
in Epirus, There Antony with the grofs.of his Army 
lay encamped, having his Fleet near him. on the 
Shore, and on the oppofite fide Offavianus was -en- 
camped at a place, where afterwards, in Commemora- 
tion of the Victory, which, he there obtained, he 
built a City, which he. called (2) Nicopolis; and 
there he had his Fleet alfo near him on the Shore, 
fo that the Stations in which both, Fleets anchored, 
were not above a mile’s diftance from each. other. 
Canidius, who had the chief Command of Autony’s 
Army, (2) perfuaded him to decamp from Aium, 
and march into the inland Country of Zhrace or Ma- 
cedon, and there try his fortune in a battle.at Land, 
as being much ftronger in his Army) by land, than in 
his Fleet by Sea. For Antony had been forced (c) to 
burn many of his Ships for want of Rowers and:Ma- 
riners to navigate them, (d) moft of thofe, who firft 
came out with them, being dead through want of 
neceffaries. whereby to fubfift, and. the reft were but 
ill-mann’d. But notwithftanding this, C/eopatra’s ad- 
vice prevailed to have the matter decided by a fight 
at Sea; For in cafe of the worft fhe thought fhe 
might much better efcape in her fhipping by Sea, 
than fhe could by a flight at Land, and therefore 
either foreboding or fearing the worft fhe prevailed 
with Antony to try his fortune by. Sea, and accord- 
ingly on (f) the fecond of September this year both 
Fleets engaged before the mouth of the Ambracian 
Gulph near Aéfium in the fight of both Armies at

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‘Land, the one being drawn up on the north’ fide, 
and the other on the fouth fide of the Straits en- 
tering this Gulph, there to wait the event of this 
Battle. The(g) fight for fome time continued du- 
bious, andjwith as fair a profpect of fuccefs for Ay- 
tony as for the other, till Cleopatra deferted him. For 
fhe being afrighted with the noife and terror of the 
Battle, as being what Ladies ufe not to be’ acquain- 
ted with, fled before there was any reafon for it, 
and drawing after her all her Egyptian Squadron to 
the number of fixty tall Ships of War failed off with _ 
them towards Peloponnefus; hereon Antony giving all 
for loft made after her, and this flight gave the Vic- 
‘tory ‘entirely up to Ofavianus; however he came 
not eafily by it; for Aztony’s Ships fought fo valiant- 
ly for him even after he was fled, that although the 
fight begun at noon, it was night ere it was ended, 
fo that the Victors were forced to lie on board their 
Ships all night. Next morning Ofavianus finding 
his Viétory compleat, fent a Squadron of his Ships 
in purfuit after Antony and Cleopatra, but they foon 
finding them to be gone out of reach too far to be 
overtaken returned again to the reft of the Fleet. In 
the interim Antony and Cleopatra (b) got to Tenarus 
in Laconia. (b) Although Antony, as foon as he came 
up with Clespatra’s Ship, was taken on board it, yet 
he faw her not through all this Voyage, but fetting 
himfelf down in the Prow of the Ship, and there 
leaning his elbows on his knees, and his head on 
both his hands, as one. confounded with anger and 
fhame for the ill conduct and mifcarriage of his Af- 
fairs, continued in this melancholy pofture for three 
days together till his arrival at Zenarus. But after 
this being brought again together they again con- 
verfed with each other, and did eat together, and 
lie together in the fame manner as before. For Aa- _

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tony was fo bewitched to this Woman, that he ftill con- 
tinued his fondnefs for her, even at this time when he 
had all the reafon in the world to deteft and abhor her 
to the utmoft, as having been in the manner above re- 
lated: the caufe of his ruin. | 
’ Antony had not been long at Zenarus, (i) till fome » 
of his Ships, that had efcaped the fight, and feveral — 
of his Friends there repaired to him; by whom hay- 
ing an account of the total defeat of his Fleet, but 
that his army at land was full fafe, he wrote to Ca- 
nidius to retire with it through Macedonina into Afia, 
purpofing there to renew the War. Canidius for fe- 
ven days made the march, which stony directed him 
to, but being then overtaken by Ofavianus he fied 
by night to Antony; whereon the Army finding 
themfelves deferted by their Generals went over to 
Offavianus, and were lifted by him among the reft of 
his Forces. . 

After this defeat (k) the foreign Auxiliaries, that 
helped Antony in this War, fled all home to their re- 
fpective Countries, and afterwards made their peace 
with Ofavianus upon the beft Terms they could. 
Some of the Princes he depofed, and fome of them 
he continued in their former ftate; but on all of thefe 
jaft, as well as on the free Cities, that had joined 
with Antony, he impofed heavy mulés, wherewith 
he difcharged the Expences of the War. But as to 
the Romans that were of Antony’s party, fome of them 
he pardoned, and fome he fined, and others he put 
to death, according as their conduét had been to- 
wards him. Among thofe whom he put to death 
was Caffius Parmenfis the laft furviver of Ce/ar’s mur- 
derers, and he perifhed in as calamitous a manner as 
did all the reft.. For (/) after the Battle of ium he 
fled to Athens,,where being terrified with the like 
Apparition, as (m) Brutus had been at Philippi, he

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was foon after overtaken by thofe whom Ofavianus 
fent to execute that vengeance upon him, which he 
deferved. In cafes of murder it feldom happens, that 
Providence permits any that are guilty herein to efcape 
its vindicative hand, efpecially in the murder of 
Princes, of which this of Cefar was a very fignal 
inftance. For of all thofe who confpired his Mur- 
der in. the Senate-houfe (who are faid to have been 
(a) fixty perfons) it’s remarked, (e) not one died in 
his bed, but all of them came to their end in a violent 
and calamitous manner, And ‘although this Coffus 
. efcaped the longeft, yet at length Vengeance overtook 
him alfo, and he perifhed as miferably as did all the 


other. 
From (p) Tenarus Cleopatra failed to Alexandria, 
and Antony to Libya. He had formerly (q) fent thi- 
ther Pinarius Scarpus to be Governor of that Pro- 
vince, and there placed an Army under his command 
for the guarding of the weftern Borders of Egypt 
inft all that fhould come that way to difturb it, 
This Army he thought to have had for his. fervice, 
which was the end of his going thither. But on 
his landing there (r) he found Scarpus and all with 
him had revolted to Ofavianus; which difappoint- 
ment cafting him into defpair, he would have flain 
- himfelf, and it was with difficulty that he was di- 
verted from it by his Friends. All therefore that was 
now left for him to do was to follow Cieopatra to 
Alexandria, where fhe was returned a little before. On 
her arrival thither fearing fhe might not be receiv- 
ed, were her Misfortunes known, fhe entered the 
Harbour (s) with her Ships crowned, as if fhe had 
come back with Victory; by which means fhe got 
again into full poffeffion of that City, and alfo of 
the whole Kingdom with it, and as foon as fhe had

Tumults, which fhe feared they might raife againft © 
her on the difcovery of the true ftate of her Affairs, 
Antony on his coming to Alexandria found her engag- 
ed in a very extraordinary Undertaking. For fear- 
ing fhe might fall into the hands of Ofavianus on 
his purfuit of her into Egypt, for the preventing © 
hereof (wz) fhe projected the drawing of her Ships that 
were in. the Mediterranean from that fea into the Red- 
Sea over the Uthmus of (w) feventy miles, which lay 
between them, and after having joined them with . 
other Ships, which fhe then hadsin the Red-Sea, to 
put on board them all her treafure, and failing down 
the Red-Sea with them to feek fome other place. for 
her habitation. But the rabians, who dwelt on 
that Sea, having at the inftigation of Q, Didius (who 
had then feifed the Prefidency of Syria for Oétavia- 
nus) (x) burned all thofe Ships, » this wholly. difap- 
pointed her of that Defign. dutony, when he arri~ 
ved at Alexandria, went not to the Palace, (y) but 
fhut himfelf up ina houfe on the Sea-fhore near Phas 
rus, and there fequeftered himfelf from the Company 
and Converfation of all men. For being forfaken: by 
almoft all his Friends he pretended to aét the part of 
(%) Limon the Man-bater, and therefore called this 
houfe his Zimonium, and there folitarily {pent his time 
in meditating hatred, and. deteftation againft . all 
mankind for the fake of thofe who had now deferted 


- him, wrongfully imputing to them his ruin, which 


his own ill conduct and folly had brought him ‘to. 
But he. did not long relith this way of living. He

The Veterans he fent into Jay, and_others elfewhere, 
without giving them any, pay, having not then fuff- 
cient for it; for want-hereof thofe in Italy raifed a 
mutiny ; for the quelling of this (d) he fent Agrippa 
his chief Confident into Jaly; but the work. being 
too hard for. him, (d) ,Oavianus was forced in the 
moft. tempeftuous feafon .of the year to haften after 
him. to Brundufium. _ On. his arrival at. that place (e) 
he was there met by the Senate and ‘a great. part of 
the better rank of the people of Rome, and having 
there called the mutineers to him (¢) he diftributed 
to fome money, as far as what he then had would go, 
and to others lands, and made fuch promifes of {pee- 
dy fatisfaction to the reft as induced them all to be 
contented for the prefent; and accordingly after the 
Conqueft of Egypt (f) he paid them all out of the 
Spoils of that Country, and added Donatives, over 
and above, and having thus fettled all miatters in 
Traly (g) he returned again within thirty days, and for 
the more fpeedy paffage, and to avoid the Tempefts 
of the Sea round Peloponnefus, he failed into the gulph 
of Corinth, and drawing bis Ship over the [?bmus of

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Peloponnefus paffed that way by the fhorteft cut into 
Afia, and again arrived there, before Antony and Cleo 
patra had any notice of his going thence. . in 

On his coming to Rhodes (b) Herod King of Fudee 
there made his Addrefs to him. It hath been above 
related, how’ much he was in friendfhip with Antony, 
neither did he leave him till his cafe was grown ab- 
folutely defperate. (2) On ‘his return into Egypt,’ He- 
rod fent an efpecial Meffenger to him with the beft | 
Advice the ftate of his Affairs was then capable of, 
that was, to kill Cleopatra, feife her Kingdom, and 
with her Treafure raife a new Army to carry on the 
War; and promifed him in this cafe to ftand by him 
to the utmoft. But when he found this Advice was 
neglected, and that 4atony was fallen again into the 
Snares of Cleopatra as much as ever, he thought it 
high time to look to himfelf, and endeavour to make 
his Peace with Oavianus on the beft terms he could: 
But “yrcanus being ftill alive, who was the only re- © 
maining perfon of the male line of the 4/monzans, 
and who had himfelf reigned in Fudea under the 
protection of the Romans, till depofed by the Parthians, - 
G) Herod had fufpicion, that if any thing went hard 
with him, it would turn in favour of Hyrcanus for the 
reftoring of him again to the Kingdom, and therefore 
for the preventing of it having trumped up a fham plot 
againft that old prince, as if he held correfpondence 
with Malchus King of Arabia for the accomplithing of 
treafonable defigns againft him, caufed him under this 
pretence to be put to death, after he had pafied the 
eightieth year of his Age. ; . 

But {till fearing what might happen, (&) to pro- 
vide the beft he could for the worft, fhould that be 
his Fate, he lodged Mariamne and Alexandra her mo- 
ther in the Caftle of Mlewandrium with a ftrong guard 
under the command of Fofeph and Sobemus, two of

and the Government of his Kingdom to the care 
of Pheroras his Brother, ordered him, im cafe he 
fhould mifcarry, to affume the Crown to himielf 
and keep it as well as he could. And having thus 
fettled all matters at home he fet forward on his 
Journey to meet Ofavianus, (7) and having found 
him at Rhodes and there obtained audience of him, 
on his entering into his prefence laid afide his Dia- 
dem, and in his fpeech of addrefs to him freely owned 
all ** that he had done for Antony, and what further 
*< he was ready to have done for his intereft both 
“€ by his council and affiftance, would he have ac- 
<6 cepted of them. This, he faid, he thought him- 
“< felf obliged to by the Friendfhip that 'was between 
«© them: and would he be pleafed to think the like 
*¢ Friendfhip worthy of ‘his acceptance, he ‘fhould, 
*° now he faw Antony was wholly loft, be ready with 
“* the fame fidelity to ferve him.” OJavianus being 
much taken with this generous and frank way of Herod's 
thus delivering himfelf before him, told him, that he 
readily accepted the Friendfhip which he offered, and 
ordering him again to refume his Diadem (m) confirmed 
him in the Kingdom. ‘Whereon he made very large 
and magnificent prefents to Oavianus and all his Friends, 
and after this had more of his Favour and Friendthip, 
than any other tributary’Prince of the Roman Empire, 
as long as he lived. pg Fasgpd 
Hereon Herod being much pleafed with ‘this good 
- Succefs went back into Fudza with much Joy, ‘but 
on his Arrival thither found all this foured with 
Troubles in his own Family. For () he found Ma- . 
riamne his moft beloved Wife, in whofe converfation 
he moft delighted, fo far imbitter’d againft him, that

have the Enjoyment of the beautiful Mariage, but 
that none might be left alive of the A/monean Family 
to claim the Crown in oppofition to that difpofal, 
which:he had made of it to Pheroras his Brother, fhe 
and her Mother being the only perfons remaining of 
that +houfe for ‘the oppofing him herein. And Alex. 
audra being a ‘Lady ‘of. an afpiring Spirit thought 
herfelf as capable of governing’ that Realm, as her 
Grandmother of the fame name, who as Queen had 
prefided over it with great Wifdom and Prudence for 
nine -years: together.

4s 
tony and Cleopatra tried all they could to obtain peace 
with Ofevianus, but without any Succefs..(g) Three 
times they fent Ambafiadors to. him for this. purpofes 
and went fo far as to offer to refign all and bé:coné 
tented with a private Life in any place which.Ofas 
vianus thould appoint, only the Kingdom of £gypt 
was. defired..for Cleopatra’s Children, but, neither of 
thefe Embaffies could obtain. any anfwer for Antony ;

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The firft inftance of her Treachery to him was at 
Pelufium; for on Oéfavianus’s Approach to that City 
it was (r) by her order without any refiftance deliver- 
ed up untohim. This on the eaftern fide of Egypt, 
and Peritonium on the weftern, were the two gates 
of that Country, and no Enemy, but through one of 
them, could enter thither with a land Army. Pe. 
lufium being a very ftrong place Antony expected it 
fhould have held out a long time, and therefore (s) 
went to fecure Peritonium. Cornehus Gallus then held 
this place for Ofavianus. The Army which Gallys 
there commanded having been in the pay and fervice 
of Antony, till carried over from him to Offavianus 
by the defertion of Scarpus, he hoped, that on his 
appearing before Peritonium, they would again return - 
to their former Mafter, and deliver up the place to 
him; but when he approached to the Walls, and 
would have f{poken to the Soldiers, Gal/us caufed all 
his Trumpets to found, fo that not a word of what 
he faid could be heard by them; and Galivs immedi- 
ately after fallying out upon him not only repelled his 
Jand forces, but having by a Stratagem hem’d in all 
his Ships in the Port took or deftroyed every one of 
them. For on the approach of this Fleet he drop- 
ped chains by night tothe bottom of the entrance 
of this Port, and permitted them to fail into it without 
oppofition; but on their being gotten “in having by 
Engins provided on each fide {trained thofe chains 
fo as to bring them up to the furface of the water 
he thereby hinder’d their return, and then forthwith 
affaulting them on every fide both from fea and Jand.

“felf up with two of her Maids, and one of her Eu- 
nuchs, caufed it to be given out that fhe was dead, 
which Antony hearing of (y) fell on his fword, and 
thereby gave himfelf the Wound ‘of which he died; 
but living fome few Hours after, and hearing that

While O¢avianus was in Egypt, he (&) went to the 
Sepulchre of Alexander, and there faw his body, 
which being embalmed, was there {till preferved in - 
a cafe, (of Glafs. It had formerly been kept in a 
cafe of Gold, but that having been’ taken away b 
Seleucus Cybiofaéies (as (m) hath been above related) 
it was afterwards put into a Cafe of Glafs, and in

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Reverence thereto; but he would not fee (z) the Ses 
pulchres of the Prolemy’s, who had reigned in 
£gypt ; neither could-(o) he be induced to make a vifit 
to the Egyptian Apis, but told them, who prefled 
him hereto, that he worfhipped the Gods, but not 
As Offavianus came to Alexandria in the beginning 
of Auguf, fo he had there fettled all the affairs of 
Egypt by the end of it; and in the beginning of Sep- 
tember again marched thence to return by the way of 
Syria, Leffer Afia, and Greece again unto Rome. From 
this conqueft of Egypt begun the Ara of the Aiac 
Vittory, by which the Egyptians afterwards (p) com- 
puted their time till the firft year of the Emperor 
Dioclefian, Anno Domini 284. From that time what 
was before called the ra of the Afiac Vidtory was 
afterwards called the ra of Dioclefan, and by the 
_ Chriftians of thofe parts the ira of the Martyrs, 
becaufé in the reign of that Emperor began the tenth 
Perfecution, in which a very great number of Chri- 
ftians fuffered Martyrdom for their Holy Religion. 
Although this “ra had its name from the Afiac Vic- 
tory, yet it had not its beginning (q) till near a full 
year: after it, that is from the time that Egypt was 
reduced; for the day from whence it commenced 
_ was the 29th of Auguf. And therefore that was ever 
after the firft day of the year through all the years, 
_ by which thefe ra’s, ‘that is the Ara of Dioclefian 
or the Martyrs, as well as that of the 4iac Vidtory,

was the thirty-firft of Auguft in their true Kalendar; 
was the twenty-ninth in their erroneous Kalendar ; 
which error proceeded from hence, that after. “the. 
death of Fulius Czfar the Pontifices at Rome. (as, hath 
been (¢) above mentioned) (~) miftaking the. time of. 
the intercalation,, made every third. year, to be the 
Leap-year inftead, of every fourth, by which error 
fix |hours were addd every third. year more. than. 
fhould be, which-in the fixteen’ years, that. interye- 
ned from the firft. ufe of that form to this year, 
amounting toa day and-a quarter, this erroneous ad-. 
dition had then protruded the 29th of Auguf in the 
erroneous Kalendar into the place of the 31ft of Au-. 
guf in the true Kalendar, and~-according to this. er-, 
roneous. Kalendar the Romans then computed, and fo. 
continued to do for thirty-fix years after the frtt. 
forming of this year by Julius Cefar, till at length 
(u). Augufius on the difcovery of this error. took care, 
that. by, making no. leap-year for twelve years toge-. 
ther, all the time that was erroneoufly added, was 
again left out, whereby the protruded: days in the er- 
roneous, Kalendar; were all brought back again to 
their proper. places, where they ought to have been. 
according to the true Kalendar. But the protrufion 
of the day making no alteration in its number or. 
name, hence it came to be faid, that it was the 29th

Herod. hearing of the death of Antony, and _ that 
Oéfavianus had thereon made himfelf matter of Egypt,

Egypt, having accompanied him as far as Antioch, he 
fo far ingratiated himfelf with him on the, way, as 
to gain a chief place in his friendfhip, the effect 
whereof he found in the grants which he made him 
of large augmentations to his Dominions. For he 
not only reftored to him the Territory of ericho, 
which “with the Balfam Gardens., therein had _ been 
taken from him by Aatony. to gratify Cleopatra, but

well as with that, which he had before obtained 
over Antony, (+) .Pbhraates being much puffed up and 
elated carried himfelf with fuch Tyranny, -Cruelty, 
and proud Oppreffion, that the Nobility of Parthig 
being no longer able to bear him, in the year thirty- 
one confpired againft him, and having driven him 
into banifhment chofe the above-mentioned Tiridates 
to reign over them in his ftead: But. the next. year 
after (that is'in this prefent-year thirty) Phraates (c) 
returned with an Army, and. having vanquifhed Ziri- - 
dates recovered again his Crown, and forced the Ufur-

fertled all the Affairs of the feyeral. Provinces of Lef- 
fer Afia, and the Ifles adjoining, (g) he pafied into 
Greece, and from thence (4) returned to Rane, where 
he arrived (2) in the month of Sexiilis, afterwards 
called Aug, and entered it (&).in three Triumphs, 

_ which were celebrated three days together, the firft 
for his Victories over the Dalmatians, Pannonians, 
fome other German and Gallic Nations, whom he 
aad vanquifhed and brought under, before his War 
with Antony began; the. tecond for his Sea Victory 
at Adium; and the third for his Victories in Eeyps, 
and the fubduing of thar Country 5 which laft was 
the mot foleadid of the three. In it were led be- 
fore him ,the Children of Cleopatra, and although he 
could not hayeher in: Perfon to adora this Triumph,

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as he much defired, yet fhe was carried before hii 
in Effigy with an Afp, hanging at her arm, to denote 
the manner by which fhe died. At this time fuch 
vaft Riches’ were brought to Rome from Egypt on 
the reducing that Country, and the return of Oc- 
tavianus and his Army from thence, (/) that the va- 
Jue of money fell one half, and the prices of Provi- 
fions and all vendable wares were doubled thereon. 
After this Triumph Ofavianus (m) had the Title of 
Imperator, that is Emperor, conferred on him’; not 
in the common fenfe, wherein it was ‘formerly un- 
derftood ; (for in that it imported no more than a 
Compliment given by the Soldiers to their General 
after a Victory obtained by them under: his Com- 
mand): but ina much higher. For in the'Senfe in 
which. it was given to Offavianus at this time, it 
carried with it the fame meaning, in which all ‘that 
afterwards governed the Roman Empire, were called 
Emperors. . llth. 

Herod om his return- from the late vifit which he 
made ‘unto Oéfavianus, how much Content and Satis- 
faction foever he ‘had therein, and ‘the: fuccefs of it, 
found’ nothing -but Trouble and Vexation at home 
in his own Houle. (2) Mariamue ftill retained her 
Refentments for the cruel Commiffion given by him 
to Sobemus againft her and her Mother, and carried 
them on fo far, as to treat with equal averfion him 
and all his Relations, efpecially Cyprus his Mother, 
and Salome his Sifter. “Them fhe frequently upbraided 
with the meéannefs of their’ birth jin refpect of hers, 
which was provoking enough to a Female’ Spirit ; 
and him’ fhe 'as often reproached” with the ‘death “of 
her Father, her Grandfather and Brother. In this 
humour he left her on his laft going unto Ofavianus, 
and in this humour he found her on ‘his return, with- 
out knowing the caufe. (For that Mariamne- had

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concealed for the fake of Sobemus.) On his offering 
her his Careffes and the kindeft tenders of ‘his affec- 
tion fhe ftill rejected them with neglect and aver- 
fion, and nothing that he could do for the fweetning 
‘of her imbitter’d Spirit, and the reconciling her 
again to him, could have any effect. This laft Injury 
foured her to fuch a degree, as to frame her mind | 
for the reception of the utmoft Refentments, which 
his former wrongs done her and her Family defery’d: 
The Commiffion formerly given againft her to fo- 
feph his Uncle, and the above-mentioned murders of 
her neareft Relations, were all Brought to her re- 
membrance on this occafion, and all worked toge- 
ther to exafperate her a ainft him to the utmoft. 
Herod bore this Humour i a whole year after his 
return from Rhodes, and was exceedingly perplexed 
by it. Sometimes in a rage he would be ready to run 
into Extremities againft her; but as often as he was 
fo, his Wrath was checked by the great Love he 
had for her, and thus he was harafied between two 
oppofite Paffions, till at length an occafion hapned, 
_ which gave his Mother and his Sifter an advantage 
for the exciting of him to her ruin, and he had near 
effected his own by it. For being at one time in ~ 
the heat of the day retired to his Chamber to repofe 
~ himfelf, he called’ for Mariamne to come to him, out 
of a defire of then having conjugal Converfation 
with her. At his call fhe fo far obeyed as to go in- 
to the Chamber to him. But on his offering her 
his Carefles, and Embraces, fhe ‘rejected them with 
the utmoft averfion, and added over and above fuch 
_ bitter reproaches for the death of her Relations, as 
provoked and enraged the T’yrant to fo high a de- 
gree, that he had much ado to forbear laying violent 
hands immediately upon her for the revenging of the 
Indignity. Salome, on her underftanding how the 
matter went, took the advantage of this fit of Rage 
he was then in, to fend in his Butler to him, whom 
fhe had before fuborned for this purpofe, to accufe 
-Mariamne of tempting him to adminifter to him a 
Vor. IV. x poifonous 
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poifonous Cup. This adding to the Rage, with 
which he was then too much excited againft her al- 
ready, he forthwith ordered her favourite Eunach, 
Without whofe privity he knew fhe did nothing, to 
be put on the Rack 5 but all that could be extorted 
rom him ‘was, that it was fomething, which Sobe- 
wus had told Mariamue, that had put her into fo ill 
an humour. Herod on his hearing of this, from_ his 
tage of Anger, fell into as violent a rage of Jealou- 
fy; and therefore crying out, that Sobemus, who had 
itherto been fo faithful to him, could never have 
been induced to betray this Secret to her, but at the 
price of an adulterous. Converfation, he ordered him 
immediately to be put to death; and having packed 
a Bench of Judges out of fuch as were his Creatures 
brought MJaeriamne before them to be tried for her 
Life; who finding by the vehemency, with which 
Herod in perfon profecuted the Accufation, that no 
other Sentence, but that of death, would be ac- 
ceptable to him, accordingly pafled ic upon her; but 
hone thought, nor did he then intend, that the Exe- 
cution fhould be precipitated, but that fhe fhould be 
confined to fome of his Caftles ; and this at firft was 
his refolution. But the malice of his Mother and 
his Sifter was fo bitter againft her, by reafon of the 
affronts fhe had put upon them in upbraiding them 
with the meannels of her Extraction, and for other 
womanifh Quarrels had between them, that they 
would not let him be quiet, till fhe was put to death, 
They urged, that if fhe was kept alive, the people 
would rife in her behalf, and that there was no other 
way to keep things quiet, but by cutting her off, 
By which Suggeftions Herod being, terrified ordered 
her Execution. In° the way as fhe was led to it, the 
was accolted by Alexandra her Mother, who fell on 
her with bitter railings, accufing her of being wicked 


and ungrateful towards a kind and affeCtionaté Hus- 


band, and telling her that fhe had what fhe deferved ; 
and all this fhe exprefied with fuch a feeming emo- 
tion of Spirit, as if fhe weuld fly in her Face all. the 

| way 
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~ way as fhe went. She feared her turn might come 
next, and therefore to fave her Life; the’ aed this 
feandalous and fhameful part; bat her daughter with» 
out an{wering her a word pafled on. in filence, only. 
by her looks fhe exprefied fome fhame and concern 
for het Mother’s expofing herfelf in fo odd: and exa 
travagant a manner in this cafe, otherwife fhe went 
on to her execution with an intrepid Mind, without 
changing colour upon the approach or apprehenfions - 
of death, but died as fhe had lived, great, firm, and 
fearlefs to her laft. And thus ended the Life of this 
Virtuous and excellent Princefs. In the Beauty and 
other Chatms and Graces of her Perfon fhe excelled 
all the Women of her time, and would have been a 
Lady without Exception, ,could fhe have carried it 
with fome better temper and complaifance towards 
her Husband. But confidering, that he had. built ‘his 
Fortunes upon the ruin of her Family; that he had 
nfurped from them the Crown, which hé wores 
that he had caufed or procured (0) her Father, (9) 
her Grandfather; (g) her Brother; and her (r) Unele 
to be put to death for the ferying of his defigns; and , 
fad twice ordered her death in cafe of his own, it 

would put difficulties upon the moft patient and beft 
tempered Woman in the World, how to beat fuch 
aw Husband: with any Affection or Complaifance. But 
Herod's Rage being quenched with her Blood, his 
Love to her again revived; whereon followed fuch a 
bitter Scene of late Repentance, as is fcarce any 
where elfe to be met with. As foon as his Wrath 
was allayed ; inftead of it Agonies of Sorrow, Re- 
ret, and tormenting Remorfe for what he had done 
filled. his Mind, which would not let him reft either 
day or night; where-ever he went, thé thoughts of

This further added to Herod’s grief and diforder, fo 
that not knowing what to do, he flung up the care 
of all bufinefs, and retired to- Samaria, where he 
fell into a great Sicknefs. After having languifhed 
under it for fome time, he at length got rid of it ~ 
with difficulty, and. returned again to Ferufalem, and 
the care of his Kingdom: But never again recover- 
ed his former temper. For after this he was obferv- 
ed to a&t with greater rigour and cruelty than he 
ever had before, and continued fo to do to his Life’s 
end. | 

While he lay fick at Samaria, (#) Alexandra, whofe 
aétive and bufy head could never be at reft, reckon- 


' ing that Herod would die of this Sicknefs, immedi- 


ately laid Plots. for the feifing of the Government; 
in order whereto fhe treated with the Governors of 
the two Caftles of Ferujalem, that of Antonia on the 
mountain of the Temple, and the other: in the City, 
to have them delivered into her hands, knowing that 
whoever had thefe two Caftles, had with them the 
maftery of Ferujalem and all Fudea. Hier pretence 
was to fecure the Kingdom in cafe of Herod’s death 
for his Sons by Mariamne, but the Governors of

_ © (a) Ofavianus having at Rome filled the Senate 
with his Creatures, whofe fortunes depend- 
ed on his holding on the Government, then 
propofed to them to -refign his Authority, 
and put all again into the hands of the People upon 

_ the old foundation of the Reman Commonwealth, 
craftily making -this offer for the gaining of the ap-

plaufe. of the people, and the  cloking of his own 


ambition, when he knew that all of that affembly 
(their intereft dying on the other fide) would unani- 
moufly prefs him to the contrary, and fo accordingly 
it hapned. For he had ho fooner in a fet fpeech 
made the propofal, but the whole Senate with an 
‘unanimous voice diffuaded him from it, and preffed 
him with all manner of Arguments to take upon him 
alone the whole Government .of the Roman Empire, 
which at length he yielded to swith a feeming reluc- 
tancy, and .by this management brought it about, 
that the monarchy of the whole Roman Empire was 
at this time by the unanimous confent both of the 
. Senate and People of Rome conferred on him for ten 
years.. For he would not accept of it for any longer 
Term, pretending, that by that time, he hoped, he 
fhould have fettled all things .in fuch peace and 
order, that,there would be no further need of him, 
but that he might then with fafety to the Common- 
wealth eafe ,himfelf of the ‘burden, and put the Go- 
wernment again into the hands of the People and Se- 
nate, as it- formerly had been. This method he took 
to make the matter go the more. plaufibly, but with 
intention, when .thofe ten years fhould be expired, 
again to renew his leafe ; and fo accordingly he did

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from ten years to ten years, as long as he lived, all 
this while governing the whole Roman Empire alone 
with an abfolute Authority. And therefore here 
ended the ancient Repablican Government of the: 
Roman State. For all the Authority of the People: 
and Senate being now vefted in Ofavianus, it conti- 
nued in him and his Succeffors ever after, as long.as 
the Rowan Kmpire continued, without being ever 
again retrieved. With this new power it was refal- 
ved to confer on him a new names fome were for 
his affuming that of Romulus, thereby to import, that 
he was as another’ Rounder of Rome; and others of- 
fered other names; but (w) Munacius Plancus having 
propofed the name of uguffus, -which | fignifieth 
fomething that above humane is facred and venera- 
ble, that was made choice of, and conferred on him 
by the general faffrage of the Senate; and it was al- 
ways after this born by him, and his fucceffors; fo 
that inftead of the name of C. Fulius Cefar Ofavia- 
nus, which he had hitherto born, he from thencefor- 
ward: took that of C. Julius Cefar Auguftus.. And 
therefore whereas I have hitherto mentioned him 
the name of Offavianus, I fhall henceforth always 
give him that of Auguftus as often as there thall be 
an occafion to fpeak of him in the future feries of 
this Hiftory. That he might feem not to take the 
whole power of the Romaz Empire to himfelf, he 
made a thow of allowing the Senate a fhare of it with 
him. For having (x) divided the Empire into two 
parts, the one containing thofe Provinces which were 
quiet and peaceable, and the other thofe, which ly. 
ing upon the out-skirts of the Empire, and border. 
ing upon the barbarous Nations, were expofed to 
troubles and wars, the former of thefe he affigned to 
the Senate to be governed by fuch of them, as had 
been Confuls and Pretors, according to their former

troublefome and dangerous part to himfelf. But herein 
he fhewed his great wifdom and fagacity; for by this 
method he fecured all the armies and military power, 
wherein confifted the whole ftrength of the Empire, 
to himfelf, they all lying in thofe Provinces which 
he had chofen; whereas the others being without 
them, fuch as governed thofe Provinces could have 
no power from thence to create him any danger or 
difturbance. The latter were called the Senatorial. Pro- 
vinces, and the other the Imperial, and of this Impe-~ 
rial fort were particularly Cilicia, Syria, Phenicia, Cyprus, 
and Egypt in the Eaft, befides others in the other bor- 
ders of the Empire. 

(y) Salome falling out with Cofobarus the Idumean 
her fecond Husband, whom fhe had married | 
after the death of Yo/epb her firft husband, ne i 

ent him a bill of divorce, contrary to the enadeas 

_ lawand ufage of the Fews. For according to that 
(z) the husband might divorce the wife, but not the 
_ wife the husband ; but Salome by Herod’s authority 
_ made that go for law, which beft pleafed her, On her 
eH thus abdicated her husband fhe returned to 
her brother, and to make herfelf the more accepta- 
ble to him, pretended that fhe had difcovered Coffo- 
barus to be confpiring againft him with Ly/imachus, 
Antipater, and Dofitheus, men of note in that Coun- 
gry, and that for this reafon fhe left him, as prefer- 
sing the love of her brother before that of her huf- 
band. And to gain the better credit to her accufa- 
tion, fhe difcovered where Cofobarus had concealed 
the fons of Badas contrary to his order and intereft.

Cornelius Gallus being recalled from Egypt,-(a) Pe- 
tronius was made Prefect in his place. Gallas -on his” 
return -to. Rome being too (2) lavith of his tongue 
again{t Augufius was for this reafon forbid his houfe 
and the Provinces under his command, and noted 
with infamy. After this, other accufations coming 
again{ft him of Concuffions, Rapines, Extortions, ind 
other Mifdemeanours comimitted by him, while Go- 
vernor of Egypt, he was by the unanimous vote of 
the Senate condemned to Banifhment; but he pre- 
vented the execution of this fentence by falling on' 
his fword and flaying himfelf.c| He (c) was an emi- 
nent Poet, and (d) a familiar friend of ' Virgil’s, ‘as’ ap.’

For he built at Ferufalem a 
Theater, and an Amphitheater, and in honour ‘of’ 
Augufius celebrated Games, and exhibited Shows in 
them, which were much mifliked by the generality’ 
of the Fews, as things which they thought incon- 
fiftent with the legal Conftitutions and Religion of 
their Country. Butsnothing offended them more 
than fome Trophies, which he had fet up round his 
Theater in honour of Augufus,and in “commemora- 
tion of his Viétories. “For they taking them to be 
Images, for that reafon could not bear them. Herod 
- to convince them of this folly having called feveral 
of the principal of them upon the place caufed the 
Armour to be taken off in their prefence, and when 
they faw nothing appeared under, (f) but a naked 
ftem of a Tree, their indignation was turned into 
laughter, and fo this matter went off. | 

But the other innovations ftuck hard with many, 
and gave fuch great offence, (g) that fome . 
of them to the number of ten perfons en- 
tered into a Confpiracy againft him for the 
cutting of him off by an affaffination; for which 
urpofe having provided themfelves with daggers un= 
der their Garments, they went to the Theater, where 
Herod was then to come, defigning there to fall up- 
on him and flay him. But one of Herod’s {pies (of 
which he had great numbers abroad) having gotten 
fome inkling of the matter made difcovery of it to 
him, as he was going to enter the Theater, juft 
when the plot was ready to have been executed up- 
on him, whereon the Confpirators being feifed, they 
-were all put to death by moft exquifite Torments. 
And he that made the difcovery did ‘not fare any bet= 
ter.. For he having hereby incurred the general odium 
of the people, fome of them meeting with him 
in a convenient place fell on him, and tore him to

— When 
Gabinius was made Prefident of Syria, (b) he ordere 
the rebuilding of it; from him it was fometime ‘called 
(i) the City of the Gabiniaus, that is of thofe whom 
Gabinius had planted there; but under them the 
ace advanced no further, than to be a fmall village. 
Herod firft made it again a City, and reftored it to its 


Sebafte. For Sebaftos in Greek is the ah with Aue 


gwtus in Latin, and therefore Sedafe is as much as fo 
fay the City of Augufus. This place (&) he planted 
with fix thoufand new Inhabitants invited thither 
from all parts, and divided among them the 
Country about it, which being of a very fertile foil 

as foon as it was cultivated, it brought forth fuc 

plenty, as ina hort time rendered the place rich. and 
populous, and made it fully anfwer all the purpofts, 
for which .he intended it. He alfo put a Garrifon 
into Straton’s Tower (which in honour of Cefar . Ye 
gufus Was afterwards called Ce/area) and he hid ‘the 
jame in Gebala,.and in fome other Fortrefles, which 
lay convenient. for the keeping of the Country in

8 i 
world, (/) the remoteft Nations of the North and the 
Faft, that is the Scythians, the Sarmatians the Indi. 
aus, and the Seres, fent Ambaffadors with prefents to 
him to pray his friendfhip; the laft of which, (m) 
Florus tells us, were four years on their journey, 
which is to be fuppofed coming and going. The Seres 
were the furtheft people of the Eaft, the fame whom 
we now call the Chinefe. They being anciently fa. 
mous for the making of filk and filken manufagtures, 
hence (#) Serica became the name of Silk, and Seri-

guinions. Thefe Mowks on their return told him, that the lk worms 

could not be brought fo long a journey, but ynderfanding from them 

that their Evgs might, and that from them the worms might be propa- 

gated, be fent them back the fecond time to bring him of thofe Eggs; 

awho having effeciad uibat they went aboyt, and brought to Con-

This year, it being the 13th of the Reign of He-" 
rod, (0) great Calamities fell upon the people of Judea. 
A long drought ‘produced a Famine, and that Famine 
a Peftilence, which fwept away great numbers of 
the Inhabitants. Hered for the remedy hereof (his 
Treafure being then empty) melted down all the plate 
Of his Palace, even that which was moft valuable for its’ 
fathion and workmanfhip, and making money of it, 
fent it into Egypt to buy Corn, where there was then great 
abundance of it; and by the friendthip of Petronius the 
Roman Prefe&t got»fufficient from thence not only to 
fupply the wants of all his own people, but alfo where-’ 
with to relieve the Neceffities of his Neighbours in Syria, 
who.were under the fame diftrefS. . And whereas moft 
of the Flocks of Judea were confumed by the drought, 
fo that there was not' Wool -enough.in the Land for 
the cloathing of the Inhabitants againft. Winter, he 
took care that fuch Quantities “were imported: from: 
foreign Countries, that every one before the approach’ 
ef the cold Seafon. was provided . with fufficient to 
fence him againft. all the Sevenities of it; by. which 
aéts of Charity and Generofity he not only .recon- 


men, and it was thought a great infance ‘Luxury and Effeminacy for 
a Man to have any part of his Gartaent made of it; fo that in the begin= 
ning of the reign of Tiberius, as "Pacitus tells'us, (Annal. lib. 2° cap 33.) 
a Law was made ne veltis ferica viros foedaret, i, e. That no man 
Should defile or difhononr bimfelf by wearing Silken Garments. When the 
‘Stuff was all of Silk, it was called ig. avhen the Woof only 

collen, or the Warp only of 
Silk, and the Woof of Linen or Woollen, it «was called Subfericum, 
When afierwards it came into ufe for Men to wear Silk, it was at 
jirft only of the latter fort that which was all Silk, was for a long 
time left avbolly to the ufe of the Womens fo that it was reckoned by 
Lampridius as one of the infamous parts of Heliogabalus’s CharaGer, 
that he was the firft man that ewore Holofericum. Videas de hac 
re plura apud Vofiium in Etymologico fub voce Sericum, & de 
Idololatria lib.

gracious, and generous Prince. But he was not of a 
temper long to hold this Character among his own 

ple. For the Tyrannical .Male-adminiftrations of 
his Government ftill continuing after this good deed in 
the fame excef$ as before, what he gained by the .one, 
was foon again loft by the other; and therefore he 
continued to make himfelf, to his Life’s end, the ge- 
neral odium and averfion of thofe over whom he reigned; 
and it was owing only to the’proteétion and power of 
Augufius, and the Romans, that he was fupported

id the fear of others, who dreaded his Power. 
- Herod being now at peace and in full profperity, 
.€b) fet himfelf on the building of a ftately Palace on 
Mount Sion, which was the higheft part of the City 
of Ferufalem, and made it a Struéture of that large. 
nefs and magnificence, that in fome manner it ex- 
ceeded herein even the Temple itfelf. Aind it wag 
more efpecially famous for two largé and fumptudug 
apartments erected in it, the one of which he calléd 
Czfareum in honour of Auguftus Cefar, and the other 
Agrippeum in honour of Agrippa, Augiftus’s principal 
Favourite. 

This fame year (c) Herod furrifhed Avgufas with 
five hundred men out of his Guards for the carrying 
on of an Expedition againft the Southern Arabs, 
(d) He having heard of the wealth of thofe people,. 
that’ they abounded in Gold and Silver, and other 
Riches, propofed either by Treaty to make them his 
Friends, and fo open a way for Commerce with 
them, or elfe by Conqueft to make them his Sub 
jeétss, and could He compafs either of them, he ex- 
pected thereby much to augment the wealth and 
rithes of his Empire. And he had alfo this furthet 
view, that in cafe he fhould either as Friend or Con- 
quéror gain a footing in that Country, he fhould 
throush it have an eafy way open for the fubduing 
Of the Troglodites, their Country being feparated from 
the Southern Arabia only by the nartow Straits 
now called the Straits of Babelmandel, through 
Which the Arabian Gulph difchargeth itfelf into the 
Southern Océan.” For as the Arabs dwell on the 
Eaftérn fide of thofe Straits, the Zroglodites did 
‘then dwell oversagainft then on the Weftern fide, 
Elias Gallus, 4 Roman of the Equeftrian order, was

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the General fent on this Expedition, for which 4z- 
guftus farnifhed him with ten thoufand men ; to thefe 
were added the five hundred men from Herod above 
mentioned, and a thoufand more that were brought 
him by Sylleus from Obodas King of the Nabathean 
Arabs, This Obodas had fucceeded Malchus in that 
Kingdom, and Sylleus was his chief Minifter, and a 
perfon of great Craft, Vigour, and Application. He 
knowing the Country, undertook to be Gallus’s Guide 
in this Expedition, and thereby made it mifcarry by 
betraying him in it. It,was propofed to march 
through the Country of the Nadatheans, and from 
thence to enter on this Expedition; but Sylzus falfly 
informing Gallas, that there was no fafe.paffage thi- 
ther by Land, this put him on building a Fleet to 

afs thither by Sea; and therefore having provided an 
aera and thirty Tranfports at Cleopatris, a Port at 
the bottom of the Arabian Gulph or Red-Sea, he there 
put his Army on board them, and failed to Leucocome, 
a Port of the Nabatheans lying on the Eaftern fide 
of that Sea. This being a very dangerous Naviga- 
tion, by reafon of the many rocks and fhelyes that 
are in that part of the Arabian Gulph, and Syleus 
piloting him the worft way through it, he was fif 
teen days in the paflage, and loft feveral of his Ships - 
it it; and when he was landed, all his Army falling 
fick of a Difeafe common in that Country, he was 
forced to lie by all the remaining part of the Sum- 

‘mer, and the Winter following, to wait their Reco- 
very.

te While Gallus was in this expedition, (g) Candace 
Queensof rhiopia invading the Province of Thebais 
inthe Upper Egypt with a great Army took Syena, 
__ and feveral other places: on the’ borders,and carried 
“ ‘the. Garrifon-Soldiers into» Captivity; whereon Pe- 
bronius then Prefect of Egypt marched with an Army 
againft her, ‘and ‘having vanquifhed her Forces in bat- 
tle, and driven them out of the Country, purfued 
them»into Ethiopia ; and having there pierced above 
eight hundred miles into the Country fubdued all be- 
fore: him, taking all the Cities that lay in his way, 
and. among them Napata the Metropolis of the King- 
dom, which he deftroyed, and from thence marched

Phraates King. of Parthia being again driven out 
of his Kingdom by Tiridates, () prevailed with the 
Scythians to bring him. back with a great Army ; 
whereon (i) Tiridates with the Chiefs. of» his; party 
fled to Rome to pray the Affiftance of dugufius, pro- 
mifing to hold the Kingdom from him as his homager, 
in cafe he might be reftored by his help. Pbraates 
hearing which way -he was fled, .fent-Ambafiadors. 
to Rome.after him there to obviate his defigns, and 
to demand of ugufus the delivery of his. Rebel 
Subjects to him, and the releafe of his Son, -whonz 
Tiridates had put into his hands in the. manner as 
above related. Auguffus having given them a hear 
ing, anfwered them-in the fame manner as he had 
before at Antioch, that he would not deliver Tiridates. 
into the hands, of Phraates, nor give ‘either of 
them any help againft the other. However, that he 
might gratify both in fomething, he permitted Ziri- 
dates to live under his protection at Rome, ordering 
him there a maintenance out of the publick Treafu- 
ry, whereby to fubfift with Plenty and Honours 
And he fent back to Phraates his fon. upon condition 
that he fhould reftore all the Captives and Enfigns, 
which the Parthians had taken from Graffus and An~ 
ony in their Wars againft them.

| Auguftus having been feifed this year with a dange- 

rous ficknefs, when nothing elfe could bring him any 
help, (2) was cured by the ufe of the cold Bath, and 
cooling Potions prefcribed him by Antonius Mufa 
the eminenteft. Phyfician among the Romans of that 

Age. And he had hereon great rewards and’ great 
honours, decreed him by the Senate. But a little af- 
ter Marcellus falling fick, while he endeavoured to 
cure -him by the fame method, “he caufed: his death, 

which was much to the grief of Auguflus, For he-was . 
the fon of Ofavia his fitter by her firft- Husband,

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and being a young man.of great hopes, Auguftus had 
married his, daughter-to him, adopted him for his 
fon, and intended him for his Heir in cafe he fhould 
have no. fon of his own, but he had the misfortune 
this. year to lofe him in the manner here mentioned, 
This. isthe Marcellus, whofe untimely death rgil 
moft ingenioufly fets forth: in the fixth Book’ of his 
Zineids. . . 
_ Herod having finifhed Samaria, which from the 

name of Auguftus he called Sebaffe, he (m) 
elect began the building of another City at Stra- 
ye: "”* ton’s Tower on the Sea Coaft of Paleftine, 
which alfo in honour of him from his other name ‘he 
called Cefarea. In the building and. adorning: here- 
of he fpent twelve years, and expended vaft fums of 
Money, whereby he made it a City of prime Note 
in thofe parts, and. the moft convenient and fafeft 
Port in all the coafts of Phenicia.. For whereas be- 
fore it was a very dangerous Harbour, fo that no 
fhip could ride fafe in it, when the Wind blew South- | 
weft, to.remedy this he ran out a mole in a circular 
form, which fenced the Port agasinft both the South 
and the Weft, and encompafléd room enough for 
a great Fleet to ride fafe within againft all Wind 
and. Weather, leaving a paffige into it only-on 
the. North, where the Sea was lefs rough, and the 
Harbour leaft expofed to Storms from it. This work 
alone was-of vatt Labour and Expence; for it was 
built, with Stones brought from far, and of a very 
large. fize, they being fitty foot long, eighteen broad, 
and nine deep, fome greater, fome leffer, and the 
Foundation was. laid -twenty fathom deep into the 
Sea. ‘When Fudea was reduced into the form of a 
Roman Province, this City was ufually made the Re- 
fidence of him that was fent to govern’ it. | 
~ Alexander and Ariftobulus the Sons of Herod by Ma- 
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() Jofephus Antiq. lib, 15. cap. 13. & de Bello Judaico lib. 1. | 
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 viamne now growing up, their Father (7) fent them 
to Rome for their Education, there providing a Re- 
ception for them in the Houfe of Pollio, an efpecial 
Friend of his; but 4uguffus taking them into his par+ 
ticular care affigned them apartments in his own Pa- 
lace, and further to exprefs his Friendfhip and Fa- 
vour to Herod, he gave him full power to leave the 
Succeffion of his Kingdom to which of his Sons he 
_ fhould think fit. And moreover at the fame time ad= 
_ ded (0) Trachonitis, (p) Auranitis and Batanza to his 
. former Dominions, which was done on this occas 
fion. There was (¢) one Zenodorus Tetrarch of a 
Territory (r) lying between Yrachcnitis and Galilee, 
who had farmed from the Prefident of Syria the pro- 
vinces of Trackonitis, Auranitis, and Batanea; which 
had formerly been the Principality of (s) Ly/anias the 
fon of ‘Ptolemy, whom Antony put to death, as hath 
been above mentioned. This perfon not being con- 
tented with the honeft gain of his‘ farm, (in 
which he had a great bargain) to make the moft of 
it, that he could, went fhares with a company of 
Thieves, who had taken harbour in certain Caves in 
the Mountains of Zrachonitis, and permitted them to 
rob all the Country round upon Terms of fharing the 
plunder. with them. This being a great grievance 
and mifchief to the people of thofe parts, they com- 
plained of it to Varro then Prefident of Syri2, who 
writing to uguffus about it, received orders from 
him at any rate to root out thofe robbers. But be- 
fore thefe orders could be executed, Varro being re- 
called, the grievance and the complaint ftill conti-

nued ; whereon (#) Auguftus to provide an effectual 
cure for this evil did put all the three provinces which 
Zenodorus had farmed into the hands of Herod, adding 
them to his former dominions, who forthwith march- 
ing thither with fuch forces, as were neceffary, (u) 
broke into the Dens of thofe Thieves, and by killing 
a great number of them, and driving out the reft, 
foon cleared the Country of them. Whereon Zeno- 
dovus being deprived not only of his unrighteous 
gain, but alfo of his Farm, (w#) went to Rome to 
make complaint againft Herod; but not meeting with 
fuccefs in any of his accufations, he on his return ex- 
cited the Gadarens to an attempt of giving him trou- 
ble, and accordingly they applied to Agrippa with 
complaints and accufations againft him. For 4grippa 
had then the Government of all the Eaft conferred 
on him by Auguftus. Agrippa, as hath been above re- 
lated, was the chief favourite and prime confident 
of Auguftus; but now Fulia the daughter of Auguftus 
being grown up, and married to Marcellus the Son of 
Offavia Auguyftus’s Sifter, the old favourite grew jea- 
lous of the Son-in-law, fo that they could not bear 
each other. Hereon (*) 4uguffus to put an end to 
thefe differences fent Agrippa out of the way, com- 
mitting to his charge (y) all the Provinces of the 
Faft, that lay beyond the Egeam Sea; and he taking 
up his refidence at Mitylene in the Ile of Lesbos from 
thence by his Lieutenants governed Lefér Afia, Sy- 
via, and all the other Countries that were within 
his commiffion. As foon as Hered heard of Agrippa’s 
fettling there, (2) he failed thither to make a vifit to 
him, and thereby further cultivated the Friendfhip 
that had been before between them. ~ Immediately 
on his departure (4) came the Gadarens thither with ©

863 
their -accufations againft him in a very unlucky time 
for their affair... For they then found Agrippa, by 
reafon of the Endearments that had been revived be- 
tween them in the conyerfation of the late vifit, fo far 
prepoffeffed in favour of Hered, that having no Ear 
to any complaints againft him, he caufed thefe 
accufers of him :to be all clapp’d in chains, and fent 
them thus, bound.into: Fudee to be there delivered unto: 
him... Hered thinking to fweeten. them by clemency, 
difmiffed them without any harm; and this for fome 
#ime quieted the Troubles which they and Zenodorus. 
would have raifed againft him. Sa. Ae 
.» Augufius intending a progrefs into the Eaft, on_ his 
Arrival in Sicily in his way thither (4) fent 
for. Agrippa to come to. him, and shaving 
given him in marriage Julia his Daughter, 
being now become a Widow by the death of Mar- 
cellus her former Husband, fent him to Rome, there to 
take care of the affairs in the Weft, while he himfelf 
fhould be abfent in the Eaft.... MZecenas (c) chiefly ad- 
vifed this match, telling Auguftus, that devine made 
Agrippa fo great, as he then had, he had nothing 
elfe to choofe, but either to make him his Son-in- 
law, or put-him to death, To make way for this 
match Agrippa was forced to divorce his former wife, 
though Daughter to Ofaevia the Sifter of Auguftus, 
who was afterward (d) married to Antonius the Son 
of Antonythe Triumvir. After. this (@) Auguftus {ail- 
ed from Sicily into Greece, and having there fettled 
all matters, paffed into the Ifles, (¢) and wintered at 
Samos, ky 
. While Auguftus lay at this place, there (f) came 
thither to him Ambafladors from Candace Queen of 
Ethiopia. It hath been above related how Petronius 
on his return from his late inroad into Ethiopia had

Early the next Spring Auguftus (b) pafied from Sa- 
mos into "Lefler fa, and having fettled all 
matters there, continued his ‘progrefs thro” _ 
~ that Country (Z) into Syria; and came ‘to: 
Antioch. On his Arrival there, Zenodorus with dele» 

ates from the Gadarens (k) addreffed to him with 
their old ‘Complaints againft Herod, hoping to ‘have’ 
a more favourable hearing. from him, than they had! 
from Agrippa, They accufed: him of Tyranny, Vio- 
lence and Rapin, and alfo of Sacrilege in plundering 
and violating Temples; and uguftus went fo far ine 
to them, as to appoint’ a day for Herod, who was then! 
prefent at Antioch, ‘to make his defence; in the 
hearing of which he was treated with fo much’ ten-' 
dernefs ‘and favour, as made the Gadarens defpair of 
their caufe, fo that the night following fome‘of them 
drowned themfelves, others caft themfelves down 
Precipices, and the reft did cut their Throats, or 
otherwife made themfelves away through fear of be- 
ing delivered to Herod, and Zenedorus’ did the fame ; 
for having taken. poifon, it corroded :his Guts; and’ 
caft him into a violent Dyfentery, of which he'died. — 
that fame night. Heréon Augu/ftus looking’ on* their 
felf-execution to -be-felf-condemnation, and a clear.

be brought againft him. And to make him Amends 
for ‘the Trouble he had been put to by Zenodorus, 
and his Gadarens, he gave him the Tetrarchy of Ze- 


nodorus, and for his greater Honour Joined him in Com- — 


miffion with the Prefident of Syria, as his Procurator 
in that Province, ordaining that nothing fhould be done 
in the affairs of it, without his knowledge and advice; 
and moreover at his requeft gave to Pheroras his Bro- 
ther a: Tetrarchy in thofe parts. In acknowledsment 
of all thefe favours Hered built unto him in the lands 
of Zenodorus near the mountain Paneas (at the foot of 


which-is the Fountain of the River Yordan) a famptuous- 


Temple ‘all of white Marble. By which ‘idolatrous 
Flattery, and’ other like compliances with Heathen 
ufages, ‘he farther alienated from him all thofe Fews, 
that were zealous for their Law, and the Religion of 
their Forefathers, «~~ 


\ Phraates King of Parthia, on Auguftus’s coming. 


into ‘Syria, (1) fent Ambaffadors to him to pray his 
Friendfhip. For being then upon ill Terms with 
liaepepte: whom he had much alienated from him 
by his Tyranny ‘and Cruelty, he dreaded a foreign 
War; and he had reafon at that time to fear it from 
4uigufius. For whereas Auguftus had three years before. 
releafed to him one of his Sons (whom he had in 
Captivity at Rome) upon promife that he would fend 
back to him al! the Prifoners and Enfigns, which the 
Parthians had taken from the Romans in their Wars 
with Craffus and Antony, he had not as yet difchar- 
ged -himielf of that Obligation ; that therefore this 
might not be a caufe of War againft him, he now 
not only fent back all thofe Captives and Enfigns, 


but alfo yielded to all other Terms of Peace, which’

Performance, of them. Whereupon. (m) . Zuftin, re-~ 
marks, that 4uguftus. did more herein by. the great-) 
nefs of his name, than any other Commander could, 


do by War. But. Tacitus (n) tells us, that Phraates. 


was induced hereto. not fo much by the fear. of Aue.

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as long as they had not another of that Family of a fit 
Age to be fet up to reign in his place; and for this 
reafon it was, that he fo readily yielded up his Sons into 
the hands of the Romans, that being removed fo far 
out of the way, they might create him no danger, nor 
give him any jealoufy. But at length his deftru@tion 
came from what he thus projeéted for his Safety. For 
(/) as foon as Phraatices was grown up, Thermufa not 
having Patience any longer to wait for the vacancy, that 
was ready in a fhort time naturally to happen, unnatu- 
rally poifoned her Husband to make room for her Son 
the fooner to fucceed him. But this met with that 
Difappointment, which fo wicked an A@ deferved. 
“For the People not bearing fo wicked a Parricide, rofe 
ina Tumult againft him, and drove him into banith- 
ment, wherein he perifhed; but it was not till fome 
years after that this hapned. 144 
And at the fame time that 4ugu/tus made Peace 


with Parthia, he fettled alfo the Affairs of Armenia, 
. It hath been above related, how that /rtabazes King 
of Armenia being taken Prifoner by Autony, and car- 


ried to Alexandria, Artaxias his Son fucceeded him. 
He having (s) made himfelf grievous to his Subjects by 
an oppreffive and tyrannical Reign, they accufed him 
before Auguftus, and defired to have Tigranes his younger 


Brother to reign over them in his ftead; hereon Augufus, 


fent Tiberius the Son of Livia by.her former Husband 
with an Army to expel 4ytaxias, and place Tigranes on 
the Throne in his ftead; but 4rtaxias being flain by 
his own People before he arrived, and Tigranes thereon 
admitted to fucceed without any oppofition, Tiberius had 
no opportunity by any military Action of gaining Ho- 
nour by this Commiffion, which was the firft he was 
imployed in, 


Auguftus (t) toward the end of the Summer returne 


ing out of Syria, was attended by Hered to the Seas

* fhore; where he embarked, and from thence failed 


back to Samos, and there refided all the enfuing winter 
in the fame manner as he had the former, and in confide- 
ration hereof on his departure thence the next Spring 
he gave the Samians their Liberty, and made them a 
free City, in reward of the accommodations, with which 
he was there furnifhed among them. ALS 

Herod on his return to Ferufalem (u) finding the 
People much offended becaufe of the many breaches 
he had made upon their Law and Religion by his 
frequent Compliances with the idolatrous Ufages of 
the Greeks and Romans, was put to difficulties to avoid 
the ill confequences of it. For although he endeavoured 
to excufe himfelf by alledging the neceffity he was under 
of pleafing uguftus, and the Romans, in this matter, 
this gave no Satisfaction, but Difcontents on this Ac» 
count grew to a great height againft him among the: 
generality of the people. And therefore to prevent the. 
ill. effets hereof he prohibited all meetings at Feafts 
and Clubs, and all other Affemblies of many togethers. 
and he had Spies in all quarters to bring him conftant: 
Intelligence, how all matters went; and he would often 
himfelf go out in difguife, that he might hear and ob-. 
ferve, how the people ftood affected towards him; and . 
by thefe means making difcovery of all, that had ill. 
defigns againft him, and thereon feverely treating fuch 
as were guilty, he made a fhift to fecure himfelf and 
keep all quiet. And for this end at the fame time 
he would have impofed an Oath of Fidelity on all’ 
his Subjeéts. But Hillel and Shammai with all their. 
followers of the Pharifaical Se&t, and alfo all the E/-. 
fens refufing to take it, he was forced to let it drops 
only thofe who had render’d themfelves fufpected 
were forced to comply herewith, for the avoiding of 
the feverity with which he would otherwife have 
treated them.

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While Auguftus lay. at Samos, (w) there came thi- 

ther to hima fecond Embafly from the 
King of India to defire the Eftablifhment “” 19: 
of a League and Friendthip with him, to "*¢'9- 
which purpofe he wrote him a Letter in the Greek 

_ Language, telling him therein, that though he reign- 
ed over fix hundred Kings, yet he had fuch value for 
the Friendfhip of duguftus by reafon of the grear 
‘Fame which he had heard of him, that he fent this 
Embafly on fo long a Journey of purpofe to defire 
it of him. To which Letter he fubfcribed by the 
name of Porus King of Jndia. The fix hundred Kings, 
whom he boafted to reign over, were the Raja’s or 
petty Princes, who governed the Kingdom under 
him, feveral of whofe defcendants there remain even 
to this day, who paying tribute and homage to the 
great Mogul govern their Subjects at home with fo- 
vereign Authority. Of the Ambaffadors that firft 
fet out’ from India on this Embafly three only reach- 
ed the prefence of uguffus, the others that were in 
commiffion with them died by the way. Of the three 
furviving one was Zarmarus a Gymnofophift, who 
following Augufus to Athens there burnt himfelf in 

Hi prefenee. in like manner as (x) Calanus another of 
that Sect had formerly done in the prefence of Mex- 
ander, it being the ufage and manner of that fort of 
men, when they thought they had lived long enough, 
to pafs out of Life by thus cafting themfelves alive 
upon their funeral piles. Among the prefents which 
they brought were feveral Tigers, and thefe were 
the firft of this fort of wild beafts, that had been feen 
either by the Greeks or Romans. After this (y) Au- 
gufius returning to Rome was there received with 
great honour, his bringing back the Enfigns and 
Prifoners, that had been taken in the Parthian wars, 
being what the Romans valued beyond the rate of

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the greateft Victory. And therefore a Temple, was 
erected in the Capitol in commemoration of it, ‘which 


was dedicated 'to Mars the Revenger ; and there the re- 


covered Enfigns were hung up. And Auguftus valued 
himfelf fo much upon this matter, that many of his 
coins ftill remaining bear the Infcription Siguis receptis s 


and the Poets of his time made it the common (2) ar- 


gument of their flatteries towardshim. Ay 
Herod being ‘now in the full Enjoyment of Peace 
and Plenty, and having finifhed his Buildings at Se- 
bafte, and far advanced thofe at Cz/area, (a) formed 
a defign of new building the Temple at 7erufalem, 
whereby he thought he fhould not only reconcile to 
him the affections of the Fews, but alfo erect a mo- 
nument of lafting honour to his own name. .The 
Temple built after the return of the ews from the 
Babylonifo captivity, fell much fhort of that of So/o- 
mon’s in the height, the magnificence, and other 
articulars, and five hundred years being elapfed fince 
its ereGtion, feveral decays had hapned to it both by 
the length of time, and alfo by the violence of ene- - 
mies. For the Temple by reafon of its fituation be- — 
ing the ftrongeft part of Feru/alem, whenever the In- 
habitants were prefied by war, they always made 


their laft refuge thither, and whenever they did fo 


fome of its buildings fuffered by it. For the amend- 
ing and repairing of all thofe defects and decays He- 
vod defigned to build the Whole Temple anew, and 
in a general affembly of the people offered to them 
what he intended. But when he found them ftart- 
led at the propofal, and under apprehenfions, - ‘left 


' that, when he had pulled down the old Temple, he 


fhould not be able to build them-a newone; to de- 
liver them from this fear he told them, -that he would 
net take down the old Temple, till he had gotten all 
the materials ready for the immediate ereéting of a 
new one in its place; and accordingly he did forth- -

And by thefe 
means in two years time he had got all things ready 
for the building, And then, and not before, did he 
pull down the old Temple to the very Foundations, 
to make room for the erecting of a new one in its 
place.

tells us he faw the Statue of Memnon, which accord- 
ing to the (c) Poets faluted the morning Sun every

Herod having after two years preparation made

(John ii. 20.) Forty and fix years (e) bath this Temple 
been in building. For although then forty fix years 

‘had paffed from the time this building was begun, 
and in nine years and an half. it was made fit for the 
Divine Service, yet a great number of Labourers 
and Artificers were there ftill continued at work for 
the carrying on of the out-buildings all the time of 
our Saviour’s being here on Earth, and for fome years 
after, till the coming of Geffius Florus to be Gover- 
nor of Fudea;.(f) when eighteen thoufand of them 
being difcharged at one time, after that for want of 
work they began thofe mutinies and feditions, which 
at laft drew on the deftruction of Feru/alem, and the 
Temple with it. pine eit save 

This Year Julia the Daughter of Auguftus (g) 
brought Agrippa a fecond Son, called Lucius ; the. el- 
deft called Caius (b) was, born three years’ before. 
They being the Grandfons of ugu/tus, as foon as 
Lucius was born (g) he adopted them both for. his 
Sons, and declared them the Heirs of his Empire.

__ | Herod (i) failed into Jtaly there to pay his refpedts 
to Auguftus, and to fee his Sons Alexander . 
and Ariftobulus whom he had fent to Rome 
~~ to be educated. In his way thither (4) he 
ftop’d in Greece, and was prefent at the rg1ft Olym- 
and prefided therein ; where finding thofe 

hows were much funk in their credit and efteem, by 
reafcn that the Poverty of the E/jans difabled them 
from fetting them forth in their ufval pomp and 
fplendor, he fettled a conftant revenue on them for 
the reftoring of them to their former folemnity and 
honour: In acknowledgment whereof they granted 
him the honour of a Prefident in thofe Games as 
long as he fhould live. On his arrival at Rome (/) 
he was there received with great honour and kind- 
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nefs by 4uguftus; from whom having received his — 


Sons now fully difciplined and inftructed in all the 
_ Roman Exercifes and Literature, he returned with 
them into Judea, and a little after (m) provided them 
with fuitable matches, marrying Mexander the eldeft 
_ of them to Glaphyra the daughter of Archelaus King 
of Cappadocia, and the other to Berenice the daughter 
of Salome his fifter. By the comelinefs of their Per- 
fons, the agreeablenefs of their Behaviour, and other 
laudable qualifications, which they were accomplifh- 
ed with, (2) they drew to them the love and efteem 
of all the Fews; but Salome, and fuch others as had 
been her accomplices in procuring the death of Ma- 
riamne their Mother, fearing their revenge, did all 
that in them lay by evil Artifices to work their de-

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{traction alfo, and at laft accomplifhed it, as will be 
in its due place related. 

In. the interim the work of the Temple went on, 
and (0) after an year.and half that part which was moft 
properly the Temple (that is that which contained the 
Holy Place, the Holy of Holies, and the Porch through 
which was the Paflage leading to both) was wholly 
finifhed, and after eight years more all the reft was 
built, which Hered propofed. However this Temple 
was ftill the fame Temple, and ftill retained the fame - 
denomination as before. For Herod’s rebuilding of it 
was only by way of reparation, and not by way of 
reftoration and new erection after a long and total de- 
molition, as was the cafe of the Temple rebuilt by 
Zerubbabel; and therefore it was ftill called the /econd 
Temple, and the latter Temple after this reparation, as 
it was before, to the time of its ultimate demolition 
by Titus. mi 

Auguftus having fent Agrippa again into the Eaft, 
o as foon as Herod heard of his arrival in the 
Herod es. Province of Proper Afia, (p) he went thi- 

ther to him, and having prevailed with him 
to accept of an invitation, which he ‘earneftly made 
him, to come into Judea, on his arrival there he en- 
tertained him andall -his attendants with all manner 
of honour, magnificence, and fumptuous fare, and 
having fhewn him all his new built eities and -Cafiles, 
as Sebafte, Caesarea, Alexandrium, Herodium, and Ayr- 
cania, he led him ‘in the laft place to Ferufalem 5 -on 
his approach to it he was at fome diftance met by 
all the ipeople in their feftival apparel, and condu@t+ 
ed into the City by a folemn proceffion and loud 


acclamations. After ‘fome ftay there he offered an 


Hecatomb at the Temple, and feafted all the peo- 
ple, and then haftning to the Port, where his fleet

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Afander King of the Cimmerian Bofpborus being 
dead (q) left his Kingdom to Dynamis his 
wife, in whofe right he had held it, fhe ait 
being the daughter of Pharnaces the Son ihc A 
of Mithridates. One Scribonius pretending to be a 
grandfon of Mithridates, and to have a grant from 
Auguftus to facceed Afander, took Dynamis to wife, 
and feifed the Country. Whereon Agrippa fent Po- 
Zemon (whom the Romans had made King of Pontus 
and the Lefer Armenia) to make war upon him ; but 
before his arrival the Bo/pborans having difcovered 
Scribonius to be a cheat in all his pretenfions, had pug 
him to death. However they would not fubmit to 
Polemon, but tho’ they had been vanquifhed in battle 
by him on his firft coming into the Country, yet 
ftill flood out againft him, which brought Agrippa 
upon them with all his army, and a dangerous war 

enfued. Hered hearing of this (r) haftned to the af- 
fiftance of Agrippa with a fleet and army, thereby 
further to ingratiate himfelf with him, which he fully 
effeéted by this opportunity. For coming up with 
him at Sinope in Pontus, when he was in fome diftrefs 


before. He had been a long time a faithfol Ally to 
the Romans, and had thele Kingdoms given him for 
the reward of the many important Services he had 
‘done them. He had not the whole Kingdom of

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tion fake called (¢) Pontus Polemoniacus, in which 
Kingdom (#) his Son of the fame name afterward 
fucceeded him by the favour of Caligula. After mat- - 
ters were thus fettled in Bo/phorus (w) Agrippa return= 
ed through Paphlagonia, Cappadocia, and Phrygia un- 
to Epbefus in Ionia. Herod accompanying him all the 
way thither, procured many favours of him in be- 
half of feveral of the people of thofe parts, who 
prayed his mediation. And on his coming into Jonia 
(«) he had there an ‘efpecial occafion to folicit him 
for his favour in behalf of the Jews, that had been 
fettled in thofe parts. It hath been. above related 
how Antiochus» the Great ‘had planted two thoufand 
families of the Babylonifh Fews in Phrygia, Lydia, 
and other Provinces there adjoining. Thefe* being 
increafed to a great number, and fpread over all Le/- 
Jer Afia, and the Ifles, they were maligned and op- 
preffed by the other Inhabitants, among whom they 
dwelt, fo that they would not permit them to live 
according to their Law and Religion, or fuffer them 
to enjoy the Immunities and Privileges, which had in 
that behalf been formerly granted to them firft by, 
the Kings of Syria, and afterwards’ by the Romans, 
Herod on their application to him undertook their 
caufe, and folicited it fo effectually with. grippa, 
that he obtained for them all that they defired, all. 
their Grievances being redreffed, and all their Im- 
munities and Privileges reftored and confirmed to 
them in as ample manner, as they had ateany time 
before been in poffeffion of them. After this Agrippa 
pafied over to Samos, and Herod (y) returned again 
into Fadea. On his arrival at Ferufalem having af- 
fembled the people together, he related to them the 
Succefles of his Journey, and what he had done 
and obtained for the Fews of Leffir Afias and: then 
the more to ingratiate himfelf wich them he remit-

_ Lepidus being dead, who had born the office of 
Pontifex Maxinms or High-Prieft of Rome, M92: 

- Auguftus (z) tools that office to himfelf, as Beha 
did all his Succeffors in the Empire after rR 
him, as well Chriftians as Heathens, till the time of 
Gratian, who facceeded his Father Valentinian in the 
year after Chrift 375. He being a zealous Chriftian 
(2) thought it inconfiftene with’ his Religion to bear 
as much as the title of High-Prieft in Heathen Rites, 
and for this ‘reafon firft refufed it, and all the reft 
that afterwards fucceeded him in the Roman Empire 
following his example did the fame. . 

» As foon as Auguffus had entered on this office, (2) 
he fet himflf on the reforming of many things in 
the matters, which were thereby put under his care. 
And he firft began with examining into the Pro- 
~ phetic Books which then went abroad. For a great 
number of thefe being at this time every where fpread 
abroad among the people created great difturbances, 
and raifed many vain hopes and fears in the minds of 
men, according as they were interpreted for or 
again{t what was then uppermoft in the’ Government, 
All thefe Zaguftus called in, and caufed moft of them, 
to the ale of two thoufand Volumes, to be 
burnt as fpurious, referving only thofe which bore 
the name of fome of the Stbyls for their Authors,’ 
And thefe alfo he fubjected to a ftri@ examination, 
and retained‘ of them none other than fuch as were 
on this trial judged genuine, the reft he committed 
to the fame Flames as the former. Thofe that .were 
judged genuine, he put into two Golden Cabinets, 
and laid them up in the Temple of Apollo (c) which 
he had built in the Palace, placing them there under

the Pedeftal on which the Image of that Heathen Deity 
was there erected. Thefe Sidyiline Oracles having been 


of great repute in the old Heathen World, and alfo 


often appealed to by the ancient Writers of the Chrif- 
tian Church, it is proper that here 1 give fome account 
of them, and alfo of thofe by whom they are faid to 
have been delivered. 

The Sibyls were (d) women of ancient times faid 


‘to have been endued with a prophetic Spirit, and 


to have deliver’d Oracles forefhewing the fates and 
deftinies of Kingdoms and States. We have in the 
Writings of the Ancients mention made (e) of ten of 
them, the eldeft of which being named Siylla, (f) 
all others of the fame Sex, who afterwards pretend- 


ed to have the like fatidical Spirit and Power, 


were from her called Sibyls 3 the eminenteft of which 
were the ten I have mentioned; and of thefe the 
moft noted was fhe, whom the Romanus called Sibylla 
Cumea, and others Erythrea, for fhe was (g) one 
and the fame Sidy/, who had both thefe names. She 
was born at Erythrea in Jonia, and therefore was by 
the Greeks called Erythrea; but having removed 
from Erythre to Cume in Italy, and there delivered 
all her Oracles, fhe was from thence by the Romans 
and Jtalians called Cumzea, The place at Cume 
where fhe lived, and from whence fhe is faid to have 
given out her Oracles, was a Cave of fiberraneous | 
Vault digged out of the main Rock, (4) Fu/tin Mar= 

tyr, who had been upon the place, {peaking of it 
and the Siz? which there prophefy’d, tells us (i) as 
followeth. ‘%* This Sidy/ they fay being a Babylonian 
“* by defcent, and the Daughter of Berofus who 
** wrote the Chaldaie Hiftory, came I know not how

*6 and wonderful. In which Chapel, as the Inhabi- 
“ tants made report unto me according as they had 
*¢ it by ancient Traditions from their Forefathers, 
** the Sibyl gave forth her Oracles. In the middle 
*< of the Chapel they fhewed me three hollow places 
«‘ hewn out of the fame Rock, in which, being 
s¢ fill’d with Water, they told me fhe ufed to wath 
“© herfelf, and that then after having put on her Gar- 
“ment fhe retired into the innermoft Cell of that 
** Chapel, which was alfo hewn out of the fame 
“ Rock, and there having fettled herfelf upon an 
“ high advanced Seat in the middle of that Cell, 
“ from thence uttered and gave forth her Oracles.” 
Thus far Fuftin Martyr of this Vault. Onupbrius 
writes (&) that it continued to be feen many hundred 
ears after, until the year of our Lord 1539, in 
which all Campania having been terribly fhaken with 
an Earthquake, at Puteoi huge mountains of Sand, 
Gravel, and Slime were then caft up from the bot- 
tom of the Sea, which totally. overwhelmed, and 
utterly ruined this Chapel of the Cumean Sibyl. The 
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fame Onupbrius tells us, that about nine years after, 


that is in the year of our Lord 1548, having been 
upon the place, and made diligent inquiry of the 
Inhabitants, he found, that till that Earthquake 
every thing in that Vault was exactly as ‘uflin had 
defcribed it, but that then it was utterly deftroy- 
ed. But Travellers (/) are there ftill fhewn a Vault, 
which they call the Grotto of the Sidyl even to this 
Day. 

Or the time when this Si/y] lived there are various 
opinions. Fufin Martyr in faying (m) that fhe was

Italy. Virgil (0). makes her to have lived at Gume in °' 
the time of the Zrojan War, and to have been con- 
temporary with eas. And others place her in the 
time of Zarguin the latt King of Rome. Thefe laft 
found their opinion upon the fuppofal, that it was fhe 
herfelf that brought the Books of her Prophecies ¢o 
that King, but this is no where faid. The Stor 
which they tell us of this matter is as followeth. ~ 
While Zarquin the fecond of that name reigned at 
Rome, (p) there came. a certain Woman unto him of 
a foreign Country, with nine Books containing the 
Oracles of the Sidyls, which the offered to fell to 
him, demanding for them three hundred pieces of 
Gold, But Tarquin refufing to give that price for 
them, fhe burnt three of the nine, and then offered: 
him the remaining fix at the fame price, at which 
demand fhe being thought to be out of her wits was 
rejected with feorn and laughter ; whereon fhe burnt 
three others of them, and then offering him the re- 
maining three perfifted ftill to demand the fame price 
for thefe, as fhe firft had for all the nine. At which 
{trange procedure Tarquin being moved, and think.. 
ing that there might be fomething in it more than 
ordinary, fent for the Augurs to confult with them 
about it; who on their examining into the matter 
told him, that they found by certain Signs, that what 
he had defpifed was a divine Gift; that it. was a, 
great Jofs and. damage that he had not bought all: 
the nine. Books, that were firft offered him, and 
therefore earneftly advifed him to give the Woman 
for the remaining three the price which ‘fhe asked.

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Whereon the money being paid, and-the Books de- 
livered to Zarguin, the Woman gave him ftri& 


charge to keep them: fafely, as containing Oracles re- 
lating to the future State of Rome, and after that fhe 


* difappeared and. was no more feen: Hereon Tarquin 


putting -thefe Books into a ftone Coffer laid them up 
in a Vault under-ground in the Temple of Jupiter 
in the Capitol, and appointed two of the principal 
of the Nobility to have the keeping of them, with 
firi&t charge not to divulge them or fuffer any other 
befide themfelves to have the perufal of them, or on 
any occafion whatfoever as much as in the leaft to 
look..into them; which was fo ftriétly required 
(q) that Marcus Attilius, one of the firft to whofe 
cultody.thefe Books were committed, having given li- 
berty to Petronius Sabinus to take a Copy of thefe 
Books, he was for this breach of his truft fown up 
in a Sack and caft into the River; which was a Pu- 
nifhment among the Romans, that never elfe ufed to 
be inflicted, fave only on Parricides. After the dit 
folution of the Regal power the Commonwealth 


_ continued the fame regard to thefe Books, and craf- 


tily made them a main Engine of State in the enfu- 
ing government for the quieting of the People in all 
difturbances, that after happened among them. For 
whenever any great misfortune befel them, any pro- 


_digies appeared to fright them, or any other accident 


or occafion made a ruffle or diforder among the peo- 
ple, thefe Books were ordered to be confulted, and 


~ the keepers of them always brought forth fuch an 


anfwer as ferved the purpofe, and in many difficulties 
the Governors of that ftate helped themfelves this 
way. And therefore there was nothing among the 
Romans, which they kept with a more {tri& and fa- 
cred care, than thefe Books, that thereby the ufe of 
them might be made the better to anfwer the end 
defigned. For they always chofe the keepers of 
them out of the chief of the Nobility, affigned

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them this office for term of Life, and exempted them - 
from all the burdens of the State both military and civil, 
as Men wholly confecrated to this one thing only, 
Thefe (r) at firft were only two, afterwards th 
were augmented to ten, and after that again to fif- 
teen. None were allowed to look into thefe Books 
fave thefe only ; and not they neither, but when on 
any exigency of the State they were ordered fo to 
do by a Decree of the Senate. Thefe Books (s) were 
thus carefully kept till the Civi) Wars of Sylla and 
Marius; when the Capitol being accidentally fet on 
fire and burnt down to the ground, thefe Books were 
burnt with it. This happened while (¢) Cornelius 
Scipio Afiaticus and Caius Norbanus Flaccus were Con- 
fuls at Rome in the year before Chrift eighty three. 
But feven years after the Capitol being again rebuilt 
(a) Caius Scribonius Curia being then Conful, made a 
motion in the Senate about the reftoring the Sidyiline 
Oracles, The ufe of them for the purpofes above- 
mentioned having been found very beneficial to the 
Commonwealth in cafes of publick difficulties, it 
was refolved by no means to be without them, were 
it poffible they could be any way again retrieved. And 
therefore the Senate having taken this matter into 
their confideration, and underftanding that there were 
none of thefe Oracles then preferved at Cume, where 
that Sidyi prophefy’d, whofe Books were burnt; but 
that there were fome of them at Erytbre in Lonia, 
where fhe was born, (w) they fent thither P. Gadini- 
us, M. Otacilius, and Luciasdatins, three Ambafla-

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dors from their Body to take Copies of them, and 
bring, them to Rome; who having there gathered tos 
gether from the Papers of feveral private perfons 
about a thoufand verfes in the Greek Language, pre- 
tended to be the Prophecies and Oracles of this and 
other Sidyls, came back with them to Rome; and at 
the fame time (#) inquiry being alfo made at Samos, 
Hium, and other Cities in Greece, Sicily, Africa, and 
Italy for the like Oracles and Prophecies of the Sidyls, 
great numbers that pretended to be fuch were gotten 
together, and laid up in the Capitol to fupply the 
place of thofe that were burnt. But there was this. 
great difference between the Sibylline Books, that 
were burnt with the Capitol, and thofe that were af- 
terwards put in their place, that whereas the former 
having never been in any other hands than thofe, to 
whofe cuftody they had been committed, were vul- 
garly known to none, it was otherwife as to the lat- 
ter. For they having been in the hands of the vul- 
gar in all places, where they were collected, before 
they were brought to Rome, were {till after that 
Collection vulgarly known as before, and much more 
fo, becaufe the reputation which the Romans gave 
them by making this collection of them, made them 
the more to be enquired after, and the more to be 
difperfed ; whereby it came to pafs, that of all this 
Collection Jaid up in the Capitol there was fearce 
any one Prophecy or Oracle, of which there were 
not Copies in private hands; and from them Virgil 
had that Sibylline Prophecy of the aye of Chrift, 
and the reftoring of Juftice, Righteoufnels,. and Blef- 
fedefS to the world by him, which he hath fet forth 
in his fourth Eclogue; and from them came alfo the 
many other Prophecies, which at this time went 
abroad of the fame import. But the ufe which the 
Romans propofed to make of thefe Oracles being 
much defeated by their being thus vulgarly known, a 
' [Law was made, (x) that all that had any Copies of’

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them fhould bring them in to the Pretor of the City, 
and all were prohibited under pain of death to retain 
any of them..~ But notwithftanding,-many, that had 
Tranfcripts of thefe Oracles, {till privately keeping 
them in their Hands, and their number: increafing by 
new Forgeries made of them, —Aygnffus on his 
taking on him the High-Priefthood of Rome 
(y) revived the Law 5 whereon fo many Copies of thefe 
pretended Prophecies being brought in, as amounted. - 
to a great multitude of Volumes, he ordered them all 
ftrictly to be examined, and having burnt and’ de- 
ftroyed all that were difapproved to the number 
above mentioned, repofited the reft for the ufe of the 
State.  Thefe afterwards (z) Tiberius caufed to’ be 
examined over again, and burnt many more of them, 
preferving only fuch as were of moment, and found 
worthy of approbation for that fervice of the ftate 
for which they were originally intended. And to 
thefe as long as Rome remained Heathen great re- 
courfe was made. For about this time on the come 
ing of Chrift our Saviour, “the great Oracle of’ all 
truth, (@) all other Oracles ceafing, the Sidylline Pro- 
phecies, and the Sortes Virgiliane, the Sortes Prene- 
Jfiine, with fome other like foolith Inventions for Di- 
vination, were the only Oracles they had to confult. 
And in this ufe thefe Sibyiline Prophecies continued 
till the year of our Lord 399, when they were ut- 
terly deftroyed. For not long before that time (db) a 
Prophecy being given out by the Heathen Romans, 
pretended to be taken from the Sibylline Writings, 
which imported that Peter having by Magick found- 
ed the Chriftian Religion to lat for the term of 365 
years only, it was at the end of this Term wholly to 
vanifh and be no more profeffed in the World, and 
this Term expiring in the: year of our Lord 398, (for

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_ that was juft 365 years after Chris aftenfion into 
Heaven, and the firft eftablifhing of the Chriftian. 
Religion thereupon) Honorius the Roman Emperor 
taking the advantage hereof to convi@ thefe Writ- 
ings of manifeft Forgery and Impofture (c) ordered 
them ‘all to be deftroyed, and accordingly the next 
year after (that is in the year of our Lord 399) Séi- 
lico, by virtue of a decree from him, burnt. all thofe 
rophetic writings, and pulled down and utterly de- 
molifhed the Temple of pelo, in which they were 
repofited. And (d) the fame year became fatal to 
many other Heathen Temples in Africa and elfe- 
where through the Roman Empire. 

There is {till preferved in eight Books of Greek 
verfe, a Colleétion of Oracles pretended to be the 
Sibylline. This colleétion muft have been made be- 
tween the year of our Lord 138, and the year 167. 
It could not be earlier, for therein (¢) mention is 
made of the next Succeffor of Adrian, that is Anto- 
ninus Pius, who did not fucceed him till the year 138. 
And it could not be later, becaufe Fuftin Mtatyr in 
his writings feveral times quotes it, and appeals to it, 
who did not outlive the year 167, being then put to 
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death under the fourth perfecution. But whether — 


_ this was a true collection of the Oracles called Sibyl- 
line or a fictitious compofure made out of a pious 
fraud by fome Chriftian of the time, when it was firft 
publifhed, is a queftion among learned Men. (f) Ba- 
ronius, (g) Bifhop Mountague of Norwich, and others, 
would have. it to be genuine, that is, to contain a 
true collection of what was received among the Hea- 
thens for the Oracles of the Sidyls before Chrift was 
born, but (4) moft look on it as the fpurious produc- 
tion of fome zealous Chriftian, who compiled it for 
the promoting of the intereft of the Religion he pro-

fefled, 
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feffed. For any one, fay they, that fhall with an 
unbiafled Judgment perufe the Book, will find there- 
in fuch an abftract of the Hiftory and Doétrines of 
the Old and New Teftament, as  muft neceflarily 
make him conclude none but a Chriftian could write 
it, and in one place the compiler of it plainly (2) acs 
knowledgeth himfelf to be fo. Befides the whole 
myftery of our Salvation, the method whereby it 
was to be accomplifhed, what belongs to the perfon 
of the Meffiah, and his fpiritual Kingdom, his Birth, 
Crucifixion, Refurreétion, and Afcenfion, are all 
more explicitly, clearly and fully fpoken of in thefe 
pretended Prophecies, than they are in any of the - 
true and undoubted Prophecies of the Old Tefta- 

- ment; which is fufficient proof, that they were write 
ten after they were accomplifhed ; it being by no 
means to be believed that God would reveal himfelf 
by Heathen Prophets to the Heathen Nations more 
clearly, fully and explicitly, than he had by his own 
true Prophets to his own People. Befides the Com- 
piler of thefe Prophetic Books () fpeaks of Cbrifl’s 
reigning here upon Earth, according to the notion of 
the Millenarians, which plainly proves them to have 
been written after the Origin of that Herefy, which 
could not have been till after Cori#’s time, neither had 
it till the fecond Century, when it was firft introduced 
by Papias Bithop of Hierapolis in Phrygia. Herein 
alfo is givena (/) Succeflion of all the Roman Empe- 
rors from Fulius Cefar to Antoninus Pius, and the 
time of his ‘adopting 4. Antoninus, and L. Verus, in 
fuch manner as manifeftly fhews it to have been 
written rather as an Hiftory of things paft than asa 
Prophecy foretelling what was to come. And in the 
fame book the pretended Prophetefs tells us, that 
(m) fhe-was wife to one of the three Sons of Noah, and 
was with him in the 4rk during the whole time of

ture, <All this put together, feems evidently to prove 

that a great part of this book, inftead of containing a 

true collection of the oracles received for Sibylline 
_ among the heathen before Cbrif’s time, is nothing 

mere than the invention and impofture of the com- 

iler. / . are | 

. But on the other fide it is urged for the truth and 
genuinenefs of this book, that it was appealed to by 
Fuftin Martyr, and many others of the ancient wri- 
ters of the chriftian Church, as Atbenagoras, Theophi- 
lus, Antiochenus, Tertullian, the author of the apofto- 
lical conftitutions, Laéantius, Eufebius, Ferom, Auftiny 
&Sc. That (n) Clemens Alexandrinus, who lived im 
the fecond century, tells us that Paul himfelf in his 
preaching to the Gentiles frequently referred to thefe 
oracles of the Szby/s; that thefe :contained in this 
collection are the fame that were received for fuch 
in the time ‘of Cicero, which they fay appears by his 
mentioning the Acroffichis which is now found in 
them; that ofepbus in the firft book of ‘his anti- 
quities chap. v. quotes the Sibylline oracle for the 
building of the tower of Babel, and the confufion of 
languages which followed thereupon, and that very 
quotation is found in the prefent book. 

- To this it is replied, that 7u/fin Martyr -was a 
petfon of great credulity, who believed and laid ‘hold 
of every thing that he thought might make for the 
chriftian religion, whereof inftances have been (0) above — 
already given; and he having appealed to this book 
of Sibylline oracles, all the reft of the ancients that did 
fo were led to it by his example ; that as to what Ck- 
mens faith of St. Paui’s quoting the Szby/, he could 
have-this -only by-tradition ; for there is nothing of it 
in the fcriptures: That for many years before the birth 
of Cbriff many prophecies went abroad under the

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name of Sidyls foretelling his coming ; and that it’s 
poffible St. Paud might quote fome of thefe in his 
preachings to his heathens, is readily acknowledged : 
But this doth not prove thefe eight books which we 
how treat of to be a true and genuine colleétion of 
them. As to the Acrofticks, Cicero (p) indeed fays, 
the Sidylline oracles were written in fuch fort.of verfes 
and that there are a certain number of Acrofticks 
(q) in this collection, is acknowledged ; but thefe are 
of a different fort from the Acrofticks mentioned by 
Cicero: For according to him the Acrofticks of the 
Sibylline oracles were fo written, that the letters of 
the firft verfe of every fection begun all the following 
verfes in the fame order, as they lay in that firft verfe, 
As for example, fuppofing the firft verfe to be that

which begins Virgil’s fourth eclogue, 
Sicelides mufe, paulo majora canamus, , . 


to make the Acrofticks, which Cicero mentions, the 
letter (4) which is the fecond letter muft. begin the 
fecond verfe, (c) which is the third letter the. third 
verfe, (e) the fourth verfe, (/) the fifth verfe, and 
fo on to the end; and when all the letters of the fr(t 
verfe were thus exhaufted, fo as that the whole firft 
verfe might be read downward in the initjal letters of 
the following verfes, as well as forward in the firft, 
there ended the fection. And then another verfe be- 
gun another fection; and by the letters of it another 
Acroftichis was made in the fame manner as the 
former, and fo on through the whole volume. But 
the Acrofticks, which are in the prefent collection, 
and are alluded to by (7) Tertullian, and quoted by 
(s) the Emperor Conftantine and (t) St. Auftin, are of

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another fort. For in them the letters of the firft 
verfe do not become the initial letters of the follow- 
ing verfes in manner as above-mentioned, but the 

letters of thefe Greek words, Iness Xejsos Océ Tivos 
SwIne Sraveds, are the initial letters in thefe Acrof 
ticks. And the Engiijb of thefe Greek words being 
Fefus Chrift the Son of God, the Saviour, the Cro/s, 
and the fubftance of the acroftichal verfes, whofe ini- _ 
tial letters make thefe words, being a fummary of the 
principal parts of the hiftory and doétrines of the 
gofpel, it is fcarce to be imagined that any one in 
his wits fhould think thefe to have been. the Acrofticks, 
which Cicero mentions, or to have been at all exifting 
in Cicero’s time. It is moft likely the compiler of 
this collection finding in Varro, Dionyfius Halicarnaf- 
feus, Cicero, and other writers then extant, mention 
‘made of Acrofticks in the Sibylline oracles, invented 
thefe of purpofe to cloke the impofture, which he 
‘was guilty of in the greater part of the book, and 
fo make the cheat the better*go down by this _imita- 
tion; but he not hitting it exaétly, the fraud inftead 
of being covered is detected thereby. As to the 
quotation of Fo/ephus concerning the tower of Babel, 
and the confufion of languages at the building of ir, 
it is acknowledged, that certain verfes went about in 
Fofephus’s time under the name of the Sibyls, out of 
which ¥o/epbus. quoted the paflage mention’d, and that 
this very paflage, tho’ not in the fame words, is yet 
in fabftance in the third book of the collection of the 
Sibylline-oracles, which we now treat of. But this doth 
not prove all that collection to be genuine, and not, ina 
great part of it, the fpurious production of fome impol- 
tor. But not to detain the reader with a long exami- 
nation of all that hath been faid by learned men on this 
fabject, 1 fhall lay down what appears to me to be the . 
whole truth of the matter in thefe following pofitions. 

- |. The oracles of the Sidy/s have from ancient times 
been in great reputation both among the Greeks and 
Latins. For (u) Plato and (w) Ariftotle, as well as

TI]. How much foever they might prétend to the 
‘gift of prophecy, they could not have it by divine in- 
ipiration; for moft of the oracles, that were produ- 
‘ced from ‘them, when confulted by the Romans, di- 
rected to fuch idolatrous (~) and abominable rites, as 
cannot without ‘the ‘greateft impiety be faid to come — 
‘from God. 

ITI. If therefore they ever had the power of fore- 


‘telling things to come, they muft have received ic 


from diabolical fpirits ‘infpiring them therewith. For 


‘thefe had their ‘oracles in many places among the hea- 


then nations in the’ times preceding the birth of Chri?, 
and moft of them ‘were delivered by women; fo it 
was at Delphos, and fo it was at Dodona, and fo in 
other places where temples were erected to the heathen 
deities. But the ‘world having ‘been ‘always’ too fond 
of prophecies and prediétions, ‘this often gives ad- 
vantage for the impofing of falfe pretences under thofe 
names. We fee enough of this in the credit that 


Noftradamus’s centuries, Nixon's prophecies, and 


other fuch delufions have ‘in our times gotten among 


“Many, but it was much more fo in the heathen world. 


It hath been above-mentioned, how Augu/ftus burnt 
two thoufand volumes of thefe pretended, oracles; and 


how Tiberius afterwards deftroyed many more of 
them; but notwithftanding this, like Aydra’s heads, 


they grew and multiplied by being cut off; and down

891 
as low.as the time of Zofmus, who lived in the &fth 
century, there were many collections of thefe oracles 

among the heathens even then, when heathenifin was 
almoft worn out. For (y) he tells us he had perufed 

| m@oddas Yentuay cwaywyas, i. €. many collections of 
oracles. And there is now fcarce a nunnery beyond 
fea, in which one or other of the fifters doth not. pre- 
tend to be infpired, and deliver oracles and prophecies 
determining the fates of kingdoms.and ftates. Some- 
times an enthufiaftick fpirit, fometimes hyfterical fits, 
-but moftly pride and vanity lead them to thefe pre- 
stences, and moft likely the Sidy/s had no better foun- 
dation for all thefe oracles of theirs, that have ob- 
tained fo great a reputation in the world. 

IV. The ftory of the three books of the Sidy/s fold 
to Tarquin, was_all_a cheat and a fraud devifed forthe 
convenience of the ftate. Some tell it of (z) Zar- 

- quinins Superbus, and fome of (a) Tarquinius Prifcus; — 
-but moft likely what is faid of it was done in the 
time of Numa, it being of a-piece with all the.reft 

»that he did for the eftablifhing of the Roman ftate. ° 
For he -built .it all upon fuperftition and impofture, 
(2) pretending the direction of the_ goddefs Egeria 
for all his inftitutions, ,thereby the better to make 
-them go.down,with the people. And no doubt by a 
ike device it .was, that an unknown old .woman 
brought from fome foreign place, was fuborned to 
* aét the part mentioned in the ftory, and to burn fix 
-of the books thereby to give the greater value to 
the other three. And this artifice fully anfwered 
_the end intended ; for the confulting of thofe books, 
-and the pretended anfwers from them, feryed. very 
_ often for the quelling and compofing of many. difor- 
_ders and difturbances among the people, _when.no- 
thing elfe could. The manner in which thefe ora-

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_ cles were faid to’be given forth, (c) was by ecftafy — 
and enthufiaftick rage, under which the infpired gave 
forth their oracles without underftanding, or as much 
as kriowing what they faid. From hence Cicero 
(d) argues againft them, becaufe of the Acrofticks, 
in which they were written; for he rightly faith, 
that their being compofed in fucha fort of verfes 
demonftrates ‘them to be the produét of art and con- 
trivance, and not poffibly to come from fuch, as 
were in ecitafy, and befides themfelves. 

V. None being -(¢) allowed to infpe&, or in the 
leaft perufe the oracles of the Siby/s in the capitol, that 
is, either thofe that were there laid up before the 
burning of that edifice in the time of Sylla, or thofe 
that were there laid up after it, excepting the facred col- 
lege only, to whofe keeping they were committed ; 
the members of this college were thereby enabled, 
whenever the confulting of thefe oracles was decreed, 
to bring forth fuch an anfwer as- would beft ferve the 
purpofe for which that decree was made. And this 
they always did, whether they found it in thefe oracles 
or not, and herein lay the whole myftery of ‘this 
matter, and we have feveral inftances wherein it was 
thus practifed. For when the great men of Rome had 
gotten from Ptolemy duletes King of Egypt! all the 

-money he could give for the procuring of his re- 
ftoration, when expell’d his kingdom, and they found 
it inconvenient for the ftate to do what they had pro- 
mifed, they (f) procured an oracle to be brought 
forth from the Szdylline books to forbid ‘the thing. 
And when Cefar had a mind’ to be declaréd King be- 
fote he fhould begin his intended expedition againft 
the Parthians, (g)-he dealt with the keepers of thofe 
a ee '

Parthians could not be overcome but by a Kings; 
upon which occafion (4) Cicero thus writes, **! Let 
‘* us deal with the keepers of thofe books to bring 
‘* forth any thing out of them, rather than a King, 
** which neither the gods nor men will henceforth 

_ © bear at Rome.” Which words plainly argue, that 
thofe books were made ufe of as an engin of ftate, 
out of which the keepers of them brought forth un-. 
der the name of oracles fuch anfwers, as they them- 
felves contrived, according as they thought they would 
beft ferve the end intended. : 

VI. After the firft books of the Szyl/ine oracles, 
that had been laid up in the capitol at Rome, were 
burnt with it, and thereon fearch was made for the 
reftoring of them from other places, as is above-men- 

' tioned, abundance of prophecies under the name’ of 

_ the Siby/s, were (i) every where produced ; and by 
reafon of the reputation given them by that fearch 
their number grew and multiplied, every one bringing 
forth whatfoever prophetick writings he had by him, 
and publifhing them for the moft part under the name 
of fome Sidy/ or other, the better to recommend them 
to acceptance, and by thefe means for about eighty 
years before the birth of Cbrif, the world became 
filled. (&) with prophecies of all forts. 
~ VII. Among thefe prophecies which then went 
about, there were feveral which foretold the coming 
of the Mefiab, and the greatnefs, blifs, and _righte- 
oufnefs of his kingdom. Two of thefe have been 
already mentioned, that is that of Virgil’s fourth 

~ eclogue, and the other fpoken of by Julius Marathus, 
neither of which can admit a rational interpretation 
any otherwife, than when applied to the Méfiab.

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And it is particularly to be obferved of the prophecy — 
fpoken of by Fulivs Marathus, that the words where- 
by it is related are (J) Regem populo Romano naturam 
parturire i.e. That nature was about to bring forth a 
fon that foould be King of the Romans; which phrafe 
exprefleth fomething more than ordinary both in the 
caufe and the effect. For here nature itfelf, that is, 
the God of nature, is made the inimediate caufe of 
the birth, and he muft be more than an ordinary 
perfon that was to be produced by fo extraordinary 
a generation. But both thefe prophecies’ fpeak off 
the birth of the Méfiah in general, without naming 
in particular the people of whont he fhould be de- 
fcended, or the country where he fhould be born. 
But there were other ght eg which determined 
both, and declared that he fhould conie out of Fudea, 
and for this we have the teftimionies of Tacitus and 
Suetonius, two eminent Roman Hiftorians, the firft 
of which fpeaking of the time when Ve/pafan waged 
war with the Fews, hath thefe words; (m) 4 firm per- 
fuafion had prevailed among a great many, that it was 
contained in the ancient facerdotal books, that about this 
time it foould come to pafs, that the eaft Soould prevail, 
and that’ thofe who fhould come out of Judea fhould ob- 
tain the empire of ihe world, And Suetonius fpeaking 
of the fame time, faith as followeth: () There bad 
prevailed all over the eaft an ancient and conftant notion, 
that the fates had decreed, that about that time there 
fhould come out of Judea thofe, who fhould obtain thé 
Empire of the world. The completion of thofe pro- 
phecies is by both thefe ancient writers referred to the 
coming of Ve/pafian out of Fudea to the em ire, 
which happened but a few years after the death 
of Chrift, and the beginning of his kingdom here on 
earth, to which they truly belonged. . 
ViIT. God having ordained that the coming of 
his fon fhould by thefe prophecies be forefhewn to the

proclaimed among them : This was accomplifhed by 
a twofold means, 1/, by the difperfion of the Jews 
among thém, and 2d/y, by-the. heathen oracles them- 
felves, which they ufed to confult. For 

_ EX. Firft, for feveral years before the birth of 
Chrift, not only (0) Simeon and Anna the propheiels, 
but the whole nation of the Jews, were in earneft 
expectation of his coming, and of the redemption of 
Tfrael by him. And this not only the hiftory of 
the Gofpel in many places tells us, but (p) Fo/ephus 


‘the Fewi/S hiftorian doth alfo atteft the fame: For 
he tells us, that the expectation which the Zews for 


fome years before the deftruction of ‘Ferufalem had of 


the arifing of a great King from among them, who 


fhould have the empire of the whole world, was the 
true caufe which then excited them to that war againft 
the Romans, in which that city and the temple in it 
were utterly deftroyed: And Suetonius (q) faith the 
fame thing. The prophecies of Daniel and other 
prophets of the O/d Tofiament having not only fpoken 
of the righteoufnefs, glory and blifs of the Ere 
of the Mefiab, but determined his appearance to the 
very time when it happen’d, gave jult reafon for this 


' expeétation ; and for above eighty years before Chri/t’s 


birth, the whole houfe of J/rael were big hereof: For 
fo long (r) Amma the prophetefs being actuated by it, 
had attended at the temple in fafting and prayer to 
wait his appearance ; and therefore for fo long time 
thefe prophecies, and the received interpretations of 
them, being much talked of through all fudza with 
a view to the fpeedy completion of them, efpecially 
after Pompey had fubjeéted that country to the Roman 

oke, from thence the fame manner of difcourfing of 


~ them, and the fame expectations of their being fpee- 


dily accomplifhed, became diffufed to all the Jews of

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the difperfions, wherever they were all the world 
over; and great numbers of them being then fettled 
in Rome,. and in the cities of Greece and the leffer 
Afia, as wellas in other parts of the world, they there 
frequently {poke among their heathen neighbours of 
theie prophecies, and the expeétations they then had 
of their fpeedy completion ; which being often ru- 
moured about among ‘the heathen people in thofe 
places of the Fewi/h difperfions, at length infenfibly 
erew into reputation, and were received among them 
as if they had been prophecies from their own ora- 
cles ; and they moft of them became ingrafted among 
the oracles of the Siy/s, as if they had come from 
them. And from hence moft of ‘thofe prophecies 
among the heathens, which in the times above-men- 
tioned prediéted the coming of 'a great King out of 
Judea, who fhould’ in great power and glory reign 
over the whole world, feem chiefly to have had their 
original: For this notion the “Fews then had of the 
Meffiab, and it ftill continues among them. = 

X. But fecondly, another way of their being de- 
clared among the heathens, feems to be from the hea- 
then oracles themfelves. ‘Thus God forced Balaam 
(s). to prophecy of the coming of his fon out of Fa- 
cob; thus he made. (¢) the magians to come from the 
eaft to acknowledge and adore him, and thus he 
forced (uz) the devils themfelves, when calt forth by 
him, to own him to be the fon of God moft high; 
and thus alfo moft probably the diabolical’ fpirits, 
which prefided in the heathen oracles, were before their 
leaving thofe their ‘habitations (which they were com- 
pelled to do before the coming of our Saviour) in ” 
like manner forced to proclaim him. And by thefe 
two means moft probably was it, that all the prophe- 
cies which before our Saviour’s birth were fpread 
abroad among the /heathens concerning him and his 
kingdom, whether they were thofe called Sibylline, or

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Others, were all introduced among them, there not 


being a third way whereby it could be done. 


XI. A collection being made of the predi@ions. 
which had been received among the heathens for ora= 
cles of the Sidyls, and by fome heathen Greek digeited 
into a book of Greek verfes about the time of our Sa- 
viour, ‘or a little before, and all thofe prophecies aboye- 
mention’d relating to him having been found therein, 
this operated much to the advantage of chriftianity in 
its earlieft times, fo as to prove of great efficacy for 
the converting of many thereto: And therefore Chri 
tians, in their difputes with the heathens, often out of 
this book making ufe of thofe oracles, and frequently 
appealing to them for the proof of what they pro- 
fefled, they were from hence (w) called Sidylifs. 
This book was afterwards, about the time of Autoni- 
nus Pius the Roman Emperor, interpolated with many 
additions by fome Chriftian, who was more zealous 
than either honeft or wife herein: For by thus adul- 
terating the oracles truly received as Sibylline with 
thofe of his own invention, which were never heard 
of among the heathen before, he deftroyed the autho- 
rity of the whole, and the chriftian caufe was much 
damaged thereby. The book made up of this mix- 


‘ture LT reckon is that which we now have: Several, 


for the fake of the many fpurious particulars which 
are manifeftly in it, think all the reft to be of the 
fame fort, and would therefore reject the whole. That 
the major part is juftly thus condemned I readily ac- 
knowledge, but cannot yield it .for all the book. 
(x) Celfus, the greateft enemy that chriftianity had 
among the ancients, chargeth the impofture no farther 
than upon the interpolations, neither will I. But to 
return to our hiftory., 

Alexander and Ariftobalus, Herod’s fons by ag 5 
Mariamne, having on their return from ,/ sie 260 
Rome lived three years at home with their

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father, (y)'at length fell grievoufly under his dif 
leafure. The young men in the heat of their youth - 
Be fall many rafh words, which expreffed their refent- 
ments for the death of their mother, with threats of 
revenge upon thofe who had been the authors of it; - 
at which Salome and Pheroras, who. were the chief ad- 
vifers of her execution, being alarmed, laid plots for 
the ruin of the two young men to prevent their own. 
In order whereto they topk care that all the rath 
words which thefe young men had at any time indif 
creetly bolted out on the fubjeCt of their mother’s 
death, were all reprefented to Herod, as including 
threats againft himfelf ; and the more to enfoare them, 
frequent occafions were taken to provoke them to 
fpeak out all the anger and: indignation which they ~ 
had conceived in their minds concerning this matter ; 
which being carried to Herod with all the malicious 
gloffes and ageravations which the words could admit, 
had all the effeét which was intended, in exciting him 
in jealoufies againft thefe his two fons, as if they were 
hatching ill defigns againft his perfon. And there- 
fore whereas hitherto they had held the firft place 
among his fons, as thofe who were defigned next to 
fucceed in the kingdom on their father’s death, he 
brought 4ntipater another fon of his to court, and 
placed him over their heads. This he did in order 
to humble the two brothers, and bring them to a 
better temper, but it worked the quite contrary way, 
in provoking them to greater difcontents, and more 
intemperate language than before; of all which no- 
tice being conftantly carried to Herod, it farther ex- 
afperated him againft them, and Anizpater, who was 
a very crafty as well as a very malicious man, was 
not wanting to make the advantage of all this for his 
own intereft. This Autipater was Herod’s eldeft fon 
by Doris his firft wife; but the being divorced on his

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marriage with Mariamne, her fon was bred up in pri- 
vate ull he was brought to court on this occafion ; 
and’ when fixed there, he foon brought his mother 
thither alfo; and from this time having the crown in 
his conftant view, he became the chief inftrument in 
procuring the deftruétion of the two brothers, the 
better to fecure his fucceffion to it on his father’s 
death. 
Agrippa being (z) called to Rome, (a) Sentius Sa- 
turninus and Titus Volumnius facceeded him in the go- 
vernment of Syria and Phenicia; fome would have 
Saturninus only to have been prefident of the pro- 
vince, and Volumnius no other than as legate, or elfe 
as Cefar’s procurator under him; but Fo/epbus {peaks 
of him as in joint commiffion. But before Agrippa 
departed (4) Herod waited on him in 4fa, carrying 
Antipater thither with him, whom he introduced to 
Agrippa’s favour, and fent him to Rome with him, 
(¢) where by virtue of recommendatory letters from 
his father, he got into the good grace of Augujtus, 
and many of the great men of Rome. But while 
thus abfent he ceafed not to carry on his plot againft 
the two brothers, often (c) exciting Herod againtft 
them by his letters, which he craftily wrote in a 
ftyle, which concealing all manner of malice againft 
the accufed, exprefied only a concern for his father’s 
fafety. , 
Apt on his return to Rome (d) was fent againft 
the Pannonians, who had revolted; but on ae 
his coming againft them, the rebels being sf074 04" 
frighted by the terror of his name, fubmit- : 
ted to fuch terms of peace as were required ; where- 


upon grippa returning fell fick in Campania, and | 
‘there died. He was the chief favourite of dugu/tus, 


and having; married Falia, Auguftus’s only daughter,

part of the \burden of it.. On his death duguftus 
{tanding in need of another affiftant, (¢ ) made choice 
of Tiberius the fon of Livia by her former husband, 
but very unwillingly, as knowing the man; but for 
want of a better being neceffitated to fix on him, he 
gave him his daughter Yulia, the widow of the de- 
ceafed, to wife, caufing him to divorce his former, 
wife to make.room for her, 
The breach between Herod and his fons by Mari- 
amne {till growing wider and wider, by the 
dace 2 means of thofe that did ill offices between 
'’* them, it at length came to pafs that Herod 
being no longer able to bear them, (f) took them » 
along. with him into /taly, and made this voyage thi- 
ther of purpofe to accufe them before Augu/tus ; and 
having found him at guileia, he there brought the 
caufe before him. His charge againft.them was, that 
they carried themfelves undutifully and infolently to- 
wards him, and had formed defigns by poifon to take 
away his life. But-of this laft charge, wherein lay 
the main of the accufation, nothing appearing but jea- - 
Joufies and groundlefs fufpicionsy, Auguftus acquitted 
the young men, and having recwicgee their father to 
them, fent them all home made’ ‘fully friends. Herod 
on his return to Feru/alem having called the people to- 
gether in the temple, related to them the event of his. 
journey ;. and according to the:power given. to him 
by Auguftus, he named Antiphier in the firft place to. 
fucceed him in the kingdom, and next after him the 
fons of Mariamne. | . 
Herod after twelve years time (g) having finifhed his 
Amo, Works at Straton’s tower, and brought them 
Hered 28, all to thorough perfection, he dedicated the 
place with great folemnity, and in compli- 
ment to /uguftus, from his name of Ce/ar called it

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_ Cefarea, He there made, by an artificial mole of 
great expence, an excellent port large enough for a 
‘great number of fhips to ride fafely in, and the city 
which he there built was, next to Ferufalem, the lar- 
geft, the beft, and moft magnificent of all in that 
country ; and when udea fell under the Roman yoke, 
this was moftly made the feat (+) of the precurator 
who governed that province. After this (Z) he built 
feveral other cities, as Antipatris, Cypron and Phafaé- 
lis: The firft he named from his father, the fecond 
from his mother, and the third from Pha/aél his bro- 
ther: And from him alfo he named a large tower, 
‘which he built at Feru/alem of equal fize with that of 
Pharus near Alexandria, calling it the tower of Pha- 
faél, of which mention hath been () already made. 
| The Jews of Afa and Cyrene being oppreffed by 
the heathen inhabitants among whom they » 
dwelt, and not permitted to live according Pity 9

to their own laws and religion, and the pri- 
vileges formerly granted them in order hereto, (/) ad- 
drefied themfelves to Auguftus for relief in this grie- 
“vance, and obtained from him an edict in their fa- 
-vour, whereby all was decreed for them that they 
defired. Pr | 
- Salome, Pheroras, and Antipater (m) purfuing their 
plot againft the fons of Mariamne, took care that fo 
-many falfe ftories were carried to Herod concerning 
them, and fuch jll reprefentations of their conduét 
were from timé to time, partly by their agents, and 
_ partly by themfelves continually made unto him, that 
at length this caufed another open breach between him 
and the two young Princes: For they had by thefe 
malicious’ artifices io filled the old King’s head with 
jealoufies and fufpicions, that he could neither fleep 
by night, nor enjoy any quiet by day, for fear of 
_ thofe plots and-defigns which hereby he was made be-

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lieve thofe two brothers were framing againft -him. 
To make difcovery of the imagin’d treafon he put all 
the confidents of the young Princes upon the zack, 
thereby to extort a confeffion from them of what they 
knew nothing of. And the torments making, fome 
of them for the gaining of eafe fay any:thing that 
might obtain it, falfe ftories were delivered inftead of 
true confeffions, fome of which bearing -hard upon 
Alexander, he was hereon caft into prifon, and loaded 
with chains, and more perfons were put tothe quef- 
tion to draw from them accufations. againft him. /ex- 
ander by thefe practices againft him, being made de- 
fperate, fent four papers to his father, wherein, to 
create the old tyrant all the vexation and difturbance 
he was able, he made a confeffion of plots, and trea- 
fonable confpiracies, “which were never as much as 
thought of, and named Pheroras and Salome his bro- 
ther and fitter, with Ptolemy and. Sapinnius his,two. 
prime minifters, and many. others of his chief confi- 
dents, as accomplices herein. ‘This had)the defign’d 
effect, by creating the old tyrant) more perplexity and 
vexation than ever any thing before: For being na- 
turally of a very fufpicious temper, and the: confciouf- 
nefs of his tyrannical and oppreflive conduét in: the 
government making him more fo, he {wallowed for 


‘truth all that lewander’s papers reprefented to him ; 
~whereon fufpecting every body, and trufting no body, 
che raged like a madman againft all, condenining 


fome to death, and tormenting others till: they expir- 
ed on the rack, becaufe they would not confefs »what 
they knew nothing of; whereby having turned his 


‘palace into a flaughter-houfe, and filled it all over 


with confufion and horror, he feemed to act asia 
madman, and one truly bereaved of his fenfes. 

While he was in this cafe vexing and tormenting 

. himélf and others, (2) rchelaus King of 

euktel Cappadocia, whofe daughter dlexander had 

married, came to his court, and by the in-

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terpofal of his good offices brought all things there. 
again to rights. At his firft hearing of the charge 
againft dlexander, he put ona feeming rage againft 
him that outdid that of Herod, threatening to take 
his daughter trom him; and vented himéelf in fuch 
other bitter expreffions -againft him, as at length 
brought Hered ‘to be his advocate, and with tears to 
nae with him for his fon, that his wife might not 

taken from him. As foon as Archelaus found Herod 
inthis temper, he came ferioufly to the matter, and 
by his ‘wifdom and good addrefs managed it fo, as 
to procure another ‘reconciliation between Herod and 
his fons ; and hereon all jealoufies and fufpicions being 


-laid afide on one part, and all refentment and difcon- 


tent on the other, peace was again reftored to that 
diftraéted family. Herod was very fenfible of the 
great kindnefs Archelaus did him in extricating him 
‘out of fuch great difficulties, and therefore made’ him 
great prefents in acknowledgment of it; and on his 
return accompanied him in the journey as far as 4- 
tioch, where he reconciled him to Titus Volumnius the 
‘Roman governor of Syria, between whom and Arche- 
‘laus there had been fome difference. This Archelaus 


_ (0) was grandfon to that Archelaus who reigned in 


‘Egypt, and great-grandfon to him of the fame name 
that was general of - Mithridates’s army in his wars 
with Sylla; (0) Antony from High-prieft of Comana 
in Pontus made him King of Cappadocia, on the ac- 
count of a criminal converfation he had with G/aphy- 
va his mother. ; 

“After this Herod went:to Rome to acquaint Az- 


-guftus with what was done in this affair: For he having 


written to him of this fecond breach with his fons, 
and in his letters accufed them of many high crimes 
and treafonable practices againft him, and preffed hard 
‘to have them brought to juftice, it was thought pro- 
per he fhould make this journey to give him an

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account of the reconciliation he had made with 
them. . 1 fier 

While he was. thus abfent, (p) the thieves of Tra- 
chonitis taking the advantage of it, returned to their 
‘old trade, and ravaged with their depredations all the 
parts of Fudea and Cele-Syria that lay within their 
reach 3 which created Herod great trouble, and at 
length involved him in thofe difficulties with Auguftus _ 


‘as had like utterly to have excluded him his favour, 


as will be hereafter related. It hath been above men- 
tioned how Herod having received from Auguftus/ the 
provinces of Auranitis, Trachonitis and Batanaa, fet 
himfelf to fupprefs thofe thieves which from the moun- 
tains and caves of Trachonitis infefted all that country. 
This having fully effected, he forced thofe free-booters 
to betake themfelves to the culture of their land for 
their fabfiftence ; but being foon weary of this courfe 
of \ife, on Herod’s former going into Jéaly with his 
two fons to accufe them before uguffus, they took . 
that opportunity to revolt from him, and return again 
to their old trade ; but being quickly broken and re- 
duced by the King’s forces, forty of the ringleaders 
‘of them fled into Arabia ‘Petrea, where Sylleus, who 
governed all under Obodas King of that country, not 
only received them under his protection, but gave 
them alfo a ftrong fortrefs in that country called Repta 
for their retreat and fafe habitation; from whence, 
‘on Herod's laft going to Rome, they made inroads in- 
to Ffudea and Cele-Syria, and miferably ravaged all 
thofe countries; and Sylleus, out. of the hatred he 
bore to Herod, countenanced and proteéted them herein. 
The reafon of Sylleus’s hatred to Herod was, (q) Syl- 
leus would have married Salome Herod’s fitter, and he 
had gained her confent hereto; but Herod requiring - 
that he fhould firft turn Few, and Syldeus not daring 
fo to do for fear, as he taid, left the Arabians fhould

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ftone him to death for it on his return, this broke off 
the match, and (r) Herod forced Salome to marry 
Alexas a confident of his; at which Sylleus contraét- 
ing a great hatred againft Herod, expreffed it on all 
occafions, till at length in the purfuit of it he procur- 


-ed his own ruin, as will be hereafter related. This 


was the fame Sy/eus, who having undertaken to be 


guide to Alius Gallus in his march into the fouthern 


parts of Arabia betrayed him in all that expedition, 
and made it wholly mifcarry thereby, as hath been 
above related. ; 

Herod on his return finding his country much dif- 
turbed and damaged by thefe Zrachonite thieves, (/) ap- 
plied himfelf immediately to redrefs the mifchief by 
punifhing the authors of it. But not being able to 
come at them by reafon of the protection given them 
in Arabia by Sylizus, he refolved to revenge the wrong 
on thofe that were related to them: And therefore 
paffing into Trachonitis, and fearching through the 
whole country, he put all to death whom he found 
there of the families and kindred of any of thofe 
who were at Repta, by which thofe thieves being ex- 
ceedingly exafperated, they in revenge hereof renewed 
their inroads in a defperate manner, and damaged the 
country more than ever before. 

_ The Pontifices at Rome (s) having for thirty fix 
years from the time that Fulius Cefar reformed the 
Roman kalendar, made every third year a leap year 
inftead of every fourth, by this error three days were 


_now added to the Roman year more than fhould be ; 


which being obferved, uguffus this year as High-prieft 
rectified the miftake ; and for the bringing of all to 
rights, ordered firft that for the twelve enfuing- years 
no leap years fhould be at all; and fecondly, that 
after the expiration of the faid twelve years, the leap

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years fhould thenceforth be made every fourth years 
by the firft pare of which order the three fuperadded 
days being flung out, and by the fecond the leap years 
fixed to their due times according to Fulius Cefar’s 
inftitution, the form of this year hath ever fince re- 
gularly proceeded, and is under the name of the Old 
Style ftill in ufeé among us even tothis day, ‘as hath been 
already (¢) above mentioned, At the fame time that 
Augufius made this reformation, (#) a decree pafled 
the {enate and people of Rome, that the month hither- 
to called Sextilis, fhould thenceforth from his name be 
called Auguftus, and {fo it hath been ever fince in the Ro- 
gan Kalendar, and all others that are formed from it. ’ 

The re-edifying of the Temple of Feru/alem by Herod 
being finifhed at the end. of nine years and an half 
from his firft beginning of the building, (w) he ce- 
lebrated with great pomp and expence the dedication 
of it, and the day appointed for it falling in with the 
day of the year when he firft received the crown, this 
augmented the folemnity. And it was very proper 
and requifite that this houfe fhould be thus repaired 
and fitted up in its beft drefS, when he that was Lord 
thereof was coming to it: For within lefs than four 
years after this Chri/# was born. . 

This year died (~) Horace the poet, and (y) Me- 
cenas his great patron, who next Agrippa was the 
greateft favourite of uguftus, and was always a true 
and faithful counfellor to him. 

Herod being ftill vexed by the Trachonite thieves, 

Pe who had taken fhelter in Arqdia, (x) appli- 
Herod ie ed to Saturninus and Volumnius the Roman 

governors of Syrza, with complaint againft 
Sylleus for his protecting of thems; and at the fame

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time commenced a fuit againft him before the faid 
governors for a debt of fixty talents, which Sylleus 
had borrowed of him for the fervice of King Obodas. 
To make anfwer to all this Sy//eus was forced to ap- 
pear at Berytus before the faid governors ; and there 
on Herod’s having made good his allegations againft 
him, to ftave off farther proceedings at that time, 
he bound himfelf by oath within thirty days to pay 
the faid debt, and deliver up all fugitives to Herod 
that were within the dominions of Ododas. But 
(a) when the day came he performed neither of thefe 
engagements, but went away to: Rome: Whereon He- 


\ 


rod applied again to Saturninus and Volumnias, and hav- 


ing obtained their licence to right himfelf by arms, 


marched into 4rabia with an army, and deftroyed Repta, 
the neft of thofe thieves, and flew as many of them 
as there’ fell into his hands, While he was doing this, 


one Nacebus an Arabian captain coming to the aff 


tance of thofe thieves, Herod gave him battle, and in 


the conflict flew him with five and twenty of his men, 


and put the reft to flight. And after having thus re- . 
venged himfelf of thofe thieves and their abbetters, ~ 


he marched back again without doing any hurt to the 
country ; and on his return placed three thoufand Jdu- 


_ means in Trachonitis to keep the thieves of that coun- 


try from any more exercifing their ufual depredations. 
Sylleus at Rome having received an account of all this 


_ (b) immediately went to uguffus with a lamentable 


account, exceedingly magnifying the matter, as fetting 
forth beyond all truth that Herod had invaded Arabia 
with a great army, ravaged and ruined the country, 
pillaged Repta of a vaft treafure there laid up, and 
flain two thoufand five hundred Arabians of the firtt 
rank, and with them Nacebus their general, his friend 
and kinfman; at which Auguflus being exceédingly 
offended, wrote Hered a very fharp letter, and tor

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fome time on this account Herod was abfolutely out of 
his favour, till at length he became informed of the 
exact truth of the matter. © 

In the interim (c) died Obodas: King of the Naba- 
thean Arabs, being poifoned by’ Syl/eus. He had laid 
the plot for his death before he left Arabia, and his 
whole bufinefs at Rome was to make an intereft with 
Auguftus for the fucceffion, when the avoidance fhould 
happen. But the Nabatheans without making any ap- 
plication to Auguftus for a new King, or waiting his 
pleafure at all about it, immediately placed on the 
throne of the deceafed, one eas, who afterwards by 
a name very common among the Arabian Kings was 
called Hareth, in Greek Aretas. The country where 
he reigned was Arabia Petrea, fo called: from Petra 
the Metropolis, and the inhabitants being defcended 
from Nebaioth, (d) one of the fons of J/bmael, were 
from him named Nabatheans. 

(¢) Diomyfius of Halicarnaffus this year began to 
write his Roman hiftory. He continued it down in 
twenty books to the time of ‘the firft Pasic war, and 
there ended it where Polybias begun: But of thefe 
twenty books only eleven now remain, the reft being 
loft. It is written in Greek, and isthe fulleft and moft 
accurate of all that have been written of the Roman 
affairs. He came to Rome twenty two years before he 
begun the compofure of this book, a great part of 
which time he fpent in colleéting materials for it. | 

Tiberius the fon-in-law of uguftus on fome difcon- 
staal tent, for which various caufes are given by 
Hered 22,  biftorians, (f) left Rome, and retired to

Rhodes, on pretence of improving himfelf 
in that place by his ftudies, where he continued about 
feven years in a private life. He had a great difficulty 
in the obtaining of Auguffus’s confent for this retire-

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ment, but greater afterwards to gain his permiffion to 
return. 

Herod (g) at this time was involved in great per- 
plexities ; his quarrel with the fons of Mariamne 
again revived, and at the fame time being out of fa- 
vour with Auguffus on the account of Syleus’s informa- 
tion, the Trachonites taking the advantage hereof in 
conjunction with the Arabians overpowered Herod’s 
Idumean guards which he had placed in that country, 
and began again their ufual depredations. And He- 
vod durit not right himfelf on them, for fear of fur- 
ther difpleafing of Auguffus. To remove the preju- 
dices which Auguftus had conceived againit him, he 
had fent two embaffies to Rome, but neither of them 
could obtain an audience from him: Of which thefe 
thieves having an account, were encouraged thereby 
to carry further on their ravages againft him, which 
. at length growing to that height of oppreffion as to 
be no longer born, he refolved to make trial of a 
third embaffy, and employed Nicolaus Damajfcenus 
herein. On his arrival at Rome, being informed how 
much 4uguftus was prepofieffed with Syllzus’s infor- 
mation againft Herod, he durft not directly apply to 
him about that matter. But finding their ambaffadors 
from the Nabatheans, he joined with them as their 
advocate, purpofing in the pleading of their caufe to 
bring in that of Herod’s by the by, and thus bya 
fide wind to come at the clearing of what was alledged 
againft him. Thefe ambafladors were then at Rome 
on a two-fold account; the firft to compliment Az- 
guftus from their new King, and the fecond to accufe 
Sylleus of the poifoning of Obodas, and many other 
crimes which they had to object againft him. As-to 
the firft part of their commiffion Auguftus would give 
them no audience, tho’ they brought very fubmiffive 
letters from “retas, and very valuable prefents, being 
much difpleafed with him in that he had entered on

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the government without his confent. But as to the 
other part, that is, their accufation againft Sylleus, 
he appointed them a day for the hearing of it. In 


‘the management of whith caufe Nicolaus being. the 


chief fpeaker, after having laid open his other crimes, 
which were very many, he at length charged him 
with being guilty of a great affront upon Auguftus 
himfelt, by audacioufly impofing on him lies and ca- 
lumnies ; and inftanced in the account which he had © 
given of the action of Herod againft the Trachonites 
at Repta, which he averred was all falfe from one 
end. to the.other: At which Auguftus being ftartled, 
bid him make out that, waving all other particulars; 
which JVicoleus haying done by laying before him 
the whole truth of the matter as above related, and 
Sylleus then prefent and confronted; not being able 
ff contradict any one point hereof, Auguffus gave 


dentence againft him, that he fhould be carried back — 


into Arabia, and made pay (6) his debt to Herod, 
and after that, be put to death; which was accordingly 
executed upon him, he being beheaded at Rome, as 
(4) Strabo, who lived in thofe times, affures us. Fo/e- 
pus (i) tells us that when he was carried back into 
4rabia, he there refufed to do any thing of what he 
had been enjoined by. Augufus, and therefore being 


- hereof accufed by. Autipater in the behalf of Hered 


his father, he was ordered to be again brought to © 
Rome, and then moft likely was it that he was put 
to death in the manner as Strabo relates. ; 
Augufius being hereby (&) again reconciled to He- 
rod,,-was grieved that he had given fo much of his 
ear to Syl/eus’s falfe accufations againft him. And 
therefore to’make him amends, he had thought of expel- 
a a am ns

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ling Aretas out of the kingdom of the Nabathéans, 
which he had taken poffeffion of without. his confent, 
and giving it to Hered; but while he was thinking 
of it, letters were delivered to him from Herod, which 
made him alter his purpofe. For Antipater, Salome; 
and Pheroras continuing ftill to carry on their former 
~ plot againft the fons of Marianme for the reafons al- 
ready mentioned, (kk) they’ filled the old King’s head 
fo full of jealoufies, fufpicions, and falfe accufations 
ainft them, and thereby fo thoroughly poffeffed him 
of their being in a confpiracy againft his life, that.al- 
though nothing was proved againft them, but their in- 
tention of making their efcape from him into fome 
other country, where they might live out of the reach 
' Of his tyrannical cruelty, yet on the proof of this one 
particular only, believing all the reft, he) refolved on 
their deftruction, and wrote to Auguftus for the ob- 
taining of his leave accordingly to proceed againft 
them, fetting forth to him all that he had to lay to 
their charge; and he fent Volumnius his Martha] de 
Camp, and Ojympus another of his friends, to Rome 
with his letters, wherein all this was contained,, giving 
them in direction, that in cafe they found Auga/ftus by 
the means of Nicolaus’s embaffy reconciled to. him, 
then to deliver the letters, but not otherwife. ©And 
therefore on their arrival finding that all was again 
fet right with Auguftus, they prefented him the letters 5 
which being full of invectives and bitter expreffions 
againft his fons, Azguffus on the perufal of them, 
confidering his age and prefent misfortunes about his 
children, thought it not proper in thefe circumftances 
to burden him with the care of another kingdom; 
and therefore retracting his refolutions as to this mat- 
ter, he fent for the Nabathean ambafladors, accepted 
their prefents, and confirmed /etas in his kingdom. 
However he wrote a kind letter to Herod, wherein

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having condoled his misfortune as to his fons, he 
gave him full liberty and power to proceed againft 
them according. as their crime fhould be found to 
deferve, advifing him to call a council at Berytus, 
and there with the affiftance of the governors of the 
neighbouring provinces, together with Archelaus King 
of Cappadocia, and other friends and perfons of ho- 
nour, to hear and finally determine the whole matter. 
Herod being much pleafed with this letter, immediately 


_ (J) fummoned a council to meet at the place men- 


tioned, calling thither to it Saturninus and Volumnius 
governors of Syria, and all others whom Auguffus’s 
letter direéted him to, excepting only Archelaus King 


of Cappadocia, who being father-in-law to Alexander, 


was thought by Hered too much engaged by that rela- 
tion to be an impartial judge in this matter. The 
council being fat, Herod accufed his fons before them 
with that vehemence, and laid fo many things to their 
charge, that the majority being overborn thereby, 
paffed fentence of condemnation againft them, and 
left it to Herod to execute’ it as he fhould think fit: 
whereon fending them to Sedge, he caufed them 
there both to be ftrangled. And. thus ended the 


life of thefe unfortunate brothers, who by too 


much exprefling their refentments for their mother’s 
death, provoked thofe who had been the chief au- 
thors -of it at length by like artifices' to procure theirs. 
In which tragedy Salome the fitter of Herod aéted the 
chiefeft part’; who being a very crafty and malicious 
woman feldom ftood out where any mifchief was to be 
done. She governed herfelf chiefly by Herod’s incli- 
nations, and whatfoever wicked purpofes fhe found him 
intent upon, fhe humoured him, and always concur- 
red with hint therein, ‘and by thefe wicked means the 
conftantly maintained her intereft with. that bloody 
tyrant, and had the firft place: in his favour and con- 
fidence as long as fhe lived,

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At this time Zacharias {aw the vifion in the temple, 
of which we have an account in the firft chapter of 
St. Luke, as he there officiated in his courfe, For the 
fuller underftanding hereof, it is to be obferved, that the 
priefts, according (m) to Davia’s: inftitution being di- 
vided into twenty four courfes, (#) each courfe attend. 
ed at Ferujalem its week ; and every courfe being di- 
vided into feven claffes, each clafs ferved its day at 
the temple ; and each prieft of that clafs had his part 
in the fervice appointed him (0) by lot ; and therefore 
Zacharias being of the courfe of diab came up to 
Ferufalem in the week of his courfe there to officiate 
with the others of it in his office, and when the day 
of his Service came, his Lot was to offer Incenfe 
upon the Altar of Incenfe in the Holy place; and 
while he was officiating in that Service, the Angel 
Gabriel appeared to him, and foretold to him the 
birth of his fon Fobn the Baptift, and-the miniftry 
on which he fhould be fent, whereof we have the 
Hiftory in the faid firft Chapter of St. Luke. 

The fons of Mariamne being dead, and Aantipater 
having nothing now that ftood in his way 
to the Crown, but the Life of Herod; to De 5°

get rid of him (pf) was the thing next in 

defign; in order, whereto Antzpater (q) entered in- 
to a Confpiracy with Pheroras and others for the 
difpatching of him by poifon, For Pheroras, though 
he had always found Hered a kind Brother to him, 
was at this time very much out with him on: the 
account of his Wife, which he had lately married. 
On the death of his former Wife Herod (r) offered 
him one of his Daughters, which he had by Mariamne 5 
but he being deeply {mitten with the Love of a

Herod hereon 
calling a Council of his Friends, did therein fet forth 
all this matter, and charging the Original of the 
whole of it upon Pberoras’s wife, commanded him 
to put her away, telling him, that he muft either 
difown that woman for 2 Wife, or never more ex- 

to be owned by him as a Brother, To this 


| Pheroras an{wered, that. nothing fhould ever make 


him renounce his beloved Wife;. that he would ra- 
ther die, than live without her. . Herod. grievoufly 
refenting this Anfwer, forbad Pheroras his. Houfe, 
and commanded Autipater, Doris his mother, and all 
the reft of his family, to have no more converfation 
or correfpondence with him or his wife; which as 
much angering Pheroras as Herod was angered againft 
him, he ftruck in the clofer with vtipater in his 
worft defigns, and (y) made himfelf a party. with 
him in the Plot to poifon the old King; and that 
both of them might be out of the way when it fhould 
be executed, thereby the better to avoid being fat 
pected of it, Autipater (z) procured.to be called to. 
Rome, there to attend upon Auguftus, and (a) Phero- 
ras gladly laid hold of the commands laid upon him 
by. Herod to retire to his Tetrarchy, fwearing never 
more to return as long as Herod fhould live, and he 
made his Oath good. For altho’ Herod in a ficknefs, 


which a little after befel him, fent earneltly to fpeak 


with him, he would not come at him. But not- 
withftanding alittle after Pherorgs falling fick, He- 
rod made him a kind vifit, and with great tendernefs 
Jamented his cafe, which foon after grew fo bad that 
he died of it. (4) After his death two of his freed 
men made heavy complaint to Herod, that he had 
been ‘poifoned by his Wife. . Herod on this making 
ftriét enquiry, and putting feveral to the Torture, at

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length came hereby to the difcovery of the plot 
which was laid againft himfelf by Antipater, Phero- 
ras, and others, to take him off by poifon. This 
poifon one Antipbilus a Friend of Antipater’s had got 

repared at Alexandria by a brother of his, that there 
practifed Phyfick, and from thence brought it to Fe- 


‘rujalem, and there delivered it to Yheudien the bro- 


ther of Doris, Antipater’s mother, who fent it by a 
freed-man of Autipater’s to Pheroras, who had un- 
dertaken to get it to be given to Herod, and he de- 
livered it to his Wife to lay up, till there fhould be 
an opportunity of executing what was intended by 
3t. All which being made out by clear evidence, 
Herod fent for Pberoras’s Wife, who confeffed the 


‘whole, acknowledging that fhe had the poifon deli- 


vered to her to keep, but that Pheroras repenting of 
the plot on’ Herod’s kind vifiting of him in his laft 
ficknefs, ordered her to fetch the poifon, and caft it 
into the fire before his face, and that fhe accordingly 
did fo, excepting only that fhe referved a fmall part 
for herfelf to make ufe of it, if there fhould be an 
occafion. Hereby it was clearly made out that 4p- 


‘tipater having procured the death of his two brothers 


to make his way to the Crown, had now for the 
fame end laid a moft wicked plot for the poifoning 
of his Father. * : 

While this was doing in Fudea, the Temple of 
Fanus was fhut up at Rome. Their ufage was to lay 
open its Gates in time of war, and to fhut them up 
in times of peace. They had been fhut only five 
times fince the firft building of Rome. The firft 
(c) time was in the reign of Numa; the (d) fecond 
after the end. of the firft Punic war; the (e¢) third 
after Auguftus had vanquifhed Antony and Cleopatra,

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and reduced thereby the whole Roman Empire to 
a quiet Submiffion to him, which happened in the 
year before Chrift twenty nine; the (f) fourth time 
four years after, that is in the 25th year before Chri, 
on Auguftuss return from the war, which he had 
with the Cantabrians in Spain; and the fifth time 
(g) was in this year under the reign of the fame u- 
guftus. For at this time there was a general peace 
all over the world, and it continued for twelve years 


together, which was a proper prelude for ufhering in 


his coming, who was the Prince of Peace, Chrift 
our Lord. . 

For in (4) the fixth month after the Angel Ga- 
briel had appeared to Zacharias in the Temple, 
he was fent to Nazareth a City of Galilee to Mary 
a Virgin of the Houfe of David, ‘lately.efpoufed to 
Fofeph of the fame lineage, to declare to her the 
good tidings, that of her was to be born the Son of 
God ; whereon (2) being over-fhadowed by the Holy 
Ghoft, fhe conceived thereby, and at the end of this 
year Chri the Saviour of the world was born of 
her. 

Auguftus (k) having iffued out a Decree for the 
taking of a Defcription or Survey of the whole Ro- 
man Empire, fuch as fhould contain an account of 
all the Perfons, Poffeffions, and Eftates therein, and 
the Taxes iffuable from them, it was this year executed 
in Judea, in the manner as St. Luke in his Gofpel re- 
lates. Such an account ufed to be taken of the Ci- 
tizens of Rome every fifth year, and they had Off- 
cers of purpofe appointed for it called Cenfors. Their 
bufinefs was (J) to take an Account, and make a Re-

~ firft extended this to the Provinces; and (m) three 
times during his Reign he caufed the like Defcripti-’ 
on to be made of all the Provinces of the Roman Em- 
pire. The firft was in the year when he himfelf was’ 
the fixth time and W. Agrippa the fecond time Con- 
fuls, that is in the year before the Chriftian Ara 28e 
The fecond time in the Confulfhip of C. Marcius — 
Cenforinus and C. Afmius Gallus, that is in the year 
before the Chriftian ra 8. And the laft. time in 
the Confulthip of Sextus Pimpeius Nepos, and Sextus, 
Apuleius Nepos, that is in the year of the Chriftian’ 
fira 14. In (a) the firft and laft time he executed: 
this with the Affiftance of a Collegue. But the fe- 
cond time ‘he did it by himfelf alone, and this is the. 
Defcription which St. Luke refers to. The Decree 
concerning it iffued out the year I have mentioned, 
that is’ in the eighth year before the Chriftian Aras 
which was three years before that in which’ Cdrift? 
was born. So long had the taking of this Defcrip~ 
tion or Survey been carrying on through Syria, Cele- 
Syria, Phenicia and Fudea, before it came to Befha' 
lebem. And when it’ came thither, Yofeph (0) and 
Mary his Wile were called from Nazareth in Galilee, 
the place of their Habitation, to this City of Berhs 
lehem, the City of David, to which as being of the: 
Houfe and Lineage of David, they did originally. be=: 
long, that there as Citizens of that place, they, their 
Circumftances and Eftates might be defcribed and re= 
giftered among thofe who were of the fame Houfe: 
and Family with them; and while on this occafion. 
they tarried there, was it that Mary was Gelivered,

‘That we allow three years for the Execution of this 
Decree can’ give no juft reafon for exception. For 
fuppofing the execution of it in every Province of 
the Roman Empire to have been committed to the 


_ Governor of it, (and that ic was fo in Syria to 


Sentius Saturninus the Roman Prefident of it (p) Ter- 


_ dullian doth atteft) to carry this work through alt 
_ the Countries that made up the Province of Syria, 


that is through Syria, Cale-Syria, Phoenicia and Fu- 
_ dea, three years time was little enough for it, -Foab 


was (g) nine months and twenty days in taking an 


_ Account only of (r) ten of the Tribes of J/rael, and

of no more in them, than (s) of the Men that were 


fit for the Wars. But the account taken by the de- 
cree of Auguftus at the time of our Saviour’s birth ex- 
tended to all manner’ of perfons, and alfo to their 


 Pofleffions, Eftates, Qualities, and other circumftan- 


ces. And when a Deifcription and Survey like this 


_laft mentioned was ordered by William the Conquerot 


to be taken for England only, I mean that of the 
Dome’s-day book, it was (¢) fix years in making, 


_ and the Roman Province of Syria was much more than 


twice as big as all England. But although this De- 
{cription or Survey was at this time made for Fudza, 
and.every man’s eftate eftimated and valued accords 
ing as ufed to be done by the Romans for the laying 
of their Taxes; yet no payment of any Tax was there 
made. upon it till the twelfth year after. Till then 
Herod, and after him Archelaus his fon reigning in

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Fudea, no Taxes were then paid by the Fews of that 
Country, but to thefe Princes only ; but when-in the 
faid twelfth year: 4rchelaus was depofed, and. Judea 
put under the Command and Government of a Ro- 
man Procurator,, then firft were Taxes paid the Res 
mans for that Country, Publius Sulpitius Quirinius, 
who in Greek is called Cyrenius, being at that time 


-Governor, that is Prefident of Syria. If it be asked 


for what reafon then was this Survey or Defcription 
of Fudea made, if no Taxes were then to be paid’ 
upon it? The Anfwer is, dugu/tus was then at work 
on the compofure of a book containing fuch a Sur- - 
vey and Deicription of the whole Roman Empire, as 
that, which our Dome’s-day book doth for England. 
In order whereto his Decree for this Survey or De- 
{cription, we now treat of, was made to extend to 
the depending Kingdoms. as well as the Provinces of 
the Empire, that fo he might have a full account of 
both for the thorough compleating of this Work ; 
however Taxes were by the People of the Provinces 


only paid to the Romans, and thofe of the de- 


pendent Kingdoms to their own proper Princes, 
What Tributes the Roman Emperors had from 
thefe dependent Kingdoms was from the Princes of 
them, not from the People. ‘Lhe People paid their 
Taxes to their Princes, and the Princes their Tris 


bute to the Roman Emperors. Of the k, 


which Auguffus made out of the Surveys and De- 
{criptions, which were at this time returned to him 
out of every Province, and depending Kingdoms of

~ Toweth.” Anguftus three years before the Birth of 


Chriff iffaed out a Decree for the making of a general 
Survey or Defcription of the whole Roman Empire, 
and of every Province and depending State and King- 
dom in it, and committed it to the care of the Goe - 
vernor of each Province to have it executed ;_ and 
Sentius Saturninus being then Prefident of Syria, was 
charged with it for that Province, and the depending 
Kingdoms, States, and Tetrarchies, that were within 
it 3 who having carried it on through all other parts 
of his Province, three years after the date of the faid 
Decree, executed it at Bethlehem, at the time when 


_ Chrift was there born. But then though the Survey 


and Defcription was made for Fudea, as well as for 
all other parts of that Province, and every man’s pof- 
feffions there were eftimated and valued, yet no Tax 
was there laid or levied according to that valuation 
till the depofing of Archelaus, and the reducing . of 
Gudea ander the Raman Government in. the twelfth 
year after, when Cyrenius was Governor of Syria; fo 
that’ there were two diftin& particular aétions in this, 
matter done at two diftin& and different times, the 

ft the making the Defcription or Survey, and the 
feeond the laying and levying the Tax thereupon. 
And what is in the firft verfe of the fecond Chapter 
of St. Luke is to be underftood of the former-of thefe, 
and what is in ‘the fecond verfe only of the latter, 
And this’ reconciles that Evangelift with o/epbus, 
For it is manifeft from that Author, that (y). Cyye. 
ius was not Governor of Syria, or any Tax levied

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upon Judea, till Archelaus was depofed, and that 
Country brought under a Roman Procurator,. which 
was above eleven years after Auguftus’s Decree for 
making of the Defcription above mentioned was exe- 
cuted at Bethlebem. And therefore. the. making. of 
this Defcription cannot be that which was done while 
Cyrenius was Governor of Syria; but the other par- 
ticular, that is the laying and levying the Tax there- 
upon certainly was. For then firft was a Roman Go- 
vernor under the name and ftyle of Procurator of 
Fudea put over that Nation, and then. firft were 
they forced to pay Taxes to the Roman Emperor, of 
which a full Account is given in (yy) Jofephus.. And 
therefore if the fecond verfe of the fecond Chapter

This Year in which Chri was born. is according 
to the exacteft Computation (that of Archbifhop 
Ujber) the four thoufandth from the Creation, which 
falls in exactly with the time, where an old. Tradi- 
tion of the Zews placeth.the beginning of the days _ 
of the Mefiab: For (z) it faith, that the World.was 
to laft fix thoufand Years, of which two thoufand 
Years were before the Law, and two thoufand Years 
under the Law, and the laft two thoufand Years — 
were to be under the Mefiah. This Tradition is faid 
to be of great Antiquity, and is ftill retained with 
great Veneration among that people as one of the 
moft authentical of this fort. But its pretending to 
foretel, when the World fhall end, which (a) the 
Scriptures tell us God hath referved as a fecret to

was to come; 2dly, to convict them of this grofs 
and moft perverfe infidelity, in that whereas Chri 
having been born in the four thoufandth year of the 
Creation, from which according to their Tradition 


~ the time of his appearance was to begin, they have 


now fuffered above feventeen hundred Years to pafs, 
and have not yet acknowledged him. In anfwer here- 
to (4) they confefs, that the. four thoufandth year of 
the Creation was the time,. from whence the days of 
the Mefiab were to begin, and that this, was the ve- 
ry time which »was pointed at by the Prophecies of 
the old Teftament for the time of his coming but 
(2) fay, that the fulfilling of them:hath been delayed 
by'reafon of their Iniquities. . But this is contrary to 
a general received doétrine among them. For they 
(c) hold, that when God foretéls them of evil to 
come, he doth not always bring it to pafs; For on 
the repentance of finners he often repents of the 
evil denounced againft them, (d).as in the cafe of 
the Ninevites, and remits his threats, and pardons 
the offenders. But that when he foretels good 
things to come, he never fails of their perfor- 
mance. And for this reafon (¢).in the Trial of a 
Prophet they make it a certain fign. of a falfe 


Prophet, if the good which he. foretels be not.ex- 


aétly accomplithed, but not. fo in a prophecy: of 
evil Things: For they, fay, that. God. often .abates 
of his threats, but never of his promifes. And 


-$ndeed there is this reafon for if, that promifes tranf-

expect their performance ; but threats give no right 
to any one to demand their execution, but leave 
it {till in the power of the threatner to drop or 
abate whatfoever he hath threatned, according as he 
fhall fee caufe: for the fame. 

(f) Wife men from .the Eaft of the Se& of the 
Magians following the guidance of a Star, 

geiat came and. worfhipped Chri at Bethlebem ; 
5 and: thereon followed Henod’s defign to de- 
ftroy him, the flight of fofeph and Mary with him 
into Egypt to prevent it, and the murder of the In- 
nocents at Betblebem, in the manner as related by - 
St. Matthew in his Gofpel.. Macrobius a writer of the 
fifth Century (g) tells us, that among thofe Inno- 
cents Hered flew a young: Son of his own, and that 
thereon’ 4ugufius made this reflection, that it was 
better to be Herod’s Hog, than his Son. But it is 


not likely that Herod fhould have a Child fo young 


as thofe Innocents, at that Age he was then of; 
the Death ‘of utipater which happened about that © 
time, confidered with that of Alexander and Arij- . 
tobulus formerly put to death by him, may rather 
be thought to have given the occafion for that 
Sarcafm. © . 

For (6) Antipater being returned from Rome into 
Judea without knowing what had_been® difcovered 
againft him, was on his arrival arrefted and taken in- 
to cuftody, and being» before Quintilius Varus, then 
newly ‘arrived in thofe parts to fucceed Sentius Sa- 
turninus in the Prefidency of Syria, convicted of his 
treafonable defigns for the poifoning his Father, had

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Sentence of Condemnation paffed upon him, which 
being confirmed by dugu/fus, he was accordingly put 


“to death upon it; and five days after that execution 


died Herod himfelf, in the feventieth year of his 
Age, after he had reigned from the time of his be- 
ing declared King at Rome thirty feven years, and 
from the death of Axtigonus thirty four, “His death 
happened towards the end of this year, or elfe in the 
beginning of the next. For it appears from (i) Fo- 
Séepbus, that the Pafchal Feaft, which was always ce- 
lebrated in the beginning of the Spring, followed 
foon after, _ . 

Knowing the hatred the Jews had for him, he 
concluded aright, that there would be no Lamen- 
tation at his death, but rather gladnefs and rejoicing 
for it all the Country over. To prevent this (&) he 
framed a project and refolution in his Mind, which 
was one of the horrideft and moft wicked, per- 
chance, that ever entered into the heart of Man. 
For having iffued out a Summons, to all the.prin-. 
cipal and eminenteft Jews of his Kingdom, com- 
manding their appearance at Fericho (where he then 
Jay) on pain of death at a day appointed, on their 
arrival thither he fhut them all up in the Circus, 
and then fending for Salome his Sifter, and Alexas 
ther Husband, commanded them, that as foon as 
he was dead, they fhould fend in the Soldiers up- 
on them, and put them all to the Sword, For 
this, faid he, will provide Mourning for my Fu- 
neral all over the Land, and make the Fews in 
every Family thereof lament at my death, whether 
they will or no; and when he had adjured them 
hereto, fome hours after he gave up the Ghoft and 


died. But Salome and Alexas not being wicked 


enough to do what they had been made folemnly 
to promife, rather chofe to break their Obligation

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than make themfelves the executioners of fo bloody. — 
and horrid a Defign. And therefore as foon as He- 
vod was dead, they opened the Circus, and permitted 
all chat were fhut up in it to:return again every Man 
to -his own home without any wrong done to any of 
them. The Hiftory of this his moft wicked defign 
takes off all objection againft the truth of his murder- 
ing the Innocents, which may be made from the in- 
credibility of fo barbarous and horrid an Aét. ‘For ~ 
this thoroughly fhews, that there can nothing be 
imagined fo cruel, barbarous, and horrid, which this 
man was not capable of doing. In moft of his acti- 
ons a8 above defcribed in this Hiftory, may be read 


the Charaéter of a moft bloody, cruel, and wicked 


Tyrant; but in none more than in thefetwo. And 
the difeafe of which ‘he died, ‘and the mifery which 
he fuffered under it, plainly fhew, that the hand of 
God was then in a very fignal manner upon him,, 
for the punifhment of them. The account which 
(1) Foftpbus, and from him Eu/éhius, give us of it is 
as followeth.

© Lice; befides he had a fhortnef§ of Breath, and 
** that very ftinking and unfavoury. And he had 
*€ alfo a troublefome Flux of Rheum with it, and an 
* afthmatic difficulty of breathing. And the Patient 
‘© not having Strength to bear all this, there followed 
a Convulfion of all the parts of his Body ;”” and 
thus he died in horrible Pain and Torment, fmitten 
of God in this fignal and grievous manner for his 
‘many enormous Iniquities. And that moft others of 
the great Perfecutors of God’s People have died the 
like manner of Death (m) hath been already ob- 
ferved. y 2 
_ Herod had nine (7) Wives, and by them many Chil- 
dren. Three of his Sons he put to death. Of the 
reft of his Pofterity I fhall mention only fuch as are 
named in the Scriptures, and they are thefe follow- 
ing. Of Malthace one of his Wives he had (0) 4r- 
chelaus, and (p) Herod Antipas; by Cleopatra, ano- 
ther of his Wives, he (g) had Philip; and by Mari- 
amne the Daughter of Simon the High-Prieft (r) He- 
rod Philip. Ariftobulus, whom Herod put to death, 
-had by Berenice his Wife King Agrippa (who (s) flew 
James the Brother of Fobn, and (¢) afterwards was 
{mitten of God at Czfarea) and (u) Herodias his Sif- 
ter; the firft (w) married Herod Philip her Uncle, 
and afterwards eloped from him to marry Herod An- 
tipas his Brother. By her firft Husband fhe had 
Salome (%) who danced off Fobn Baptiff’s head for 
reproving Hered Antipas for his inceftuous adultery 
with her Mother. Of this King Agrippa the firft

Paul’s cafe was there heard before him. AHerod’s 
Kingdom after his death was divided between Ay- 
chelaus, Herod Antipas, and Philip, his above-men- 
tioned Sons. (4) Archelaus had Fudea, Idumea, and 
Samaria; Philip, Auronitis, Trachonitis, Paneas, and 
Batanga; and Herod Antipas, Galilee, and Perea. 
After Herod’s death (c) Fofeph being warned by 
an Angel in a Dream arofe, and took. 
ee ;, the young Child, and his Mother, and 
‘returned out of Egypt into the Land of 
Yratl, and there he and Mary his wife fettled again 
at Nazareth in Galilee, the place of their former ha- 
bitation, and there Fefus grew up and dwelt with 
them till the time that he entered on his publick Mi- 
niftration. —— 
And having thus brought down this work to the © 
birth of our Saviour, and here given a full account 
of it, I fhould leave what henceforth enfues to the 
Chriftian Ecclefiaftical Hiftorian, to whom it pro- 
perly belongs; but that the Conne@ion of the Old 
Teftament with the New not feeming fully to be 
made, but where the Grand Prophecies concerning 
the Mefiah, which we have in the Old Teftament, 
are compleated in the New, Iam neceffitated fo far 
as this requires to go into the times of the Gofpel, 
but fhall treat of them only in refpect to the Events 
in*which thefe Prophecies are fulfilled, and fuch par- 
ticulars as lead to the explication of them, and that 
in fo fhort a manner as I can. For a fuller Hiftory 
of thofe times I refer the learned Reader to the

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‘On his appearing there, not being able to juftify 
_ himfelf before the Emperor, but being 3 
found guilty of all that was: charged up- 4% 
on him, (0) he was depofed from his “"8""S 3°: 
Principality, had all his goods condemned to be con- 
fifcated, and he himfelf was banifhed to Vienna in Gal- 
Hia, after he had reigned in Fudea ten years. 
_Hereon Auguftus (p) having appointed Publius 
Sulpitius Quirinius (who according to (gq) the Greek 
way of writing that name is by St. Luke called 
Cyrenius) to be Prefident of Syria, (p) fent him 
into the Eaft to feife the Country, which Arche- 
laus had hitherto reigned over, and reduce it to the 
form of a Roman. Province; and Coponius a Roman 
of the Equeftrian order was fent with him to take 
on him the Government of it under the Title of 
Procurator of Fudea. On their arrival at Feru/a- 
lem, they feifed all Archelaus’s Goods, according to 
the Sentence of Confifcation paffed againft him by 
Auguftus, and having in a great part abolifhed the, 
Jewifh Polity eftablifhed the Roman in its ftead, 
and Coponius took on him in the name of Augu/- 
tus the adminiftration of it, but ftill in Subordina- 
tion to the Prefident of Syria, Fudza being made a 
rt of that Province. After this (r) the power of 
‘Life and Death was taken out of the hands of the 
Fews, and placed wholly in the Roman Procurator, 
' and his fubordinate Officers. And Taxes were thence- 
forth paid immediately to the Roman Emperor. The 
Defcription and Regiftration of every Man’s pof- 
feffion was made eleven yeats before by Sentius 
Saturninus; but the laying and levying of the Taxes 
according thereto was not put in execution till that 
‘Country was reduced into the form of a Roman 
Province by Cyremius then Governor of Syria, in the

manner I have mentioned. The raifing of thefe 
Taxes (s) caufed great difturbances among the Fews, _ 
many oppofing it, fome under the notion of an uni-_ 
verfal Liberty, that they were to have no King but ‘ 
God ; and others, that they were not to own a 
King, by paying<Taxes to him, that was of a Foe 
reign Nation, becaufe the Law commanded (é) not 
to fet a Stranger, which is not of their Brethren, 
to be King over them. The firft was headed by one 
(u) Fudas of Galilee, a turbulent and feditious Man, 
of whom mention is made in the 4é#s of the Apo- 
ftles, (Chap. v. ver. 37.) but he was foon cut off, 
and all his Followers fupprefied. But the other No- 
tion of not owning a Foreigner to be their King ftill 
remained, For it was a doétrine held and taught by 
the Pharifees, the predominant fect of the Jews, and 
from them imbibed by the ‘generality of that people. 
And hence it was, that in the time of our Saviour’s 
Miniftration they had made it a Queftion, whether 
they were to pay Tribute to Ce/ar or no. For tho’ 
they were forced to fubmit hereto, yet as to the Le- 
gality of the ching they generally held it in thé Ne- 
gative. And this was the reafon that the Publicans, 
that is thofe of that Nation who were employed un- 
der the Romans for the gathering of thofe Taxes, 
were in fo great odium and deteftation among them. 
For they, looked on their Employment as a conftant 
breach of their Law, and them for their acting 
therein as Apoftates from it, and the worft of Men, 
fuch as were not to be drunk or eaten with, or ad- 


-mitted to common Converfation. And hence it is 


that in the Gofpels we find Publicans and Sinners fo 
often joined together, and our Saviour fo often. ree 


proached for converfing with them,

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At the fame time that Cyrenius was in Judea, on 
the fettling this matter of the Tax, (w) he depof- 
ed Foazar the Son of Boethus from being High- 
Prieft, and appointed Annas the Son of Seth to fuc- 
ceed him in that office, in which he continued feve- 
ral years. . 

In the fame year while this was a doing (x) our 
Saviour being then in the twelfth year of his age, 
went up to Ferujalem with Fofeph and Mary to the 
Paffover, and there firft appeared in’ the Prophetic 
Office, and the bufinefs of his Father, on which he 
was fent, in fitting among the Doétors in the Tem- 
ple, and there declaring the truth of .God unto 
them. This was his firft fignal coming to his Tem- 
ple (y) foretold by the Prophet Malachi, whereby 
according to the Prophet Haggai (z) the Glory of 
this latter Houfe was made to be: much greater’ than 
that of the former. He had been perfonally. there 
before, but now firft: minifterially, as the Meffenger 
of the Covenant whereby the Meffages of Life and 
Salvation were revealed unto Men. And on this ‘his 
coming began to be fulfilled that fignal Prophecy of

nor a Lawgiver from between bis feet, until Shiloh 
come, That by Shiloh is here’ meant the Mefiah is 
on all hands agreed.» And at the time of this his 
coming Cyrenius having reduced Judea into ‘the 
form of a Roman Province, and inftead of their 
former Governors of their own Nation placed a Ro- 
man Procurator over them, then began the fulfilling 
of this Prophecy, which fixty two years after was 
fully compleated in the deftruction of. Ferufalem, 
For then, that is at the time of this reduction of 
Fudea to a Roman Province, the Sceptre and the 


Lawgiver from between their Feet began to be ta-

For the fuller. explication of this Prophecy,’ and 
of the manner, of its completion, thefe following par- 
ticulars are to be obferved. 1ft, By the Sceptre ‘in 
Fudah is meant the Soveréignty in it, and by a 
Lawgiver from between his Feet the Adminiftra- 
tion of Juftice -by thofe of that fame Nation, and 
according to their own Laws; and both put toge- 
ther imply fuch a political Conftitution of Govern- 
ment, as that whereby a Nation is governed. by 
its own Princes, and by its own Laws, and this 
was that which was not to depart from Fudab_ till 
Shiloh fhould come. -2dly, This conftitution ‘of Go- 
vernment all. J/rael was pofiefied of from their com- 
ing out of Egypt to the time of the prevailing of the 
Afprian Empire, they being till then under their own 
Princes, (that is firft Judges, and afterwards Kings) 
and governed by their own Laws. But 3dly, When 
the Kings of 4//yria had extended their Empire on this 
fide the Euphrates as far as Paleftine, ‘Ten of the Tribes 
of J/rael being carried into Captivity the Sceptre then 
departed from thofe*Tribes, and the Lawgiver from 
between their Feet. For their Princes and their Laws 
being then taken away from them, they were never af- 
ter that any more a People, but being fcattered among 
the Heathen Nations of the Eaft, their Name and 
their Nation were abforbed and loft in them, and — 
they have never fince been any more heard of, But 
4thly, the Tribe of Fudab, though they fell under 
the like Captivity, yet afterwards returned from it 
into their own Land, and had there their Sceptre and 
Lawgiver again reftored to them. For being there 
imbodied again under the fame Conftitution of Go- 
vernment, they had again Princes of their own to be 
Rulers over them, and (6) the adminiftration of Ju-

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ftice under them, by their own Laws-in the fame 
earner e 2 fo they rershgebae ‘to have 
~ without, Interruption: (excepting only the three years 
and an half of Autiocbys’s perfecution) till the ‘ime 
that Copomius was made Procurator-of Fudea. But 
then (c) the power. of Life and Death being taken 
from them, and placed in a foreign Governor, and 
uftice being thenceforth adminiftred by the Laws of 
Rome, inftead of thofe of their own Nation, then 
truly began the Sceptre to. depart from ‘Yudah, and 
the Lawgiver from between his Feet : and. ‘this de- 
rture was fully compleated-in the Deitruétion of 
‘erufalem {ixty two. years after, and therein this Pro- 
phecy had its intire accomplifhment. » Till-then fome 
ew remains of their power were ftill left among 
them: For. they had ftill their Sanhedrim or natio« 
nal Council, and they had ftill their High-Prieft, 
with fome Shadow of Authority ftill lodged in both, 
and in the Adminiftration of Juftice fome regard was 
ftill had by the. Roman Governors to their old na- 
tional Law. But after the Temple and City of Fe. 
rufalém were deftroyed by Titus, all this was abfolute- 
ly.and wholly abolifhed, and from that time neither 
the Sceptre nor the Lawgiver hath been -any more 
found among them. For although near 1650 years 
are now palit fince that deftruétion, and. great num- 
bers of this people fwarm all over. the World, yet 
they have never been able to imbody again into a 
Nation either in their own, or any other ‘Land ; or 
have they to this day ever found a‘ place, where. they 
could re-eftablifh their old :Conftitution of Law, or 
have a Prince of their-own to govern them by it. As 
to their (d) 4chmalotarcha at Babylon, if that Officer

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’ be ftill there in being, he is no more, than what 
their Alabarcha was at Alexandria, their Ethnarcha at 
Antioch, or their Epifcopus Fudeorum in England, that ~ 
is the Head of that Sect -in»that place, without 
Sword or Sceptre, or any Power of Coercion, ‘or 
Authority of Jurifdiétion, but what he hath by the 
voluntary Submiflion of the Yews of that Country, 
which was the old Babylonian Province. And there- - 
fore nothing can be more vain, than what the Fews 
urge as to this matter, that is, that in this Achmalo- 
tarcha is ftill preferved both the Sceptre and the 
Lawgiver in the Tribe of Fudab, and that therefore 
the Prophecy of acob above mentioned is not yet 
fulfilled, nor the Mefiab as yet come. 
But againft what I have here faid of the Explica- 
tion and fulfilling of this Prophecy it may be ob- 
je&ted, that after the Badbylonifh Captivity we find 
none, excepting Zerubbabel, to have had the Go- 
-vernment of the Fewi/S nation that were of the tribe » 
of Fudab; that the High-priefts had moftly the re- 
gency of the land who were of the tribe of Levi ; and 
that after the .4/monzan Princes Herod and Archelaus 
his fon reigned in Fudea, who were defcendants of 
the Jdumeans, and not of any of the tribes of I/ael, 
To this I anfwer, that after the captivity the tribe of 
Fudab f{wallowed all elfe that were left of the other 
tribes of J/rael, and all from that time were called 
Jews, and reckoned as one of the fons of Fudab: And 
as to Herod, (e) Nicolas of Damajcus, who lived in his 
court, attefts him to have been defcended from one of 
thofe Fewi/b families which returned from the Babylo- 
nifo captivity. But whether this were fo or not, it is 
no where denied but that he was defcended from: an- 
ceftors, who had by profelytifm been long ingrafted 
into the name and nation of the Fews, and thereby 
been made at leaft the adopted fons of the tribe of 
Judah, and therefore he cannot be reckoned as a 
ftranger to it.

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The fum therefore is, the fceptre and the lawgiver 
a remained among the Jews till both began to be taken 
from them by the Romans on their reducing Fudea in- 
to the form of a Roman province, and then Chri? the 
Shiloh promifed began his coming as the Meéfiah, by 
then firft entering on his father’s bufinefs, for which he 
was fent. And that this exactly fell in with the time 
of this change plainly appears; for Cérif? was then in 
the (f) twelfth year of his age, and the twelfth year 
from Cdrif’s birth was that whereon Coponius enter’d 
on his government: For Hered lived one year after 
the birth of Chriff, and after the death of Herod 
(g) Archelaus reigned ten years, and the next year af- 
ter the Romans feized Fudea, and made it a province 
of their empire. Chrift therefore firft appeared in the 
temple as the Mefiah at that very time when the fcep- 
tre and the lawgiver firft began to depart from Fudab ; 
and fixty two years after that, this departure was fully 
* compleated in the deftruétion of the temple and city 
of Ferufalem, and the utter abolifhing of the whole 
Fewifh policy and conftitution of government in that 
Jand; which hath never fince either there or any 
where elfe been again revived. : 
Marcus Ambivius (b) was fent by Auguftus to be 
procurator of Judea in the place of 
Coponius: And this fame year died Sa- 
lome the fifter of Herod, a woman who : 
by her crafty and malicious intrigues had caufed great 
mifchief in her brother’s family. re 
Tiberius (i) was admitted into co-partnerfhip of 
command and fovereignty with dugujus i 
in all the provinces and armies of the Ko- Ao pofttsoyss 
man empire, and adecree paffed both the Tiperius 1.

ZEra, and died on the roth of Auguf in the r4th year 
of that ZEra. The time of his reign was joft fifty fix 
years, reckoning it from the time of his entering on 
his firft confulfhip, which was on the fame day in 
the year in which he died ; but if we reckon it from 
the Affiac victory his reign will then be forty four 
years wanting fourteen days ; for that Victory was 
ained on the fecond of September, and the day of his 
eath was the roth of uguft, as hath been already here 
mentioned.. And the 4éiac victory being that, which - 
gave him the whole Roman Empire, and abfolute So- 
vereignty over it, by that we here reckon the years of 
his reign after the Depofition of Archelaus, and the . 
making ¥udzea a province of the Roman Empire. On 
his death (7) he was fucceeded by Ziderius the Son of 
Livia his. Wife by her former Husband. He had 
been made his Partner before in the fupreme Command 
of the Provinces and Armies, but now the whole Em- 
pire devolved on him, and that not only in the Pro- 
vinces and Armies, bat alfo in the Sovereign City of 
Rome itfelf, and thereby he became in the fame man- 
ner, as. 4uguftus had been before, Lord of all. He was 
fifty five years old when he firft entered on this Succef- 
fion, and-reigned from this time over the whole Ro- 
man Empire (m) twenty two years, feven months and

.. The death of Archelaus King of Cap- . 
padocia, and of Antiochus King of Com- 4 '7- 
ena, and Philopater King of Cilicia, Tiberius } a 
which all happened the fame year, cauf- 7 
ing fome Difturbances in thofe Countries, (0) Tiberius 
laid hold on this occafion to recal Germanicus from his 
Germanic Legions, (where he feared his power and 
intereft with the Soldiery) to fend him into the Eaft, 
lies that thofe difturbances could no otherwife 
removed than by the Wifdom of Germanicus, and 
therefore caufed a Decree to pais the Senate, whereby 
was committed to his charge the Government of all 
the Provinces of the Eaft beyond the Egean Sea. 
Germanicus (p) paffing into the Eaft, reduced Cap- 
padocia and Commagena into the form of 
‘Roman Provinces, and having quieted “”** 
the difturbances that were in Armenia, Tiberius} a 
made Zeno, the Son of Polemon King 
of Powtus, King of that Country, to the great Satif- 
faétion both of the Nobility and Populacy of it, he 
having been bred among them, and made himfelf al- 
ways acceptable to them. After this he marched into 
Syria, and there took up his Winter Quarters. Cz. 
Pifo was then Prefident of that Province. (9) He was 
fent thither at the fame time that Germanicus went 
into the Eaft, and his private Commiffion from Zi- 
berius was to be a Curb, anda Check upon Germani- 
cus, and. to create him all the T rouble and Vexation 
he was able; and he failed not executing to the 
utmoft all that was given him in charge as to this 
matter.

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Germanicus in the (r) Spring paffed from Syria into 
Egypt, and there took a view of all the 
Ante 3% Curiofities of that Country, failing up 
Tiberius} ®* the Nile from Canopus, as far as the Bor- 
"ders of Ethiopia. On his return into 
Syria, (s) he fell fick, and died at Autioch of poifon 
adminifter’d to him by the fraud of Pi/o and Plancina 
his Wife ; fo Germanicus complained in his Sicknefs, 
and fo it was generally thought; and it was not 
doubted, but that it was (¢) by fecret inftruction from 
Tiberius himfelf, that this villanous Aét was done. 
Germanicus had by many eminent Qualifications gain- 
ed the efteem and affection of all Men to an high de- 
gree; this produced fuch an Envy and Jealoufy in 
Tiberius, that he could not reft, till by thefe treache- 
rous means he had procured his death. This (a) cau- 
fed a general grief and mourning all over the Empire, 
efpecially at Rome, and alfo a rage and wrath equal 
thereto againft Pijo and his Wife, the fuppofed Au- 
thors of his Death. 

‘And therefore as foon as they returned to Rome, 
(w) they were both arraigned for it be- 
os, CH fore the Senate. But Pi/o there finding 

Tiberius} 2 his condemnation unavoidable fell on 
his own Sword to prevent the Sentence, 
and fo died by his own Hands.

For the next year after (¢) was appointed to fuc- 
ceed him by the fame Gratus Fo/eph fur- © 
named Caiphas (2) the Son-in-law of 4%? 26

(c) were the High-Priefts, that are fpo- ° 
ken of in the Gofpels to have had the chief hand in 
the Profecuting of our Saviour to his Crucifixion. 
And this fame year~Valerius Gratus being recalled, 
(d) Pontius Pilate was fent by Tiberius to be Procura- 
tor of Fudza, in his ftead, a Man thoroughly prepar- 
ed for all manner of Iniquity, which he accordingly 
executed through. his whole Government. Philo Fy- 
deus (e) chargeth him to have been guilty therein of 
felling Juftice, and giving any Sentence for Money, 
of rapines, of injuries, of murders, of unjuft torment- 
ings, of putting Men arbitrarily to death without 
procefs or fentence of Law, and of exceffive Cruelty 
through his whole Adminiftration; and by fuch an 
hardned Temper of Iniquity he was thoroughly fitted 
for the giving of that unjuft Sentence whereby he con- 
demned to death him that is the Lord of Life. 

This Year was the fifteenth year of Tiberius from 
the time that he was admitted to reign in Co-part- 
nerfhip with Auguftus. And this was that fifteenth 
year of the Reign of Tiberius mentioned (f) by St. 
Luke, in which St. Fobu the Baptif (g) firft preached 
the Baptifm of Repentance for the remiffion of Sins, 
and therein the Gofpel of Fe/us Chrift (4) had its be- 
ginning. For Chri appeared for the revealing of

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this Gofpel firft by this his Meffenger fent before 
his Face to prepare, the way for his perfonal appears 
ance, which was accordingly made by him ‘three 
years and an half after. Firft therefore ‘fobu the Bap- 
tif? begun the miniftry of the Gofpel in this fifteenth 
year of Tiberius, and continued in it for three. years. 
and an half, that is he begun it about the time of ‘the 
Pafchal Feaft, and continued it till the Feaft of Fa- 
bernacles in the fourth year after. And then fobs 
being caft into, Prifon (4) Chri appeared to take: it 
on him in Perfon, and perfonally carried it on three 
Years and an half more. . So that the whole Term of 
Cbrit’s miniftry while he was here on Earth, as exe- 
cuted firft vicariouly by Yebn his Forerunner, and 
afterwards perfonally by himfelf, was exactly feven 
Years; and thefe feven Years conftituted the laft of 
the feventy Weeks in Daniel’s (t) Prophecy. How 
at the beginning of this Week ended the fixty two 
Weeks of this Prophecy, which pointed out the time 
of the coming of Cbrg# in the miniftry of his Gofpel ; 
and how this laft Week then begun; and how in 
that Week the Covenant was confirmed with many 3 
and how in the laft half of it the Levitical Sacrifices 
and Oblations were made to ceafé, and in the Con- 
clufion of the faid Weeks the Mefieh was cut off, 
hath been already thewn in the firft part of this Hi- 
ftory, and therefore I need not here again repeat it. 

At the time appeinted by this Prophecy Chri be- 
iesedt came a Sacrifice for us to make Reconci- 
aalns 9. _liation for our iniquities, and died upon 
* the Crofs for the Expiation of them ; and 

thereby having purchafed his Spiritual Kingdom over 
us, he took  pofieflion of it on his Refurreétion 
from the dead. For then his Church, ‘which is his 
Kingdom, had its beginning, and therein were ful- 
filled two other of Daniel’s Prophecies relating to 
this his Kingdom,. the firft contained in the fecond 
Chapter of that Prophet, -and the other in the feb 
ST

. - venth ; 
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venth ; both which foretold, that the Kingdom of 
the. Mefiah fhould come on and grow upon the de- 
cay of that of the Romans. For the four Kingdoms 
fet forth by the four Metals of Nebuchanexzar’s 
fmage in the firft of thofe Prophecies, and by the four 
Beafts in the, other are meant the four Monarchies of 
the Babylonians, the Perfians, the Macedonians, and 
the Romans; and that. after the decay of the King- 
dom of the Romans, the Kingdom of the Méfiab 
fhould commence is plainly expreffed in both thele 
Prophecies. For what is faid of the King of the next 
fucceeding Kingdom in the firft’ of thefe Prophecies, 
that (1) bis Kingdom fhould never be deftroyed, but 
Joould fiand for ever, and in the fecond of them, that 
(m) there was given to bim Dominion and Glory and a 
Kingdom, that all People, Nations and Languages fbould 
Serve him, and that bis Dominion is an everlafting Do- 
minion, which foall not pafs away, and his Kingdom that 
which foall not be deftroyed, can be underftood of- none 
other than of Chrif, and his Kingdom. | And there- 
fore the Strength of the Roman Empire beginning to 
decay in the Reign of Tiberius, then accordingly com- 
menced the beginning of the Kingdom of the Mefiab in 
the erection of his Church here on Earth. In (#) the 
firft of thefe Prophecies the Roman Empire is fet forth 
by Legs of Iron, and Feet of Iron and Clay mingled 
together; this implies the two forts of Governments | 
which the Romans were under ; firft the legal Government 

under their old Conftitution, and the other the arbitrary 

and tyrannical government under their Emperors. As 

long as the firft remained, the Empire of Rome ftood firm 

and {trong upon it, as upon legs of Iron. But when 

the fecond commenced, and in the place of legal Go- 

vernment fucceeded arbitrary Will and Pleafure, then 

Clay was mingled with Iron in the Feet ; and there- 

by the Bafis was made weak, on which the whole 

Stru€ture. was founded. As long as Augufus lived,

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who was a.Prince Wife, Juft, and Clement, the. 
Clay in the Foundation of his Government was as. 
ftrong and as firm as the Iron. But when Tiberius fac- 
ceeded, (0) who had more of the Beaft in him, than 

of the Man, and governed for the moft part without 
Reafon or Juftice by a moft barbarous and cruel Will 
and Pleafure, the Clay began to moulder, and the 
Foundations of this Kingdom to grow weak, and de- 
cay. And at this very time, when it began fo to do, 
Chrif?s Kingdom commenced in the erection of his 
Church, and where that begun there the Jewifh Church 
with the whole Mo/aic Oeconomy ended,* And this 
- being the utmoft Term to which I propofed to bring 
down this Work, I thall here put a Conclufion to it 
with my moft humble and hearty Thankfgiving and- 
Praife to Almighty God, that he hath of his great 
Mercy and Goodnefs given me Life and Strength to 
enable me thus to compleat it, ne
